How 
all or the mo$t part of the Towns, Cities, Countries, Nations, Iſlands, 
Seas, Deſarts, Mountaines, and moit memorable places, are ſcituated 
from it how many miles Engliſh they ſtand —_— what memorable 
ations have been done in them, and for the moit part where they ſtood, 
and how they are at this day. 

Beſides (to make this a perfe work) you will find after the end of 
the Old 1 roo before the beginning of the New; the Diſcourſe con-

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A BRIEF DECLARATION 
O F 
GEOMETRICAL MEASURES. 


Degree of the Heavens is fiſteen German or Dutch miles; one minute 
A is one quartcr of a Dutch mile : ſo that four minutes make a Dutch 
mile. 
Diverſity of miles. 

A Dutch mile is four thouſand paces : the Spaniſh miles be very near jo 
long as the. Dutch. A French mile is two thouſand paces: a Walbon, or Tta- 
lian mile is a thouſand paces; {o that four 7allon miles make a Dutch mile. 

The word Mile is derived from the Latine word Mz//e; for one thouſand 
paces make a Walon mile, as Guattherus H. Revius writeth. | 

Of Stades or Furlongs. | 
T HE word Stadium in Latin,in Engliſh a Furlong,is a meaſure of ground, 

whereof there be three ſorts, Italicam,Olymt icum,Pythicum: T hat of Italy 

contained 625 Feet, which 1s 125 Paces, halt a quarter of an Ttahar mile. 
The ſecond fort was of the Hill Olympus in Greece, where was a Game or 
Prize kept by the Princes and Cities of Greece eyery fifth year, in the Ho- 
nour of Hercules, who firſt began it. This meaſure of ground, Stadinm 
Olympicum, contained 609 Feet, that is, 129 paces. The third kind of Stade 
or Furlong contained 1990 Feet, which is 200Paces; whercof haply aroſe the 
difference of P/ny and Diodorus Siculus in deſcribing Sicily. 

What a Furlong ts. 

Fifreen Dutch miles make a Degree, and a Degree of the Heavens an- 
ſwereth to 480 Furlongs upon Earth ; whereby ir is manitcſt, that 32 Fur- 
longs is a German, or common Dutch mile. | 

One Minute cqualleth eight Furlongs, which make an Ttatian or 1alloon 
mile, the fourth part of a Dutch mile. 'T'wo Minutes of the Heavens, or (ix- 
teen Furlongs,make a Dutch mile. Four, halt of a Duich mile. Threeminutes 
equal 24 Stades or Furlongs, which make three quarters of a Dutch mile. 
Four minutcs equal 32 Furlongs, that is to ſay, a German or Dutch mile. 

The Holy Evangeliſts, S. Lake, cap. 24. ver. 13.and S. John, c. 11. ver. 8. 
reckon the way by Furlongs. S. Luke faith A the Town Emaus was diſtant from

Jeruſalem ſixty Furlongs : and St. Fohn faith, Bethania was fifteen Furlongs 
diſtant from Jeruſalem. .Whence it appeareth, that Emaus was diſtant from 
Feruſalem almoſt two Dutch miles,ſeyen Walloon miles and a half ; and Be- 
thania almoſt half a Cutch mile, which 1sa mule, a half, and half a quarter. 

Foſephus writerh, That Mount Olivet was diſtant from Feru/alem five Fur- 
lo:1gs, that is a little morc than halt a quarter of a Dutch mile, which is 
half an Italian mile and halt a quarter. "The ſame 7»ſephus ſaith, That 
the circuit of the City of Fernſa/em was thirty three Furlongs, a Dutch 
mile and half a quarter. Others ſay it was tour miles in Compaſs, which 
>eing underſtood of Talian or Walloon miles, make little or no difference, 
iccing it is but the half of a balt quarter of a Dutch mile. 

Strabo writeth, That the City of Babylon was 3&0 Furlongs in Circuit, 
that is twelve Dutch miles. The Circuit of Samaria was twenty Furlongs 
that is halfaDutch and half a quarter, which is two Italian miles and a half. 

How the Romans meaſured their Miles. | 
-- E Romans meaſured their miles by Paces, which they call Paſſus, and 
| thatkindof meaſuring is done after this manner ; Four Barley-corns laid 
long-ways, one by the other, make the breadth of a Finger, four Fingers 
broad make the breadth of an Hand, four Hands broad make the length 
of a Foot, which meaſure is now extant; five feer make a Geometrical or 
grcat Pace; one hundred twenty five fuch Paces are a Furlong; eight Fur- 
longs are one thouſand Paces or Walloon mile; two thouſand Paces are a 
French mile. 
Ex granis quatuor formabitur unus. 
Eft quater in palmo digitus, quater in pede palmus. 
Quingque pedes paſſum faciunt, paſſus quoque centum 
Vrginti quinque ſtadium dant : Sed milliare

- Four thouſand Paces are a Dutch mile, I mean a common Dutch mile, 
whereof fifteen are reckoned to a Degree of the Heayens; for the Switzer 
mites are commonly a quarter of a Dutch mile longer than common Dutch 
miles. But through this Book, by miles we underſtand common Dutch 
miles, whereof four thouſand Paces make a mile. 

Whoſoever will underſtand St. Ferom well, de Þcis Hebraics, muſt mark 
whether he reckons by Miles or by Stones : "Fhe miles ſpecified by him are 
Walloon miles, whereof four make a Dutch mile as aforeſaid : the Stone 
whereof he writeth (whereby alſo they did meaſure and divide the way) are 
reckoned f1x to a Dutch mule. |

= E moſt holy and beautiful City of Feru/alem (:t any would conſider 

_ the thrice principal parts of the World, Exrope, 4/a,and Africa) ſtood 
in the midit ot the World, upon moſt high Mountains and Rocks, like an 
earthly Paradiſe, a lively Figure of the everlaſting City of God. "This City 
being the Metropolitan or principalleſt Ciry of the Jews, ſtood in the Tribe 
of Benjamin ; at the firſt it was called Sa/em, that 1s, Peaceable: when Mel/- 
chiſedech, the Pricſt of God, reigned therein, which he allo builr after the 
Deluge (as Joſephus and Egiippus write.) Burt ar that time ic was not very 
great z/ for it ftood only upon Mount $707. Mount Moriah, where Abraham 
would have offercd his Son T/zac, ſtood without the City, and after that 
they took 1t into the City, as when time ſerverh it ſhall be declared. 

After the Death of Me/chiſedech, unto whom Abraham paid the Tythes 
of all his Goods, the Febyftes dwelt in the City of Feruſaler, and had the 
dominion of*iir, and all the Land thereabouts in their Subjection, called the 
City Febus after their Name ; which Name was held a long time, as 
we read in 7oſh.10.

Of Mount Sion, the higher City. 


| Fears Sion ſtood Northwards in the City Feruſalem, and was much 
V higher than all the other Hills that were thercin;therefore it was called 
Sion, that is, a watch Tower; becaulc from thence one might {ce the Holy 
Land, and all the Countries thereabout : upon this Hill, the upper City was 
built, which in the Scripture is called the City of David, becaule David won it 
trom the Febuftes, and beaurified it with many goodly Houſes and fair and 
coſtly buildings: bur eſpecially with his houſe of Cedar-wood, which he 
rermed the Caſtle of Sion, which ſtood Weſtwards at the corner of the Hill, 
looking into Bethlehem Southwards. In that houſe David dwelr, and therein 
committed Adultery with Berſeba the Wite of Uriah the Hittite ; whoſe 
Houſe alſo with the place of divers Privy Councellors and Officers, ſtood 
upon the Hill, not far ſrom the King's Palace, as oſephus writeth. 

Beneath King Davids Houſe, upon Mount Sor, within a Rock, there 
was to be ſecnthe Sepulchre or Vault, wherein King David, Solomon his Son, 
and other ſucceeding Kings of 7444, were entombed and buried. 

Upon Mount Sion alfo (rowards the Eaſt) King Herod had a Garden of 
Pleaſure, not far from the Fountain called Sil, Nehemiah 3. and there alſo 
ſtood the Tower of $i, whereof Luke in the 13 chapter maketh mention. 

Foſephus ( in the Wars of the Jews, his firſt Book, and ſixteenth Chap- 
ter) ſaith, That King Herod, under whom Chriſt Jeſus was born, had 
two fair and ſtrong Houſes or Towcrs, which he {et and made in the 
upper part of the City Feruſa/em, upon Mount Sion, which were in 
2 manner comparable with the Temple tor Beautifulneſs, which he called 
after the Nameof his Friends;the one Czſarea, for Czar the Emperor's ſake, 
and the other Agrippa, acording to the name of the noble Roman Marcas 
Agrippa,that marryed the Daughter of Augnu/tus Ceſar. 

T his may ſuffice to declare theScituarion of the upper City, which ſtood 
upon mount Sir, and contained in Circuit fifteen Furlongs, which is 
about half a mile. This uppermoſt City, in the facred Scxipture is called 
the City of David; it was allo called Milo, that is, Fullneſsor Plenty, for in 
it there was no Want, but Abundance of all things 


Of the Steps which deſcended down from the City of David. 
| unto the lower City. 


Mie Sion, whercon the upper City of Feruſa/em did ſtand, was ſuch a 
high hard Hill.and fo ſteep, that noman could climb or aſcend unto is 
by any way or means but only one, that is, by ſteps; for in the middle thereof 
there was a great pair of ſtairs made, which deſcended from David's City un- 
ko 
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ro the lower City, intothe Valley or Dale of Gates, called Thyroreion, which 
: ſtairs were 780 Foot * high, as Zohannes Heydonins writeth; and 
| _ - "LM | ar beneath, in the Valley of Thyroreion, over againſt the Valley 
4 2ohn tf of Cedron, at the foot of the ſtairs ſtood a Gate, which was 
called the Gate of Sir 3 and they which went up to Mount S:0n mult paſs 
through that Gate, and fo up thoſe Stairs : bur it is thought, nevertheleſs, 


that in ſome other parr of the Hill there was ſome winding or other oblique 


way made, by which, Horſes and Chariots, by little and little might aſcend. 
Allegorical or Spiritual Significations of Mount Sion. 


—_ in Hebrew ſignifieth a {urc hold or goodly Aſpect; for that from the 
rop thereof a man might have ſeen all the Land lying thereabouts; and was 
_ a type of the higheſt Heavens, or Habitation of Almighty God, from whence 
he beholdcth all things upon Earth ; from which Throne ang Heavenly 
Habiration he deſcended into this lower Feruſalem, and became our Re- 
deemer and Saviour, that ſo we being purged by his Blood, from all our 
Sins and Imperfeftions, he might bring us into that heayenly Feruſalen 
which is etcrnall Glory. 


Of Mount Moriah on which the Temple jtood. 


F Ount Meriah ſtood Eaſtward within Feruſalem,which was a moſt hard 
ſtoney Hill, from whence, towards the riſing ofthe Sun, men by ſtairs 
might caſily deſcend; but round about on the other three ſides it was ſteep 
nd unapprochable, like a Stone wall: yetit wasnot ſo high as Mount Sor, 
howbcirit was exceeding high, extending and reaching 690Foot in height : 
and on the topthereof was a very fair Plain, like unto that of Mount Sir, 
whercon in times paſt Abraham built an Altar and would haye offered 
his Son I/aactor a Sacrifice, Gen. 22. 

At which time, when Abraham obcycd the Commandment of God, in- 
trending to have offered his Son T/zac upon the Hill, and thereon had made 
an Altar, then thefaid Hill lay without the City : bur long time after, abour 
the {pace of 850 Years, whenKing David had conquered Jeruſalem, and dri- 
venthence the Jebujtes; to enlarge the City, he compaſſed in Mount Moriah 
and Mouut cr. with a Wall, upon whici there ſtood many goodly Build- 
ings. And amongſt other things worthy Obſervation, upon this Mount ſtood 
the Barn or Threſhing floor of * Arafaa the Jebujte, whercin | 
King David built an Altar, offered burnt Offerings, and be- * Of Arauna. 
fought the Lord that the Angel of God (whole hand was ſtretched over bg 
fitem, holding a bloody Sword, and had {ſmitten the Ciry with the Peſti- 
lence) might ccale from puniſhing the ſame, and the Plague ceaſed. On 
the ſame place where the Barn of Arafra the Jebuſire ſtood, King S9/o- 
2791 allo did build the Temple, 1 Paral. 23 24. Foſeph. Antig. Jud. bib. 23. $- 
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Of the City Jeruſalem. 
An Allegorical or Stiritual Interpretation of Mount Moriah. 


WV Oriah is as much as to ſay, the Lord's Mirrh,and fignifieth our Lord 


Jeſs Chriſt, which is the true Mirrh and ſweer ſmelling Sacrifice unto 


' God; a ſtedfaſt Rock, an immovcable Foundation, whereon God's Church, 


and the Members thereof are built, E/ay 28. Matth. 16. Upon this Rock will I 
build my Church,and the Gates of Hell ſhall not prevail againlt it. Moriah 1s alſo 
expounded to be Cultus & timor Domini, the worthip and tcar of God; and 
that in the ſame place the figurative Seryice of God ſhould begin, and 
cortinue until the coming of Chrilt. 


The Deſcription of the Temple of Jeruſalem. 


HE Temple ſtood upon Mount Moriah, was fairly builr, and arti- 
ficially contrived, of white Marble Stones, which were fo well con- 
joyned or cloſed together, that a man could pot {ce or perceive the Jun- 
tures or Creſts of them : and the inner Walls of it were made all of Ce- 
dar wood, carved with the {1militude of Angels, Cherubims, roots of Palm- 
trees, and with flowers of divers kinds, gilt all over with pure Gold, and 
ſer with precious Stones ; inſomuch, that all parts of the upper Rock with- 
in the Temple, did ſhine with the luſtre of ir. The pavement thereof 
alſo was plated all over with fine Gold ; ſo that all the Temple within, 
both above, under foot, and on every fide and corner thereof, was gilt 
clean over : bur without, it was of ſmooth poliſh'd white Marble Stone, ex- 
cellently beautiful and fair to the Eye, much refembling A . 
the colour of any Pcarl, Unit, or Margaret. It was in ex ear ogtty 
length an hundred Ells, in breadth an hundred Ells, and zngiih; & that his 
in height an hundred and twenty Ells, as Joſephus wri- Temple was 50 yards 
teth, in the old Ads and Wars of the Fews, in his fit- —_ SO broad, and 
teenth Book and fourteenth Chapter. EO 
The Root thereof was made of thin planks of Olive-wood, all cover- 
cd over with Plates of Gold : it was adorned with ſharp and plain ſpikes of 
Gold, leſt Birds ſhould defile it with their Dung. When any man travel- 
led to Feruſalem, and ſaw the Temple far off when the Sun ſhincd there- 


. on, the white marble Stones and the golden Root thereof, did caſt fuch 


a Light and reflexing Brightneſs from them, that ir did make the Behold- 
ers Eyes dark and blind with looking upon it. | 

ithin the Temple there was the moſt ſacred Quire, which ſtood at 
the Weſt end thereot, the which Quire, was formed four ſquare, that is, 
twenty Ells broad, long, and high, This Quire was called the Holy of R5- 
lies, whercin it was lawtul for no man to center but the High Prieſt, and 
he alſo bur once in a year, which was on the Feaſt day of the Propitiato- 
ry Sacrifice, to appeaſe God's wrath. = the middle part of the Quite 
| there 
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there ſtood two Cherubims, made of Olive-wood, covered all over with: 
fine Gold, whoſe Faces and Forms were like unto young Children ; the 
heighr of them was ten Ells; cach of them had two Wings, which wcre 
five Ells broad ; they ſtood one right againſt the other, ſo that with the 
innermoſt Wings they touched together, and the uttcrmoſt fides of the 
Wings touched the ſides of the Quire : their Faces looked towards the Eaſt: 
in the middle, under the W ingsot the Cherubims, was placed the Ark of the 
Covenant; but after the Babylonian Captivity, the Ark of the Covenant 
ftood no more there; for then the Holy of Holics was empry, and nothing 
{een in the ſecond Temple-but the two Cherubims, as is aforeſaid. The: 
Wall of this Quire was of pure Gold, exccllent fair and curiouſly graven : 
In this Wall of the moſt holy Quire there was a Gatc made all of Gold, 
which had two Leaves or little dorcs that opened and ſhut, very curioufly 
emboſled ; through which doxes men went into the moſt holy Quire, where 
the Lord did anſwer by Urim and Thummim; there the Cherubims ſtood, 
and before that Gate there did hang a rich Vait or Curtain, which was 
made of fine Silk, woven very artificially, whercin there was wrought the 
picture of the Cherubims, with Needle-work of diverſe colours. This was. 
the ſame Vail which at the Pathon of Chriſt did rent in funder from the- 
top to the bottom, to ſhew that then Aaron's Levitical Sacrifices were abo- 
lifted, and now every man may freely-approach (thorough the mercy of 
his dearly beloved Son) unto the Preſence of God's heavenly Throne. 
Before the moſt ſacred Quire there was builded towards the Eaſt, a place- 
within the Temple containing forty Ells in lengeh, twenty in breadth, _ 
and thirty in height, cloſed up on both {ſides with golden Walls, which- 
was. called the holy-place or Sanctuary of the Temple, wherein no man 
might entce bur only the Prieſt, when he offered Incenſe, and prayed un- 
w God. In the middle of that Holy place there ſtood an Altar, covered: 
with plates of Gold ; near unto, which, the Angel Gabrie/ appeared unto. 
Zacharias, and brought him the glad Tidings, That Fhz:4beth his Wife 
ſhould bear him a Son whoſe Name ſhould be-Fohn, who ſhould prepare 
the way of Chriſt. At the South end of this Akar, upon the one ſide ſtood 
the holy Candle-ſticks, and art the other end on the other ſide, ſtood a 
golden Table, whereupon. the Shew-bread was. ſet. And in this holy: 
place there ſtood ten Tables more for the meat Offerings, and ten golden. 
Candle-ſticks more, which were beautified with Lamps, Lillies, and other 
fair Flowers. The openitg doors whereby men went ihto the holy place, 
were alſo very rich and coſtly, made of- Gold, with carved Cherubims, 
Palm-trees, and broad Flowers thereupon. And before thoſe doors alſo 
there were hanging. Vails or Curtains, very curiouſly wrought. On both: 
ſides of the Temple there were certain Walks or Galleries, which were 
three Stoxics.high one aboye another, and on the right fide there ſtood a 


pair- 
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| pair of turning Stairs, by the which, men went up to the Chamber of the 


Temple, and there all the ſmall Veſſels, and other things belonging to the 
Temple, were kept. The Roofs of thele Galleries were all plated over 
with Gold, but that part was ſomewhat lower than che principal part ofthe 
Temple. The Windows of the Temple were wide within and narrow 
without. The Gates of the Temple were made of pure Gold, tive and 
rwenty Ells. high, and ftxreen Ells broad ; bur elpecially the Gate that 
ſtood Eaſtward in the Temple, was excceding high, which in the ſecond 
Book of Kings, chap. 25. is called the high Gate : and as Foſephrs laith, the 
ſaid Gate was ninery Ells high, the Doors whcreof, were forty Ells long and 
twenty Ells broad, giltall over, and richly emboſſed, beautified with Che- 
rubims and precious Stones. The Wall before this Gate, towards the Eaſt, 
was pure Gold, emboſſed and curioully engraven in manner of Vines, with 
great golden Leaves vg as the ſtature of a Man, whereon there did hang 


_ the picture and form of Grapes, which were made of fine Chryſtal. With- 


in that high Gate alſo there did hang a Vail ar Curtain as long and broad 
as the Gate within: This Vail was made of a piece of B.cbylmian Tapiſtry, 


wonderfully wrought, and made of Silk, beauriticd with divers Colours, 


of Scarlet, Purple, and Velvet; and as Joſephus writeth, the Sphere of the 
Heavens was wrought therein, bur the twelve Signs were not ; and when 
the Wind blew, the Vail did moye like a Vane. | 


Of the Porches or open Courts of the Temple. 


Ree the high Gate of the Temple, towards the Eaſt, there were three 
Porches or Courts open, without Roofs, which were made all of po- 
lif'd Stone, with fair marble Pillars, beautified with all kind of Colours, 
in which Porches, men praiſed and ferved God. 

The firſt was called the upper Porch, where none but the Prieſt might 
enter when he offercd and ſerved God; which Porch ſtood next unto the 
high Quire. The ſecond was called So/omor's Hall or Parch ; there the 
People uſed to pray, and in that Court our Saviour Chriſt preached, Joh. 19. 
Thethird Porch King Herod built, adding that thereto for the Heathen 
Pcople, which alſo came unto Ieruſalem to pray. | 
 Theie three Porches went four ſquare round about the Temple, as the 
Temple it {elf was, and between theſe Porches there were allo ſpaces left, fu 
ported with pillars of Marble, and cloſe above the head, far men to walk 
under when it rained, which were all made of Cedar and Cypreſs-wood, 
and of marble ſtone, beautified with Gold. Bur towards .the Eaſt, right 
w againſt the high Quire of the Temple, there the Parches.were broadeſt 
and greateſt. | 

Here gentle Reader you may note, that as often as in the Defeription of 
the "Temple I ſpeak of certain Ells, you _ not underftand ſuch Ells as 

2 we 
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we uſe here in onr Country, but only of the Geometrical Ells or Elbows, 
which are called Cubits, being the length of one foot and a half, or ſix 
hands in breadth, and two ſuch Ells or Cubits do contain three foot, which 


make a yard of our mea{ure. 
The frſt Temple, which King $»/omon built, had bur two Porches, as alfo 


the ſecond Temple which Zorobabel and Joſruah,or Feſu the Son of Fozedeck. 


made afterthe Caprivity in Ba/ylon; bur that wastwenty cubitrs lower, and in- 
cloſed about with rwo Porches alſo. But King Herod Afealmita, the great 
King of the Jews, Son of Antip.iter Idumees, fixtecn years before the Birth of 
Chriit, pull:d down that Temple, and built a new Temple up from the 
ground, which vas like to Sobmmrs Temple, butthatir had three Porcnes: for 
Herod built the third Porch, to the ihtent that the Heathen People might pray 
therein, as a Sancuary for Pilgrims and Strangers, as Joſephus writeth, 4n- 
tig. Fad, 116.21.ca. 14. d? Bello Fudeo, 11b.6. ca.6. Item Egiſippus, 6b. 1. cap. 
35, 36. But ſom? do think, which is more likely, that the faid Herod did 
but repair and add Buildings to the ſecond Temple. 

And where Foſephus,ib.2. contra Appionem, writeth of four Porches, whereas 
principally there were but three 1t is tobe underſtood, that SoZmor's Porch 
was made with a Wall in the middle thereof, wherein, on the North fide, the 
Jewiſh Women that were unſpotted and undefiled, uſed ro pray; and on 
the other ſide (being South) the Jewiſh Women, who alſo according to the 
Law, were unſpatted, prayed ; as oſephus ſaith, 1b. 6. cap. 6. de Bello Fudeo. 


A particaiar deſeription of the three ſeveral Porches or 
Courts belonging to the Temple. 

'N the upper Porch, which ſtood right over againſt the high Quire in the 

Temple, rhere was an Altar of Braſs proportioned four ſquare, confilt- 
ing of29 Cubits in length, and 20 Cubits in breadth, extending to ten Cu- 
bits in height, beautified with golden horns, whereon they- uſed to offer 
kuwrnt Sacrifices of Oxen, Sheep, Turtle Doves, Calves, and other things. 
Alſo,in times paſt,there ſtood the greatmolten Sea,made by King Solomon,and - 
the two brazen Pillars which were made with Knobs, > hen ranates, and 
Lilies, very coſtly, and molt artificially done ; and ten Kettles upon Tre- 
vets; butthoſe Kettles and Pillars with Knobs and Pomgranates, and the great 
molten Sea made by King So/omm, were carried away by Nebuchadnezz ar 
King of Baby/on, and broken in pieces: after which Captivity, they were ne- 
ver ſeen more in the Temple, for there were no more made.. But the Altar of 
Braſs with the great horns,whercon they offered Oxen, Sheep, and Doves, was 
made again and ſtood there, as I ſaid before, by which there ſtood divers T a- 
bles,whereon they killed their Offerings. In thisCourrt alſo there was a good-_ 
iy Fountain, with the Water whereof, they uſed to waſh the Blood of the 
Beaſts out of the Temple. For there were.certain holes and gutters between 
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the marblc Stones, whereby the Water ran under the Earth, and through 
the Earth was conveycd in a Pipe into the Lake Kidron. In this Court, Za- 
charias the Son of Barachias was killed, between the Temple and the Altar, 
Mat. 23. And Zacharias the High Prieſt, the Son of Foiadah, was {toned to 
death, 2 Chron. 24. It was compailed about with agreat Wall, made of mar- 
ble ſtone of divers colours, wherein there were divers doors to go out and ir, 
decked with lofty Towers and pleaſant Walks made of Cedar-wood, reſem- 
bling our ancient Cloiſters. Bur principally toward the Eaſt it had a great 
Gate of 75 Ells or Cubits high, and 25 broad, all covered over with gold, 
(as Joſephus writerh) ſtanding always open, without any dorcs to ſhur, that 
every man might look into 1c when the Prictt ſerved God. I any man oi- 
{:red any thing, he brought it ro the Prieſt bcfore the Gate, but might not 
g0 in himſelf. Ferezy, cha .26. and 3G. calleth it the New. Gate. Here allo 
was the Chappel of Gemariz the Son of S1phan, in which Chappel, B zruch 
read the book of the Propher Feremy to the People, Fer. 35. And when the 
Sun was in Capricorn, it ſhone right in at that Gate, and through the his: 
Qaire of the Temple to the Holy of Holies (as Foſephus writeth. ) 


Of the ſecond or middle Court, called Solomon's Porch. + 


: | \Jis Court was ſomething lower than the other; for from ir to tne u;-

a Portal curiouſly made of marble ſtone, and berween it ſtood wocarunt. | 
Pillars of Marble, whereon was ingraven in Hebrew, Greek, La- 

tine, and Idumean Tongues, this Sentence, O nnis alienigena accidens ad ha- 
bitacttum Domini moriatur ; That is, If any Stranger go into- the Houle of 
God, he ſhall ſurely die. And Herod allo cauſed to be hanged over the Eatt- . 
crn Gate, by which they came into this Court, a-golden Sword, with this In- 
{cription, Peregrinus fi fuerit ingreſſus moriatur;that is, It a Stranger be {o bold 
to enter, lct him dic. So as no-Stranger or Heathen mig'1t go into Somers 
Porch under danger of his Life. Here Simeon took the Child Jeſus in his Arms, 
and ſaid, Lord, let now thy Servant depart in Peace according to thy Word, for 
mine eyes have ſcen thy Salvation&c. Attne fame time allothePropheteſs Anna 
the Daughter of Phanuel, of the Tribe of Af-ur, madea notable Propheſic of 
the Child Jcſus toall the People of 1/-4e/, Lk. 2. and aiter Jeſus was bapti- 
zed, inthisplace he taught, wrought Miracles, and did many worthy and me- 
morable Attions.. The Apoſtles alſo commonly met together. in this 
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Coutt, and here the Holy Ghoſt deſcended upon them. Here ſtood the 


Trcalury which Helodorus thought to have robbed, but was prevented by 
the Angel of God, 2 Mac. 3. This was the ſame Treaſury whercin the poor 
Widow caſt the two Mites, whom Chriſt commended tor the fame, as ap- 
pears, Mark 12. Upon which, St. Ambroſe {aith, Deny not to calt two 
Mircs into this Treaſury, that is, Faith and Grace, ſince by them thou ſhalt 
be made capable of a ceicſtial Kingdom ;z neither flatter thy {elf with thy 
Riches, becauſe thou canſt give more than the Poor, for God reſpedts nor 
how much, but with what Devotion thou giveſt thy Reward, As. 7. de 
Viduo, & Epift. bi. g. Ep. 76. And here Chriſt ablolved the Adultereis that 
was accuſed to him, being forry for her ottence; laying, 1 came not to con- 
demn, but to ſave Sinners that regent. Upon which, St. Chryſo/tom ſaith, Al- 
thovgh thou art a Publican, yer thou may be made an Evangeliſt; mough 
a Perlecuter of the Church, yet an Apoſtle; though a Thict, yer of the 
City of Paradiſe; though a Magician, yet thou may'{t worſhip God ; for 
there is no Sin ſo dangerous, but Repentance may obtain Pardon. Not far 
from this Treaſury there ſtood certain Galleries, curiouily adorned with 
marble Pillars, the root whereof was plated with Silver and Gold, and 
was cloſe above the Head, that when it rained, men might walk underthem 
dry, and indecd, did much reſemble our ancient Monaſteries. T he dores 
of thele Walks were covered over with Gold and Silver; ſo alſo was that 
high Gate whereby men went Eaſtward into So/v:z07s Porch, and was fifty 
Cubits high, and the dores forty, as Joſephus wiiteth. 


Of the third Court or Porch, wherein the Heathens uſed to jray, commonly 
called the Hall of the Gentiles, or outward Court. 


T*His Court was not built by the Kings of 1/rael, but by Herod, when the 

L rcſt of the Temple was re-cdified, ſome ſixteen years before the Birth 
of Chriſt, and abour fix and forty before he began topreach, John 4. It was 
ſo ſpatious, and ſumptuouſly built, thar it amazed the Bcholders, contain- 
ing an hundred Cubits in breath, and ſeven hundred and twenty Cubits 
in length, lying Eaſtward towards the Brook Kidron : the Paycment was 
of Marble of divers colours, like the other Courts ; the Walls, with the 
marble Pillars, were fave and twenty Cubits high ; and the Walks abour it 
very curiouſly made, were thirty Cubits broad. This was called Veftabulunt 
Gentium, where the Heathens as well as the ews, might enter and pray. 
Our of this place Chriſt draye the Buyers and Sellers, overthrew the Tables 
of the Money-Changers, and the ſeats of thoſe that ſold Doves, Fo. 2. 
Mat. 21. And it ſtood ſomething lower than So/omor's Porch. 

All theſe three Courts were incloſed within high Walls and Walks rc- 
{embling our Cloiſters, where round about the Temple, at every corner of 
which, ſtood very high Towers, whereon, when the Sabbath day came, 

one 


one of the Priefis over night went and founded a Trumpet, to ſignifie that 
the next day was the Sabbath C for then there were no Bells. ) The Wall 
of this uttermoſt Court ( as Jofephas writeth }) was in height (reckoning 

from the bottom to the Valley of Kidron) four hundred Cubits, and adorn- 

ed with godly Towers, upon the Pinnacles of which, were built Sum- 

mer houſes and fair Walks, from whence we might ſee into the Temple, 
and clean over the Town. Thele were called the Pinnacles of the Temple, 

and were ſo high, that when one looked down from them into the Valley, 

their eyes dazled 1n ſuch manner, that they could notſee ; as Foſephus wri- 

teth &. Antiq. 15.ca 14. Upon one of theſe Pinnacles the Devil carried our 

Saviour Chritt ſaying, If thou be the Son of God caſt thy ſelf down, &c. 

Mat. 14. And James the fon of Alpheys, by the Commandment of Amas 
the High Prieſt, was from thence throwtHnto the Valley of Cedror, and fall- 

ing upon a Fullers inſtrument died, Fo. Ant. 20. ca. 8. &c. The Gate to- 

wards the Eaſt was thirty cubits high, and had dores opening two waycs 
15 cubits broad (as of. writeth) made of pure braſs that ſhone like pure gold. 
and ſilver,artificially madeandcunningly emboſled, inſomuch as it wascalled 
the beauriful Gate of the Temple: as Peter and John was going into the 

Temple by this Gate, they healed a man that had been born lame. 
from his Mothers Womb, As. 3. 

When a-man went Eaſtward, the Gatcs.were one higher than another. 
The firſt Gate, or the Gate of the Heathens Court, was thirty. Cubits high. 
The ſecond that entred'into So/pmor'sPorch,was fifty cubits: the third which 
went into the higheſt and laſt Court was {eventy cubits, and the great high 
Gate of the Temple was ninety Cubits high, ſo that every Gate of 
the Tempte was twenty Cubirs one higher than another: And in 
in theſe Gates there were benches made for men to fit on. There were many 
other Gates and doreson both ſides, ſore 60ſome 20 Cubits broad, all almolit 
made of pure Gold, and of ſuch weighrinels, that ( as Joſephus writeth in his, 
ſecond bogk to Appias) rwo hundred men could {carce open and ſhut them. 
Fgiippus writeth, That Veſpafian coming before the "Temple tw affault- 
it, commanded his Souldiers to burn one of the golden Gates (which-then. 
was ſhut )that ſo he might overcome the ſame, and with a ſtrong hand car- 
ry away a moſt glorious Victory : for it was wonderfully fortified both 
by Nature and Art; it had deep Ditches, lofry Towers like unto Caſtles. 
of defence; and moreover,compalled about with Bulwarksand ſtrong Walls, 
infomuch thar ic was not pothble to be won but with cxtream difficulty and 
great labour. When the Gate was fired,the gold that ran from it was in greart- 
abundance: and by this means the Conqueſt was made caſte, This hall 
ſuffice tohaye ſpoken of the Buildings of the Temple.

5 E golden Candleſtick with {ix Branches and ſeven Lights, fisnifies 
Chriſt and the Miniſters of the Church. Chriſt the foundation is the 
chict Prieſtand the Lightof the World,illuminating us to eternal life, John. 1. 
The Dottors and T cachersof the Church are the Branches, by whom Chriſt 
inlighteneth his Church, with the (ound and uncorruptible Doftrine of the 
Golpel, Afoc.1. Neither ought they to be ſeparated from Chriſt, bur by the 
Iight of cheir Doftrine and ſincere Converſation be a lanthorn unto aur fer, 
P/al. 119. that ſo their works may return to his glory and the good of his 
Church.

Of the reft of the memorable Buildings ſtanding upon mount Moriah. 


PF-vns thus deſcribed the Temple, together with the ſeveral Courts 

and Ornaments, ' all which a YT repreſent Chriſt and his 
Church, I will now proceed ro the of the Buildings ſtanding upon 
mount Moriah. The firſt and moſt memorable was the houſe of Solomon, 
which ſtood juſt againſt the Temple upon the South : it ſhined fo with 
Gold and Silver, and was fo ſtately and ſumptuouſly buitr, thar when Queen 
Saba came to Feruſalem ſhe ſtood amazed to ſee ir. There belonged to it 
divers Courts and W alks, in one of which the oO was priſoner 
er.37. Over againſt this he made te EY ,In which he place 
the Tvory Chair, fpoken of 1 Kin. 10. He built by that another houſe far 
his Queeen, ſhe chat was daughter of Pharaoh, 1 Kin.7. But when Nebuchad- 
nezzar conquered Feruſalem, all theſe, rogether with the Temple, were burnt 
and utterly defaced. _

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Of the Pool of Betheſda. 


"Pon the North lay that ſheep-fold, or ſequeſtred place, called Petheſia,, 
Fo). 5. which-had five porches or Xenodochias, as ſornc would have it: 


here Cartel came todrink, and the Prieſts uſed to waſh their Sacrifices; be- 
cauſe no unclean Beatt might come within the Temple, nor any thing that 
was foul or ſpotted be oftered upon the Altar. The water was of reddiſh 
colour, and ran intothat place in great abundance, and therefore it was cal- 
led the houſe of cttuſion or pouring out. This was the place into which 
the Angefof God ſometimes deſcended and troubled the Water, after which, 
whoſoever ſtepped 1n,was preſently cured : and here our Saviour Chriſt heal- 
ed the Man that had bcen diſcaſed JS years, Jeu 5. Thisplacewas made 
by Kins Hezekiah, who cautcd the water of the uppermoſt Pool, which was 
calied Gyr, not far from mount Calvary, to be conveycd by Pipes and paſ- 
ages through the Earth into the lower city called Acra, and ſo tellinto this 
P:acc, for wich caulc it was called the lower Pool. The Allegorie or my- 
ſtcry hereof is, That every one of Chriſts Sheep ought to be waſhed in the 
Poal of his Blood, before they can be made fit Sacrifices to enter into his Tem- 
ple or Church, 1 oh. 1. 


Of the Tower or Caſile called Antonia. 


THis Caſtle, as Jo/eph. hath it, 4b. 6. de Bell. cap. 6. ſtood between two 

- Courts of the Temple, at the North-Welt corner; at firſt built by 
the Machabees, and called by the name of Buris : but after, King Herod, 
taking affeCtion to that place, beſtowed great coſt upon it, walled it aboat, 
built up- ſumptuous Towers, arfd made it very ſtrong ; then gave itthe name 
of Antoni, in favour of Antonius that noble Roman ; which Augnſtusa long, 
time ſuſtained after their deccaſe. | | 


Of the Hall called Caenaculum Anguli. 


=— houſe ſtood upon an Angle or Cantle of the Hill, and was there- 
" fore called Canaculum Angui:: .it was very large and ſpatious, and with- 
in had a great Hall, whercof Nehem. cap. 3 maketh mention: and here, as 
ſome think, our Sayiour Chriſt ate the Paſchal Lamb w ith his Diſciples; but 
[ rather think ir was jn the Suburbs.. 


Of the Tower Ophel, or the dark Tower. - 
NE to the Valley of Cedron, towards the Eaſt, notfar from the Temple, 
: and near the Caſtle Antorza, there was builded a lofty and ſtrong 
Tower or Palace called Ophe, that. is, a place of darknels:. it was a. yery 
ſumptuous thing. | |

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Of Hamca, or the Tower of the Centurions. 


IR the Town wall,between the Sheep-gate and the Dung-gate, ſtood thisCa- 
ſtle Hamea or Centurion,taking the name & Centenario numero. T he num- 
ber of an hundred, and wasupon the Eaſt {1de of the City near to the ſheep- 
foldor Pool Betheſda, Neh.3. 12. Here the Centurions commonly keptwatch. 


Of Mount Acta, and the buildings upon it. 


Ount Acra ( as is aforeſaid ) ſtood upon the Welt 1ide of Fernſulem; 

it wasa very high Mountain , and took that name from the Greek 

word Acra, a ſharp or high Hill. Ir was much higher than mount Moriah 
in times paſt, till Simon, Judas Machabens's brother, cauſed it to be cur lower, 
ro make it equal in height with mount Moriah, Berween thele two Hills 
lay the Valley Cedron, which was in protundity 4090 Cabirs. Upon this 
Mountain another part of the City was builded, being ſtrongly fortified, and 
richly adorned with ſumptuous houſes, of which David and Sof»:0n were 
the principal Founders ; and was called the lower City, or the Daughter of 
Sion. It wasfo beautiful, that ſome hold ( of which number are Ege: pprs 
and Eyſebixs ) that it itexceeded thereſt of the City. Here ſtood the houle 
of Helena Queen of the Adiabenors, near about the midit of it, as Foſeph. ob- 
ſerveth, Li. Bell. 7. cap. 13. which Queen being converted to the Jewiſh 
Religion, buile heran houſe in this City, that ſhe _—_ pray inthe I'em- 
ple. Here ſtood the houſes of her Sons, Monobajizs and Grapta: here ſtood 
the koules of the High Prieſts Armas and Caiphas, not far from the Valley 
Tyrope : King Herod allo, that wicked Man who cauſed the innocent 
Children to be put to Death, built him an houſe here, near abont the place 
where the Machabces in times paſt had a Caſtle ; ( for they built two, one 111 
Mount Moriah, another in this Mount. ) That in Mount Moriah was after 
called the Caſtle of Antonia, and ſtood right againſt the Temple, as is afore- 
ſaid. And this being very ſumptuouſly built, and a Royal Seat, was after 
the death of this Herod a Palace for his Succeflors, Archilaus and Herod 
Agritpa. Not far oft he cauſed two fair Theatres to be alſo built ; the one 
in honour of the Emperour Azgufus; and this on the one {ide joyned to a 
Tower called Acropolis, ( which was built by Antigonus Epiphanes, on pur- 
poſe to place a Garriſon in, to keep the Fews in bondage ; which Judas Ma- 
chabeus afterwards made level with the ground ) and on the other ſide, to- 
wards his own Palace. It reſembled a Semi-circle, made all of white Marble, 
fairly poliſhed, the Building ſomewhar low ; within, full. of high Banks, one 
ri{ing above another like Scaffolds, ſo that the whole multitude might eaſily 
hear or ſee whatſoever was ſaid or done. It was curioully beautified with 
Gold, Silver, and many goodly Pictures ; but amongſt the reſt, the 
Battels which the Emperour Azvgy#ns had won: againſt his People, 
| | | Were 
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werelively pouttrayed. To this place, as well Jews as Gentiles reſorted to ſee 


Interludesand Plays Afted. The other was an Amphitheatre,and ſtood upon 
the South fide of the Houle : ir was built round in a whole Circle, compailed 
bout with high Walls, large and {patious. Here they uled to Fence and to 
Fight both on Horſe-back and in Waggons. And inthe fifth year, in honour 
of Auguſtus, the Circenſian Games, according to the Rites of the Gentiles, 
were very ſumptuouſly performed. On the fouth {ide of this Amphitheatre 
ſtood Queen Bernzce's houtc, Sitter to Agrippa giior: it was a very fair an 
ſumptuous Building, little inferior to King Herods. This ſtood in the 
Market place, and {o all along were very {umptuous and ſtately Pillars. 
Here Agrippa himſelt had allo an Houle, and over againſt that, upon the 
North, ſtood the Judgment-hall, where the Sanhedrim, or the Councel of the 
ſeventy Eldersuſed tomeer, to hear and determine of mens cauſes. Tothis 
place Chriſt was brought when they asked him it he was Chriſt, Luke 22. 
Here were the Apoltleswhipt, A#s 5. And cloſe by this ſtood the houle of Pi- 
late the Pretor,yfairly gliſtering with Gold;zin which houſeall the Roman Pre- 
tors and Preſidents for the moſt part had their Relidence :and here our Savi- 
our Chriſt was whipr, crowned with Thorns,and ſpit upon. Not far off from 
this Pretor's houſe, ſtood the Chancery, or rather, as we term it, the Treaſu- 
ry, a ſtately and magnificent houſe, curiouſly built, and appointed onely to 
lay Records and common Chronologies in. Here alſo the Officers of the 
Town gave in their Accounts, and Creditors centred their Debts. This 
= utterly deſtroyed by Yeſp.ctian. Thus much for the Buildings on this 
ount. | 
Next, the Market place was a thing very memorable, and was ſo large 
and ſpatious, that in the time ofthe Wars many great Bartels were fought 
there, as Foſephus faith. In this Market place, cloſe by Pilates houſe, ſtood a 
high Scat or Tribunal, made of fair ſtone curioutſy wrought, and for the 
Eminence of it, called in the Cha/dean tongue Gabatha; and becauſe it was 
builr of Stone, the Grecians called ir a5e«Jes, the Latins, La- 
* Or a well pidarium ; and with us it might be termedan heap of Stones * ; 
wrought ſtone. (" for ſo the word ſignificth. Here Pilate taking water, waſhed 
his hands beforc the People, and ſaid, Tam innocent of this mans 
blood: Artwhich they cried, His biod be upon us and our Children. And after, 
by Gods appointment,according to their own wifh,fell upon them; for inthe 
fame place.,and cloſe by this ſame Seat;,.it hapned, that Herod wanting money, 
demanded of the Jews ſomuchour of theirT reaſury (which they called Corban) 
as would pay for the making of a Water-courſe { for he affayed tobring wa- 
ter into the Ciry from a Fountain ſore rwo hundred furlongs off ic) burtrhe 
Jews ſuppoſing 1t a needleſs work, not only denied him, but gave himmany 
outragious and fpiteful fpeeches, tumuluoufly flocked about him, and 
with great clamots preſt upon him, eyenas he wasin hisSeat: wherefore pcr- 
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> own houle to the 
* versand ſundry Rooms for men to walk in, all burniſhed with Gold, and cal- 
X led by the name of Xifton, as Joſephus hath it. Here Agrippa after this cruel 
22 Maſſacre made an Oration tothe People ( Queen Bernice ſtanding by him 
7 tothiseflet; That they ſhould forbear to raiſe any more commotionsagainit 


by. ed a 
2 amongſt many other fair and ſumptuous Buildings that were upon this place,

ceiving the danger, and to prevent miſchief, he ſent tohis Sculdiers toappar 
rel themſelves like Citizens, and under their Gowns to bring with them 4 
Dagger or Ponyard, and mingle themſelves among the multicude, which 
they did, obſerving who they were that made the greateſt uproar ; and when 
Herod gave the {ign, fell upon them with their Ponyards, killing a great 
multitude. The relt, ſeeing this Maſſacre, ſuſpefting T reaſon amongſt them- 
ſelves, fell one upon another; and many tor fear of loſs, or to avoid furure 
danger, killed themſelves. In this very place alſo, Fhras, General of the 
common Souldiers, within few years aftcr, upon a {mall occaſion, made 
another cruel Maſſacre, and much more barbarous than the former ; for 
he ſpared none, the beſt of them he cauſed to be whip'd to dearh, or clic 
crucified and put to the Sword ; and for the Vulgar, ſpared neither Wo- 
man nor Child. So that within the compaſs of one day there died of 
this obſtinate and wicked Nation, - above ſeven hundred and thirty. 
This outrage was fo cruel, that all Strangers which inhabited within the 
Town pitied their miſery; but eſpecially Queen Bernice, who, being partly 
frighted with their ſhreeks, partly moved to commileration through rhe ex- 
tremity of their AfiCtion, indangered her lite to preſent her ſelf before Flores, 
and upon her knees beſought him to rake ſome mercy and pity of them; and 
withdraw his hand of vengeance from the blood of the guiltleſs. Bur the 
fary of the Roman Souldiers was {o fierce, and the Reſolution of Florns fo un- 
removeable; that neither her 'Tcars, nor the preſent Calamities conld per- 
{wade him. Bur, as in ſuch uproars it commonly happeneth, ſhe with thereſt 
was in danger of her Safety, and was conſtrained the next night, for the 
preſervation of her Eſtate, to keep a ſtrong Watch, leſt the Roman Souldiers 
ſhould have done her ſome violence.

Erween this lower City and the Temple, there was a deep Valley, ex- 

rending it {elf trom the Cate of Berjanin through the middle of the City 
tothe Gate of $ior. From this Valley they aſcended into either Mountain, 
(that is, Mount Acra and Mount Morzah ) by certain ſteps orſtairs. Theſe 
two Hills(as is betoreſaid) were joyned togcrher with a Bridge; and this Val- 
ley paihng between them, was called by Zephaniah, cap-1. Machten. Jn which 
place,above all thereſt of the Citics,dwelt Merchants, and ſuch as uſed Com- 
merce and trade, as appearcth in the cleventh verle of his Prophecie; How! ye 
Inhabitants of the Low place, for the company of Merchants is deſtroyed : all they 
that exchange for Silver are cut off. Upon which place of Scripture, the Cha!- 
dean Paraphraſe reads it thus, How! ye Inhabitants of the Valley Cedron. 
Foſephns, in tit. Bell..G. c. 6.& 6b. c. 7. calleth this Valley by two names; 
one Machten, from the profundity ; the other Cedron, from the obſcurity: 
for {o the name lignifieth ; and whoſoever looked down into it from the 
Temple, Fogs and Miſts ſecmed to lic in the bottom of it, like a cloud of 
darkneis, ſuch wasthe depth of ir. There was another Valley which lay 
between Mount $07 and theſe Mountains, called by the name pf Tyrexdon,

Tfi place lay Northward in Fersſ:/em, and between it and the former 
Hills were deep Ditches caſt ; ir had two Towns ſtanding upon it, di- 
vided with two Walls, and was commonly called the Suburbs ; the name of 
the one, which lay neareſt to mount Moriah, was called the ſecond City ; the 
other that lay upon the North, was called Neapo/is, or the new Tome: 
In the ſecond dwelt Hu/da the Prophetels, and Zacharias the Fatherof S. Fohn 
Baptiſt, 2 Kin. 22.2 Chr. 34. Nehem. }. Joſeph. li. 19. c. 5. Ir was adorned 
with many fairand ſumpruousBuildings,among which was that princely houſe 
of Herod Afzalonites, that great and mighty King of the Jews, in whoſe time 
our Sayiour Chriſt was born. This houſe was{umptuouſly built, ſupport- 
ed and adorned with Pillars of poliſhr Marble, and ſo ſpatious, that in one 
room thereof there might ſtand an hundred Tables : the Hall alſo was yery 
great, and richly gilded with refined gold intermixt with Silver : about it were 
many pleaſant and deleQtable Walls, goodly Gardens and Fountains for 
pleaſure : it was compaiFd with a wall of poliſht Marble Jo Cubits high. And 
( asVaterins writeth + in that houſe Herod cauſed Chriſt ro be mocked, put 
a long white garment upon him in contempt, and {o ſent him to Pilate. 
Here alſo was a Priſon, in which Peter was kept wh:2n the Angel of the Lord 


delivered him, Aﬀs 12. 
Of 
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Of the Town Neapolis, or the New City. 


TD lay without the Walls of the City, and became inhabited by rea- 
ſon of the great concourſe of People tharflocked thither, ( for in times 
aſt there were no inhabitants ) and ſtood upon the North {ide of the Hill. 

ere dwelt the Chriſtians, and other Laborers and Strangers: and by all 
likelihood, it ſeems that the houſe of Mary the Mother of 7ohr, ſirnamed 
Mark, ſtood here, which, becauſe of the continual reſort of the Apoſtles 
thither, was called the houſe of the Church. Hither Peter relorted when he 
was delivered from the handsof Herod by the Angel : forthus ſaith the Texr, 
Aits 12:6. That when Peter had paſt the firſt and ſecond Watch, he came to the 
Fron Gate which ted into the City, and be it opened of it ſelf. And from 
thence he went to the houſe of Mary the Mother of John, ſirnamed Mark. 
Here alſo ( in my opinion ) Chriſt celebrated the laſt Paſchal Lamb, 
becauſe after Supper he went into the Mount of Olives, for this lying un- 
walled, lay open for them to go and. come at their pleaſure. But afterward 
in Herod Agrippa's time, it was begun to be compaſled in with a Wall, and 
before it _ e fully finiſhed,the Angel of the Lord ſtruck him,and hedied 
miſerably: Here alſo ſtood the Monument of John Hircanus the H igh Prieſt, 
and of 4/exanderKing of the Fewes., as it appeareth in Foſezhas, [ib de Bello,G. 
ca; 6.The tops of the Houſes inthe City Feruſalem were flat,and covered with 
far and plain Roofs, compaſled about with Battlements ; upon which they 
uſed to Leap, Dance, avd Banquet, and ſuch Recreations as they obſerved 
upon their Feſtival days, were there celebrated. And thus much ſhall ſerve 
to have ſpokenof the Mountains or Hills whereon Jeruſalem ſtood. 


\-- Of the Walls that compaſſed the City. 
E the is City of Feruſa/em was fo ſtrongly fortified by Nature on every ſide, 
KL except the North, ( for it ſtood upon high Rocks and Cliffs) thar it 


ſeemed to be invincible. And, that thar ſide _ bethe better ſtrengchen- 


ed, they tompaſied i in with three Walls, and thoſe ſo ſtrong, that when 
Veſpaſianthe Emperor and his Army invaded the City, they had much a- 
do to conquer them. The firſt of theſe Walls was that which Agrippe 
builr, andAt compaſſed in Neapo/is, otherwiſe called the New Town. Ar 
the oy Ty end of which Wall, was built an exceeding high Tower 
of very fair Marble ſtone; ſo high, that ſtanding onthe top thereof. a man 
might {ce from thence to the Sea, and into Arabia, and the uttermoſt bounds 
of 7::dea. Fhis Tower was called P/e;hina. 

'The ſecond Walt was that which divided the two Suburbs; wherein there 
ſtood 14 Towers and Gares . This King Hezekiah built, 2 Chr. 32. in a 
corner of which, between the Weſt-gate and the Valley-gate, there ſtood 2 
Iigh "Tower, wherein all the night _ fire was made, which caſta light 
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a great way offronnd about; io that Travellers paſſing towards Feruſalen 


were guided by it in their way. Of this light we read in Nehem.cap.3. 

The third Wall compatiled in the Temple, and all the lower Cirv ; in it 
was fixty Towers, butrhe chict of them ſtood in the Eaſt Angle, between the 
Dung-gate and the Gate of the Valley, which was called Hananiet, and figni- 
fieth, the Grace and Gift of God. This 1s much ſpoken otin the Scripture : up- 
on this Wall King Herod the Af-alomite built three tair Towers; one be- 
reen the Garden-gate and the Old-garte, which he called Hippicum, in ho- 
nourofhis Father Hippicas ; the other Phaſelum,in honour of his Brother Pha- 
filas; andthe third Mariamne, after his Wives name,who notwithſtanding he 
cauſed innocently tobe put to death. Theſe three Gateswere built of poliſh*r 
Marble. Piny and Strabo fay, that this was the faireſt and moſt ſpacious 
Ciry of the Eaft ; and for the munition and fortification almoſt invincible. 
The Walls of it were all of whice poliſh't Marble, ſome 25 or Jo Cubits high: 
the ſtoneswere 20 Cubits long, 20 broad, and 5 raick, ſo cloſely joyned,that 
the jun&ures could ſcarcely be perceived. Many of the Towers alſo 
were made of ſuch ſtones, butthoſe of the Temple exceeded rhe reſt ; for 
they were 25 Cubits long, 12 broad, and 8 thick, as Joſephus witneſleth, 7b. 
Ant. 15. ca. 14. & de Bel. ud. fr. 6, ca.6. which things being rightly con- 
{idered, we may eaſily perccive that thele Walls were very difficult to be de- 


ſtroyed: Neither were the Ditches of leſs ſtrength thatwenr about the Town; 


for they wcre-cut out of hard” ſtones, at leaſt forty Cubirs deep, and two 
hundred and fifty Cubits broad, which were impothible to have been won, if 
God had not help'd and athiſted the Romans, filling up thoſe Ditches *with 
the Bodies of thoſe that died of the Plagueand Famin within the 'Town. 


Of the Gates of Jeruſalem. 


-T had twelye Gates to go out and in: Upon the Eaſt fide lay. five, the firſt 
Z of which was the Fountain Gate, which was ſo called of the Fountain . 
Sibah. And this ſtood clole by the Gate ofmount $707, in which Fountain 
the Man that was born blind waſt'd himſelf at the Commandment of our - 
Saviour, and had his ſight reſtored, Joh. g. And at this Gate Chriſt came 
riding in upon an Aſs, when he came from Bethania, on Palm Sunday. 
> The Sheep-gate, which was {o called of the multitude of ſheep thar- 
were driven in by 1t, to be offered in the Temple ( for it ſtood hard by the 
Temple. )Right before this Gate ſtood Mount O/ivet, ſome half an Engliſh 
mile and a furlong from Jeruſalem, Eaſtward; by it ſtood the Garden cal- 
led Gethſemane, where Chriſt was taken, and led into the Ciry-through this. 
Gate ; to be offered up likean innocent ſheep, for the fins of the whole 
World.: : Os 
3. The Dung-gate: this took the name from a Dung-hill, becauſe 
the Rain-warer coming with great power through the City, waſhed my |

the filth, and with great violence, carried it through this Gate jnto the 
Pool Cedron. Not far from this Gate was the Water-gate, and ſtood a 
lictle within it. | : 

The Valley Gate, which took the Name cf the Valley Fehoſaphat, 
and lay not far from the other Gare. Hereabours alſo ſtood the Dragon-

, 5. The Horſe-gate, and ſtood juſt in the joyning ofthe Eaſt and North- 
part of the City : it rook the name from the Kings Horſes, - as appeareth, 
Fer.31.

12. The Fiſh-garte, ſo called, becaule of Sea Fiſh that came inby it: it was 
alſo called the Brick-gate. Here the Prophet eremy broke an earthen Pitch- 
er, Jeremy 19. And out of this Gate they went to Bethlehem. But on the 
South f1de there were no Gates, for there Mount Sion ſtood, which was fo 
high and ſtecp that no Man could go up upon ir.

| bs the next place, it reſteth to ſhew what things worthy memory -were a- 
bout, and ſtood near to the City : the firſt of which was, the Brook Ce- 
dron, which {prung out ofa Hill not far fromir upon the South, and with 
great ſwiftneisran through the Eaſt part of the City, and {o between Feruſa- 
tem and the Mount of Olives, to the Valley-gate of Fehoſaphat : thence 
paihng through the Cliffs of Mount Over, it ran direCtly Eaſt cill ircame to 
the Dead Sea ; which Brook in the Summer time was moſt commonly dry. 
The Waterof it was ſomething.Black, which colour the Valley Jehoſephat 
( which was very fertile ) gave it; and from thence it was called Nigre/- 
cens torrens, a blackiſh ſtream. Fhis is myſtically ſpoken of, in 2 Sam. and 
P/a.199. Whereir is faid, He (that is our Saviour Chriſt ) ſhall drink of 
the Brook in the way : which he fulfilled, when he made farisfattion for our 
Sins by his Death and Paſſion, as it appeareth in the 6g Palm, Save me 0 
God, &c. Into this Brook ran the Waterof Silo, and that which came our

From this Mount Gihon ſprung the Fountain Gihon, and thereabouts 
alſo was theFullers Field, 2 King.18. 2 Chron. 3 . Inwhich place Senacha- 
rib and other the Princes and Embaſladors of the King of Afjria, ſpake 
Blaſphemous words againſt the- Loxd, wherefore he flew 185 thouſand of 


them, as appearerh in the 2 King. 19.

nm is Valley lyeth behind the Ciry of Feru/alem Southward, on the lefr 
MF hand asthey wentfrom Jeruſalem to Bethlehem. In this Valley the 


Jews ſet upan Idol of Copper like a King, which they called Mobch. that is 
#King of Idols. This Copper Idotſtood with the Arms ſtretching out , and 


.under 
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ſides. that, the-more to honour it, they made a great Fire between wo 
Walls, which burnt for his ſake : and through this Fire the Idolatrons Prieſts 
caſt living Children into Moboch's burning Arms, which he with his Arms 
cd hot burntto Death. And in this manner the Jews offered up their own 
Children to the Idol Moboch : and when ny rm it, they made a great noile 
and cty, and beat upona Drum, that the Fathers when their Children were 
offercd. ſhould not hear them cry, by reaſon of the great noiſe ofthe Drums. 
| -- = Valley was called the Valley of Tophet; for Tophet ſignifies a Drum. 
This was a moſt groſs and fearful Idolatry, and therefore Chriſt likened this 
Valley of Hinnon to Hell-fire ; for he called it Gehenna, Mat. 5. That the 
Jewes ſhould keep themſelves from this Monſtrous Idolatry, God made 
a Law, That if any Man were taken committing this kind of Idolatry, he 
ſhould forthwith be ſtoned to death, and not ſuffered tolive, Levit.18.and 20. 
TheValley of Gehernnon isoften times named in the Holy Scripture, Joſh. 15. 
Nehem. 11. 2. Paral. 28. 33. Jer. 7. Jerom writeth, that here, by this Idol 
Moth, inthe Valley of Hinnon, there was a Wood ; for the Water ran our 
_ of the Fountain $Sibah along by ir, and made the Valley Moiſt. 


Of the field of Blood, called Hakeldama.. 


Jadas berrayed our Saviour Chriſt, lay not far from the Valley of 
Hinnon, Southward, by the City of Jernſalem, as Jerom writeth. 


Of the Hill Hameskita, or Offence and Slander. 


His Hill lay South-eaſt, not far from Jeruſalem, ſomething wide of 

Mounr O/vet, ſo that there was butone Valley between them, and was 

not altogether ſo high'as it. Alſo upon this Hill King So/amon in his old 

age ſuffered his Wives or Concubines to make Idolatrous Temples, wherein 
he and his Wives worſhipped Idols.

Of the Deftruftion of this famons City of Jeruſalem by 
TITUS V ESPASIAN. 


| Hus have have briefly ſet forth the Dignity, Scituation, and Curi-

And that it-might be the 
more famous, and the Chriſtians within ic might take notice of*the near 
ap.. 


under itthere was a great Fire, whereby the Image ſhewed fire-red : and be- 


His Field of Blood, which wasbought for thirty ſilver Pence, forthe which _ 
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- approaching Deſolation, there were diyers ftran dents happened, and 
Viſions ſeen. As firſt, about ſome four years betore, the River Jordan was 
turn'dout of her courle, and was brought into the Ciry Pella: A while after 
that, fora Year.together, there hung a Comet like a flaming Sword over the 
City: and in the Niehe there was ſeen a Lightin the Temple: And in the 
Day when they were at Sacrifice, a Calt brought forth a Lamb. "Then about 
the middle of the Night, the Eaſtern Gates of the Temple opened of their 
own accord. In the Skies were ſeen Armies of Men Fighting, and Horſes and 
Chariots running to and again. And art Jaſt there was heard a terrible 
Voice in the Temple, umnering tacte Words, Migremus Hinc ; that is, Let us 
go hence, And that there might be a general Proclamarion ct this {ad and 
cruet Deſolation through the whole Ciry, one Ananizs the Son of Jeſus, a 
Man poor and Impatent, upon the Fealt of the Tabernacles, ranthrough all 
the {tireets of the City, and crying, O, a Voice from the Eaf, and a Voicefrom 
the Weſt, a Voice from the four Wnids, a Voice over Jeruiatem and the Temple, 
a Voice overthe Bridegroom and the Eride, and a Voice over the whole multitude 
of this City. And although be was W hipt and Imprifoned, and cruelly 
handled, yet fo longashe lived he would nor ceaſe toutter thele words, which 
by ſomewere judg'd to foretell the horrible Delolation which ater hapned. 
For Titus Ceſar, Son of Flivins the Emperour, about: {eycnty* years 
aiter the Nativity of our Lord,and about cight and thirty after his Aritinn, 
utterly overthrew it, even to the ground, abour the firſt day of the Month 
of April, and withina year after thele {1gns. For he, taking advantage of the 
three Factions which art this time {waycd in Feraſalem: One of Eleazar the 
the Prieſt, the Son of Simon ; the other of Zilotus the chief Prince which 
held the Temple; and the third of Johannes Giſcalenas, a cruel fellow, 
-which had the command of the inferior City ; belteged it,and made this a fit 
opportunity to further his Enterpriſes,while the Sedittous and faCtious People 
little regarding their own Safety, gave way by their eviland inteſtine Wars 
to what he intended, weakning themſelves much more by their continue 
{lughrers,than the Enemy by his Invaſion. Inſomuch as the whole City,and 
Temple was filed with dead Bodies; common Infolencies and publick 
Rapines were ordinarily amongſt them : ſome {er fire of the City, others 
deſpoiling the Temple,a third for killing the Prieſts, even as they were at 
Sacrifice ; all places fall of dead Bodies ; and to this, to add a greater mea- 
{ure of miſery (without any regard at all to their future defence) ſer fire of the 
ſtore-houle wherein the Corn lay for theſuſtentation of the City, and confu- 
med that in one day which had been long a gathering : by this meansit 
came to pals, thatthey were ſorely afflicted with the Peſtilence through the 
corruption of the Air, and with Famin for want of Corn. All theſe thingsnot- 
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withſtanding (ſuch wasthe cruelty, obſtinancy,and ſeneſs ofthis People) 


.could not reſtrain them from yiolating the moſt Sacred and holy _ 
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ofthe Temple: infomuch as Johannes Giſcalenus had a full determination to. 
have deſtroyed it, but that he was prevented by the Romans. 

About this time was the Feaſt of the Paſleover, and it tel} upon the four- 
teenth day of April, being the Sabbath; to the Ceicbration wherecf, there 
reſorted to Feryſalem about three hunared thouſand Fewes. Theſe the Enc- 
my gave way to cntcr intothe City ; but confidering their preſent neccitity 
for want of Vituals, upon a ſ{uddain drew up their Forces, and fo ftraitly 
belcaguered them, thar all this huge multitude was (as it were) impritoned 
within the Walls, where partaking of the former mutery, they cither dicd 
by thePlague or Famin. W hence may be perceived themarvyellousProvidence 
of God, that even on the ſame day, and in the very ſame place, where but 
eight and thirty years before, our Saviour Chrilt ſuffered, the Authors of 
{uch cruelty {uttered a moſt juſt and fevererevenge. Now as the Army of 
the Romans lay upon the North of the City, Titas drew out a Band of fix 
hundred Horte to ride abour, to behold and view the Walls of the Town : 
but as he was in this manner wondrirg at the ſymptuoutre!s of the City, 
the Jewes in great multitudes flipt out at a Poſtern-gate, and fer upon him 
ſo fiercely, that they endangered his Perlon, being withour Armour ; and had 
he not with great difficulty broke through them, and recovered the Tower 
of the Romans, he had bin there lain. Bur prefently upon this, ſeeing the 
danger, he belieged the Ciry inthreeparts; himſelt, as the Emperour of the 
Army, builta Caſtle about ſome two Furlongs from the City, jutt againſt 


the Tower P/e, hina, the other part of the Armv was intrenchea right againſ: 


the Tower Hi: Ficns,not far from the Garden of the Refurrection, and rhe 
third part had their Caſtle in the Mount of 07izes, forms five Furlones 
or thereabours from the City. Then aid he build Bulwarks, make Enoins, 
and wondertul Devices, for the battering of the Walls ; and combinins 
himſelf with ſome of the Jews, upon-the ſeventh day of the ſecond Month, . 
which anfivereth to the Month of May, with great difficulty and much labour : 
centred the firſt Wall, which lay upon the North, and won Mount Bezetha 
and Neapolis, Uponthe twelith of the ſame Month ( which was the Sabath 
day _) he entred thefecond Wall, which divided the Suburbs : bur this was 
again the ſameday recovered by the virtue ef the Jews, fo that rhe Tewes 
were conſtrained: to fightupon the Sabbath day, accoraing totne Prophecy 
of our Saviour Chriſt, Matt.24. But attcr, upon the {ixteenth of this Month 
of May, the Romans again rccovered this Wall, and kept it 1a their own 
cultody. 

Within a while after, in the Month of Jane, © about this time the Famin 
growing intolerable within the Town ) Titus, in the ipace $f three days, 
compaſled in the whole City of Jeruſalem with a Wail, and vpon that {ct 
Towers and Caſtles, leſt any of the Jewes ſhould fly to ſave tiemielves. 
Fhus wasthe Prophecy of our Saviour Chriſt tylalled, Thy Eneues Fall com- 

Faſs. 
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paſs thee about and hem thee in on every ide. Joſephus was now in the City, 
- and walking upon the Walls, carneſtly intreated the Jewes to deſiſt, and no 
longer to oppole the Romans, but this was ſo hatctul a ſpeech to many, that 
they began to fling Darts at him. And although art this timethe extremity 
of the Famin was {oſore, that many died for want of ſuſtenance, yet all 
perſwaſions were in vain ; and ſuch was the Calamity, that as well thoſe as 
went out, as thoſe that continued in the City, were in like danger of their 
lives; for they were either ſlain by the Enemy, or elſe by the Peſtilence and - 
Famin; common Injuries, and unmerciful Outrages ſtill attending upon 
ar. | 
Their Miſery did rather increaſ? than at all leſſon it ſelf; for the jealouſie 
of Treaſon, the hope of Riches and the madneſs of the Sedirious, diſtrated 
the minds of the Citizens with continual fears, and filled the Streets full of 
Murther and daily {pe&acles of lamentable Tragedies: The Markets were 
untrequented with Corn, the ViEtuals with Violence conſurned and taken 
from the true owners. And if it chanced that fome one had more than 
would ferye his turn, though he dwelt in a fair and ſtately Building, yet 
the remoreſt Room and moſt untrequented he made his Tabernacle, and 
that lictle which was left, with great parcimony he confumed together with his 
Tife,till both were ended. Thoſe that were Fathers and Senators of the People 
( though before ſerved and attended with reverence and great ſtate ) in 
this confuſion were glad of a {mall morſe], though with much contention. 
The Wite was not aſhamed to take away the Meat from her Husband, nor 
the Childrenfrom their Parents, nor the Mothers from their Infants: and if 
ir hapned that in any houſe the Seditious ſeemed to ſmell food, with violence 
they took it, ranſack'd the rooms round about, whileſt the Maſter thereof 
was made a jaughing-ſtock and mournful SpeCtator of thoſe miſchiets. Bur 
according to the condition of Souldiers, whoſe natural diipoſition1s to be 
violent, without any regard either of Sex or Kindred, commirted daily out- 
rages. Sothat here you might have ſcen the Mothers weeping over their 
dying Infants, whilſt their husbands were maſlacred in the ſtreets by the 
Seditious. : | 
The increaſe of days were the increaſe of Torments, and the daily wants 
of ſuch aswerein Power, beingunaccuſtomed to ſuch evils,cauſed themto in- 
vent new means to fatisfie their defire, and prattice unuſual Torments, for 
- noother purpoſe but to find out Suſtenance : yea, ſuch was their inſatiable 
urſt of blood,thart they ſpared rot him whom but now gavethem all he had, 
and leſt he ſhould live to cumber the City, either hang him up by the heels 
till he died, orelfe pulled outhis Entrails with a ſharp Iron, Thoſerhat went 
out in the Night-time when the Romans were aſleep, to gather herbs, the Se- 
ditious would meet, and with violence take what they had got from them : 


And though with tearsand lamentations, and prayers upon their knees, they 
/ / 1n- 


intreated but'for one part, a ſmall moiety of 
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had got with dan cir Lives, yet they would not give it them, an 

ſave fairly if - af went away wh Life. Theſe Infolencies were com- 
mitted. by the common Souldiers, upon ſuch as were the meaner ſorr of 
People. But for the reſt that were either Honourable or Rich, they be- 
came a Prey to the Caprains and Commanders, ſome accuſed as Traitors, 
and thatthey would have betrayed the City to the Romans ; othersas Fugi- 
tives, thatthey would forſake the City ; moſt under pretence ofone crime or 
other, deſpoiled of that they had. And they whom Fohn had thus oppreſ- 
ſed, were entertained of Simon, and whom Simon had 1njured, they wereen- 


rertained by John ; both drunk the blood of the miſerable Cicizens like Wa- 


er, ſo that the delire of Rule was the cauſe of their diflention, the concord 
of their evil and cruel ations. 

There was an infinite number that periſhed in this City by Famin, inſo- 
much as houſes were filled wich the bodies of Infants and Children. The 
Angle-gate was thruſt full of dead corps. The yung Men that remained 
walked up and down the City like Images of Death. Theold Men were 
deſtroyed by the Peſtilence, the contagion of which diſcaſe taking away their 
Senſes they became Mad. And of ſuch as died among the Seditious, their 
Wivesor kindred had not room nor time to bury them, but as they were 

them into the Grave, they alſo dyed. Yet for all this, amongſt 


- puttin ; 21 
this Miſerable Society, there was no Weeping, no complaining, no deplo- 


ring of their neceſfities ; for the violence of the Famin having dryed up 
their radical moiſture, the fear of griet was taken from them : and ſuch as: 
had moſt cauſe to lament, and were moſt pricked with the ſting of forrow, 
before they could utter their grief died, the beholders not ſhedding a Tear: 
ſo that through the whole City there was a ſtill falence, and a thick miſt 
of Death cow Deſtruftion didfully poſſeſs the ſame. 

Bur the Seditious were much more cruel than theſe were oppreſſed with 
Calamity and Sorrow; for ſome opencd the graves of the Dead, and taking 
out their Bodies thruſt them rthorow with their Swords: others to try the 
ſharpneſs of the Edge of their Weapons, would fall upon thoſe that were yet 
alive, and when they had ſlain them, go away laughing at their pleaſure. 
So that, as Joſephus ſaith, there was ſcarce any miſchief under the Sun, but 
was both practiſed and tollerated in this Ciry. To conclude, by Sedition 
the Romans conquered the City, and Sedition conquered the Romans, 

Altlove and modeſty, through this extream and intolerable Famin, be- 
came utterly extin&, and the deareſt Friends would kill one another tor a 
crult of bread; the faireſt Lady commit open Adultery for a little ſtiſtenance. 
Their food was extraordinary, and ſuch as men did laath- and hate : ſome 
would feed upon Snaik and Worms,others of old hay chap ſmall; many eat

Corn either unground or made into Bread :omepluckttheMearfrom theſpir 
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raw, others-with-their-teech gnawd'off the leather off their Shields: andithat 
very. mouth which cried, Crucifie- him; Crucifie hin, les his: Blood:ber upon 14s 
andow' Children , was conſtrained: to-fced upan three forts: of: Dung, thar is. 
to ſay, Dovesdung, Oxe dung, and Mans:dung. Moreover, many were- 
conſtrained, for meer neceflity, to feed upon the dead Bodies. of .luch, asa. 
lixcle before Died, partly by Famin, partly- by the Peſtilence. Andto:con- 
chude, for very madnels cat up their Gold : for ſome of them. being taken 
as they were flying for their ſatery, by the Romans, in their Excrement was. 
tound Gold, of- which the. Souldiers hearing, and ſuppoſing: that. all the 

ews had been full of Gold, thorow covetoutneſs.of that gain, in one night. 
killed 2009 of them, and ript up their Bellies ; and had _not -Titus Cz/ar,. 
by a ſevere Edict, forbidden theſe cruel and unheard of flaughrters, there had 
been many more {lain. | 

To make anend of thisunheard of Famin, I will repeat one memorable- 

Example outof jppomcplan Outrage which a Mother committed even:upon.; 
her own Son. There was a Woman of the Inhabitants. beyond Jordan, 


whoſe name was Mary, of the ſtock of Eleazar, and:of the Town Bethezor., 
which ſignifies, the Houſe of Hyſop ; ſhe was ofa Nobleandrich Family,and 
amongſt others, went. to Jeruſalem, in hopes of Safety, where ſhe was like- 
wiſe oppreſſed with the miſery of this Siege; for as ſoonas ſhe-had brought 
all her Riches. and 'Subſtance into the City, which ſhe had before beyond. 
Jordan, this Famin growing; greater. and greater upon the Inhabitants, rhe 


Sedirious. perceiving-that this Woman was well furniſhed/borh with Riches 
and Suſtenance,on aſ{uddain ſetupon her houſe,delpoiled herofherSubſtance, 
took away. her Suſtenance, and utterly. deprived her of all means to live.. 
She being-pricked with the miſery and: calamiry. of: the Times, ſaw irlittle - 
prevailed to ſtrive, wherefore with Tears, upon her knees. ſhe intrcated thar: 
ſhe might have but ſome {mall part of that they had*taken from her;to main- 
tain herſelf and her Son. with life;- but che Seditious- gave little car to her- 
intreaties: wherefore, being moved to extreamanger, ſhe daily curſed, with - 
contumelious words, thoſe barbarous Villains, that had thus rob'd:her of all 
her means: but when ſhe ſaw thatneither Anger nor Intreaty. could  pro- 
care Mercy, andthrough the Town not-one morſel of food: was to be found, . 
partly preſt with ancxtream neceſſity, partly.with a furious rage, beyond 
all nature and compaſſion, laid violent hands upon her: own Son, and: ac- 
counted an untimely. Death more honorable, than that he ſhould live to be 
a Prey to the Seditious, or a Slave-to the Romans. | 

The Body of this [nfant-ſhe-Roſted and”Ear.: the Soldiers' of che Town 
being-preſt with-hunger,ſmelling the Meat,ſuppoling.thatas in former times, 
they ſhould have-found plenty, with violence, broke-in upon her, and: look 
what ſhe had provided; ge ily conſumed, and compelled herito fetch rhe- 
reſt; which {he did, and when they. were well: fatished; ſhe ſhewed: _ 
; .” the- 
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the Head and Feet. of her Son : which they perceiving, loathing the in- 
humanity ofthe faQ, withdejeted countenance departed.” This Famin was ſo 
exticam, that one meaſure of gun was worth aTalcnr, that is 600 Crowns. 
But the Romans all this while did abound with plenty of all things; and to 
vex the Jexes, they ſhewed them the great abundance of their ſtore, for the 
neighbouring Provinces ſent rhem ſupplies. | 
After this Famin, there followed an extreme Plague, procured partly 
- through the ſtench of the Bodies thar lay unburied, partly by the multitude of 
Maſlacres which daily happne:i, that ( as Fgis; pus writeth ) within rhe com- 
pals of eleven Weeks, there were carried out by one Gate cf the City, 
111929 dead Bodies; yet could they nor empty the City, bur that they 
were conſtrained either to bury them ar the Publick charge, or elſe catt 
them over the Walls into the Ditches of the City : which when Titus ſaw, 
and that the putrefaction of the Bodics {wam upon the brim of the Dicch, 
\ for it was full with dead carcaſles) terching a deep ſigh, and lifting up his 
ands to Heaven, he faid, God is my witnels, this is not my faulr, bur the 
puniſhment of God upon them. | | 
The City being thus peſtered with Sedition, Famin, Peſtilence, and War, 
was made nowa ready prey to the Enemy: and that they might. make a 
fnal end of their miſeries, Titus cauſed the Engins of Battery tobebrought 
againſt the Walls; and upon the firſt day of the fourth Month ( which an- 
{wers to our June) hetook the third Wall, which lay upon the North. 
Upon the fourth of Je after, though with great labour, he took the Tower 
" of Antonza.and in itplaceda Garilſon. Upon the ſeyenteenth day of the fourth 
Month, which wasa Faſt to the ewes, Joſephus going up to the top of that 
'Tower,madean Orationto G:ſca/mwand rhe reſt,to difſwaderthem fromtheir 
Rebellion, and ceaſe to oppole the Romans, but this little prevailed. Up- 
on the twentieth day of July, the Fewes burnt a part ofthe Porch of the Tem- 
ple, towardsthe North, not farfromthe Tower of Antonia, leſt that the Ro- 
mans, having got that Hold, ſhould with the greater facility have conquered 
the Temple alſo. 'T'wo days after, the Romans deſtroyed the whole Porch 
with Fire, and the Jewes helpt to pull it down with their hands : this was none 
of the three Porches, but a Bulwark of the Temple. Upon the 25 of Ju!y, 
the Jewsfilled the Porch towards the Weſt with Pitch and Bittume, and then 
made as though they meant to fly and leave the City, which ſome of the 
Romans perceiving, without any command of their Captains, put Scalin 
Ladders to the Tower, and began to Afſault it, but when they o—_ 
buſic, the Jeweson aſuddain purfire tothe Pitch, and burnt them moſt mi- 
ſerably ; infomuch as Tits pittied them to ſee their Extremity, although 
they were ſuch as did -contrary to his command. Upon the laſt day of 
this Month they tookthe North Gate, which hy towards the riſing of the 
Sup, and cloſe by the brook Cedray y this they ' burnt down mah ns,

Upon che third of Angu, Tiras comm 
ple, that was all coyerc\ over with Gold and Silver; by this Gate the Romans 
made a breach into the Temple , which &re this had been prophaned by 
the Fews: while this gate was a burning, the Fews ſtood aſtoniſhed, and not 
one of them reſiſted the Romans. Caeſar and all his Army laboured three 
days toquench this Fire, after which he called a Council to determine what 
he ſhould do with the Temple, it was fo rich and ſumptuous, that he would 
fain haye lefr it as an Ornament for the Roman Empire. But the pones ha- 
ving got alittle breathing, made new incurſions upon the Romans, by which 
mcans they could not determine thereof. The 6th of Augaf, the Souldiers of 
Titzs, witnout command of their Caprains, fired the Temple, juſt upon that 
day which Nebuchadnezzar before time had deſtroyed it, as Joſephus wit- 
nelicth, /:. de. Bell. 6. c. 26. 27. Ceſar would fain have ſaved this Temple 
for the ſumptuoulnels of it, and beckoned to his Souldiers to have quenchr 
the- fire, but they, partly preſt on with deſire of wealth, partly being 
prickr on with fury and madneſs, gave no car to his ſpeeches, but com- 
 mirred moſt cruel Maſfacres, without either regard of age or ſex : So that the 
cries of the Slaughtered, the ſound of the Roman Trumpets, the fierce reliſt- 
ance ofthe Seditious, and the Fire furiouſly burning, repreſented a moſt horr1i- 
ble ſpectacle: The ground below was covered with dead bodies,many-in deſ- 
peration threw themſelves into the-fire, 6990 were burnt in the ſame Gate, 
whither they fledfor refuge, and the Prieſts moſt craclly maſlacred as they - 
were in the'Fempleof Feruſalem, the mirror of the World being conſumed . 
and ſpoiled with Fireand Sword. | 

. After theſe things, upon the Bridge that pany no Temple over the 
Valley into. the lower Town, Titxs made a Speech by an Interpreter, to 
the two Seditious Captains, gently- intreating them to leave off their Rebel- 
lion, and he would ſpare the City, and: commit no more outrages, and 
ſuch further requeſts as they deſired ſhould according to reafon be granted 
them; bur if they would not embrace mercy.and ceaſethcir violent reſiſtance, 
they mult expe no manner ol- compalhon, but the very Law of Arms, 


This they contemned, and made-but a mock of Ceſar for all his offers ; 

whereupon, in a great rage, he gave the ſignal to his Souldiers, and they 

went through all the City and ſet it one fire. The next day they won the 

lower City, and with fire and {word conſumed the place where the Records 
O 


lay, the Court and all the Princely bmldings until they came to that ſtate- 
ly houfeiof Helena, which ſtood in the midſt of Acra, all the houſes near 
being filled” with the Bodies of the Dead, and the ſtreets- horribly defiled 
with theblood: of thoſe that wereSlain. Within a ſhort while after Fohan- 

nes Giſcalinuswas taken alive and committed to priſon. | 
The inferior City: being-thus taken and deſtroyed, about the 16 day of 
Aug, Ceſar began to build his Engines, andto batter the Walls of the up- 
per 
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per City, which within the ſpace of 18 days after, with extream labour and 
Skill, h2 laid flat with the Ground, (as Joſephus ſaith.) And upon the 7rh 
of September, with ; wy facility he conquered the City, the Jewes of their 
own accord deſcending from-the Towers : and the Romansſerupon the Walls 
their Enſigns, with a great Acclamation, and waſted all the City with Fire 
and oe, {paring neicher Men, Women, nor Children. 

The cighth day ofthe Month of September, the whole City was deſtroyed, 
and not a ſtone left upon a ſtone, bur laid level with the Ground, only the 
three Towers that were built by Herod, which were ef ſhining Marble ( viz. 
Hippicus, Phaſelus, and Mariamne ) that future Ages, ſeeing the excellency 
of thoſe Buildings, they might judge of the ſtarelinels of che reſt. Bur thee 
alſo were after deſtroyed by Adrianus Ceſar. | 
. There died by the Famin and Peſtilence an innumerable number, by 
Fire and Sword ten hundred thouſand : 2009 were found that either killed 
themſelves, or one killed another ; 7909 were taken Captives;. of theſe, all 
the ſeditious Thieves that accuſed one another, were {lain by Frontonins Ce- 
ſar. Titus freed many, 7209 were ſent into Agypt, with extreme labour to 
conſume and dye ; the Propereſt and moſt able were reſerved for Tri- 
umph ; many were diſtributed through the Proyinces, ſome were lain by 
the Sword, and by Beaſts, for publick Spectacles; and thole that were {1x- 
reen years of Age and under, together with many other, Ceſar ſo)d, under 
the- Crown, at thirty for- a ſtlyer- Penny; that as Chriſt was ſold for thirty 
Pence, ſo thirty of them ſhould be fold tor a Penny. With the Riches of 
this Town Czſar triumphed, rode into Rome with two golden Chariots, built 
the Temple of Pcace, and there put all the Plate which he found inthe Tem- 
ple of Feruſalem. After all this, for a full determination of thoſe Evils, the 
two {editious Captains, Fehannes Giſcalinus and Simon the Son of Giora, were 
put to molt cruel deaths. Thus may we {ee the grievous puniſhment of the 
obſtinate and ambitions, which God permitted to. fall upon them for their 
Unthanktfulneſs and cruel Tyranny.

cauſe of that faying of Numb. 24. There ſhall a Star rife up out of Jacob, - 
{embled themletves, tothe number of many thouſands, and followed him 
with great 'I'yranny and Cruelty ſpoiling the Holy Land, and through all 
the Countrey of Judea, committing many Outrages and Maſſacres. us 
they continued for the {pace of eighteen years, at the end of which time, 
Adrimmns & lianus the Empcrour, hearing of thoſe Infolencies, levied an Ar- 
my, and fert them into Jadez, under the Government of J4/ius Severns, 
who, in a pitcted field near to Berhcoron, and not tar trom Emans, conquer- 
cd this Benchochab or Pſeudo-Meſſiuh, and with him ſlew five hundred thou- 
{and Jews, that were deceived by his perſuaſion. Now when they went to 
cek tor the Body of this Decciver amongſt the Dead ( as faith Ta/nudifta ) 
he was found lying with an horrible Serpent abonr his neck; intimating 
how God rcjected him that would ſeem to imitate his Son ; for even as the 
Serpent deccived our firſt Parents, ſo this Renchochab decerved the Jews, and 
tor this cauſe they called him Bercozba, that is, The Son of Lying. I he num- 
ber of tne Jews which in the time of this War were ſlain, amounted to 
522999 men, beſides many others that periſhed by Peſtilence and Famin. 
This War happened 64, ycars after the 3ciruQion of Jeruſalem. 

Atter this ſecond Delolation of the Jews, at the command of the Empe- 
rour, ( that there might be a final extirparion of the Antient City of Jernſa- 
[2m, and that the words of our Saviour might be fulfilled, Loe, there ſhall 
zot be a ſtone left upon a frone, Mat. 24.) the Ruins and Foundations thereof 
were digged up, the Stones broken in.pieces, the Ground left deſolate, and 
the Mountains are now become barren, and overgrown with Brambles: 
And, that the Name thereot might utrerly be forgonen, and as it were root- ' 
ed our of the Earth, he ſet up a new Town, not far from the Hill Gihon, 
and Go/gotha, where Chriſt was crucified ; which, after he had adorned with 
many goodly Buildings, he called it by his own Name, 4a. In the place 
of the Temple, he {ct up a Church, in the honour of Jupiter and Vexus. 
Juſt in the place where the Holy Altar ſtood, he ercfed his own Image, up- 
on a Marble Pillar, which continued until St. Hieropr's time. Ar Bethlehem 
he erected the Image of Adonis, and to that he conſecrated a Church. Up- 
on the Gates of the City he cut Hogs in Marble, in contempt of the Jews. 
Then did he abjure them, That they ſhould not come within the Walls of 
the City, nor ſet Foot upon the ground near Jeruſalem. This being done 
(as Dion faith ) he dedicated itto the honeur of Jupiter Capitolinus ; and 
only made it free for Chriſtians and fach like-ro be 1n it. This Town ar 
this day we-call Jeruſalem, although it be ſcituated in another place, and 
called by another name, |

liſhed, and in their places ere&ted- others. Upon. Mount Go4gotha, the 
Church called Gogothanu : upon the Mount of Olives one, in the place of 
the Aſcenſion of Chriſt :. and Confantine her Son richly: adorned the Sepul- 
chre, and over it built a ſtately Temple, all- of Poliſh't Marble, richly. gilt 
with Gold, fo that tothisday it remains asthe chief Ornamentot the Town. 
In this mans time, the Jews with great boldneſs endeayoured to rebuild the 
Temple, juſt in the place where ir ſtood before ; at the commandment of the 
Emperour they were repelled, and in recompence of their preſumption, had 
their Eares. cut off and their Noſes lit, becauſe they had Ears and would 
not hear, neither obey-the Commandment of our Saviour. 

But as the Emperour was Religious,. and endeavoured to ſupport Chri- 
ſanity, ſo. his Succeſſor Julianus was as full of Impiery and Prophaneneſs; 
who, that he might fruſtrace the Prophecy of our Saviour, that Jeruſalem 
ſhould never be Fall again, in contempt cauſed the Jews to: aflemble ro- 
gether, and with all expedition reſtore it to its-former glory, giving the ur- 
termolſt of his help: to their- endeavours. But as they were: ſtriouſly la-' 
bouring inthis Work, of .a ſudden there came a great Earthquake.and look: 
what they had built was by that x overturned; then Fire came out of: 
the Earthand from Heaven ;which deſtroycd both the Matter and the Work-- 
men. And that the Fews nor on Det might 1mpute it-to'a Na-. 
tural Cauſe, there was-ſcen in the Heavens a Bloody Crofs, and: upon their:

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Perſians, whoſe Impudency and- Impiety was fo great, that he would be 
worſhipped as a God, abour the year of our Lord 615, beſieged this Town, 
took it, and put todeath goooo Chriſtians, carried the Patriarch thereof, 
together with many others, away Captive. But Herac/us the Emperor, 
to | wm him for his Pride and Cruelty, ſet upon Per/a, and with Fire 
and Sword deſtroyed the Country not tar from Nineveh, and went away 
with an honourable ViQtory. Serves alſo, the only begotten Son of Coſroes, 
bur a little before Invading the Kingdom, kilF'd his own Father in Priſon, 
reſtored: the Patriarch, and the reſt of the Captives which-his Father had 
taken, to Heraclius: and about the ſeventh year after he had Warred up- 
on Perſia, he returned to #/ia-with great Pomp. 

Not long after, in the year 637, Haumar the Chief Prince of the Saracens, 
which was the third from Mahomet, with a great Army afflicted Syria and 
Fadea, conquered their Countries, and in his Vi&tories uſed.great Tyranny 
and cruelty. Within two years after he won # za which had maintaineda long 
and ſharp Siege ; neither would Zacharias the Patriarch give 1t up, till he 
was compelled thereto by extream Famin, and ſoon after died with Gricf. 

Thus the Town continued forthe ſpace of 459 years inthe hands of the 
Saracens. Then in the year 1912, Colinhes faknn of Egypt, won it, beat 


down the Walls, deſtroyed the Temple whichthe Emperor Confantine had 
built, and made hayock of all things. Preſently upon this, the Turks which 
came out of Sythia by the Caſpian Mountains; won the City, and drave 


thence: the Saracens. Thus we may {ce that the Saracens and Turks, though 
they were both of one Religion, yet for the Country of the Fews fought one 
againſt another, and compelled theChriſtians to pay them Tribute for the 
tourth part of the City, wherein the Sepulchre of our Lord ſtood,: being 
again reſtored by the Emperor Conſtantine aſterthe Deſtruftion of Caliphas. 
 TheChriſtians being weary of this Tribute, and of the oppreſſion of theſe 
Infidels, became ſutors to Pope Urban,the ſecond of that name, for their de- 
livery; who in the year 1094 aſſembled a councel at Clearemont in France, 
and by. the inſtigation of one Peter the Hermit, ftirred up the hearts of divers 
Chriſtian Princes and Lords to make a Croyſado; {othat 10099 brave'and 
well mounted. Souldiers went into the Holy Land, and for a token of their 
War. borered Crofles upon their Arms. Wo 
In the ſame year there was a great blazing Star ſcen in the Wet, and after 
that followed a great Plague for the ſpaceof two vears through the World: 
this nevertheleſs hindred them not in their Deſign, but that they went their 
intended Journey, won the City of £44 from the Saracens, delivered the 
Chriſtians from their Bondage and Tax, and choſe Godfrey of Lorrain Earl 
of Bullvin, King thereof, whom they anointed in the Temple ofthe Holy Se- 
pulchre ; but he refuſed to be Crowned with a Crown of Gold, ſaying, 
'Fhat it ill beſeemed him to becalled King of Feru/alem (the truc King F_ 
- } . OL . 
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of was Chriſt ) or to ſir crowned with" Gold, in the place where he was 
crowned with Thorns that was the Son of the eyer-living God: and then 
choſe Arnolphus of Rhodes Patriarch. 74 

In the Month of O#ober, the ſame year, a blazing Star of a marvellous 
bigneſs appeared towards the South ir ſecmed to be like a waving Sword, 
foreſhewing, no doubr, the Deſtruction of all thoſe that went abour to re- 
eſtabliſh this Earthly Feruſa/em, Immediatly after the Feaſt of the Nativity 
of Chriſt, all the Chriſtians of the Eaſt Countries,upon Candlemas-day, came 
our of Syria, but eſpecially our of Antiochia,to Jeruſalem, and inthe Teraple 
of the holy Sepulchre conſecrated their Biſhops and Choriſtcrs, and with one 
conſent ſung 1//uminare Feruſulem. They took allo all the Cities, Caſtles, and 
Villages,and over themſer Biſhops; created four Principalities, one at Fer#- 
ſale, another at Antiochia, a third atEdiſſa, a fourth ar Tripofy. Allo ccr- 
tain Earldoms and Baronies, as at Brito, Zidon, Caſaria,, Galilee, apes, 
and Aſcalon. All theſe were appointed ro pay Tributero the King of Jeru- 
falem. All this was done in the year of our Lord, 1999. 

No ſooner were theſe News publiſhed to the World, but there was an uni- 
yerlal Croyſado through all Chriftendom, tor the conqueting and Winning 
of the reſtof the Holy Land. but before they could ger thirther, they were 
either {lain by the Grecians, and other Nations, or elſe died through Famin 
and Thirſt : {o that in them was fulfilled the Prophecy of Zacharias, cap.12.Þ% 
where it is ſaid, It ſha! happen that I will make Jeruſalem an heavy ſtone 
for all People: all they that lift it up ſhall be torn, though all the People of the 
Earth be gathered together againſt it. And verlc g. nd inthat day will I 
ſeek to deltroy all Nations that come againſt Jeruſalem. 

This year 1100 died Godfrey King of Jeruſalem, of a Fever, upon the 
Eighteenth day of Jay, when he had reigned ſcarce a year, and'was buried 
in the Temple of Mount Calvary. | | 

Aiter him ſucceeded his Brother Ba/dwir, the firſt of that name, and the (c- 
cond King of Jeruſalem. This Man reigned Eighteen years in Jeruſalem, 
and being overcom by Caliphas Sultan of Egypt, after the loſs of thirteen 
thouſand Chriſtians, he had much atoto- eſcape with life. Within a ſhort 
time after he died without Iffue. Tb 

Baldwin the ſecond ſncceded his Uncle, and wasthethird Kingof Jeryſulem:. 
He began his rcign 4Anmmo1118. This man oyercame the Turks : and the 
King of Damaſcus had Iſſue only one daughter named Mileſent, whom he 
married tothe Earl of Angiers, and gave with her theKingdomot Jeruſalem, 
and died without heir Male, in the year 1131. 

Fulco,in right of his Wife, fucceeded hisFather in Law, and was the fourth 
King of Jeruſalem. This Fulco was Brother to the King of England, he 
Reigned thirteen years, fought many worttiy Batrels againſt the T; urks, put 
30 of their men tothe Sword, took _ of them Priſoners, and carried 

| them

them to Jeruſalem. After thar, as he was hunting the Hare in Acorn, riding: 
ſpeedily, he tell from his Horie, and was ſorely bruiſed, whereof he died, 
and lett rwo Sons called Baldwin and Alnerick. 

Buldwinthe third was the fifth Kingof ang ſucceeded his Father, 
he won the City of Aſcator, he rebuiltthe Town of Boza, ( which had been 
deſtroyed ) placed rhere' certain Knights Templers ; he loſt the Ciry of 
Ediſſa to the Saracens, where many Chriſtians were cruely flain. And 
baving reigned ninetcenyears, he died without Iflue. 

Afr him ſucceeded his Brother Alrerick, who was the ſixth King of. 
Teraſalem. In the time ofthis King, the Sultan of Egypt gave a great over- 
throw tothe Knights Templers ; which he ſeeking to revenge, invaded 
Egypt with a great Army, belteged the great City of Alcair, but to ſmall: 

urpoſe; wherefore returning back to Jeruſalem, he ſhortly after died, when 
1e had reigned twelve years: he left behind him three children, a Son called 
Baldwin, and twodaughters, Sibella and Iſabella. | 

Baldwin thefourth ſucceeded hisFather,and was the ſeventh King cf Jeruſa- 
tn; who abuſing his government, was. {truck with a Leprofic, with the 


contagion of which diſeaſe he died miſerably in the twenty fifth year of his. - FN 


Age, having reigned thirteen years. Baldwin, the fifth of that name, the on- 
ly begotten Son of his Siſter $647, by his conſent was choſen his. Succeſſor, 
a youth.of nine years old, his Fathers name was William Mountferrat, Earl 

rch,Who,dying, his Mother married one Gxy Earl of Lyfgnar, to whom 
Baldwin committed the proteftion of the Kingdom, and of his young Kin(- 
man till he came tomans eſtate. But this young man, within ſeven years 
after the Death of his Uncle, died fitting at his Table, not without ſuſ- 
picion of Payſon. Guy his Protetor, by the perſwaſion of his Wife, and at 
the Inſtigation of the Jeroſo/zmits,took upon him the Government; Bur 
Raimond Earl of Tripoly was his great adverſary, for that Ba/dwinthe 4th for 
kis exceeding pride, atthe Inſtigation of that Gzy, had diſplaced him of all 
his Offices and Titles in the Commonwealth. Theſe two ſtriving for the 
Kingdom, it hapned that Gy was charged with his Kinſmans death, un- 
der which pretence Raymond made War againſt him. During theſe troubles, 
£aldine Sultan of Egypt, taking advantage of this opportunity, made War - 
upon them both, and with great facility conquered the Kingdom, and de- 
ſtroyed Jeruſalem. 

' In this year 1187, there bapned fo great an Eclipſe of the Sun, that at 
Noon day the Stars were plain]y.ro be ſeen. Soon after this, Raimond and Guy 
were both taken Priſoners, and thirty thouſard Chriſtians cruelly put to 
the Sword. Afﬀer this, the Saracens ſacked the Town, threw the Bells out 
of rhe Steeples, made Stables of the Churches; only the Temple on Mount 
Golgotha ſtood untouch'd: for the Turks and Saracens honour Chriſt as a 
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Of the City Elia, or Jeruſalem. -. 

And thus the new Kingdom of the Chriſtians in Jeruſalem ended, which 
was upon the ſecond day of Offober, in the year 1187, atter it had continued 
in their poſſe(hon 88 vears. During the continuance of this Kingdom.there 
were many horritle Viſtons, and ſtrange Signs and Wonders ſcen both in 
Heaven, on Earth, and in the Air ; foreſhewing (no doubt.) that God was 
not well-pleaſed with their aftions, which ſought to reſtore that Kingdom 
.of Jeruſalem. For, My Kingdom ( ſaith Chriſt )) is not of this World. 

And although after rhar, there were many Kings that by all poſſible 
means endeavoured to recover and reſtore the ſame, and for that purpoſe 
have leayied many great Armies, and undertaken many tedious Journies; 
yet allthcl; councels and determinations came to vothing, fo that God, 4o 
often as they undertook any ſuch Expedition, either ſtayed their Armies, 
oppreſſed them with War, or elſe plagued them with Famin, in ſuch an ex- 
tream meaſure, that with very hunger they have been conſtrained to 
eat their Horſes. 

Frederick Barbaroſſus may be an Example of theſe Calamities; who 
with a great Army making an Expedition to Jeruſalem, as he was travel- 
ling through Afia minor, his Hotfe ſtarted, and flung him into the River, 
where he died miſerably & re he could be ſaved. Many other Princes beſides, 
in the like enterpriſe came to the like ends; for they were either deſtroy- 
ed by the Barbarians, with the loſs of thouſands of their men cruely lain, 
or uterly deſtroyed with unnatural Diſeaſes or untimely Deaths. 

Now when the Emperor Frederick, the ſecond of thatname, had beſieged 
and brought to great miſery the Sultan of Fgypr, and the Knights Templers 
had donethe like roDamieta; Corderio the Sn” Son beat down the Walls 
of Jeruſalem, and had it not been for the great lamentations and carneſt 
Entreaties of the Chriſtians, he would haye deſtroyed the City ; bur for 
their ſakes he left ſtanding Soromor?'s Temple, and the Temple of the ho- 
ly —_ ; for at this time Chriſtians inhabit in them. | 

ithin a while after, about the Year 1228. Frederick, the ſecond of that 
Name, Emperour of Rome, went to the Holy Land with a great Army, 
and came to Pto/omais, otherwiſe called Acon, where ſtaying a while, he 
made a League with the Sultan of Zgypt for ten years, regained Feruſalem 
without drawing Sword, and was there crowned in the Year 1229. keeping 
at that time in eruſalem a Royal Eafter. This man fortified the Chriſti- 
_ with a Garriſon, rebuilt Nazareth and Joppa, and fo returned into 

faly. 

In the Year 1246, Caſſanus King of the Tartars, being perſuaded by the 
Sultan, with a great Army invaded Judea, won Feruſalem, cauſed the 
Chriſtians to be cruelly ſlain, beat down the Holy Sepulchre even to ſmall 
pieces, and left bur little ſtanding. Ir was after this deſtroyed by Tamer- 
lain King ofthe Tartars, and by ——_— the ſecond of that Name, Em- 
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perour of the Turks. But the Monks bad leave to build np the holy Sepul- 
= again, for the which, they payed to the Sulran or his Deputy a yearly 

ribute. 

In the year of our Lord 1516, Se/ymus Emperour of the Turks, about the 
twenty fourth day of Aug, near tro Damaſeus, overcame Campſon Gaurus 
Sultan of Zgypr, in a cruel War, and put to death many thouſands of his. 
Men ; and the Sultan himſelf ſecking to {ave his Life by Flight, was mile-- 
rably ſlain. This Selymus conquered the Holy Land, Syria, Damaſcus, and 
. all the Countries thereabouts; and as he went through Judea, leaving his. 
Army at Gaza, with a few of his Souldiers he went to feruſalem, that he 
might ſee with his Eyes that place which was made fo famous by the an- 
cient Writers, and was ſo often m-ntioned in the Old and New Teſta-. 
ment. But when he came, he-found nothing but a ruinate and waſte place, 
barren and rude to look upon, inhabired by a few poor Chriſtians, and. 
they allo held in great Contempt and Bondage, paying a great Tribute - 
to the Sultan of Xgypr, for their T.iberty and holy Sepulchre, as P. Jovius 
writeth. Bur after that Selymus in that place had done his. Offerings. 
and Sacrifices to his God Mahomet, ſeeing the Prieſts and Chriſtians.. 
preis'd with extream Poverty, out of his ſingular Mercy and Compalhon, 
gave them a large and ſumptuous. Gift, when he had ſtayed but one day 
and one night in the Town. The. next morning before day he went 
with all- expedition to his Army at Gaza, and from, thence into Zgypr, 
where. he beſieged the great and. famous City A/azre, and in the year 1517. 
took it, conquered all the Country, utterly. extirpated the Sultan, and went 
away. with an honourable Victory and rich, Booty. From. this year even 
til now, the Town of Zia or ye is under.the Juriſdiction of the 
Turks. Thus may we ſee how often, and. with what miſcrable Calamiries 
this City hath been afflicted, even ſince the firſt Deſtruction by Veſpa/ian ; 
which makes evident. the great Judgment of God not only. upon the Fews, 
but alfo upon the Earth where they inhabited, for their Infideliry and un- | 
merciful Cruelty.-

After all this, compaſsd it about with a ſpaci- 
ous and thick Wall, and upon that placed _— {trong and ſtately Towers, 
wherein there ſtands cight Gates, v:z. the Fiſh Gate, theold Gare,S.Stephens 
Gate, ( fo called, becauſe they ſay S. Stephen went out by that Gate when he 
Was ſtoned) che Angle Gate, the Dung Gate, the Sheep Gate, the Golden and 
Fountain Gates. Thus the ancient City, and that which the Emperour Adrian 
built, being both deſtroyed, in another place is ſer up again. So that between 
both, this new City ſtandeth, and the firſt City. begins to be. again in- 


babired.

''E Temple lieth upon the Weſt within this new Town, art firſt fair- 
ly built by the Emperour:Con#antine, bur deſtroyed by Calphas Sul- 
tan of Fgypt : bs by the Emperours of.Confantinople rebuilt; which con- 
rinueth to this day. Ir js round in the proportion, . adorned with ſeventy 
nine Pillars thirty foot long ; the Wideneſs, by. the Diameter (beſides the 
Pillars) is ſeventy three Feet, leaded above, and upon the top of the Roof 
ſtandeth a Lanthorn, by which the Light cometh in: This Lanthorn is 
very curiouſ] plazed. n the. middle ftandeth the holy Sepulchre. To this - 
joyneth the Clnach in Mount:Gofgotha, and ſerveth inſtead of a Quire. Ir 
ſtandeth ſomething lowery but all under one Roof. "The place: where the | 
holy Sepulchre ſtandeth is four ſquare, eight foot. long, and. cight broad, . 
hewn out of a Rock, and —_ with Marble; there 1s a little door in the 
Eaſt part of.it. very low, by which men go into ir, and within that the 
Sepulchre itſelf ſtandeth upon the North ſide, made of gray Marble, 3 hand- 
fuls high, and 8 foot long. There are no. Windows for light to. come to it; . 
but over there hangeth continually nine Lamps burning, whereby .it recei- - 
veth Light. The Vault of this Sepulchre is divided with a. Wall; the 
outward is both of the ſame Proportion and Length as the inward, but that 
| which is without ſeemeth to be an Entry to the inner Cave' where Chriſt 
was buried : and there (as ſome ſay) even to. this day is found 'a piece of 
the Stone which the Angel rolled from the Grave before the Reſurrefion z 
the other part of the Stone ( howſoeyer it came there) lyes upon Mount Sor. . 
Bur ſome think that the Armenians carried ir thither, becauſe upon it they 
have built an Altar. In this inner Cave there hangs nine Lamps to give light 
unto them that enter in by the-Eaſt; ſo that in-the inner and outer Vault 
there ſtandeth eighteen Lamps. The Mount whereon Chriſt was crucified 
ſeemeth to ſtand upon a.Rock-of Stone, whitiſh and ſomething _— 
TT: 


It is diſtang from the Holy Sepulchre a hundred and thirty foot. Th 
place where the Croſs ſtood was an hard Rock, eighteen ſteps in the Aſ- 
cent, and anſwererh to nine and twenty feet. The hole where the Croſs 
{tood is about the roundnels of a mans head in Laritude ; and it a man 
might believe the Monks thereabouts, they ſay alſo, that in that place is 
to be ſeen the colour of our Saviours Blood eyen to this day. Upon the 
lefr hand of this there ſtands an Altar made of Marble, and over that a 
ſumptuous Chappe,, paved, and covered- with poliſh'd Marble, gilt and 
adorned with refulgent Gold, the Walls whereof are very curiouſly 
wrought and gilded. In the Church, upon Mounts Golgorha, they allo ſhew 
part of a Pillar naturally black, ſpeck'd with red Spots, where they ſay 
Chriſt was whip'd, and make the Vulgar believe that theſe Specks are the 
drops of Blood that fell from him. "The other part of this Column was 
carried to Confantinople, as it was thought. In this Church, Godfrey, firſt 
Chriſtian King of Jeruſalem, and the reſt of his Succeſlors ſie buried. 


Of the Temple of Solomon, as it « at this day. 


= HIS Temple lieth rowards the Eaſt, and was built by the Chriſtians 
juſt in the ſame place where the former Temple ſtood, at the time 
when the City was rebvilt and enlarged. The body thereof is very high 
and ſpatious, and built of poliſh'd Marble, adorned with moſt wi er 
and curious Workmanſhip, very artificial and glorious both within and 
without, inſomuch that the poliſhed Stones caſt a ſingular beautiful and 
reſplendent Luſtre. Above it is coyered with Lead, and was built up ar 
the coſt and labour of the Grecians.;" in the Roof whereof, the Turks place 
an half Moon, as they ufually do in all ſuch Churches wherein they come 
and have Authority. "The Turks and Saracens have this Temple in great 
Reverence and Devotion, they adorn it (according to their Cuſtom) with 
divers attificial Pitures and Emblems. They will ſuffer no Chriſtians 
to enter into it, nor any Jews, upon pain of Death. And if it happens 
that at any time they go into it, they firſt waſh themſelves with Water 
very clean, then pur off their Hoſe and Shoos, and ſo go bare-foot. This 
Temple they call the holy Rock, and in the body thereof there hangeth 
ſeven hundred Lamps, which burn Night and Day. In the midſt hereof 
there ſtandeth a certain little Rock, eyery where indented with Iron, near 
to which, not any of the Saracens or Infidels dare to approach or touch, 
although there come many very far to vilit it : for they believe that there 
were many memorable and worthy things done in that Rock : they think 
that Melchiſedeck the firſt Prieſt of the great God, offered Bread and Wine 
upon it, Genef. 14. and that here the Patriarch Jacob ſaw the Ladderwhich 
. reached from Heaven to Earth, Gen. 28. which indeed hapned not in fe 
ruſalen, but in Bethel, as the Scriptures witneſs. Further they believe, that 


upon 
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upon this Stone David ſaw the Angel of the Lord ſtanding with a ſhaken 
- Sword when he ſtruck the City with the Peſtilence, 2 Sam. 24. and that 
the Prieſts of the old Teſtament offered upon this ſtone their $acrifices ro 
the Lord, which were devoured with Fire from Heaven. All which things 
do utterly difter fram holy Scripture. 

The ſew alſo are of Opinion, That the Prophet Jeremy, abour the time 
of the Captivity of Babylon, in this Stone hid the Ark of the Covenant, 
until ſuch time as the Lord brought the People back again from the Cap- 
tivity : which is contrary alſo to the Books of the holy Scripture; tor, 
2 Mach. 2. it is ſaid, it was hid in the Mount Nebo, where Moſes ſtood 
when he ſaw. the whole Land of Canaan. Alfo the Turks ſay, that Chriſt 
fare upon this ſtone when Simeon took him in his arms and blefled him. 
Here alſo he fate in the midſt of the Doors when he was but twelye 
years of Age, Luk. 2. which alſo differeth from the Scripture ; for this was 
not the Body of the Temple, but in the middle Court, or Solomons Porch 
which ſometimes was taken for the Temple, becauſe ir joyned to it. And 
divers Circumſtances of the Scripture do ſeem to make this evident, becauſe 
here Chriſt taught, and here the People uſually mer together, as appear- 
th, Foſh. 10. and P/al. 72. 

About the Temple of Jeruſalem there is a fair Plain,much reſembling our 
Church-yards, all paved with marble ſtone. To this there is adjoyning a 
fair Church covered with. Lead, and was fomtimes called Solomons Porch 
bur after the Chriſtians had won Feruſalem,. they gave it the Name of 
St. Maries.. The Turk keeps burning in this daily eight hundred Lamps; 
and it is much greater than that of So/0mons Temple. The Sultan of Xgypt 
alſo about an hundred years before, built a little Church or Moſcho cloſe 
by Solomons Temple, wherein are continually burning eighty cight Lamps. 

here is a Vault under the Temple of the bleſſed Virgin -Mary, of fuch 
an extraordinary Greatneſs, that {1x hundred Horſe may eaſily be placed 
in it. And thus we may {ce the Temple of Solomon and City of Jeruſalem 
not only to. be in the power of the Tyrks, but alſo prophaned with the 
blaſphemous DoQtrine of Mahomer. And alſo we may here behold the 
Abomination of Deſolation ſtanding in the holy place, where ſometime 
was the Ark of the Covenant, Dar. g. Mat. 24. and the Prophecy. of Fere-. 
my is fully finiſhed, cap. 19. This place ſhall be unclean hke unto the place of ' 
Topher, where they did ſacrifice to the Hoff of Heaven, and unto other ſtrange

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er, the Sepulchres of the Kings of Iſrael, and many other holy places. But 
P. Oroſius, and other Hiſtorians write, How in the time of Adrian Cz/ar there 
happened a great Earthquake, in ſuch a terrible manner, that the Moun- 
tain of $07, with the Sepulchre of David, tell down, and were utterly de- 
faced. Further, all truce Hiſtorians do write, That Adrian the Emperour did 
{o much deface the Ciry, that he left not a ſtone ſtanding upon a ſtone ; nay, 
n0t a whole ftone, bur all were broken into ſmall pieces; and yet notwith- 
ftanding Pilgrims are ſo mad and blind, that they go thither with grear 
-pains to ſeek thoſe holy Places, where, .when they come, with the expence 
of a great deal of time, in recompence of their pains, are made a laughing- 
ſtock to the Kings of Feruſulem, and find nothing but feigned and ſuppo- 
ſed holy Places and Buildings: ſince the words of our Saviour manifeſt, That 
there ſhall not be a fone teft ugon a Bone, which ſhall not be broken to pieces. 
And Borchardus the Monk faith, That the Romans cauſcd, the Temple and 


other Princely Buildings, together with the Mountains, to be thrown down, | 


and caſt into the Vallies, with which being filled, there remaineth nor fo * 
much as an Emblem of the old City. From whence may evidently ap- 
pear, Thar thoſe Places which are now ſhewn to Pilgrims by the Monks of 
Feruſalem, are merely ſuborned and feigned, on purpoſe to deceive them, 
and get their money. They are very {1mple therefore that go to Feruſalem, 
to ſeek their Salvation in ſuch places. And as for the Szpulchre ( as is afore- 
faid ) the Tartars beat itall in pieces; {o that this Monument of our Lord 
Ks not to be found upon the Earth. Wherefore our Saviour Chriſt is no 
more to be ſought among the dead, but in the Sacred Monument of his ho- 
ly Word, for there he hath promiſed to make evident his Divine Pre- 


lencc, &c. 
Of the Sefts that are in and about the Tempe of the Holy Sepulchre. 


N and about the Church which is built over the holy Sepulchre, upon 
Mount Calvary, there are at this day many of divers Nations and 
Countreys which inhabit, of divers Opinions and Religions. And al- 
thou hehey differ in material Points of their Faith, yet would they be all 
Chriſtians : of which number, there are ſome Latines, Greeks, Abiſſmes, Ar- 
menians, Gregorians, Neſtorians, Surians, and facobins. | 
The Latines for the moſt part are ſuch as we call Franciſcan Monks, Ob- 
ſervants, or Friars. Theſc have the keeping of the holy Sepulchre, and look 
ro it very diligently; where ſometimes they make a certain number of 
Knights of the Noble Order of St. Johns Templers, with many Ceremonies 
and great Solemnities. Theſe Knights are girt with a Sword all gilt, hang- 
ing in a red Velvet: girdle; a Chain of gold is put upon them worth abour 


an hundred Hungarian Duckats, at the end whereof hangs a ly 3" 
ro 


Croſs of gold. | 
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This kind of Croſs alfo they- are permitted to wear upon 
their Arms and Cloaths; then have they a pair of gilt Spurs with Velvet 
rvings. Bur before they are admitred into this Order, they muſt ſwear up- 
on the holy Sepulchre to maintain and defend the DoQtrine of the Pope. 
The Gracians that are there be alſo Monks, and do inhabit within the 
Temple of the holy Sepulchre; bur they have the keeping of the place 
where our Saviour Chriſt was crucified, and differ from the Romanitts. For 
they believe firft, That the holy Ghoſt proceedeth trom the Father and 
not the Son. Secondly, they give the Sacraments in both kinds. Thirdly, 
they hold not the Pope to be Head of the Church. Fourthly, they deny 
Purgatory and Prayer for the dead. Fifthly, they ſing Maſs in their own 
Language, that every man may underſtand it, but they obſerve ſeven Sa- 
craments as the Remaniſts do. T hey teach men to pray to, and call upon 
Saints; they yeagly obſerve two tri faſting days, and cat no Fleſh upon 
Saturdays. 


The reſt of the Gracians that are through the Ealt parts, leave Marriage 


free, as well for the Clergy as Laity, and condemn the Latin Prieſts be- 
cauſe they marry not. They allow no graven Images in their Churches, 
but in ſome places of the Churches they have fair painted PiCtures hanging. 


| They approve not the Pope, but have a Patriarch for their high Biſhop, 


which Patriarch is greatly reyerenced, and much honoured in Con{tan- 
tinople. : 

The Abiſſns be ſuch as are of Prefer John's Government : their Com- 
plexion is brown, their Habitation is in the Temple upon Mount Catvary, 
on the Eaſt {ide of the Church door : They alſo approve not the Pope, but 


' allow Prieſts to marry, and give the Sacrament 1n both kinds ; yet there 


are many Sets and Opinions among them, forbearing thoſe Meats forbid- 
den in the Old Teſtament; they circumciſe both Male and Female, which 
the Jews do not; they obſerve our Saturday for their Sabbath; they ba 
tiſe their Children with Fire, of which I will ſpeak more hereafter, in the 
deſcription of the Town of Saba. | 

The Armenians are Chriſtians, and come out of Armenia; their Dwel- 
ling is in a Chappel upon Mount Sior, near to St. Fames his Church ; they 
deny the Pope to be Head of the Church; they miniſter the Sacraments 
in both kinds; their Prieſts marry; they forbear the meats forbidden in 


the Old Teſtament. They have a kind of Cuſtom to whine and cry by. 
the Graves of the dead; upon Twelfth day they keep a great Feaſt, and \ 


the next day begins their Lent, which they keep ſtriftly, and eat neither 
Eggs nor Fiſh, nor any living thing during that time : they obſerve Wed- 
neſdays and Fridays; they preach, ſing, and ſay their Service in their own 
Tongue; they deny Prayer for the dead, and Purgatory ; they all wear 
Hats with blew Hat-bands. | 
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The Gregorians are Chriſtians that dwell by the great City of Trapezur- 


ta upon the Euxinian Sea, Their Prieſts marry, but it their Wives dye 


they muſt not marry again. They _— — in the Church up- 
on Mount Catvary, where Chriſt, after his. Reſurre&ion, ſhewed himſelf 
like a Gardner unto Mary Magdalen. 

The Neforian Hereticks, who now are found in great numbers in Nine- 
vie, which at this day is called Moſell, and in other places thereabout, do 
yet hold the Hereſie of Ne#orias their Maſter, and teach, That Chriſt had 
two Natures, and that he hath two Perſons, and that Mary was not the 
Mother of God, but that ſhe bare Chriſt who was man only : about their 
Hats they wear fleſh-coloured Hat-bands. Some of their Prieſts are found 
to dwell in the Temple of Mount Calvary. 

The Swrians follow the Grecian Chriſtians, touching the moſt of their 
' Opinions; they reſpe& not much their Religion 3. for in regard of their 
Poyerty they are forced to work for day Wages under the Turks. Some 
of them alſo dwell in Feryſalem in a Church called S. Marks, which ſtand- 
eth in the place of the houſe where Fohn Mark dwelt, where the Apoſtle 
Peter knogk'd when the Angel led him out of Priſon. 

The Se of the Facobins are reſident in a Chappel which ſtandeth be- 
hind the Sepulchre. They take that name of Jacob the Heretick, who 
was a Diſciple of the Patriarch of Alexandria; they are wavering and un- 
conſtant among themſelves, and are here and there found in Jada, 

pt, and Barbary, divided into many Sects ; for ſome of them hold 
with Extichus and Macharus, who aſcribe one Nature to Chriſt, which is 
the God-head, and deny the Man-hood. Some of them circumciſe their 
Children, ſome baptiſe them with Fire, and make a Croſs upon their Fa- 
ces. Of this fiery Baptiſm you ſhall read more hereafter in the deſcripti- 
on of the City of Saba. 

Hereby you may note, how the Temple of the holy Sepulchre in Zeru- 
fatm is filled with many Sects, who altogether give and pay Tribute to 
the Emperour of the Tyrks; whereby you may ſee, that Chriſt will be no 
more ſought in the holy Sepulchre, bur: rather in the holy Evangeliſts, 
where he ſuffereth himſelf ro be found by all thoſe that ſeek him with a 


pure Heart. 
Of the Setts of the Jews. 


F theſe our times the Jews do inhabit in Jeruſalem, and are divided in- 
; to many Sedts, that is to ay, Phariſees, Saducees, Eflzs, Geniſteis, Mor- 


boneis, and Merifteis.. The Phariſees took that name from the Interpre- 
ration of the Law, and is derived from the Hebrew word Paraſch, which 
fignifies to exporind : ſo that Pharaſes is as much as to ſay Door, or Ex- 
pounder of the Law: they approve of Moſes and the Prophets; they _ 
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the Immortality of the Soul : but of Chriſt and the principal parts of his 
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Dodtrine, of the Law, of Sin, and of Ceremonies, they have many un- 
godly Opinions and Expofitions. They feign that the Law was inſtituted 
by God for outward Diſcipline; that fin is only outward Tranſgreffion and 
the violating of mens Traditions: they hold there is no Original Sin, but 


that men may perform the Law, and merit everlaſting Life z beſides many 


other things, as Waſhings, Faſtings, offering gitts in the Temple, and ſuch 
like Ceremonies ; of which there is no Commandment extant in the Scri- 
pture. Read Mar. 3, 59. 12, 5. © Cc. Mar. 2, 3.7. &c. Joh. 3.7, 8.&c. Atts 15. 
22. OC. 

>The Sadducees give themſelves an honourable Title, being derived from 
Zedukim or Zeddikim, calling themſelves juſt, from 'the word Zadock, he 


was juſt. and by Amphetre/im 1s not unproperly derived from Dicaiso. or

Dicaios, ſignifying juitus : and by Protheſn in Latine, Fudex a Judge. So 


that Zaddih or Zadduceus f1gnifies a juſt Judge, which would judge all 


others, but they themſelves were without offence : thus the worſt men got 
the belt Names. They only allow the five Books of Moſes; they dream 
the Meſſizs ſhould be an carthly King; they believe the Souls of men to be 
mortal, and to periſh with their Bodies ; they do not believe the Reſurre- 
Ction, nor that there are cicrher Angels, Spirits, or Divels. 

The Eſſes had rather be called Students, taking their Name from A/z, 
under which Title, they would ſeem to reprehend, and amongſt other 
things, avoid-the profane Liberty of the Sadducees, and approve not the ar- 
rogant diſhmulation of the Phariſees; bur that they tcach more Divine and 
profitable Precepts. Theſe live a Monaſtical Lite, unmarried; their Goods 
are common ; for the moſt part they practiſe Phyſick : in their Aflemblies, 
the ancienteſt of them read ſome part of Moſey's Law, or ſome of the Pro- 

hets; all of them, both young and old, ar certain times of the day, ſay 
P— They have no new kind of Doctrine, but imbrace the Prieſt- 
hood of Moſes : They dwell in the Defarts and utmoſt parts of Zadea near 
to the Lake Aſphattites, and in the garden of Balm near Fer:cho, where 
the ancient Prophets Elias and Ehſeus had their Schools, whole Dilciples 
were called the Children of the Prophets. Theſe three Sets began in 7u- 
das Maccabeus's time, Joſeph. 1.3. c.18. | | 

The Genifeis are ſaid to be thoſe that do certainly affirm, that they are 
of the Poſterity of Abraham, although they have loſt their Genealogies, 
and cannot prove it. Thele call themſelves Great and Noble, and are of 
the ſtock of thoſe that in the Captivity of Baby/on married the Wives of 
other Nations ; of which you may read in Nehen. $o that they are half 
Gentiles, half Jews, and account themſelves to be of the Nobility. 

The Morboneis very ſolemnly obſerve the Sabbath, which many others, 
that are Flatterers of the Tarks and _ do not: there are a great com- 
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pany of theſe ; for almoſt all the Fews do very ſuperſtitiouſly celebrate the 
Sabbath: and therefore they rake their name partly from a Multitude, and 
partly from Ulury ; for Merebech in Hebrew ſignifies a Multitude, and Ta- 
rebah Ulury. 

Meriſtes are thoſe Jews that divide the Scripture, and fay the Prophets 
{poke nor all with one Spirit z and what they liſt they make Scripture, and 
what they liſt they leave out: and therefore the Grecians call them Meri- 
ein, which ſignihes to divide. 

There are allo others in theſe our times thar are Jews too, but they are 
called Samaritans, which only approve of the Moſaical Law, and reject the 
reſt of the Scriptures and Prophets. Theſe are fo called from Keeping ; for 
this word Schamar properly ttgnifies to preſerye or keep a Speech in hearr, 
and hath therefore a certain Congruity and Conſonance with the Latin 
word Sermo.: fo that Schamar in Hebrew, and Sermo- in Latin, are much 
what of one {ignification. | 

But all the Jews,except the Sadducees, have one Faith; they think they may 
fulfill the Commandments, and by their own works be juſtified and purchale | 
eternal Life. They deny the Trinity and Chriſt, and do believe that their 
a is yet to come, and ſhall bring them back again into the Land of 

romile, _ 
Of the Saracens and Turks which inhabit in Jeruſalem : 
of their Faith and Religion. | 
| E Saracens are a People. of Arabia the Stony; of the Poſterity of 

; Th mae! the Son of Abraham, which he begat of Hagar : trom whence 

they are rightly called 4garins, notwithſtanding they had rather be called 


* Saracens. Others call them Saracens, 4 Saraca, which 1s a parr of Arabiz 


the Stony ; It ſeemeth therefore that theſe People took their name from a 
Principality ; for Sarar-in Hebrew is the ſame that Principatum geſſit is in 
Latin, or if you will, Principatum obtinuit, which {1gnifies (to obtain Princi- 
pality.) And therefore the Saracens, or Sarazens, may be {aid Princes or 
Captains, whoſe Principality extends it ſelf far and near: but 4garins figni- 
fies Perigrinators; for Gor or Gar is as much as to ſay a Pilgrim. 

Theſe People combined themſelves with Mahomet that falſe Prophet; 
born of obſcure Parentage: his Fathers Name was Abdiminech, of-his W ite 
that was of the Family of I#mae7, or of the Saracens, born in Arabia the 
Stony, (and as.-it-is expreſ&d in their Alcoran ) upon the 21 dayof Septem- 
ber, according to our Account, about the yearof Chriſt 570. He took hisname 
from atumultuous Confuſion: for Hamah ſignifies tumultuatus eft:he-hath been 
tumultuous; and: Hamam; tumultuando difturbavit, he divided by Conten- 
tion. From hence Maino ſignifies tumultuor, a Contender, and Maioma:, 
concitor,, a Rebel. From-whence may be gathered, that Mahomet is an omi- 
yous. and ſeditious. name. Whilſt he was in his Infancy he lived with _ 
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Father: after, being of a prompt Wir, he ſerved one Abdomonep/s a Merchant, 
in whole Service, converſing with Chriſtians and Jews, he got a {martering 
knowledge of the Old and New Teſtament, and many Acquainrance ; a- 
monvglt which, was one Sergius an Arian Monk, a man very well atteted 
of this Abdoimonepls. Abdomonepls dicd, and by the Pcriuaſion of this Monk, 
Mahomet married Cadican his Wite, although ſhe was filty years of Age, and 
by her had great Riches: ſhe foo after allo dicd, and lcir Mahomet all that 
ſhe had. He on a ſudden, being lift up to this height of tubſtance, grew ve- 
ry ambitious (for he was naturally proud, wrathful, a Thict, a Whore-ma- 
{tcr, a moſt impudent Adulterer ; and whereloever he came made havock of 
all things.) This man, by the help of the Saracens and others, affected the 
Kingdom of Arabia, which within ſhort time after he obtained,cntring Mecha 
the chick City thereof,upon Thurſday the 15th of Fly, Anno Dom. 622. and 
by the help of two Jews, and this Sergins, wrote that blaſphemons Law of 
the Alcoran, talſly profelling himſfelt ro be a Prophet; and began cruelly 
to oppoſe himſelf againſt all neighbouring Nations and Cities. | 
The Alcorantaketh the name from */endour or Brightneſs; for, Al in the 
Arabick, is as much as Karan in the Hebrew, and that 11gnihes to {ine or £a5t 
forth a brighineg. This Atcoran contains a blaſphemous and deteſtable Law, 
written in the Arabian Tongue, without any order or colour of Knowlzdge, 
teaching manifeſt Lies and execrable Blaſphemics againſt God ; and for the - 
moſt part, the Pleaſures and Delights of this World: for he doth deny har 
there is one-eternal Effence of the Deity, and the holy Trinity ; our Savi- 
our Chrift they one while call the Son of God, and another while, the Soul 
or Spirit of God. Thcy deny his Deity, but lay that he was a holy man, 
born withour a Father, of the chaſte 2y1l incorruptible Virgin Mary. And al- 
though he was before all beginning, yct they believe rhat he was not begot-- 
ten, but created before all other cf{cntial Creatures, by the Eternal God. 
Alſo they ſay he was nor-crucified, bur ſome other in his place; and there- 
fore the Salvation of man not to conſiſt in the merits of Chriſt, but in our 
own proper Works. And that the Jews might embrace the A 7coran, they 
retain Cirenmciſion, which is commonly done when the Children are thir- 
teen years of Age; about which time, 1hmael was circamciſed. They for- 
bear the meats forbidden in the Law; they have many Wives at one time, . 
they tollerate a Bill of Divorce, and affirm, that after the ReſurreCtion men 
may have many Wives, and with them banquer, ſurfer, and ule pleaſant. 
Recreations, with divers. ſuch Errors and vain Trifles, which for brevirties, 
ſake I omit: " | 
That he might the better perſuade men to embrace and believe theſe his 
Lies and blaſphemous Do&rines, he very. cunningly ſeemed to confirm: 
them with many falſe and feigned Miracles: and amongſt the reſt this was. 


one: Having taught a white Doye ro put Corn in his Ear, whilſt he _ 
t preach- 
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preaching to the People, it chanced ſhe came and fat upon his Shoulder, 
and putting her Bill into his Ear, according to her accuſtomed manner, he 
perſuaded rhe People thar ir was the Spirit of God , which delivered him 
the words of the Law. A Bull alfo, taught after the tame manner, at his 
Voice came before him, and kneeling down did him reycrence, with the 
Atlcoran tied upon his horns ; which he affirmed was come trom Heaven 
and brought that new Law. Then did he make divers horns of gold and 
{ilver, and filling them full of Milk hid them in the Earth; after which, in 


a grcat aſſembly he cauſed the fame places to be opened, and told the peo- 


ple that theſe ſignified plenty and abundance to all {uch as kept and ob- 
{eryed that Law; but the Violarers thereot ſhould be puniſhed with Death : 
together with many other {uch like idle and fooliſh Miracles, (which would 
be too tedious to recite) that he might make the People believe that it came 
from God. And being afflicted with the Falling Sicknels, gave it out, that 
then the Angel Gabrie/ told him the Law, making this Iikewitc a mcans to 
turther his deſigns ; bur after, viz. upon the eighth of June, Anno Dom. 632. 
and in the G1 year of his Age, hedicd miſerably of this Diteaſe, aftcr he had 
reigned in Mecha ten years; and Enbubizer or Abudachar his Father-in-law 
ſucceeded him in the Government, who built in his honour a Church, and 
in that pur his Sepulchre, both ſtately and ſumptuous. . 

The Turks alſo embrace this Doftrine, and joyned their forces with the 
Saracens: they extended their Empire under Mahomet the third, into A/ia, 
Europe, and Africa. They derive their Name (as I (uppole) from Cruelty ; 
for Turca ſignitfieth a cruel Deſtroyer, or an armed Enemy, being derived from 
the Hebrew word Tarach, that 1s, to effett his purpoſe. From whence, they 
are not improperly called of the Gr-c4ms T&izw to vex and make weary 
or elſe from the Hebrew word Tachera, which ſignifies a ſhield ; and from 
the Greek word 9% at and Scpaxitzy, tO put ON a Shield, and to arm them- 
{elves : for the Turks are armed Encmies, and Deſtroyers of the whole 
World : and by Ezekze/ are called Gog and Magog, cap. 38. & 3g. of Magog 
which was the Son of Faphet, Ger. 10. and as ſome think, inhabited the 
North parts of the World. Pry places them in Boſpherns, Cimmerius, Scy- 
thia, 8c. which lycth toward the Eaſt. But indeed they have often changed 
their Reſidence, and have come into Per/ia, Armenia, Syria,  Paleſlina, 
Arabia, and cruelly deſtroyed them, until they had conquered Con#anti- 
nople, and got a great part of Exrofe; and have infe&ed the minds of all 
the Inhabitants of tho parts, with their Manners, Slaughters, and Ra- 
pines, according to that blaſphemous Law of the Alcoran. They firſt af- 
ficted thoſc Parts abour the year of our Lord 760. Conftantius Copronus 


being then the Emperour of Kome ; ſince which time, they haye conquer- 


cd a great patt of the World.

therefore the Latins derive Homo from Humo; allo the Grecians 

Man was laid 
open to all Calamities, Miſeries, yea and Death, the Hebrews called him 
Enoſh, which ſignifies, a mortal and miſerable Man: for this Attribute to 
Man agrecth with the word Noſch, which ſignifies to be ich, of a deadly dif- 
eaſe. "There are ſome that think that Man was made in Syria near to Da- 
maſeus, becauſe rhere is found much red Earth. Others ſay near to Hebron, 
a City in the Tribe of Jada, and there allo lies buried; for in a Cave near 
that place, lies much red Earth, which the Inhabicants, even to this day. 
ſhew unto Pilgrims : but this is nothing to the purpoſe, ſince we know that- 
Man was firſt created, and then brought into Paradiſe, Gen. 1. and 2. 


Of Paradiſe. 


| 5 pra which in Greek is Nagad4ioz;,. and in Hebrew Pardes, ſignifies - 
a pleaſant Garden plentifully furniſhed with fruitful trees, but princi- 
pally Myrtle-trees, which beareth a kind of Berry of a very deleCtable taſte : 
for this Hebrew word ſeemeth to be a compound, that is, of Parah, which 
ſignifies to fruttife, and Hadas, a Mirtle of the fruit of whictytree, there 
is made a certain Wine called Mirtle, or Mulberry Wine: the myſtery 
hereof s, that Chriſt is that Tree of Life, that fruitful and pleaſant Mirtle, 
whereby we are raiſed up unto Eternal Life, Ger. 2. Apoc. 22. Mat. 11. Lu- 
ther calleth Paradiſe, in his diſcourſe of Germany, a pleaſant Garden, Ecc/2. 
Munſter, an Orchard: and in the Bible it is called Eder, a place plentitully 
furniſhed with all things neceffary for the procuring of Pleaſure and Delight. 
The Grecians call it Hedone, which ſignifies an extraordinary deleftable 
and pleaſant place; for in it there was great Abundance of all things, as * 
well of Trees, Fruits, Herbs, and ſweet-ſmelling Flowers, as of Beaſts and 
Fowls of the Heayen. Into this place God put man, to drefs it and keep 
| it: 


D AM. the firſt man, took his name from Adamah, which ſignifies 
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it: But where it ſtood, and whether it be now'upon the Earth, there are di- 
vets Opinions : The Romanijts hold, that it 1s placed in the Ealt, withour the 
Tropicks ; others would have ic under the Z9uator, becaule it is a very Tem- 
rerace Region : but Expcrience tells us, thar there it is very hot and ſcorch- 
ing : Others think it ſtands upon the top of a high mountain, tree from all 
the violent motions and impte:fions of the Air, 1n which place, they hold 
Enoch and Eliah are yet living. There are others that aſſign the whole Eaſt 
part to be Paradiſc, and that there were ſome peculiar places moſt fruittul, 
of which they think was Syria, Damaſcus, Arabia Felix, A'gypt and Judza, 
in which Part man was put. They alſo ſay, that the Treeof Knowledge ſtood 
upon Mount Calvary, near about that place where Chrilt was crucified, fo 
that he made fatisfaCtion for {in in the {ame place where fin was firſt com- 
mitted: And this I hold to be the better Opinion, and that it remained nl 
the Deluge, kept in the cuſtody of Angels, ar Gods appointment, and by the 
Flood, together with other Creatures, was aboliſhed. 

And for that Saying of our Saviour to the Thicf upon the Croſs, Thu day 
ſhalt thon-be with me in Paradiſe, is not to be underſtood of the Earthly Pa- 
radiſe, but of the Heavenly, the Place of rhe blefled Angels and Saints, where 
God with his Divine Majeſty filleth them with the Light of Righteouſneſs 
and quickenerh them with Eternal Lite. This place St. Paul calls the third 


- Heaven, and that Heavenly Paradiſe of which the Earthly Paradiſe is a 


type, 2 Cor.I2. 
| Of the four Rivers that watered Paradiſe. 


HE four Flouds of Paradiſe were, Piſon, Gihon, Hidekel, and Euphrates, 
Gen. 2, There was but one Fountain of all theſe Floods, and this was 
in Paradiſe it ſelf, which in thoſe times was divided into four Streams. Bur as 
by the Flood all the face of the Earth was changed, ſo likewiſe were theſe Ri- 
vers and their Fountains and Channels altered from the places where art firſt 
they were; notwithſtanding in memory of them, there remains ſome Re- 
Iiques, tho? perhaps not in the ſame place, nor ſpringing out of one and the 
fame Fountain, asthey did before. And asthe Mediterranean Sea, the Gulph of 
Arabia, and many other Meers and Lakes, before the Flood were nor, but 
( by the general conſent of all Learned men ) happened by that huge Inun- 
dation ; the ſame may. be ſaid of theſe Rivers. 

The head, or beginning of the River Piſchon or Piſon, is 4800 miles Eaſt- 
ward from Jeruſalem, and is like unto an Arm of the Sea, ſome twelve or ſix- 
reen miles over, and for that caule it taketh the name from Poſch, that is, in- 
crealing, or, of an extraordinary greatneſs: from hence the Grecians call it Phu- 
ſon, becauſe ir divides it (elt into divers Rivuletrs or Streams. It compaſſcth in 
Havilah, it diyideth that part of the World which we call India, into the 
outward and inward : and there is called Ganges, taking that name ge a 

Mthig- 
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 #thiojianKang called Gange, as Stida faith. Some ſay, itis unknown where 
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ic firſt riſerh ; others ſay it riſcth in Scythia, and watercth all the Neighbour- 
Countreys as it paſlerh along, as Nitus doth, and fo being diſperſed into 
chirry Channels, divideth India with one of them : the narroweſt place of 

Ganges is eight miles over, and the ſhalloweſt an hundred foot deep, it bring- 


£th torth Dolphins, Crocodiles, and divers other Creatures. 


Solinus and Strabo ay, That the River Tigris riſcth in Armena, a very 
fair and clear Fountain; it is diſtant from Feruſa/em ſix hundred miles to- 
wards the North : it runneth with ſuch an exceeding {wiftneſs that Fiſhes can- 
not ſwim againſt it, and paſſeth chrough the Lake of Arthufia, withour once 


mingling it ſelf with the Water : and for this caule it is called Tigrs, which 


ſignifies a dart, and a Beall of extraordinary ſwiftneſs and cruelty. Thus Rivet 
running from towards the North and the riſing of the Sun, it compatleth in 
Meſototamia, and paileth by the Borders of Media and Aſſyfia, and after that 
of Chaldza and Arabia, 1t there receiverh in the' River Hydaſpis, and lo 
joyning with Exphrates, falls into the Lake of Perfja. The Hebrews called ' 
this River Chidikill from Chadad, which ſignifies acute, and Kalal, light, fot 
it 1s a ſwift running Stream : from hencethe Grecians call it dzixxe; the 'La- 
tines, Celer; the Germans, Ein Zelter , which ſignifies with us a Horſe 
ſwiftly running ; for it paſſeth away ſwifter than an Arrow out of a Bow. 
Going towards the Eaſt, ſome thirty fix miles from the antient Babylon, it 
runneth through a Town called Bagederh,bordering upon Turkey and Perſia, 
and from thence towards the Latitude, to a Town called Argentaratus, where 
it changeth the name to Tigrs; in that place it rurineth fo extreme {witr, 
that it will make a mans head dizzy to look upon it, TD 

Strabs ſaith, the River Exphrates riſeth out of a Mountain in Armenis, 
called Nipha, {ome 309 miles from the City of Jeruſalem towards the North, 
watering Meſopotamia and Chaldea, and patting through the midiſt of thac 
flouriſhing Ciry Babylon, divides it intotwo parts; and after polling ren 
and fructifying Arabia, it joyneth with the Flood Tigrs, and falls into the 
Perſian Gulf. Semiramis Queen of the Afjrians, and of Babylon, built a 
Bridge over the narroweſt place of this River, being ſome three quarters of 
a mile over. The Hebrews call this River Parah, becauſe it fruftifieth ; and 
from thence the Grecians call it gw, or pow, to bear fruit, the Germans, 
Fruchter, which in Engliſh is, fruitful or pleaſant. And therefore Sr. Ambroſe 
jaith, it is derived from Exthranein, that is, from rejoycing ; for that over- 
flowing the Fields, it cauſcth them the nexr year to flouriſh with all kind of 
Fruit and pleafant Flowers. The Water of this River is very foul and dirty, 
ſo that it 1sunfitto drink; according to that of Feremy, chap. 2. What avait 
eth it thee to go into Aſſyria, that thou mighteſt drink of the Water "of Enphra® 
tes? If a man takes this Water in a Veſlel, andler.it ſtand butrwo hours, the 
Dirt and Sand will lye at the botrom mo twoinches thick. Thereforethe 


= 
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Inhabitants near abour ic are wont to take a great Pot that holdeth a-good 
quantity, whercinto putting Water, they -let it ſtand rill all the filth be 
tak to the botrom, and fo they clear Water to drink. 

Nitus taketh the beginning trom a certain Mountain in Man'itania the 
Lower, not far from the Ocean, and iſſzes from a Lake which they call 
Niles, and partly from other Lakes, and is increaſed with the Snow Wa- 
cers falling from the Mountains of the Moon in Africa, 3299 miles from. 
Ferafalem towards the South. Some think: it rook the name from Niles a 
certain King thereabouts; others, from the Soil which is yearly brought 
down in the Stream, whereby all Agypr is made fruitful; fromwhence ſome 
ink it was called Servjoxs Nidus, for that it bringeth down new Mud with, 
*. Ihe Hebrews call it Gihon, becauſe it breaketh our of the Earth with. 
great Violence. This. River comes through the Deſarts of Mthiopia, and: 
{o with grcat Violence comes into Fgypr, where it is divided into ſeven 
Streams, and in times paſt had feyen Gates, 'the names of which were Ca- 
nopicus, or Herachirticas, Balbitinnus, Sebiniticus, Pharmiticus, Mendeſs, Ta-. 
niticws, and Pzlufacus; the two outward Gates of which, viz. Canoj icus and 
Palu/fiacus, were 160 miles alunder. Afpianus faith, there are rwo ott ec 
Gates called Tineptimicas and Diolens: this ninth Gate is divided at a Cit 
and place called Delta, raking the Name from the likeneſs that it hat 
to the Greek Lemner {o called. So that Nz4s is divided into nine Gates, by 
- which nine Gartecs it falls into the Mediterrancan Sea. There are many 
that think that Paradiſe was only in Egypr, and that then ir had only bur 
four ſtreams, and that at the it was confuſed into nine, and they. 
would ſeem to prove their Opinions out of the 31 Chapter of Ezekze/, 
where he calleth Egypt a Garden of Pleaſure. Bur this difterech from the. 
deſcription of -Mofes, for 1t.is not ſcituate in the Eaſt, bur rather the South 
from feruſulem, and far-diſtant from the two Eaſtern Rivers, Euphrates 
and Hid&:hel, by which the holy. Scriptures do principally denote Paradilc. 
Wherefore it may be concluded, that Egypr was only a part of Paradiſe, 
not Paradiſe it ſelf; and thar.this. River was.one of the Rivets, nor all, 
the Streams of which River, at ſome t:mes of the year, viz. in the Sum- 
mer Solſtice, when the Sun 1s near the Dog-ſtar, begins to ſwell and oycr- 
- flow the Banks, by reafon of the melting of : the Snow which lies upon the - 
Mountains of the Moon, and fo drown all the places.near unto ic, through 
the Land of Egyr, leaying behind it certain Slime and Mud, by which it 
comes ta pals that the Country -1s very fruitful, and ſerves them inſtead of - 
Kain, af which time of:the Year (for this happens once every year) the - 
People and Inbabirants of the Country retire themſelves to their Towns, 
Ciries, and Caftles, ſciruated upon Rocks, Mountains, and high Grounds 
from whence it happeneth that they ſaſtain very lire diſcommodity or loſs. 
by any fach, Inugdation. They allo keep lictle Boats, whereby a rm 
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* may both till and ſow their Land. 


_his Blood upon us, whereby we are made capable of Eternal 
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from one place to another, becauſe all their Paſſages and Foot-pathsare then 
drowned with Waters: | There are many pretry Obſervations which the 
People of Egypt were wont to take notice of 1n the rifing of this Water, for 
they had certain Stayes whereby they meafured the depth of it; if it roſe 
bur to twelve Cubirs (which is 1x yards in height, they then ſtood in fear 
of great Famine, fo allo if it was but thirteen, for then the Water was nor 
deep enough to make the ground fertile ; bur if it roſe to fourteen or fifteen, 
then they were in great hope, and did not doubt of a fruitful Year ; and 
it to ſixteen, they then greatly rejoyced at their Profperity, and kept Ban- 
quets and Feaſts, and were atlurcd that the fucceeding year would be very 
plentiful ; bur if it roſe above, they laid aſide all ſigns of Joy, and lived 
very ſparingly, and with great Sorrow; this great Inundation of Waters 
tore-ſhewing Scarcity, and Want, and Famine, and Peſtilence, and Death. 
And thus Niu yearly, eyery year 1s to them inſtead of Rain, for Egypt 
1s without Rain. . * | | 

In Autumn, at ſuch time as the Sun going out of the laſt face of Libra, 
entreth. into Scorpio, the Waters of Nias, by little and lictle, retire them- 
ſclves into their Banks, and the Earth becomes quite uncovered of Wa- 
ter : about which time, rhe Country being exceeding hot, the Earth is

Haran or Charan, that s, Wrath: 


Fx is the chief City in Meſofotamia, where Abraham tor a time dwelt 
with his Father Thara. There the rich Roman Craſſus with his Ar- 
my was overthrown by the Parthians, and is diſtant-from Fernuſalem 449 
miles North-Eaſtward, taking its Name from - the Water Charan which 
runneth through it. But at this day the City is called Ophra, .lying cleven 
days Journey from Moſſe! or Nineveh, as D. Leonard Ronwolfe writeth, who 
in ao 1575, upon the thirticth of Faruary was in that Town. Ophra or 
Haran.is a fair City well inhabited, and indifferent great, compaſled about. 


with þ 
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with Wallsand Towers, richly furniſhed with Merchandize, but eſpecial- 
ly with fair Coverlets ot divers colours, that are made therem. 

There is likewiſe great Trade and Traffick for divers kinds of Wares 
brought thither by Caravans, which are great Numbers of Camels, Hor- 
{es, and other Beaſts, that carry great Burdens, with many men to conduCt 
them, which traffick and travel trom one City to another. 

This City in times paſt belonged ro the Parthians, even then when Craſ 
ſus the rich Roman, fifty three years betore the Birth of Chriſt, robbed the 
Temple of Jeruſalem, and of thoſe holy Relicks bare away to the ' value 
of {1x Tuns of Gold : for which, God puniſhed him openly ; for upon the 
ſixth of Zune,after he was by the Farthidns overthrown hard by Haran in 
Meſopotamia, and there taken and flain ; the Parthians pouring molten 
Gold into his Mouth, faid, Drink now thy fill (thou greedy Wretch ) ot 
that which thou fo long halt thirſted after, for with this thou mayſt fill chy 
greedy Throat. 

In this overthrow were {lain thirty thouſand Romans, and by that means 
the City of Haran returned again under the Parthiazs. 

Afrer that, the Perſians took it; but now it is under the Turk. 

. In this City of Haran at this day there is to be ſeen a Well of very cleat 
Warter.at which Rebecca gave drink to E/eazer Abraham's Servant,and to his 
Camels, Geneſ. 24. 19. This Well by the Townſ-men is called Abraham's 
Well: there alſo Rachel, Labar's Daughter, firſt ſpake with the holy Pa- 
triarch Jacob, who turning the ſtone off from the Well, gave her Shcep of 
the Water to drink. 

This Water hath a very pleaſant Taſte, and is a notable Type of hol 
Baptiſm; for like as the holy Fathers took their Wives by this Well, fo 
Chriſt receiveth his holy Congregation by the Well of Baptiſm, in his 
Worl and holy Sacrament. This is the right Well of 1/rac!, which flow- 
th into Everlaſting Life. £ 

The City of Haran (now called Ophra) licth from Nineveh 232 milcs 
Weſtward. | 
Sichem, a Shoulder. 


_ iS a Town in Samariz, on the borders of Ephraim, lying on Mount 
Garizim, 36 miles from Jeruſalem North-ward. It takes the Name (as 
Phil. Melan#hon writeth ) from the place whereon it ſtandeth, like a Shoul- 
der ; for Sichem ſignifies a Shoulder. 

Of this Town I will yu more at large in the New Teſtament, for that 
by it Chriſt ſpake with the Samaritan Woman, Joh. 4. 


In this Town, Dina, Jacobs Daughter was raviſhed, Ger. 34. and there 
the Bones of the Patriarch Joſeph were buried, Joſh. 24. |

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Abimelech fot ſpighr, and uporino occalion, urerly deſtroyed rhe Town, 
and baving razed it to the ground, fowed it with Salt, Iadg. g. Bur Terobo- 
am King of Teruſulem built it up again, and dwelt therein, 1 Kin.

It wasa free Town, whither a Man-{layer might reſort that had killed any 
man by chahice, and fave himſelt, To. 20. 

Mount Garizim, whereon the Town of Sichem ſtood, was a piece of Mount

"IDW or Zo.m, was the chief City in Egypt, where Pharaoh in Abraham's 

time kept his Court, as we read in the thirteenth Chapter of the fourth 
Book of Moſes, and Pſ:1.58. and lieth 232 miles from Jeraſe/em, South-ealt- 
ward. Four miles from Tanis ſtood the Kingly Town of Memphis, which 
was likewiſe built before Abrahams time; but at that time it was not fo fa- 
mous as Tanas, for there is not one word ſpoken of Mem hi in the Books of 
Moſes. But when time ſerves I-will ſpeak more of theſe two places. 


Of the Mount between Bethel arid Hay. 


y 5 IS Hill is four miles from Fer»ſ«/em, upon the Notth, lying between 
the two Towns of Betheland Hay, and iscalled Mount Fphraim; where 
Abrabam at his return out of Egypt the ſecond time, ſet up his Tabernacle, 
of purpoſe to be converlant with Me/ehiſedeck,, who dwelt in Feraſalem; 
and with him gave thanks to God for the ſingular favours that he had ſhew-- 
ed roward him, in dclivering his Wife S$4r4 from the hands of Abimelech 
King of Egypr, who woul 1 have raviſhed her, and, as he feared dadanger 
cd his Life. In this place Lot ſeparated himfelt from Abraham, and yent.to: 
dwell in Sodom. 6

Of the Plain or- Oh of Mamre. $90 


T*HE Plain of Manre ſtood a mile from+ Hebron, towards the Eaſt, and 
diſtant from Jeruſalem rwetty two miles South-caltward. In this Val- 

ley there was a fair atid pleaſant Wood, where a certain young man called 
Mamre dwelt. This man was Brother to E/etal and Amer, mentioned by 
Moſes, Gene. 4, who, accotding tothe cuſtom:of Gentlemen with us in: 
theſe times, built up his houſe near*aphy pleaſant Wood or Botrom, which, , 
as ſome think, was calkd after hs name, Mamre. Others, ( of which Opi- 
ion is Terom)) of For, which {ignifies a Valley or Tree(an Oak-trec, ſaith - 
he. ) rt wa and Feefppus call ic a Terebinth tree, which both Sum- 
raer and Winterbearcth green Leaves like a Palm-tree, the Sap or Juvce 
whereof is very good for Medicine. Abraham dwelling ricar to this: Tree, 
being entertained by the three Brothers as a Stranger; grew into ſuch favour - 
and fatniliatity with them; that he conyerted them from Paganilmm; _d 
: taught 
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taught them toknow the true and ever-living God. - To gratifie which prex 
favour, they aided him in his War againſt the four Kings that had taken 
Lot Priſoner, and gave him free liberty to inhabir in, and uſe the Plain 
-thereabouts for his Cattel : betore whole door (as ſome Authorsaffrm ) this 
Terebinth or Oak-tree ſtood, and fo continued from the beginning of the 
World, till the time of Confantine the Great, it being lawful for none to 
.cut a bough of ir, or rouch it with a Hatcher, becauſe it was in thoſe days 
accounted a holy Tree, and viſited by divers Strarigets: and then Helena 
cauſed a fair Church to be builr in that place ; and to much the rather, for 
that Abraham fitting under that T ree, the three Angels appeared unto him 
in the Similitude or Likeneſs of men, Ger. 8. 1, 2. And {ome are of Opini- 
.on, That becauſe of this, the Jews offered Incenle to their Gods, and com- 
mitted Idolatry upon high Mountains and under green T recs, Ezek.16. There 
was alſo a double Cave made of white Marble, which as 7oſephus ſaith, was 
very fair and beautiful to the eye, and curiouſly wrought and poliſhed ; 
wherein Abraham, Iſaac, and Facob, with their Wives Sarah, Rebecca, and 
'Teth were buried; and as ſome thipk, was that Caye which he purchaſed 
of the Hittites, Gen. 23. 34. But that Adam and Evah lye buried in the fame 
place, ſeeing there is no warrant for it in the holy Scriptures, TI let it paſs; 
becauſe, whatſoever hath not Authority of Scripture to prove it, may as ca- 
fily be contemned as allowed. Bur, 4brahan!'s Scpulchre in Ferom's time 
was to be ſeen, being old and decayed. 


Of Hebron. 


T7 IS City was not only a Kings Seat, but a Prieſts alſo, being built 
not long after the Flood, and ſome ſeyen years before that City of 
the Zegyptians called Zoan or Tanis, Numb. 13. and was placed upon a goodly 
high Mountain very pleaſant and deleQable. Ir raketh the name from Cha- . 
bar, which ſignifieth to accompany ; and from thence, Chebron or Hebron, 
a pleaſant and deleQable Society. It was a metropolitan City in the Tribe 
of Juda, and after called Kiriatharba, as it appeareth in 1: 14. taking 
that Name from Arba the Chiet Governour of that City. This man was 
one of the Anakims, and a very mighty Prince. Others there are that lay, 
the City being divided into four parts was thereof called rerpdmwoauy for Arba | 
ſignifies a Quatcrnion, from the Rote Raba four ſquare. It was firſt buile by 
Heth, the Son of that curſed Canaan, whole Poſteriry (the Hittites ) inha- 
bited in it; and ſuch was their Hoſpitality, thar they entertained Abraham, 
', being a Stranger and Traveller. Theſe People dwelt * there 
* Here alſo until Joſa's time ; and then one Hoham was King thercof,

of. 20. Here David was firſt anointed King, and reigned therein for the 
jpace of {eyen years, 2 Sam. 5. But this Town, by the injury of Time, and 
oppreſſion of the Enemy is now become deſolate, only ſome tew old Relicks 
are to be ſeen, to ſhew there had been a Town there. Nevertheleſs there 
is a Town not far from it which retaineth the name, placed in a very fruit- 
ful Valley called Mamre to this day. Here, while it was under the Juriſ- 
diction of the Chriſtians, ſtood a Cathedral Church, and a Biſhops Sce ; 
but the Turks baye turned it intoa Mosko, or one of their Churches. Into 
this place they will not ſuffer any Chriſtian to enter. The Inhabitants take 
upon them to ſkew unto Strangers many things, asthe Vault or Cave where- 
in Abraham was buried, the place where Cazn killed 4be!, the Well where 
Adam and Evah wept ſeven years for the death of their Son ; with many 
ſuch like Fables which are to no purpoſe, ſeeing they are not warrantable 
by Scripture. | : 

Some Bows-ſhot Eaſtward from this place is the Field of Damaſcus, where 
the red Earth lieth whereof they feign Man to be made. Ir is naturally 
rough, and may be wrought like Wax or Pitch. There is alſo that is white 
of the ſame kind, and this is conveyed to many places by the Saracens, and 
{old at dear Rares. They ule it either for the tecring of Sepulchres, or to 
mingle with Salves and Unguents, 


Of Gerar. 


Erar is the uttermoſt Town in the Land of Canaan, and licth between 
the Deſarts of Sur and Cades. Gen. 20. Here King Abimelech kept his 
Court at ſuch time as Abraham came thither ; and here 1/aac was born, 
Gen. 21. It takes the name from Gor, which ſignifies a Pilgrim or Travel- 
ler, and did well agree with the Condition of the ancient Patriarchs that 
ſometimes lived there, becaule for the moſt part they were like Pilgrims and 
wayfaring men, Ger. 47. It lay {1x miles from Hebron South-weſt, and from 
Teruſalem Jo, upon the Territories of the Tribe of Jada. 


Of Beerazaba. 


men is a Town ſcituated upon the utmoſt Bounds of the Holy Land, 
forty miles from Tersſ./em South-weſtward, and is derived from Beer 
and Shebuah, and ſignificth che Well of Covenant: for 4braham having 
digged a Well ricar to this place, Abimelech King of Gerar entred into 
League with him, and his Poſterity. T/:ac alſo renewed this League in this 
place, as appears, Gen. 21. Ir is now called Gallim or Giblin by the Jews. In 
S, Hieron?s tine it was a great Town,

PON this Mount Abraham would have offered his Son T/aac, and 
ſtood not far from Sa/em or Mount Sion, where Melchiſedech dwelt. 
They were ſo near, that Me/chiſedech upon the Tower of Sion might eaſily 
{ee the Angel that ſpake with Abraham, when he renewed the Covenant 
with him concerning his Seed and Poſterity; and 1s derived from Mor or 
Marar, which fignifics bitter Myrrh, becauſe, as Gregorinus faith, the 
Church is ever {ubje&t ro AfMiCtion ; For all they that will ſerve God and 
live religiouſly, mult ſufter Perſecution, Mat. 16. 2 Tim. 3. and Tarr, which 

{1gnifies to fear. 

How Abraham may be typically apprehended. 


A Braham fignifics the Father of a Mulcitude, from Ab, pater, a Father; 

Ram, excelſus, Mighty ; and Hamon, multitudinss, Of a Multitude. 
Not in regard of the Jews only, but all thoſe that in ſuccecding rimes ſhall 
be ingrafted into the Church, and partake of evcrlaſting Life through the 
Mediation of Chriſt Jeſus, the promiſed Seed, GaZ.3. Erbeſ 1. Ats}. and is 
a Type and Figure of God the Father; for, that as Abraham was the Fa- 
ther of many, yct had but only one Son: to although God be the Father 
of all Nations, yet had but one only Son, Jeſus Chriſt, begotten of his own 
Eflence from before the beginning of the World. - And as Abraham fo lo- 
ved God, that for his ſake he would not have ſpared his only Son ; ſo God 
ſo loved Abraham and the World, that he gaye his only begotten Son to 
dic for the Salyation of their Souls. |

S. And when Abraham had delivered him out of the hands of his Ene- 
mics, and purſued them, he returned with him from Dar to Hobam in Phe- 
nicia, lying on the left fide of Damaſcus, being 89 mules. 

9. From Phenicia, Abraham came again with*Lot to Sodom, which is 
159 miles. | 

19. Laſtly, when the Lord had determined to rain Fire and Brimſtome 
on Sodom, Lot, according to his Commandment, went thence to Zoar a lit- 
tle Town nearadjoyning, where being drunk with Wine, he committed 
Inceſt with both his Daughters ; but after, coming to the knowledge of 
his Offence, he was fo ſore afflicted in his Conſcience, that with extream 
Griet he died. Luther faith, that Abraham took him ro Hebron with him 
to comfort him, and that there he died. Hebron is 36 miles from Sodom. 

So all the Travels of the Patriarch Lot were 1652 mules. 


The Deſcription #f the Towns and Places where he travelled: 
and firi# of Sodom. 


HE Cities that were deftroyed with Fire and Brimſtone from Heaven, 
were four in number, that 1s, Sodom, Gomorrah, Adama, and Zeboin, 
lying 24 miles from Teruſalem South-caſtward,where now the Dead Sea runs. 
The filth was the City Bela, called alſo Zoar, which was ſparcd for Lot's 
ſake, and diſtant from Sodom two miles. This, Lot accounted bur a little 
City ; but there are that ſay it was a very ſpacious and Princely place, near 
ro which his Wite for her Diſobedience was turned into a Pillar of Salt, and 
not far off he committed Inceſt with his two Daughters. And although Lz- 
ther be of opinion, that that alſo within a while after was burnt, yet this 
cannot be certainly proved, eſpecially becauſe it remaineth even to this day, 
{cituated both in the ancient place, and called by the ancient Name; un- 
lels ſome new City hath been lately built in the {ame place, and is now cal- 
led after that name, which I cannot think to be true. Sodamah f1gnifieth a 
Myſtery ; Gomorrah, a Faggot of Thorns ; Adamah, Red Earth ; Zeboin, 
Fertile and Pleaſant; Zoar, the burning of Bela; for in ancient times it 
was called Bz/z. Ir is the received Opinion, that the Country wherein thelc 
five rich and opulent Cities ſtood was called Pentafolis. 


Of the Lake or Dead Sea, called Aſphalrides. 


N the very ſame place where theſe Citics were burnt and deſtroyed, there 


is at this day to be ſcen a Lake about 36 Miles long, and in ſome pla- 
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ces ſix, in others eighr, and twelye miles over. It, boileth with Pitch and 
Brimſtone, and in lome places paſſeth by the name of the Salt Sea, and in 
others, the dead Sea, becauſe of the noifome and venumous Air that riſeth. 
out of ir, inſomuch as the very Birds thar fly over ir fall down dead; and 
it a Beaſt do but drink of it mix'd with Water, it makes him incurably fick. 
It is of a wondertul nature, for whatſoever heavy thing you fling into it will 
not fink, but ſwim upon the top, be it cither Iron, Lead, Copper, or any 
other weighty matter: of which Ve#$a/ſan the Emperour having norice, to 
make experience of what he had heard, made a Journey of purpoſe to ſce 
ir, and with him took certain condemned men, who for their Offences had 
deſerved Death ; theſe he manacled, and where he thought it to be deep- 
elt cauſed them to be thrown in ; but they roſe up again with {uch violence 
as if fome Storm or Tempeſt had ſent them up. The Water thereof chang- 
cth three times a day, and ſhineth againſt the Sun with divers colours, caſt- 
ing out Fire and great Cakes of Pitch much reſembling Bulls without heads, 
and of that quantity. This Pitch is good for divers things, as to calk Ships, 
to lay upon Cables, and to ule in Medicines; wherefore {uch as. come to 
this Sea and know the nature of ir, have certain Skits and Inſtruments 
wherewith they draw theſe Cakes of Pitch to their Ships, to which it clea- 
veth fo faſt, it being naturally trough, that being brought to Land they 
cannot get it off again bur by the help of Urine. Upon the Banks thereof 
grow T recs that bear fruit of divers kinds, as Apples, and ſuch like; which. 
are fair and pleaſant to the Eye, bur if you either touch or open them you 
ſhall find nothing but Duſt. 

Brittenbacchus ſaith, In this place the Serpent Tyrws ( whereof they uſe to 
make Treacle) is found. Ir is a little Serpent about half a Cubir long, and 
a Finger thick, being of divers colours, and 1s ſo venomous, that where it 
biteth there is. no remedy, unleſs by cutting 'oft the Member: the Head of 
It is rough and hairy, and there ſeemeth to 1lye upon the Tongue of it, it it 
be angry, a fiery flanae. The ſame Author ſaith, thar a little from Zoar., 
between this Lake and the Mountains of Engedz, the Pillar whereinto Lot's 
Wife was turned, is yet to be ſeen ſhining like Salt. The furtheſt part of 
this Sea Northward lies 14 miles from. Jeruſalem: toward the Eaſt the Ri- 

or Jordan runneth into it,

_—— two Angels having ſpoken with Abraham in the Valley of Mamre 
near Hebron, forthwith went to Sodom ſome 40 milesdiſtant from that 
place, where Lot having entertained them into his Houſe, by their help 
was delivered, together with his Wife and two Daughters, from that miſc- 
rable Deſolation of the Sodomites.

| (ugh eſcaping this Deſolation, and ſeeing a Preſident of — 
ment fallen upon his White for her diſobedience, fearing that he ſhould 
not continue ſafe in Zoar, left thar, and turned afide into the Wildernels, 
and continued there among the Mountains, although the Lord had pro- 
miſed him fafcty in this Town: wheretore continuing in a Cave in the 
Wilderneſs, the eldeſt of his Daughters loſing her Husband in this Deſtru- 
Aion, ſuppoſing that all men had been deſtroyed, counſelled her Siſter to 
commit Inceſt with her Father. Lot being now oppreſſed with Care, by 
reaſon of the former Calamirties, gave himſelf, at the Inticement of his 
Daughters, to drink Wine, inlomuch as with the Exceſs he became drunk : 
at which time, nor being himſelf, he begat by his two Daughters two Sons; 
the eldeſt had a Son whom ſhe called Moab, which ſignifies, the begotten 
of his Father; whereby the Impudency of this Woman is laid open to the 
World, in that ſhe was not aſhamed of her Sin. Of him came the Moabites 
and dwelt upon the North-{ide of the Lake 4ſþhaltides, ſome 32 miles from 
Jeruſalem. The youngeſt Daughter had a Son, which ſhe called Ben-ammy, 
that is, The Son of my Pcople ; for although ſhe bare him with great ſhame, 
yet ſhe dwelt among the Pcoplc of God. Of him came the Ammonites that 
dwelt beyond Mount Gzead, threeſcorc miles from Feruſalem North-caſt- 


ward. 
Of the four Kings that took Lot Priſoner. 


THE firſt of them was called Amraphel King of Shinear or Babylon, the 

Son of Ninw and Semiramis, as ſome think, and is called ſometime by 

the name of Beroſus, ſometime Ninus. He kepr his Court at Babylon in Chal- 

dea, which is 680 miles from Feruſalcm Eaſtward. This Ninws is called 

Amraphel, becauſe of the notable Victories that he won, and the number 
of Countries and Provinces he conquered. 

The ſecond was Arioch, or Arrius, his Son. He was thus called becauſe of 


his Courage and —_— in War; for Arich ſignifies a mighty roaring 


Lion ; Arins, Mars. 'T his man, during the lite of his Father, was created 
King of Lafir, that is, Aſſyria, tor fo it 1s called in the Cha/dean Tongue z 
the chief City whereof is Nineveh, and lies from Jeruſalem North-caſtward 
ſix hundred eighty four Miles. 

The third was Keder-/omer King of the Elamites in Perf, 1209 milcs 
from Feruſaiem toward the Eaſt. This Prince had a great command in 
that Country. Kedar ſignifies an Ornament or Crown ; Laomer, well deſcr- 
ving. o 

The fourth was Thideal King of the Nations. He kept his Court in Da- 
maſcus, the Metropolis of Aſjria, ſome 160 mules from Fernſalem —_ 

ward. 
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ward. Thideal ſignificth an exalted Lord; of Alah, that 1s, to be lifted 
up. | 
Thele four Kings were Confederates, and bent their Expedition princt - 
pally againſt 4/foroth and Kiriathaim, which they took, and ſpoiled ail the 
Country round about with Fire and Sword : and their Armies being rett- 
red from the Spoil, met in the Valley of Siddim ( where now the Dead Sea 
runneth ) and there pitched their Tents. In this place, after a cruel and 
ſharp War, they conquered the hve Kings of that beauritul and pleatanr 
Soil of Pentapolis, (for fo it was called becauſe of thoſe five Cities that were 
in it) where, among others, they took Lot Captiye,with all his Subſtance. 


Ot AForoth. 


Storoth feerns to be the City of Venes, becauſe the Citizens thereof 
worſhipped her : for A#oroth is a Goddels of the Sidonians, and is 
compounded of Af, which {ignifies a company of Stars, and Tor, placed 
in order. The $1rians call Venns Aſktoroth. This Town lay in the Land 
of Gilead, and bclonged to the half Tribe of Manaſes beyond Fordan, 56 
miles from 7eryſalem North-caſtward. In this City the tour Kings of the 
Eaſt conquered the Gyants of Karnaim, that were mighty Princes and 
Commanders there, when they made War againſt that and Kiriathain. 
Not far from hence alſo in the Land of Ham, there dwelt certain Gyants 
called Zuſm, of Zus and Hamah, which 11gnifics to ſtir up Commortion. 
T nee were very great, ſtrong, and ſtately People, and had the Command 
of all the-Countrics thereabours, which they held in great tcar, and were 
conquered by the four Kings. 


Of Kiriathaim. 
—— was a City in the Tribe of Rexben beyond Jordan, Joſh. 13. 
rwenty two miles trom Teruſa/em towards the Eaſt, and fo called be- 
cauſe it was divided into many Parts and Divitions. The Heathens corrupt- 
ly call it Carthage. The Hebrews derive it from Kiriath, which ſignifies a 
City, and Emah, Terror. Here dwelt the Emims, a grave and fearful pco- 
plc; for {o their name ſ1gnihes. 


Of Hazezon Thamar. 


HIS City took the name from a Palm-trce, or a Palm bank. . Of 

| this kind of Wood the T/rae/tes made their Arrows, and therefore 
derive it from Charar, which {ignifieth to ſhoot ; and Thamar, a Palm- 
tree. This City ſtandeth upon the Bank of the Dead Sea, twenty miles 
from TeruſzJem North-caſt, upon a very fruitful Soil, where was found plen- 
ty of Palm-rrees and precious Balſam; and by ſome called Engedi, or the 
Lambs Well, being derived from Ein and Gedi, which ſignifierh __

| Ye Tom ; "f Hagar the Egyptian Mei my 
heduli attantis, that is, The Well of a ſucking Lamb or Goat. Not far 
from hence ſtood the Cave where Dad cut off the outward lap of King 
SauPs Garment, 1 Sam. 24. 


Of the plentiful Valley Siddim. | 
ph IS Valley ftood there where now the Dead Sea runneth, and took 


that name from the fertility of the Soil, and fees to have ſome affini- 
ty with the Hebrew word $4de7, which {1gnifics a Field, partly arable, part- 
Iy Paſture and Medow. furniſhed with Trees, Herbs, and Orchards. In this 
place ſtood divers Wells of Birume, from whence rhe Inhabitants terch'd 
Cxment to build their Houlcs with ; bur atter, for their Wickednel(s (which 
was lo great, as it appearcth in Ger. 18. that the Cry thereof aſcended into 
Heaven) the Lord did grievouſly puniſh them, firſt with War, by which 
the Inhabitants were deſtroyed ; and ater that, with Fire and Brimſtone 
from Heaven ; fo that (as is aforclaid) this goodly Valley is nothing but a 


ſtinking Lake.

The Travels of the Agyptian Maid Hagar. 


Frer Sara had preferred Hagar to that high Grace as to make her 
equal with her telf, ſhe growing proud thereof, conteraned her Mi- 
ſtreſs, and in recompence of that Favour, carried her ſelf very preſumptu- 
ouſly towards her ; which Sara ſecking to reſtrain, offered to her Son hard 
Meaſure ; which Abraham ( upon her Complaint) winked at : whereupon, 
Hagar, partly oppreſsd with Grief, partly with Envy, privily ſtole -away 
from her Miſtreſs, and went from the Valley of Mamre near Hebron, to the 
Well of Life, ſixteen Miles Southward, Gere/s 16. and it is to be thought, 
that or ny tended towards ZXgypt, which was her native Country ; 
for this Well lay dire&ly in the way as they went down into Egypt. This 
flight of Hagar without. doubt did greatly trouble Abraham's Houſe, and 
put him and his Wife into a great ſorrow and tear, leſt ſhe ſhould deſtroy 
her ſelf and the Infant, or fall into ſome other Danger. Wherefore, that 
God might make evident the exceeding Care he had of them, he ſent an 
Angel unto Hagar, and willed her to return unto her Maſter: which Angel, 
ſome think was the Son of God, for he was called by the name of Feho- 
vah, Gen. 16. which name was not communicated to any created Angel, 
Whereupon, Hagar, according to his Command, went back again to her 
Miſtreſs Sarah into the Valley of Mamre, 16 miles, Ger. 16. 
From Hebron, Hagar went with her Miſtrels to that Kingly City Gerar, 
{ix miles, Gen, 20, | A

At Gerar ſhe and her Son T/mae! were put out of her Maſters houſe, and 
ooing in the way that leaderh into Egypt, they loſt themſelyes in the Wilder- 
nei of Beerſuba, after they had travelled twelve miles from Gerar : where, 
oppreſsd with want both of Water and other neceſlarics, ſhe fainted and 
her Son alſo; whercfore ſhe laid him under a 'I ree, and abovt a Bows ſhoot 
oft fate down and wept, expecting nothing but death. As ſhe was in this 
' miſery, God heard the voice of the Child, and ſent an Angel unto her, ſay- 
ing, Fear not, for T will make of thy child a great Nation. And God opened her 
eyes, and to, cloſe by her there was a IVell, ſo he went an filled her bottle, and 
gave her Boy drink. At this time Tſ/mael was fifteen yearsof age ; So God bleſſed 
the Child, and he became an Archer, and lived in the Wilderneſs. 

From thence ſhe and her Son went into the Wilderneſs of Pharan, eighty 
miles, where T/mae! married an FEgyftian, Gen. 21. So all the Travels of 
Hagar the Egyptian Maid were 132 miles, 


Of the Fountain of Hagar, which i alſo called the Well of Life. 


HIS Well lieth between Bared and Kades-Bernea, ten miles from Jeruſa- 
tem towards the South. Some call it the Well of the Living and Sceing, 
becauſe God did there look mercifully upon Hagar, when ſhe fled from her 
Miſtriſs. Here I/aac dwelt, and had his two Sons, Eſau and Facob, Geneſ.26. 
Afterwards it was called the Well of the Living God, and ſeemeth myſtical- 
ly to repreſent Baptiſm, the Lavor of Grace and Regeneration by the opcra- 
tion and ſpecial working of the Spirit : for the Church (like Hagar with her 
Son 1/mael ) travelling through the Wilderneſs ofthis World, is preſsd with 
a multitude of Sins; and ſeeing her own mitcry, finds no remedy but by 
Faith in Chriſt Jeſus, to be delivered from ſo heavy a Burthen; wherefore 
they joyning together in Prayer, crave the merciful audience and gracious 
aſſiſtance of Cod, That it would pleaſc him of his goodneſs to refreſh them 
with the Water of Life, the Doctrine of Grace, that ſo they may be made 
capable of eternal Glory. For Hagar ſignifies a Pilgrim, and Iſmael, a godly 
and good man whom the Lord heareth : who travelling together with his 
Mother the Church in this World, fighteth againſt the Enemies thereof, and 
ſhooteth the Arrows of Faith againſt all internal and cruel Beaſts. For Scha- 
mah ſignifies, He hath heard ; and E/, The Almighty God, who mercifully 
heareth the fervent Prayers and Petitions of the Jult ; according to that of 
St. James, ch.5.15. 

Iſmael was born Ann. Mundi 2035. Abraham being then 86 years of age. - 
He was circumciſed at thirteen, he went from his Father at fifteen; he was at 
Abraham's Funcral, being 89 yeats of age ; he died when he was 137 years 
of age, fifry years after the death of Abraham, and left behind him twelve 
Sons, as Facob did, which were the Princes of their Families, as was his. Of 
which the Apoſtle Paul hath an excellent Allegory ; Abraham had two Sons, 

one

one by the Bond-woman, another by the Free-woman : he that was ofthe 
Bond-woman was according to the Fleſh, but he that was of the Free-wo- 
man was by Promiſe. By which things another thing is meant : for the one, 
which is Agar of Mount Sinai, genidercth unto Bondage ; for Agar or Sinai 
is a Mountain in Arabia, and anſwereth to Jeruſalem that now 1s ; and ſhe 
is in Bondage with her Children: bur Feruſalem which is above is tree, fct 
it 1s written, Rejoyce thou Barren, &c. Wherctore we are no more of the 
Bond- woman, ( which is the Law) but of the Free; not by our own Works 
or Rightcouſnets, but by Faith in Chriſt, who maketh us Heirs of that Hea- 
yenly Feruſelem. 


Where Iſhmael dwelt. 


P4- a City of Arabia the Stony, flood an 104 miles from Fernſalem 

South-ward, and takcth the name from fertility ; -for Parah with the 
Hebrews ſignifies a fruitful root. From this Mctropolitan Town, the Deſatrt. 
of Arabia the Stony, near Cades, taketh name: of which mention is made, 
Num. 13. and 14. Deut. 1. Gen. 14.21. Habac. 3. and is called the Deſart of , 
Pharan. Here Iſhmael, that excellent Archer and Hunter dwelt, after that 
w:th great power and ſtrength he had conquered all the Neighbouring 
Princes and People thereabout. His Pofterity alſo inhabited theſe Parts, and 
after his name were called Ihmaz/ites, ſome eighty miles from Jeruſalem to- 
ward the South. "Theſe People were excellent Souldiers, and of noble cou- 
rage; their principal delight was ſhooting, and therein they exceeded others, 
living for the moſt part by Hunting and Pillage, and ſo they continue to 
this day. The Saracens, who likewiſe had their abiding in thoſe Parts, were 
derived from that Family, though they had rather take their name from $S4- 
ra, and from thence Saracens : Theſe are of the Opinion of the Twrks. 
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The Travels of Eleazar the Servant of Abraham. 


Frer Eleazar had ſworn to his Maſter to take a Wite for his Son 
Iſaac of the Generation of his Fathers, he went from the Valley of 
Mamre near Hebron, to Haran a City of Meſopotamia, 468 miles off, 
and there made a Contraft with Rebecca the Daughter of Bethrel, 
and Siſter of Laban, whom he took along with him, and returned to his Ma- 
ſter. Sothat his Journey toand again was 944 miles. Theſe things happen-- 
ed in the Year of the World 2089, and betore Chriſt, 1879, Iſaac then be- 
ing forty years of age. 

This Eleazar was Steward of 4brahan?s houſe, and born at Damaſcus, the 
chicf Ciry of Syria. He was fo called, becauſe God was his help; Eleazar 
being a compounds word of E/7 and __ which ſignifies Anighty = the 

velfer.

helper. From whence we may perceive,that God is the Keeper of the Poor, 
and a ready helper in time of T ribulation ; according to that in the Pſa/n:s,

Rebecca, as it ſhould ſeem, took her name from the expeRation of Eternal 
Life; for Kebechan in Hebrew doth denote ſuch a Woman, which expett- 
eth a free delivery from all Calamity, and an inheritance of eternal Life. I here- 
fore Rebecca is a notable Type of the Church of God, which is the _ 
of Chrilt, ſhadowed in T/aac ;. as ſhall hereafter be more plainly man elted.

F HE Name of Iſaac is derived from Laughter; for Zakah in Hebrew is 
as much as-quod ri/it is in Latin,which fignifieth that he laughed ; and 
from hence .Zechock ſignifies a Lavghter, and Iſaac, Mirth, or one that re- 
Joyceth with Mirth. This Name was given to him by God before his Na- 
tivity, Ger. 17. 18. There were {:ven thatwere named by God before their 
Nativity, viz. Ihmael, Gen. 16. Iſaac, Gen. 17. Cores or Cyres King of the 
Perſians, Eſa. 44. Sampſon, Judg. 13. Foba King of Jada, 1 King. 13. John Bap- 
tif, and eſus Chrif the Son of God, Luke. I. of whom Tſaac was a notable 
Type. For Chriſt is our true rejoycing, the Laughter, Mirth, and Delight 
of the whole Church of God. Abraham upon the day of the Nativity of 
I/aac made a great Feaſt, to which, no doubr, he called many godly men, 
and perhaps ſome of the Patriarchs: for there was then living Sarag, Arpha- 
xad, Salah, Heber, Thamar, and Sem, the Son of Noah, who allo had a 
ceitain knowledge of Gods promiſe to Abraham, and that of the feed of 1/z- 
ac ſhould come the Sayiour of the World. ] 08 
And as Abraham when he would have offered his Son unto the Lord. 
carried the Fireand the Sword, but Tſaac the Wood upon which he ſhould 
be ſlain and burned, ( O miſerable fight, eſpecially to a Father, to ſee his 
only Son and Heir, which was miraculouſly begotten, even then when he 
was without hope of Ifſue, burnt to Aſhes before his Face! This was on 
Mount Moriah, a little from Salem or Feruſalem) even ſo our Saviour 
Chriſt, for the ſins that man commits and carries about him, bore upon his 
Shoulders the wooden Croſs, whereupon he was offered an acceptable Sacri- 
fice to his Father, that ſo by his Mediation and Satisfaftion we might re- 
ceive Pardon for them : and this was likewiſe done upon Mount Catvary, 
a little from Feruſa/em, And as the Lord provided another Sacrifice for 
Abraham, that ſo he might ſave his Son, which was a Ram ried and in- 
tangled in Thorns; ſo God provided a Sacrifice for the Salyation of the 
World, even Jeſus Chriſt our Mediator, who is that immaculate and pre- 
cious Lamb of God ; whoſe Head being crowned with Thorns, and hang- 
ing upon the Croſs, by his precious Death opened unto us the door of eter- 
nal Life, and made us capable of everlaſting Happineſs, John 19. 1 Peter x. 
Such was the love of Abraham, a Father, unto God, ſuch the love of God, 
a Father, unto-man, that they ſpared not their only Sons, the one $4 pom 
to repreſent the other.

oſh. 16. and 10. | 

This Town of Bethel was. at firſt in the Suburbs of Lyz, until the Diviſi- 
on of the Tribcs; for then both theſe Tribes of Ephraim and Benjamin, end- 
ing in that place, ſo much increaſed this Town, that they became both one 

City, and fo were called Bethel, Te. 28. and 25. Toſh. 7. and 18. 

From hence there is a two-fold Myſtery to be apprchended: the firſt, of 
Jacob, whoſe fleeping in this place upon a Stone, cauſed this City or Town 
to be builr, and to retain the name of Bethe/, that is, The houſe of God. So 
whoſoever ſeeks to have eternal Lite, muſt reſt upon that corner ſtone 
Chriſt Jeſus, the Son of the everliving God, and by faith be incorporated 
into the Church, which is the- Houle of God, of-which Chriſt (che anoint- 
ed of.the Lord) is both __ and Prieſt for ever. Secondly, as-Jacob reſt- 

aw the Angels-afcending and deſcending from 
Heaven unto Earth, ſo by this Incorporation into the body of the Church 
(of which Chriſt is the Head ) by Faith and Baptiſm, our Souls are made 
capable to aſcend into that heavenly: Tabernacle, which he hath prepared 
for all thoſe that believe : according to that in John 14. T am the way, the 
truth, and the life, no Man cometh unto the Father but by me only. And who-- 
ſoever is aſſured of this Ladder ( that reacheth from Heaven unto Earth ) 
may well ſay with Facob, Surely. the Lord Jeſus Chriſt is in this place ; here.

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Mount G/ead, ſixty miles from Jeruſalem towards the South-eaſt: for the 
Mountains of G2/e.zd, beginning at Mount Gilead, extended thence unto

7 of the Ammonites. But that part which lieth between the Sca 
.ad Ammon, 1s properly called Gilead ; for when Facob and Laban 
+ . *..ovenant either with other, in the Mount Gi/ead, they gathered a 
1c: i Stones, and making a Banqucr, eat rogether upon it, Ger. 13. and 
fr: thence that Mountain, and all the Countrey 'thereabouts, took the 
ane ; For Laban in the Syrian Tongue is called JEGAR SAHADUTA, 
'-c heap of covenant. But Facob in the Hebrew Language, called that Moun- 
[2in, together with all the Countrey thereabouts, Gated or Galaad ; the heap 
of tejtimor;y : for Gal {ignifieth a heap or grave, and Gall, he rolled, or he 
thruit into a round heap. From whence the Greek word w#aes, to rout, and 
xvai, 4 circle, is derived : Allo Edah ſignifies tefimony with the Hebrews, 
being derived from 1d, which ſignifies teftates e#, that 1s, he beareth witneſs ; 
and from hence /#vis, amongſt the Grecians is derived, which ſignifieth 
witneſs. This Land of Gilead was very fertile and pleaſant, being adorned 
with many Caſtles and ſtrong Cities: and in this Countrey the Prophet 
Ehah was taken up into Heaven in a ery Chariot, 1 Reg.17. 2 Reg. 2. The 
Grecians call this Decapolin, from ten Cities that are ſtrongly builr in that 

Countrey, Marc.7. 
Of Machanaim. 


MITT was a City of the Levites in the Tribe of Gad, near to the 
floud of Ford.im and Faboch, forty four miles from Jeruſalem toward 
the South-eaſt, and ſcituare in the Land of Gilead beyond Fordan ; being fo 
called of the Patriarch Facob, becauſe there he ſaw the Tents and Army of 
Angels, which he underſtood to be his aſſiſtants againſt his Brother Eſa, 
whom he feared, Ger. 31. For Chana {1gnifieth Caframetatus eff, that is, the 
Tents are pared out ; from whence Machanaim is the proper name of a 
place, being derived from two Tents of Angels which appeared to Facob, that 
they might defend him in his Journey ; For the Angels of God compaſs them 
about that fear him, Pſalm 33. and therefore Facob with great Joy brake out 
and ſaid, The Tents of God are here, and called it Machanaim. This was aſ- 
ſigned to the Levites, Joſh. 21. and here David was received, when he fled 
from his Son Abſalom, 2 Sam. 17. Here Facob wreſtled with the Angel,

fruitful, being derived from Parah, that is, to frutifie ; and Baith ſignifieth 
a houſe, from the affinity that it hath to Banah, that is, to build: ſo that 
Baithl/achem doth denote unto us the houſe of bread, and other fruits and meats 
that are fit to be eaten. Here was Chriſt the Son of God born, that Bread 
of Lite, of which whoſoever catcth ſhall live eternally, 16h. 6. And here David 
was the ſecond time anointed King, 1 Sam.

Sheep are naturally patient and peaceable; ſo all ſuch as are of Chriſts 
Church, ſeek after Patience and Peace.

Leah 
was the Mother of Benjamin, which ſignifies Sorrow ; Kachel of Toſeph, who 
was a Typeof Chriſt.

For he firſt ſent to meer him, then he did him obedience to the ground 
ſeven ſeveral times, and ſo ſaluted him, ſaying, Lo, theſe are the Children 
which God of his Grace hath: given thy Servant. From whence it may 
be gathered, That it becometh every man ( if ir be poſhble) to win his Ene- 
my to Peace and Concord rather by Humanity and Humility, than b 
force : for Eſau, ſecing this kind of Reyerence, though before he had a fu 
determination to do him violence, yet now he comes to meet him, embraces 
him, takes him about the neck, begins to weep, and kifles him, yea, fuch 
was their love, that they both wept with joy, Gen.33. 

After, Eſau returning, went home to Ster back again, eighty miles: theſe ' 

things hapned in the year of the World 2206; when both Brethren were 
about 8g yearsof Age, and in the year before Chriſt 1762.

OU NT Sier, where Eſar and his Poſterity dwelt, is forty miles 
on towards the South ; and was {o called of S:er, the 
Kingor Lord thereof, of whom came the Horrites, who being driven thence 


by the fourteen Sons of Eſa, into Arabia the Stony, where they continued, 


Gen.36. It was called Edom of Eſau, and then Idumea, Gen.25. and the 
Inhabitants thereof Edomites, or Idumeans.

S A VU fignifies a Fator, and was fo called from Redneſs: The Enemies 
of the Church colouring themſelves red with the blood of the Godly : 
For as Rebecca had in her Womb two Sons. that is, Eau and Facob, one eleCt- 
ed the other reprobated : fo in the Church there are found two ſorts of 
People, good and evil ; ſome are wicked and impious, contemners of Gods 
word, and petſecuters of the Church ; as after, the poſterity of Eſau :was. 
Bur there are others that are the faithful Children of God, that hope through 
the mediation of our bleſſed Saviour, to be made heirs of everlaſting hap- 
pineſs, and be crowned with him in his Kingdom with the Crown of Glo- 
ry.

9. From Ony he went to Atad, which lies upon the further ſide of Jordan 
toward cheEaſt ; which i$240 mules, where he made a great lamentation for 
the Death of hisFather ſeyen days, Gen 59. The reaſon why Joſeph went 
thus far abour, was becauſe he went with ſach a company towards Hebron, 
that the Idumears, through whoſe Country he ſhould have gone, would not 
ſuffer him to paſs that way, ſtanding in fear of his power. ON 

10. From Atad hewent to Hebron, the Metropolis of the Tribe of Jadah, 
near to which ſtood the double Cave in the Vale of Mamre, where Jacob 
was buried, which was 40 miles, Ger.59. 

II. From thence to Heliopolis, a City of the Zgyptians, where Joſeph ſet 
up a ſtately Academy for all Xgpyt, which was accounted 220 milcs. 

12. From thence he went to Taris, or Zoan, which was the chict defence 
and Metropoliran City of all Zgy;t, being accounted 6 miles.

A Deſcription of the Places and Cities through which Joſeph travelled. . 


Of Dothan. 


[DJ HAN was a City in the Tribe of Manaſeh, forty and four miles 
from Fernſalemtowardsthe North, and diſtant fix miles from Tiberias 
towards the Weſt, and {ignifies a commandment, being derived of Dothor Da- 
thath, that is, he conmandeth or ordaineth. Here Joſeph was thruſt into an 
empty-Ditch, and ſold to the Ihmaelites, Gen. 37. Here zlias the Prophet, 
being beſieged by the Syrians, ſhewed to his Servant the Hoſt of Angels that 
defended him with the Chariots of Fire, 8c. 2 King. $6. Here Hohphernes 
was {lain, who had pitched his Tents againſt Bethuha ; for Dothan is a City 
which at this day remaineth at the foot of the Mount of Bethye, being {citu- 
ated in a fertile and pleaſant place, compaſſed about with fair Vines, Olives, 
and pleaſant Medows, where the Inhabitants do{ſhew that ancient Ditch 
wherein Joſeph was calt, when his brothers ſold him to the 1Þhmaelites ; accor- 
ding to that of Solomon, One Generation paſſeth, and another cometh, but the- 


Earth indureth for ever. 


Of Heliopolis, or the City of the Sun.. 

= HTS City iscalled by the Prophet Eſay, chap.19. Irheri, which ſigni- 

fics The City of the Sun, and 15 derived of Ir and Cheres, which 1ig- 
nifies The brightneſs of the Sun, and diſtant from Feruſalem 224 miles, to- 
wards the South-weſt, ſix miles and a halt from: Zoar, or Tanis. This was a 
goodly City, and in times paſt the Kings of AZgypt have in that place kepr- 
their Courts and places of reſidence. Here was a _ Academy, 
wherein was taught Aſtronomy, Coſmography, and many other Liberal:Arts 
and Scienecs, with greatcare and diligence,but principally Divinity ( as Mur- 
fer ſaith ) being- adorned with many benefits: and priviledges ; tor it was 
thoughtthat the Patriarch Joſeph was the firſt Founder of it, and taught there, 
Ger.47. Here dwelt Dionifus the Areopagit, a Student of Athens, who at {uch 
time as our Saviour Chriſt was crucified, ar Noon day ( the Moon then being: 
in the full ) ſecing the Sun totally darkened, ſaid to his Maſter Ape/lophan, 
Either the God of Nature ſuffereth, or the Fabrick of the World is diſſolved; The 
ſaid Dionifus was afterwards conyerted by the. Apoſtle Paul, in the City of

Andas the Brethren of Joſeph were ſo great Enemiesto 
him that it was impoſſible for chem to difſemble their hatred towards him, but 
that both in words and deeds, they muſt needs expreſs their bitterne(s, ( En- 
vy being the common companion of Virtue  ) the Fews, the brethren of 
Chriſt, to whom. the knees of all things both in Heaven, in Hell, and in 
Earth bow, perſecuting him with Taunts, Mocks, and Stripes, yea, unto death,

© bay is a Mount of the Midianites, and is ſometimes called by the name 
of Sina.

And as Bernard 
Britenbach ſaith, in this place there is a Chappel built, called the Church 
of S. Mary in the Buſh. In this Chappel there is a place ſhewed where God

Of Pihachiroth. 
{| fig I'S was a certain Plain lying between two Hills neer to the Red Sea,

where the children of Iſrael pitched their Tents. Here Pharaoh invaded 
. them when they went out of Zgypr.,taking opportunity of the place: torthey 
having on either ſide of them a high Mountain, before themrhe Red Sea,and 
behind thema cruel and mighty "Tyrant, tothe judgment of man, had no 
meays to eſcape. Butthe Lord, to expreſs the ———_ of his Power, and 
that the children of I/rae/ might know who it was that delivered them, made 
. thema Paſſage, and led them under the conduCt of Moſes through the Red 
' Sea; in that very place drowning their Enemies which had thought tomake 
a prey of them. A little fromthis place the 'Temple of the Idol Baai-zephon

E . Of theRed Sea. 

T HE Red Sea is 160 miles from Jeruſalem Southward, betwixt, Afabia 
and Zgypt, and, as ſome are of opinion, 1t taketh the name of the red 
'* Scales that grow therein, wherefore in Scripture it is alſo called the Scaly Sea. 
Some fay it taketh the name from red Sand that lies upon the ſhore, caſt 
up by theSea. Others fay, that the redneſs thereof hapnerh becauſe of the 
ſhadow caſt into the Water by the Mountains thereabout. The Vulgar 


arc of opinion. thatit is naturally red by xeaſon of the Water ; but it is not ſo 
becauſe 
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ſerveth that this Sea was ſo called from Erithrea, and thence Mare Arithreum; 
becaufethe word Erithreum in Greek Genifierh red or purple: the Latines 
call it Mare rubrum, and we, the red Sea. This Erithre was Son to Perſeus 
and Andromeda, who ſometimes dwelt in the Ifland of that Sea. Ir is alſo 
called the Arabian Gulf, runningfrom the South to the Welt; and by the 
Hebrews, Iamſuph, a Scaly Sea, all which names are art this day uſed: ar the 
utmoſt bounds hereof are ſeen the .admirable works of Pharaoh Meco, who 
would have brought this Sea tothe River Nzus, that {o he might have lailed 
thence into the Mediterranean Sea: but this work he could not finiſh, being 
oppoſed by the wiſe men of Egypt. Here alſo grows certain Trees that are as 


red as Braf/ wood. 
Of the myſtery of the Red Sea. | « 
A $ Moſes led the Children of 1/rae/ through the Red Sea, and dcli- 
vered them from the A and Captivity of the Kings of Egypt ; 
ſo. Jeſus Chriſt, the Son of God, by his precious Blood, has deliyer- 
cd usfrom the houſe of Bondage, and the tyranny of Sathan: and as Phara- 
ohand all his Hoſt wasthere drowned; ſo the Sin of Adam,Death,and the De- 
vil, inthat Seaof Chriſtsblood isutterly drowned, and we delivered from the 


Pit of Hell. 
Of Baal-Zephon. 

3 HIS was an Idol ereCted by the Agyptians near tothe ſhore ofthe Red 

Sea, and iscalled Baal-zephon, that is, the Lord of defence and watchful- 
neſs,becauſe,as they thought, he reſiſted Fugitive Servants,as Fagius and other 
Hebrews obſerve : beingderived from Baal, which ſignifies a Lord, and Za- 
tha, that is, that hath ſeen, or to behold and fee. The Temple of 
this Idol ſtood cloſe by the ſhoar of the Red Sea upon a high hill, very 
curiouſly wrou ht,ſo that the Children of I/rae/going through the ſame could 
not chule burſce it, yet neverthelc{s they went ſecurely, when Pharaoh and 
all his Hoſt were drowned, notwithſtanding that their God of Defence was 
{o neat them. 

Of Marah.

JD is a place in the Deſart, which took the name of bitterneſs, diſtant 

from Jernſalem 169 miles, towards the South-weſt. Here Moſes made 
the Water {wer by throwing in Wood : The myſtery whereof is, when 
Adam and Evah had caten of the forbidden Fruir, they brought bitterneſs 
through all the World, yea, the bitterneſs of Sin and Death : bur God 
ſhewed unto Moſes another Tree, that is, our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who being 
thrawn into the Waters of bitterneſs, AMidtions, Calamities, Miſcries, yea, 
and the Death of the Croſs, for our fakes and fins underwent the corls of 
the Law; that ſo taking away the bitterneſs, we might be made capable of 
that ſweet and deleCtable place of —_— Life. |

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| Of Elim. | | 
= was the ſixth reſtin g -place of the Iſraelites in the = oy kn miles 


from Jeruſalem toward the South-welt; and is derived from Aial, 
which ſignifies a Hart, a ſtrong and ſwift Creature, of which it ſeems there 
were great multitudes which reſorted to this place to drink : and from thence 
it is called z/im. Here ſtood 12 Fountains and 70 Palm-trees. 


Of Sin. 

HIS was a thorny place in the Deſart, 156 miles from Feruſa/em to- 
wards the South-weſt. Here it rained down Quails and Manna from 
Heaven; being a Type of our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, that Heayenly Manna 
which raiſeth us up unto. Eternal Life, oh. 6. and is derived of Manah, 
which ſignifies to diſtribute; and therefore Man or Mamah ſignifies a diſtri- 
butive Gift, or Meat fallen from Heaven diſtributively. Six fignifierh a thor- 
ny place, from Zemeh, which ſignifies a Buſh : for Chriſt flouriſheth in the 
mid(t of his Enemies, as a Lilly among#t thorns, Can. 2. Pſal. 19. 


| Of Raphadim. | 
Aphadim was a place where the Children of 1/-ael pitched their Tents 
in the Deſart, not far from Mount Sinaz, 132 mules from Feruſalen 
towards the South-weſt, and ſignifieth a Graſs bench ſtrewed with ſweer 
herbs and flowers ; being derived from Raphad, which is as much as to ſay, 
in our Language, To make a Bed or place for one to lye down on. Here Moſes 
ſtruck the Rock, out of which Water iſſued, Exod. 17. which was a Type 
of that Spiritual Rock Chriſt Jeſus, 1 Cor. 10. who-being ſtruck with the faff 
of the curſe of the Law, out of his precious wounds and ſide ſent forth that 
Water of Life which runnerh into Eternal happineſs. In this place the Chil- 
dren of I{rael fought againſt the Amalekites, and overcame them, Ex. 17. 
and here Jethro came unto Moſes, where, according to his counſel, there 
were ſeventy Elders choſen oyer the People, Ex. 18. This wasa fruitful and 
pleaſant place. 
Of Mount Sinai. 
=—_— is 120 miles from Jeruſalem towards the South, and becauſe in that 
place there are many Buſhes and T horns, it is called $inaz ; for Senaeh 
fignifies a Buſh. Here the Law (which we call the 'Ten Commandments ) 
was given; and not unfitly, becauſe like Thorns they prick and vex the 
Hearts and Conſciences of wicked men. Ir is alfo called Horeb, or Chareb, 
which ſignifies a place made dry. Bernard Britenbach, and many others, in 
the Month of September 1483, went purpoſely to ſee this Mountain, and with 
reat Labour aſcended to the top thereof; for ( as he faith ) it is a great 
ountain, and of an extraordinary height; in the lower part round, in the: 
| Y vppcr 


upper part divided into two tops or mountains, one ſtanding toward the 
Weſt the other toward the Eaſt. That toward the Weſt is called Horeb, 
that to the Eaſt, Sina?. And from theſe two it is ſometimes called Horeb, 
ſomerimes Sinai, being both one Hill of the Baſe. Berween theſe there lies 
a fair and ſpacious Plain, in the middle whereof ( and, as it may bethought, 
in the midſt of the Mountain ) there ſtands a Monaſtery, near to which there 
is adjoyning a very pleaſant Garden and Orchard, plentifully furniſhed with 
Date-trees, Fig-trees, and many others, very profitable and pleaſant ; where 
in antient times there were many Morks that continued there. Bur it hap- 
pened, that a certain number of Pagans, in hope to find ſome Booty, came 
from a Haven of the Red Sea, called Thor, and upon a ſudden broke in up- 
on them, and put forty of them to the Sword ; from whence it was ever after 
called the Abbey of the forty Martyrs. Now it remains deſolate, few or 
none inhabiting there, only two Monks of St. Katharines Order, and thele 
are alſo grievouſly troubled with the incurſions of the 4rabians. The Or- 
chard allo is deſtroyed with Locuſts, and the ground become barren. In this 
Orchard there ſtands a little Chappel, in which there is a Caye where $. Onu- 
phrius the Anchoriſt lived. 

At the foot of Mount Sinai, upon the North, ſtandeth the Monaſtery of 
St. Katharine, of which the Emperour Jufinian was the firſt Founder : it is 
compaſſed about with a Wall; cloſe by it ſtandeth a goodly Orchard, fur- 
niſhed with divers T rees of Fruit, pleaſant and delightful; in that there ſtand- 
eth a goodly Fountain, which watereth all abour ir. In this place there are 
a great number of poor Monks, which get their Living by their hands, in 
the Deſart thereabouts. They ſay that here ſtood the golden Calf, ſpoken 
of Preodus J2. And ney ſhew a round ſtone lying there, where they {a 
Moſes broke the two Tables that were given him by God. To Pilgrims al- 
ſo they ſhew the Tomb of St. Katharine, ſtanding upon the right fide of 
the Quire, with certain other Relicks of hers. Upon the left ſide of the 
Quire, there ſtands a little door by which you enter into a place called the 
Chappel of St. Mary of the Buſh, where they ſhew the place of the Buſh in 
which.God appeared unto Moſes: And, to give grace to their Superſtitions, - 
there may none enter into that place but he muſt put off his hoſe and ſhoes. 

here is another place, where, they ſay, God commanded Moſes to bring up 
Aaron, Nadab, and Abihu with him, and the —_ Elders; with many 
other Superſtitious Chappels, which would be too tedious and frivolous to 
recite. Not far from this, there ſtandeth alſo a Mosko of the Saracens, full 
as fair and ſpacious as that of St. Katharines, to which there is adjoyned a 
certain Turret ; hither the Arabians and Saracens do allo often come to vi- 
ſit St. Katharine. 

Arthe Aſcent of the Mount Horeb, near to the Monaſtery of St. Katharine, 
there ſtandech a Fountain of very _ Water, in the likeneſs of a _ 
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made of Stone, reaching fromthe one fide of it to the other ; and ſtandeth 
like unto an Arch or Gate. A little above that, at rhe foot of Mount 
Horeb, is to be ſeen the Cave where Eliah reſted when the Lord ſpake un- 
to him, I Reg.19. Something above thar, is the Cliff of the Rock where Mo- 
fes ſtood by Gods appointment, when he paſt by, and. he ſaw his. back 
parts, Ex.33. A little beyond that, is the rop of Mount Horeb, where 1s 
builta lictle Chappel that hath an Iron Door, the Keys of which are in the 
Monks.Cultody of the Abby of Saint Katherine. ln this- place. they fay 
Moſes received the two Tables of. Stone; wherein the ten "1c ar 
were written by the Finger of God.Ex.34. There is none that enters. in- 
to this Chappel but with great Reverence, bare-foot and bare-legged, and 
caſting thaſelvcs upon the Earth, kiſs it. About fifteen paces from this,they 
ſhew the Cave wherein Moſes faſted forty days and forty nights, Ex.24.34. 
A little above that there is a Mosk, to- which there: daily reſorts Arabians 
and Saracens, in honour of. Moſes, whomzthey reverence as a Prophet. Be- 
ewecn. theſe there lieth a Well of cold wholſom Water, which is called! Mo- 
Jes Well. Here ſecmeth in times paſt to have been ſome Monaſtery ; 
tor thereare divers Ruins of Walks and Buildings to be ſeen. This Moun- 
cain is round, and difficult to Aſcend : ir is 7999 ſteps to the top, and from 
thence the Red Sea andthe Arm thereof ( where Pharaoh was drowned when 
he followed the Children of I/rae/ )-may eaſily be diſcerned. 

- Mount Sina is much higher than this, and lyeth rwo days Journeysfrom: 
theRed Sea : Upon the top whereof are many Rocks: and great Stones.. 
From thence you may ſee tundry places, as, a Mountain lying in Thebai- 
des, the great Haven of the Red Sea, the Defart of Elim and Sur, with ma- 
ny others. The Defarts round abour take the name from the height 


thereof ; and are called the Deſarts of Sina. 


Of the-Graues of Concufiſcence; 

"F Hcle Graves are 112 miles towards the South from Feruſu/?n, where 

the Children of T/rae, luſting aſter Meat, were fed by the Lord with 
Quails; and for their diſobedience died miſcrably. It was alfo called 
Tabarah, which ſignifies an inflammation, being derived from Baar, to- Burn, 
becauſe here the W rath of the Lord was kindlcd againſt them, and he ftruck 
the uttermoſt parts of their Tents with Fire from Heayen, and! conſumed 
them, Numb.1 . 

| Of Hazeroth. | 

TH is is a place in the Deſart, ſome J2 miles fron Jeruſalem towards the 
* South, the name thereof being derived from Chazer, which fſignifierh 
* 4 Cave, about the Mouth whereof there groweth long Graſs; And therefore 
from hence Chazer is alſo taken for Graſs, Here Miriam the Siſter o£ Moſes

For Kinmon is 
as much as a grained Apple, or a Pomegranate; and P.rez, He hath di-

Ibnah is the ſeventeenth place where the Children of Ifracl ſtayed, and was 
{o called from the abundance of Frankincenſe that was found there; tor 
Libnah ſignifies white Frankincenſe. This is an 104 miles from Feruſlem to- 
ward the South-welt. 
Of Riſla. 


HE the Children of Iſrael pitcht their Tents, being about an 199 miics 
I. from Jeruſafem toward the South-caſt; it took thename from the truit- 
fulneſs and abundance of Flowers and Herbs that grow there;; and is derived 
from Raſa, which ſignifies to make moiſt, for there were ulually exceeding 
pleaſant and ſweet dews. | 

| Of Chehelah. 


(_—__ was the nineteenth place where the Children of Iſracl-made 
their abiding in the Deſart, being 92 miles os toward th: 
South-weſt, Nam. 33. and ſignifies a Congregation, or Church, being derived ' 
from Rahal, that is, He hath aflembled. This was a type of the Church, where 
all the Elect and Faithful People of God travel through the Wilderneſs of 
this wicked world. | 
Of Saphar.. 


Qawk a mountain in the Defart of Arabia Petrea, 88 miles from Fern- 
ſalem towardithe South-weſt. This was the ewentieth Remove ;the name 
of the place being ſo called, partly of their Tents, partly of the:roundneſs of 
the mountains.

HEE was the twenty fifth Manſion of the Iſraelites, being but 56 miles 
from Jeruſalem toward the South-weſt, in the utmoſt Borders of the 
Land of Canaan, and no doubt took the name from the delightful and plea- 
fant taſte of Grapes : For Mitka ſignifies the fame that Mithetk , that isto ſay, 
{weetneſs and pleaſantneſs. 
Of Cades Barnea. 

Hrs Barnea, a City of the Idameans, ( being derived of Kadas and Ba- 

rah, that is, a holy place) is forty miles from Jeruſalem towards the 
South ; from this place Moſes ſent Spies into the Land of Canaan, who brought 
of the Fruit of the Land, but all of them diſcouraged the People, only Caleb: . 
wherefore they murmured, and the Lord was angry, and would not ſuffer 
them toenter intothe Land of Promiſe : So turning their Journey, they went 
to Ezeongaber, 148 miles, ſo that they travelled in the Defart forty years, be- 
fore they could entcr into the Land of Promiſe. Of this you may read, Ger.

' the South, that ſo they might live juſt forty years in the Wilderneſs, Num. 
14-33. This place ſeemeth to take the name thereof from Traditions, for 
there Moſes repeated tothe Iſraelites the Law of the Lord ; and for this cauſe 
their Tents were called Moſeroth, which fignifies Traditions, and is derived of 
Maſar, that 1s, to Preach. | 

Of Benei Taacon. | 

FT was the twenty eighth Manſion of the 1/rae/ites, fo called becauſe 
| there their Tents were fairly ſet up, with pleaſant Walks and places 

about them ; for Benei Taacon (ignifieth a Building or fair Walk; being de- 

rived of Bana and Akah, that is, He hath ſet up an Houſe; and was g6 miles 
from Jeruſalem Sourhward, Num. 33. | 


Of Hor Gidgad. : 
A* this Mountain the Children of Trae! ſtayed a while, becauſe it was 
a fertile and pleaſant place, as Mofes himſelf witneſſeth. Ir is an hun- 
dred and twelve miles from Jeruſalem towards the South ; being derived of 
Harar, a Mountain, and Glebam a Plow, Pin. 1.20. ep.20. 


Of Fotbatha. 
HIS was the thirticth Manſion of the 1/7aghtes in the Wilderneſs, being 
132 miles from Jeruſalem toward the South, and took the name frgm 
the pleaſantneſs and ftertiliry of the Wilderneſs; being derived of Fatab and 
Batha, a certain good and pleaſant waſte or wilderneſs. 


| Of Arbona. | | 
'T HIS place being very diſcommodious and no whit profitable, the Chil- 
dren of Tfrael were conſtrained to remoye their Tents with great weep- 
ing and lamentation ; for 4rbona, being derived from 4bar and Naha, ſigni- 
hes partly to remove, and partly to weep. 


Of: Xzion Gaber. 
HIS was a Town of the Idumeans, near the Red Sea, 148 miles from 
Kades-Barnea, and 174 miles from Jeruſalem towards the South. Here 
the 1/raelites ſet uptheir Tents, and here Sobmon made his Navy, which he 
| ſentto Ophir tofetch Gold, 1 Kin. g. This City no doubt took the name of 
the ſtrength and multicude- of Trees, whereof theſe Ships were built ; LI 
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they were very fair Ships,and of excellent Workmanſhip. Zxion Gaber fig- 

_— fronrg tree ; being derived of Ez and Gaber, that is-a Tree of 
rength, | | 


| Of Zin-Kades. 
HIS was a great Wilderneſs lying between A#zion-Gaber and Kades- 
Barnea, being 184 mules in length, abounding with thorns and high 
mountains. Upon the North-fide thereof lay Mount Seir, and Kades-Bar- 
tiea, and towards the South the Red Sea. Ir was called Paran and Zin, of the 
abundance of Thorns that grew there ; for Zin, of Zanan, ſignifies a Tharp - 
thorn z Zinn, full of Thorns; and Kadeſh Sanctity or Holinels. Here Mo- 
ſes and Aaron having ſtruck the Rock twice, ar length ic brought forth Wa- 
cer; but for their murmuring and incredulity God would nor ſuffer them to 
go into the Land of Canaan. This lay an 129 miles from Fernſalem toward 


the South. 
Of the Mountain Hox. 

He is a Mountain of. the Idumeans, eighty cight miles from Feruſalem 

roward the South-eaſt, and is derived of Harar, which ſignifieth a 
grcat Mountain: here Aaron died. T he King of the Canaanites which dwelt 
roward the South, in a Town called Arad, upon the Borders of F4udea and 
Arabia Petrea, hearing that Aaron was dead, invaded the Jews with a 
great Army, diſcomfited them, and took ſome of them Caprtives. But after, 
the 1/raelites, to revenge this injury, took and deſtroyed divers Cities which 
belonged tothe Cunaanites, and put the Citizens to the Sword. This Coun- 
trey is called Chormah, which ſignificth a curſe or deſolation. 


Of Zalmona. © 
| hb IS was a place in the Deſart of Zin-Kades, where the T/raebtes pitch't 
L their Tents, being 80 miles from Jeruſalem to the South-caſt ; and took 
the name jrom ſhades, or little ſheds under which the Iſraelites dwelt : for 
Zalmona ſeems a compound of Ze! and Mun, which ſignifies a. ſhady place, 
and ſecmsto have affinity with Manah, to diſtribute here and there. 


Of Phunon. 


| hoo was a City of the Idumzans, ſcituated in the Wilderneſs of Arabia 
Petrea, 64 miles from Feruſalem towarJs the South-caſt ; and takes the 


"name from a fair and flouriſhing City. For Panan in Hebrew ſignifies an high 


Pinacle, from whence enc might ſee all Parts of the World. Here Moſes et

; 7 ihe IS was the thirty ſeventh Manſion of the T/rae/ites in the Wilderncds, 


and was fifry ſix miles from Fersſa/em towards the South-eaſt, and f1g- 
nifies a Serpent called Python.

Of Dibon Gad. 

HIS was the thirry ninth Station of the 1/raelites in the Deſart, being fif- 

ty two miles from Jeruſa/em towards the South-caſt, neer to the Floud 

Zared, bordering upon the Idameans and Moabites, running from thence into 

the Red Sea, and as it ſeems,taketh name from deſcending into a ſtrong place. 


Of Almon Diblathaim. 


His place ſtands beyond the Red Seca, ſome forty miles from Fernſaln 
rowards the Eaſt ; and taketh name from a Frail of dried Figs; for 4/4: 
{ignifieth, he hath hidden ; and Debe/eth, A Frail of dried Figs. Here was 
the fortieth Manſion of the Tſraefites, and lay cloſe by the River Arnon, 
Num.21. and 23. 
| Of the Mountaines Abarim. 
T Heſc Mountaines lay 32 miles from Fer»/a/em towards the Eaſt, and 
taketh the name from Paſling along ; for Abr-is as much as to ſay, he 
went along. Between theſe Mountains and the Lake Aſphaltites, ncar to 
the Eaſtern River of the Dead Sca, the Moabites inhabited. 


Of Jahza. 


His was a City ofthe Levites, the Sons of Merar, in the Tribe of Ben- 
jamin, 24 miles from Jeruſalem Eaſtward, 7of.21. Here Moſes oycr- 
came the King ofthe Ammonites, and put them to death,Num 21. 


Of Chezbon. 


T His was the Metropolisof Sehon King of the Ammorites, who held the 

Country beyond Jordan; and becauſe he would not ſuffer the Children 
of T/rael to paſs through his Dominions, therefore Moſes made War upon 
him, put him to death, and gave all his Countrey to the Tribes of Reuben 
and Gad. Thiswasa Fair Town, and after tell to the Levites, Num. 21.33. 
Deut.1, 2,c. and took its name from Cheſchebon, which ſignifies an Arti- 
ficial underſtanding : for Ehaſchaf'is as much as excogitavit, that is, he hath 
found out ; and Cheſchef is, an Artificial and ingenious Work. 


Of Jzzir. 
JE was a City of the Prieſts in the Tribe of Gad, 36 miles from Feru- 


ſalemtowards the Eaſt, and in Feroms time was a {mall Village, and {-gni- 
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fies, the Lord is my help ; being derived of Jah, that is, the Lord God ; 
and Ezer, the helper. : 

Of Edrie. 


HIS isa City in the Countrey of Gizead, beyond Fordan and the Ga/:- 
lean Sca, thirty two miles from Feruſalem, South-caſtward, near the 
Lake of Gaderin, where Og the King of B.iſan was overcome by Moſes ; and 
atter fell ro the Tribe of Manaſſes, Num. 21. Foſh. 13. Dent. 13. S. Ferom faith, 
that in his.tc'me this Town was called 444r. Og 11gnifieth a Cook, or one 
thar baketh Bread upon coals. A'drie 1{ignifies an heap of bright Clouds ; 
being derived of 4dar and Hz, that iy a clear heap. 


Of Aſtoroth. | 
HIS was a Mctropolitan City of Baſan, four miles diftant from Edrej, and 
56 from Jernſa/em toward the South-caſt. It ftood beyond Fordan, and 
belonged to the halt Tribe of Manaſſes : of which you may read betore in the 


I ravels of Lot. 
Of Piſgah. 


HIS was an high Mountain in the Plain of the Moabites, againſt Feri- 

cho, 240 miles from Feraſa/em, Eaſt-ward. It rook the name from the 
Citics-P:/z4h and Nebo, and theretore 1s called ſometimes Piſgah, ſometimes 
Nebo. Here Mofes died. Nebo {1gnifies a City of the Prophets: Piſgah, rhe 
top of a Hill. | 


The Travels of the Prophet Balaam. 


HERE are many which think that this Prophet Ba/zam was of the 

Poſterity of Nahor the Brother of Abraham, and an Inhabitant 0: 

Charan in Meſofotamia, Gen. 11. Joſephus ſaith, he dwelt ncar to 

Euphrates : and St. Ferom, in a City called Phatura, of which there 

is mention, Nm. 22. and ſignifies an obicure Prophet, or Oracle which in- 

terpreteth. For Pathar with the Hebrews, 1s the ſame that, He hath intcr- 
preted, 1s with us. 

W hercfore this Prophet travelled from Pithora or Phatura in Meſofot.1- 
mia, to Abel, or the Plain of Vines, where his Ais ſpake, Num. 22. which 
15 499 miles. _ 

From thence he went to the Land of the Moabites, 49 miles, where, in 
the Mount of Peor, he bleſſed the Children of T/rael. So all the Travels of 
this Propher were 449 miles. 

Of the Plain of the Vines. 
T Here is often mention of this place in the Scripture ; and for the fertility 

* ofthe Countrey, and plenty of. {weet Wines, there was. a beautiful Ct- 

ty 
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ty built, called Abel, of the Vines, ſome 56 miles from Jeruſalem, South- 
Eaſtward, and was placed juſt in the way as they went from Meſofotamia 
into the Countrey of the Moabites. Whereby it appearcth, that near to this 
place the Als ſpake to Balzam, Numb. 22. In St. Feron?'s time there was found 
4 little Village fo called, where there was great plenty of Vines. Here ep- 
tha overcame the 4mmorites, and made a great ſlaughter, 7udg. 11.

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The Travels of that Noble Captain Joſhuah. 


OSHUAH and Caleb travelled with Moſes from Raem{/s out of Fegytt 
chrough the Red Sea, and came to Kades-Barnea, 268 miles. 
From Kades-Barnea they were ſent forth with other Spies to the Land 
of Canaan, Num. 13. and went out of the wilderneſs of Zin and Paran, 
and came to the Town of Rechob in Galite, 140 miles. 

From thence they went to the Town of Hamath in Syria, which was af- 
ter called Antiochia, 188 miles. 

From Hamath or Antiochia they returned again to Hebrgn, 304 miles, 
where, upon the ſide of the River Eſcol, they cut off a inch of Grapes, 
with the ſtalk, which was as much as both they could beayupon their ſhoul- 
ders, Num. 1 3 : | 

From Hebron they returncd again to Kades-Barnea, twenty miles. There 
all the People murmured againtt Moſes, Num. 14. Hereby it is to be ſeen, 
that the Spies, in forty dayes, travelled 648 -miles in the Land of Canaan, 
that is, every day 16 miles and a little more. 

After that, Joſhuah and Caleb travelled with Moſes and the Children of 
Iſrael to Ezeon-Gabir, and from thence to the Town of Fahza, 464 miles. 

ry Jahza they pais'd through two Kingdoms to Mount Libanr, cigh- 
ty mules. | 

' From Mount Libanu they returned again into the Land of S:ttinr, that 
lay by the hill Pi/zah, in the field of the Moabites, 8 miles. 

From the Land of Sitim they palsd through the River of Jordan, and 
came to Gi/gal, 11x miles, where Foſhuah pitched his Camp, Numb. 21. 
Joſh. 4 5 ; 

From Gi/gal he went to Jericho, two miles : there he affailed the Town 
with the ſound of Baſons, and won it, Foſh.6. 

From Fericho he went to 4i, being four miles, and took and burnt the 
whole Town, 7oſk. 7.8. 

From 4: he returned to Gi/gal, four miles, and there upon the Hill of FbaZ, 
he builtan Altar unto the Lord, and there were the Blceflings and Curlings 


pronounced, 7oſh. 8, Deut, 27,

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From Gilgal he went to Gibeon, twelve miles. There the Sun ſtood ſtil] du- 
ring the Bartel againſt the three Kings, Joſt. 19. 

From Gibeon he went to 4j.4/on,ewo miles; here the Moon ſtood ſtill, Foſ-19. 

From 4j.1/0n he went to Aſeka, four miles: there it hailed upon the Enc- 
mics that fled betore Itracl, Foſh. 10. 

—_ HAfſcka Joſhua returned again into the Camp at Gizal, twenty miles, 

Jin. I9. ; 

From Gilgalhe went to Makeda, where he hanged the five Kings, 70/19. 

From Makeda he went to L:bna, two miles, and took the Town, Foſh.10. 

From Libna he went to Lachs, eight miles. 

From Lachi he went to Eg/on, eight miles. 

From Eghn he went to Hebron, which is ſixteen miles, Joſh. 19. 

From Hebron he went to Debir, one mile, 7oſh. 19. 

After that, Joſtuah, with one continued War, won all that part of Jude 
which lay towards the South, bordering Faſtward upon the Dead Sea, South- 
ward upon Cades-Barnea, Weſtward upon 4/dod and Gaza, and North- 
ward upon Gibeon and Giga: This circuit of Land containeth about an 
hundred fifty and {1x miles. | | 

From Gilgal Foſhua went outwith his Army about twenty twomiles, to the 
Riyer of Merom, where he {lew the reſt of the Kiags of the Canaanites in a 
memorable Battcl, Jo I. | | 

From the River of Merom Joſhua chaſed his Encmies, and followed them 
to Sidon, which was 612 mules, Toſh. 11. 

From Sion he went again to Hazor, 32 miles, which Town he burnt, 
Joſh Il. 

al that, Joſhuah at one time won all the Towns in the Holy Land, which 
lay Northward in the Lands of Samaria and Galilea, from Gibeon to Mount 
Libaxus, and from the River of Fordan tothe great Sca, called Mare Mediter- 
raneum ; which Countreys in circuit contain 280 miles. 

After thar —_ returned again to his Camp at Gilgal, which lay 72 
miles from the Town of Hazor, where he made a divition of the Land a- 
mongſt the Children of Iſrael, Ih. 14,15. 

From Gilzgal he went to Shibb, twelye miles, where he made an end of 
dividing the Land, Toſh. 18. 

From Shilo he werit to Timnah Sera, eight milcs, and there he dwelt; for 
the Children of Ifracl gave him that Town for his own Inheritance, 
Iſh. 19. 

\ 75 Timnah Sera, Joſhta, not long before he died, came to Sichem, forty 
miles. There he aſſembled all the Tribes of Iſracl, Toh. 24. 

From Sichem he returned again to Timnah Sera, forty miles, where he di-

HIS was a City of the Levites in the Tribe of Nephrali, and was an 
hundred miles from Jeruſalem, upon the utmoſt bounds of the Hol 
Land, at the foot of Antilibanus, Num. 11.34. Joſh. 19. derived from Chamah, 
that is furious, or burning with anger. 


Of Gileal. ; 

'F2z was a Town betwcen Jordan and the City Fericho, twelve miles 

from Jeruſalem South-eaſtward ; where the Children of Iſrael havin 
paſt the River of ordar, firſt made War upon all the Nations of the Lon 
of Canaan. Here they folemnized the firſt Paſchal Lamb. After they came 
into this Land, Manna ceaſed, becauſe they then did ear the Fruits of the 
Countrey. Here Jones taking twelye ſtones'out of Fordan, pitch'd them up 
for a memorial. Here the Tabernacle of God ſtayed for a time, which was 
the reaſon that afterward the 1/rae/ites committed Idolatry in this place, 
Toſh. 4.5. Hoſe. 2. + 9. Amos 5.. Near to this place, Ehud the third Judge of 
the Children of Iſrael received gifts of them to carry to Egon King of the 
Moabites dwelling at Jericho, where he killed him with a knife. Here Sau! 
was the ſecond time confirmed King of Iirael, 2 $4. 10. and, as it ſeems, 
taketh name of Roundnels, Foſhnah at this time building his Tent in a circular 
faſhion : for Galal ſignifies a round Wheel or Tent, compaſſed abour with 
Ditches and Bulwarks. 

Of Jericho. 

"0 is a City in the Tribe of Benjamin, two miles from Jordan and fix 

from Jeruſalem, South-caſtward. Joſhuah overcame this with the 
ſound cf Horns or Irumpets, Th. 26. Heb. i.x. Here Chriſt reſtored the 
blind man to fight, Mar.6. converted Zacheus, Luke 19. and was called the 
City of Palms, by reaſon of the great plenty of Palms that grew there. 
You may read more of this hereafter. 


Of Hai, or 4i. 

"AT isa Town in the Tribeof Benjamin, near to Bethel, toward the Eaſt, 
where Abraham dwelt, Gen. 12, Joſhuah won this Town, Tof. 7.8. It 

was o called of a Prophet that dwelt there, and fignifieth, to be placed _ a 
cap :. 
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heap : for 4: ſignifies 4 _. lying partly equally, partly unequally. The 
Ruines of this 'I'own were {carce to be found in St. Ferom's time. 


Of Gibeon. | 


HIS was a Metropolitan City in the "Tribe of Benjamin, the Inhabi- 

cants whereof became Peritioners to Jonah for Peace, F»/. 9. 10, 18. 
2 Sam. 21. Afterward it was given to the Prieſts. It is derived of Gibeah or 
Gibeon, which f1gnifies a curled Hill. It was icituated on a Mountain four 
miles trom Feruſalem, goward the North. Here ſtood the Tabcrnacle of 
the Covenant, and the brazen Altar. Here Saul was firſt made King of 
Iſrael. Here he put the Sons of 4bimelech the Prieſt to death, 1 Sam. 12. 
Here Joſhuah overcame the five Kings of the A4mmorites. Here the Sun ſtood 
ſill. Ot this you may read more hereafter. 


Of Aj1hbn. 
HIS was a City of the Prieſts in the Tribe of Dar, four miles from Je- 
ruſalem towards the South-eaſt, and taketh the name from an Hind ; 
for 4jalz {ignificth an Hind, a Beaſt very ſtrong and ſwift. Here the Moon 
ſtood ſtill. Here Jonathan taſted Hony, contrary to his Fathers command, 
tor which he was judged to dye, 1 Sam. 14. 


Of Azeka. 
A was a City of the Ammorites in the Tribe of Jada, eight miles 
from Jeruſalem toward the Welt, near to Odullam, where David killed 
Goliath ; and, as it ſeems, takes the name from Munition, or a place com- 
pailed about with an hedge ; being derived from 1tſek, he hedged about. 
This was a fair City in St. Zeron?s time. | 


Of the Valley of Achor. | 
kg Valley is diſtant from 7eruſa/em twelve miles, and not far from 
Jericho and Gilgal, towards the North, taking name ( as it ſeemeth ) of 
Achon, that Thief mentioned in 7oFu4h, who was ſtoned there ; from whence 
it is called Achory, which ſignifies Trouble, becauſe of the terrible words that 
Foſhua ſpake unto him there. You may read of this, Hof. 2, Eſay 25.

Ebir was a City of the Levites, twenty two miles from Jernſulem towards 
the South, and almoſt half a mile from Hebron towards the Norch-welt- 
F Athniel the Brother of Caleb won this Town, whercfore he gave him his 
, Daughter A4rchſa to Wite. Formerly it was called Kiriath- Seher, i. a Ciry 
| of Scribes and Students; for it was conſecrated to Learning. From hence 
it was called Debir, which ſ1gnifics an Oracle, or an holy Altar ; becauſe 
the Lord there by his Prieſts that were afligned for that purpoſe, did fore- 
£211 and prophecy of things to come : being derived from Debar., that is, 
He hath ſpoken. 
| Of 4(dod, or Azotes. 
HIS was a City of the Philiſtims, tcituated upon the ſhore of rhe Med;- 
EL terranean Sca, in the Tribe of Dan, and twenty two miles from Jer:- 
ſalem towards the Weſt. This Town was conquered by Joſhua, Joh. 11. 
1 Reg.5. It was allo taken by Pſumniticus King of Egypt, in Manaſſes time, 
as Herodotus ſaith, it is now a little Town, and is called Azotns. In times paſt 
it was a fair City, and took name from the fire of Loye; being derived of 
£6 which ſignifies a fire, and Dod beloyed.. | 
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| Of Gaza. 
Cy was a fair City of the Philifims, upon the ſhore of the Red Seca, 


ſome 24 miles from Feru/alem towards the South-weſt, and fignificrh 
a ſtrong Town, being derived from Gazez, to contirm. Sampſon being in- 
cloſed within this Town, took away the Gates and Bars thereof, and laid 
them at the foot of Mount Hebron, 7udg. 16. 


Of the River Mecrom. 


HIS was a Lake not far from Dothan, ſome four miles from T:berizs, 

Weſtward, and forty four miles from Feruſa/em towards the North ; 

and is fo called from the deepneſs of it, being derived of Rom, which ſigni- 

fies it was high, and Marab, bittcr; whence Merom, a high bitter Water. 
Here Joſtuah oyer-threw the Kings of the Canaanites, Joſh. 11. 


Of Sidon. 


Idon takes the Name of Zod, which. {ignifies, He hath hunted, and was 

a famous Mart Town in Phenicea, being a place ſcituated at the foot 

of that high Hill Ante/zbanus, near to the ſhore of the Mediterranean, 1ix- 
tcen miles from Jeruſalem North-ward. | 


Of Libanus. 


=— is a Mountain of an extraordinary height, ſome 104 miles from 
Feruſalem North-ward, looking into Syria and Phenicia. From thence 
the River Jordan taketh the beginning, being fo called of two Springs or 
Wells, that is, Jor and Dan, riſing from the bottom of this Hill. It ſeems 
to take the Name from the abundance of flowers and variety of ſweet 
Smells or Dews that are there; and alſo of Frankincenſe or Gum Olibanum 
found upon it: it is a very fruitful Place, full of Springs and wholſome 
Herbs, ſo that no Serpent will abide 1n it: it is divided into two parts, 
the one licth near $idon Weſt-ward, called Antelibanws; the other towards 
Damaſcus, upon the Eaſt, and is only called Libanns. It is fo high thar it 
ſerves for a Sea mark, and ſo much the more remarkable, tor that (as ſome 
fay ) Snow lieth continually upon the top of it, ſo that a far off ic ſecmeth 
whitc. 
Of the River Jordan. 


JOrdan is a pleafant ſweet River watering the Holy Land ( whereof you 

may read before.) It is named Jordan at Ceſarea Philippi, a little from 
the foot of Antelibanw, 104 miles from Jeruſalem, North-ward : it paſſeth 
through the Lake Samachoniten, and divideth it into two equal Parts; 
from thence, running thorow a great part of GaZi/ee, it falls into Ge: Sea 
ybe- 
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FF Tyberic, and there asit were divideth it into twoparts, it watereth that part 
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of Judea called Samaria; and about Eaſter, which is the beginning of that 
Harveſt, ic floweth over the Banks, and fruftifies many Countries lying 
near it: at length it falleth into the Lake Aſphaltites and there cndeth, 
about fourteen miles from Teryſalem, Eaſtward. So that from the firſt be- 
ginning of this River, to the end of ir, is ninety two miles. Ir is called 
Patah by the Hebrews, which ſignifieth ſwift and hidden ; becaule it riferh 
from a certain Well or Pit called Phiala, which is always full of Water, 
but from whence it ſpringeth is unknown. Toſs about Eafter paſſed upon 
dry ground through this Riyer, even then when it was fulleſt of Water, 
Tof. 3. So did Eliah and Eliſha, 2 Reg. Here Naaman the Leper waſl'd him- 
ſelf, 2 Reg. 5. Here Chriſt was baptiſed by S. John Baptii#, Mat. 3. Luke . 


Of Hazor. | 
HIS was a Town in the upper Ga/ie, belonging to the Tribe of Nep- 
thalt : it was the chief Hold and City of the King of the Canaanites, 
being diſtant from Jeruſalem eighty miles towards the North. This Joſha- 
4h deſtroyed with Fire and Sword. Deborah alſo the Prophercls, beſieged 
it, took it, and put Jabin the King thereot to Death._- In times paſt it was 
a very ſtrong City, as the Ruines thereof teſtifie. 


Of Siloh. 
Ih the City and Houſe of God, was ſcituate on a high Mountain in 
the Tribe of Ephraim, four miles and ſomewhat better from Jeruſalem 
towards the North. Here the Ark of the Covenant continued from the 
time that the T/rae/ites firſt entred into the Land of Canaan, till EZ the 
Prieſt ferch'd it thence; in whole time it was taken by the Philiftims, and 
he for very Grief therefore fell down and brake his Neck againſt a Stone, 
I Sam. 4. The Inhabitants hereabouts ſhew the Ruines of a certain Sepul- 
chre ſtanding upon the top of this Mount, where they ſay Samuel was bu- 
ried: but that cannot be true, for he was buried at Ramath, which now 
is called Arimathea. Therefore it ſeems to be cither the Ruines of Elz's Se- 
pulchre, who died miſerably in that place ; or elſe of the Houſe of the Lord, 
which many years paſt ſtood there. S:hilbh ſignifies happy and peaceable, 
being derived from Schatah, that is, to liye at caſe and in peace.

time Eſau dwelt : all which is 160 miles long, and 28'or 32 miles broad.

Thethird King dwelt in _—_— and was called Adoni-bezec, that is, a 
Lord of Righteouſneſs. T his King Foſhnah hanged at Makeda, Jof. 10.

EBORAH was the Wite of Lapidoth, and dwelt under a Palm-tree 
between Bethel and Ramath, in Mount Ephraim, eight miles from 
Feruſalem, towards the North : the Inhabitants rhereabouts ſhew 
this Tree even to this day. Barak, the Son of Abineam, a Noble 

Captain, lived in her time at Kades, a City of Refuge belonging to the 
Levites. She ſucceeded Ehud, in Ar. Myr. 2632. and before Chriſt,1336 years.

RES went firſt from Kades Naphtaili to the Palm-tree, where Deborah 
dwelt, being 84 miles. | 

From thence he went with Deborah back again to Kades, being eighty

From Kades, with 19900 men, they went to the Hill Thabor, thirty ſix 
miles. Here ( as Joſephus writeth, ib. Antiq. 4.) there fell ſuch a ſhower of 
Rain and Hail upon the Enemies of the 1/raelites, that through the extream 
violence thereof, they were diſperſed, and Siſera their Caprain conſtrained 
to leave his Chariot, and to fave himſelf b flight, never ſtaying rill he 
came to the Tabernacle of Fae7, the Wite of Hebar the Kenite, ſcituated in 
the Valley of Zaenaim, thirty ſ1x-miles from the foot of the Mountain Tha- 
bor; where being aſleep, by reaſon of his great Journey, Fae! ſtruck a Nail 
into the temple of his Head, ſo he died. | 

From thence Barak purſued the Enemies with great ſlaughter, to Haraſeth 
of the Gentiles, SOA in the upper Ga/ee, near to the Lake of Samachoni- 
ten, 28 miles. This.City is eighty miles from Feruſa/em towards the North.

4 IDEON being dead, Abime/ech his Son went from Ophra to Sichem 
which is ten miles, and there was choſen by the Citizens to ſuccee 
his father in the Government. 

From thence he went back to Ophra, which is ten miles, and there put to 
death his ſeventy Brethren, all Sons of Gideon, butby divers Concubines ;for 
God permitted Bigamze, but did not command ir. 

From Ophra he went ten miles into the Land of Sichem, and there wascho- 
ſen King, about the Year of the World 2712. 

From Sichem (which was the Sear of the Kingdom) he wentto Orhra,being 
ten miles, there he judged I/rael three Years. 

After that he went the third timeback to the Sichemites, which is ten miles, 
but they breaking promiſe with him, for very madneſs he cauſed the City to 
bedeſtroyed, and Salt to be Sown in the place, that ſo eyer after it might be- 
come Barren, accurſed, and unhabitable. 

From Sichem, he went with his Hoſt to Thebets or Thebez, which is two 
miles, whete he was mortally wounded oy a woman that flung a ſtone upon 
him at the Sicge of that Town, whereof he died, 7adg.g.

"2 was a City of the Phil:#ines, ſcituated upon the ſhore of the Medi- 
terranean Sea, {ome thirty miles from Jeruſalem Weſtward, and to 
this day retaineth the figure of half a Circle: it raketh the name from an 
ignomtinious Fire, being derived of Eſp and Katorn, an ignominious light. 


Of Gaza. 
Of this Town you may read in the Travels of Jonah. 


Of the River Soreck. 


FY was a very pleaſant River, upon the Bank whereof, grew great 
plenty of Vines and Palms, from whence it ſeemeth to have taken the 
Name; for Soreck in Hebrew ſignifieth a Myrtle Branch, which bringeth 
forth a pleaſant Berry whereof excellent Wine is made. It takes the be- 
ginning at a Fountain in the Tribe of Juda, ſome twelve miles from Jeru- 
falem, towards the Weſt, where there is a very fertile Valley, in which, 
Dalilah, that betrayed Sampſon dwelt : and from thence it runneth through 
the Land of the Philiftines, and falleth into the Med:terranean Sea. 


Of the Rock Eta. 
73 this Rock there was a Cave wherein Sampſon dwelt, as in a ſtrong 
\ Tower: it ſtood in the Tribe of Fuda, near to the River Soreck,, twelve 
mules from Jeruſalem, toward the _ and ſcemeth to take the Nm 
rom

from Fowls, for before that Sampſon inhabited there, a nwltitude of Fowls 


bred upon it, and therefore it was called Eta; for Aith ſignifies a Fowl. 
This Rock growing to decay was repaired again by eroboam, that Idola-

Of Sampſon. 


Q4n1/or or Schimpſon, according to the Hebrew Text, taking his Name 
from the Sun: for Schemes in Hebrew {ignifeth the Sun, and ſeemeth: 
to have ſome Afinity with Hercales, which fignifieth, The glory of the 
Air, for what can be ſaid to be the glory of the Air but the Lis t of the 
Sun, without which it would become exceeding dark? Wheretore, as ſome 
think, this Sampſon was the true Hercules; and thoſe noble Exploits that he 
did the Greciars attributed to their Herca/es. 


The typical Signification of Sampſon. 


HE typically repreſenteth Chriſt divers ways; firſt, in his Perſon, he was 
a mighty Man; ſecondly, in his Profefſion, he wasa Nazarite ; third- 
ly, in his Calling, he was a Prince and Judge ; fourthly, in his manner 
of living, for he went from place to place, to revenge himſelf upon the Ene- 
mies of God's People, the Children of 1/rael; and in his Death : eyen fo 
our Saviour Chriſt is that ſtrong man, who being mightier than the Devil, 
hath diſpoſſeſt him of his ryrannical Juriſdiftion over the Souls of Man- 
kind; hath taken away thoſe gates of Death, by his Mercy opening unto. 
us the door of Life, that ſo being {ct at Liberty from thar helliſh Impriſon- 
ment, we may be made Partakers of everlaſting Happineſs: he was alſo a 
Nazarite even from his Mothers Womb, born and bred there, tying him- 
{If to a Vow of Bondage, that we might be made free : he is a Prince for 
ever, and a Prieſt after the Order of Me{chiſedeck : during the continuance 
of his Life in this Vail of Miſery, his chiefeſt ACtions were to go from place 
to place, to teach, to do good, and to reſcue and relieve the. poor diſtreſ- 
ſed Members of the Church, who lay milcrably afflicted under the hands 
of Satan ; healing ſome, relieving others, and bringing a third fort into the 
ſtate of Grace: ſo that as Sampſon delivercd the T/raelites from the Bondage 
of the Philifines, Chriſt, our Prince and Judge, delivereth his from the Sla- 
yery of Satan; by his Death ſaving more Souls than in his Life. And there- 
by pulling down the ſtrong Buildings (the Temptations of Satan ) hath 
laid them level with the Ground, that they ſhall never be rcſtored again. 
And laſtly, after this Life ended, he ſhall be our Prince and Judge, and 
bring us to that place of Promiſe prepared for us in his eyerlaſting Kingdom,

this, becaule it ſtood fo far from Aid, was quickly conquered by the Danites, 
and by them uttcrly deſtroyed: it {ignifieth, a roaring or devouring Lyon. 
Bur after, being rebuilt by the Danrites, they called it Dar, and the Ca- 
naanites, Leſem Dan; being derived of Leſchem, which ſignifieth a 
Lyon. | |

HE Army of the Danites went from Zarea and Efhaol to Kirjath- 
| Jjearin, and there pitched their Tents; which is ſixteen miles, J#d.15. 
From thence they went to Mount Top ans to the houſe of Mz- 
_ cha, and took his carved Image and his Levite from him, which 

was cight miles, 7adg. 15. . 
From thence they went to Las, 194 miles. 

So all the Travels were 128 mules. 

Of Kirjath-jearim. 
K r1ath-jearim was a City of the Levites in the Tribe of Juda, upon the 
Borders of the Tribe of Benjamin, about a mile from Jeruſalen, 
Weſtward. It ſometime belonged to the Gibeonites, Foſh. 9. and ſignifies a 
City of the Deſart or Woods; being derived from Kirzath, which {ignifies 
a City, and Faar, a Wood or Forreſt. Here ſtood the Ark of the Covenant, 
after it had been in the Land of the Philiines ſeven months, and food in 
the houſe of Abinadab, whoſe Son, Eleazer, (becauſc he was of the Family of 
the Levites ) by conſent of the Children of Iſrael! was conſecrated Prieſt 
thereof, to attend and keep it: here it _ 7” torty eight Years, till Da-

vid fetched it thence with great Joy, 1 Sam. 7. & 2 Sam..6. 1 Chr. 14. Here 
Saul was anointed King by Sammel; here the Company. of the Prophets 
(that is, the Scholers of the- Wiſe) came down from the more eminent pla- 
ces where the Ark of God was, with holy Songs and Inſtruments of Mulick 

and the Spirit of the Lord came upon Saw, and he ſung and praiſed God 
with them. They called this the Hul of God, becauſe the Ark of the Co- 
venant ſtood in ic, 1 Sam. 10. Here Jonathan the Son of Sau! thruſt out a 
Garriſon of the Phitiftinis, which held this Town in Subjecion, 1 Sam. I4. 
Near to this place was the Valley l:ephaim or of the Gyants ; where David 
won a memorable Battel againit the Phih#ims, and purſned them with 
great Sjaughter even to the Plain of Perizim, 2 Sam. 15. 


The Travels of the Levite, whoſe Concubine the Inhabitants of Gibeon 
mojt wickedly abuſed. 


HIS Levite dwelt in Ramath in Mount Ephraim, from. whence he 

| went to Bethlehem Juda, which is ſixteen miles, to fetch back his 

*  Concubine, or rather his Wife, which was the Davghrer of a cer- 

tain Citizen in Beth/ehem, but a Bond-{ervant, nor free ; ſuch they 

called Concubines, becauſe they had neither the honour to- be Miſtreſs of 

the Houſe, neither could their Poſterity inherit the Lands or Goods of their 
Fathers, although before God they were lawful Wives, ade. 19. 

From Beth/ehem they returned back again on foot ro Jeruſalem, which 
then was called ebus, becauſe the Jebuftes inhabited there ; which is. ſix 
miles, Fudg. 19. : 

From thence they went to Gibeah, not far diſtant from the Ciry Gibeor, 
where after Saul kept his Royal Seat. 1 Sa. 22. Here the Gibeonites abuſed 
the Levite's Concubine : which was almoſt four miles. 

From thence he went home to his own City Ramath in Mount Ephraim, 
and there cut the dead Body of his Wife in twelve parts, and ſent them. 
throughour all the Tribes of 1ſrae/: which is cight miles. 

So all his Travels were thirty four miles. 


| Of Ramath. 
HIS was a City in Mount Ephraim, ſome eight miles from Jeruſalem 
' toward the North, and fignifieth a high and lofty City, being deri- 
ved of Rom, that is, It was high. This Town Bae/a King of Iſrae! would 
have fortified and repaired, after ir had been decayed ; but he was hindred 
by Benhadad King of the Syrians, that he could not finiſh what he had be- 
gun. There were many Towns and Cities of this Name, as Kamoth where 
Ahab dwelt, 1 Reg. 22. Ramathaim Sophin, or Arimathea, where the _ 
| phet 
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phet Samme/ dwelt, 1 $2m. 1. and there where the Ark of God ſtood, not 
far from Gibeah, was called Ramah alſo, Jadg. 19. There was another 
Ramath in the Tribe of Naphtali, Fof. 19. all of them being fo called be- 
cauſe they ſtood upon very high Mountains. 


The Travels of the Children of Iſrael when they fought againſ# the Benjamites. 


(for in the Enemies Land they could not aſſemble themſelves) the 


Rom Mzzpah in the Land of Gilead, where they appointed to meer, 
whole Army of the Iſraelites went tothe Ark of God in $hilo, which 


was about 48 miles. | 
From thence they went with their Army to Gibeah, where they loſt 
- 22990 of their men, which is rwo miles. 

From thence they returned to Shilo, and entreated God for Aid, which 
was two miles, Judg. 20. : 

From thence they went a ſecond time to Gibeah, and entred Bartel again 
with the Enemy ; but becauſe they truſted in their own Strength, therefore 
in this ſecond Expedition there were lain 18000 of their men ; which was 
two miles, 7udg. 29. | 

From thence the whole Army of the Iſraelites returned back again, and 
before the Lord in Shil lamented the Overthrow they had twice ſuſtain- 
ed, and with carneſt Prayers implored his Aid, that they might obtain 
the Viftory ; which was two miles, Jadg. 20. | | 

From thence they returned the third time to Gibeah, and rhere with great 
Expedition renewed the War; and becaule they truſted in God, and not to 
their own Strength, they pur to the Sword 25909 of the Benjumtes, and 
won a notable Vidtorv, Judg. 20. which was two miles. 

Having taken and burnt the Ciry of Gibeah with Fire, thcy returned. 
back unto the Town of Shit, which is two miles ; and there before the 
Lord they began to lament the Calamity of the Tribe of Benjamin, ſaying, 
Wherefore hath this thing happened, that one of the Tribes ſhould be rooted out 
before thee, Judg. 21. 

. From thence they went. to Fabes in Gilead, and beſieged and took ir, 

and deſtroyed it to: the Ground, which is fifty two miles. ; 
From rhence they returned back again to ShiÞb, and with: them brought 

499 Maids, which they gave to the Benjamites to be their Wives, Judg.21. 

which was fifty two miles. 

So all the Travels of the Children of I/rae/ were 164. miles.

The Travels of Elimelech, and hs Wife Naomi. 


Limelech and his Wife went from Bethlehem Juda, into the Land of 
the Moabites, where he died, which is forty miles. 
From thence ſhe returned with her Daughter-in-Law Ruth to Berh- 
them Judas, where Boaz married Rath ; which is forty miles. So 
their Travels were eighty miles. | 


The firſt Book of SAMUEL. 


The Travels of Hannah, the Mother of the Prophet Samuel. 


ER Husband Ekana and ſhe went from Ramathaim Sophim in 
Mount Ephraim to Shilo, the Houſe of the Lord, which was twelye 
miles; where, by carneſt Prayers, ſhe obtained of the Lord a Son, 
I Sam. I. 

From thence ſhe returned back again to Ramathaim Sophim, and there 
Samuet was born, 1 Sam. 1. which was twelve miles. 

From thence ſhe went to Sh1i/b, to preſent her Son before the Lord, and 
he remained there with EZ to ſerve God all-his Life, 1 Sam. 1. which is 
wwelve miles. 

From $Shil ſhe returned back again to her houſe, and bare Ekana a Son, 
and two Daughters more; which is twelve miles. | 

So all her Travels were forry eight miles. 


Of Ramathaim Sophim. 


His City ſtood in Mount Ephraim, not far from Lidda and Foppa, ſome 
ſixteen miles diſtant from Jeruſalem North-eaſtward ; and was ſome- 
times called Ramah. Here Joſeph (whoſe Addition was Arimathea ) dwelt, 
that demanded the Body of our Saviour to bury in his own Seputchre. Ir 
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the Prophets) becauſe there was an Academy or publick School of Prophets, 
which ſerved for the whole Land, in this City. At this day it is called b 


4 the Name of Ramath, having ſome Affinity to the ancient name Ramah. 


How the Ark of God was borne from jlace to place, after it was won from the 
Children of Iſrael by the Philiſtines, 1 Sam. 4- 5, 6 


PT HE two Sons of EZi the Prieſt, Hophni and Phineas, carried the Ark of 

the Lord to Ebenezer, which {1gnifies, the ſtone of my help; which was 
forty wwo miles, and is not far from Apheck, ſome forty eight miles from 
Jeruſalem Northward. Here the Ark of God was taken, and Hophni and 
Phineas died : old EZ allo broke his Neck at this time, about the ninety 
eighth Year of his Age, and the forticth of his Rule ; for he ruled from the 
time of Sampſon until then, 1 Sam. 4 This happened 4nmo Mundi, 2859. 
and before Chriſt 1117. The Prophet Samuel ſucceeded him in the Go- 
yernment of the Church, and ruled 40 Years. 

From Apheck the Philiftines carried it to Aſdod, or Azotus, and ſer it in 
the Temple of their God Dagor, but the Idol fell down in the Night, and 
a broken to pieces before the Ark of the Lord, 1 Sam. 4. which was 160 
miles. 

From thence to the City Gath, which was four miles. 

From Gath to the Sea-town Gaza, twelve miles. 

From Gaza to Ekron, thirty two miles. 

From Ekron, they placing it upon a new Cart drawn with two new milch 
Kine, it was brought back again to Bethſemes, which was twelve miles. 

From. thence it was carried to Kirjath-jearim, and placed in the houſe 
of Abinadab, where it was kept until David's time, who fetched it thence to 
Feruſalem with great Joy, about the Year of the World 2900, and before 
Chriſt 1068, which was two miles. 

So all the while the Ark was from Sh, it was carried hither and thither- 
ſome 276 mules. 


Of the Towns and Places to which the Ark of the Lord was carried, 


Of Apheck. 

Fils was a City of Samaria, alotted to the half Tribe of Manaſes, ſome- 
half a mile from 1/rae/ toward the South, and. forty four miles from: 
Jeruſalem Northward. It ſignifieth an impetuous orviolent At; being de- 
rived of Aphak, which is as much as, He worketh violently, or offereth 
Violence.. In this City, Benhadad King of the Syrians, going from one 
place to another to hide himſelf, was ar length conſtrained to fly to Ahab 
King of 1/rael, to faye his Life, and crave his Aid, 1 Reg. 20. hy 
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UF the places to which #he Ark of Goa was earrres. = © 
Of 4/dod, Aſealon, and Gaza, you may read before. 


Of Gath. 


HIS was a Haven Town (cituated upon the Banks of the Mediterranean 
Sea, diſtant from Jeruſalem thirty four miles toward the Weſt. Ic 
ſeemeth to take the name of the Abundance of V ines that grow thereabouts; 
for Gath ſignifieth a Preſs; or ſuch an Inſtrument wherewith Grapes are 
preſſed. This was Gotiah's Country. Here Achis, to whom David fled, 
goyerned, I Sam. 21, 27. and it is very like that all the Kings of this City 
were called Achis, as ſometime the Emperours of Rome were called Cz/ars. 
There were other Kings of the Phi/iftines that were allo called by this 
Name. 
Of Ekron. 
HIS alſo was a City of the Philiftines not far from the Mediterranean Seca, 
and near to Aſdod, ſome ſixteen miles from Feraſalem Weſtward. Ar 
this day it is but a ſmall Town, and called by the Name of Accaron, ha- 
ving ſome Affinity with the ancient Name Ekron. The Inhabitants of this 
Town worſhipped Baal-zebub for their God. It taketh the Name from Ex- 
tirpation, or ſuch a Town as Penitus diffruit, hath rooted out eyen the Foun- 
dation ; being derived of Akar, which ſignifieth, to extirpate. 


Of Bethſemes. 


HIS was a City of the Levites in the Tribe of Fula, of. 15. 21. four 
miles from Jeruſalem Weſtward ; and ſignifies, the-Houſe of the Sun, 
Of this you may read more before. 


The Travels of the Prophet Samuel. 


AmueP's Mother brought him from Arimathea to Shilo, being twelye 

miles, where he was to ſerve the Lord God all his Life. 

From Shils Samuel went to Mizpa in the Land of Gilead; forty eight 
miles. Here Samme/ called-a Congregation, and made a ſolemn Sacrifice 
unto the-Lord of a ſucking Lamb ; and the Lord at the ſame time thun- 
dred from Heaven, and diſperſed the Army of the Philitines, fo that they 
fled C3 Sam. 7. Do 

From Mizpa he went to Arimathea, 56 miles;. there he dwelt, and built 
an Altar unto the Lord, 1 Sam. 7. TAG | 

From thence he went yearly to Bethel, ſixteen miles, 11 Sam. 7. 

From Bethe! he went to Gizgal, tyvo miles, 1 Sam. 7. 

From Gilgal he went to Mzzpa in the Land of Gilead, thirty fix miles, 
I San. 7. WIT. 

Fram 
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From ___ he went again to Arimathea, 56 miles. Thither came unto 
him the Elders of the Children of Iſrael, deliring him to chuſe them a 
King, 1 Sam. 8. 

Therefore he went out of the Town of Arimathea, about ſixteen miles, 
to Ramath, which lieth in the Land of Ziph, not far from Bethlehem Eu- 
phrata, and there Samuel anointed Saul the Son of Kiſh to be their King, 
I Sam. 1O. 

From Ramath he went to Gzlgal, ſixteen miles. There he offered, and 
ſhewed Saul what he ſhould do, 1 Sam.10. 

From Gizgal hewent to Mizpah in the Land of Gilead, thirty ſix miles : 
there Saud, by caſting of Lots, was choſen King, 1 Sam. 19. 

From Mzizpah he returned to Arimathea, fitty {ix miles, 1 Sam. 10. 

From Arimathea he went to Bezeck, 44 miles, where Adozi-Bezeck was ta- 
ken, whoſe Fingers and Toes the Chilaren of 1/rae/ cut oft. There Samuel! 
and Saul cauſed an Army of Men to iflue out againſt the Children of 
Ammon, I Sam. II. 

From Befeck Samuel and Saul paſſed over Fordan to Fabes in Gilead, (ix- 
reen miles, and there overthrew Nahaz King of the Ammonites, and all his 
Hoſt, which done, Samuel ſaid unto the Souldiers, Let us now go unto Gilgal, 
and there renew the Kingdom. | 

From Fabes in Gilead he went to Gifgal, thirty fix miles. There Saul was 
placed in his throneRoyal, 1 Sam. 11. 

From Gi/zal Samuel went to Arimathea, which is twenty miles. 

From Arimathea he went again to Gi/pal, twenty miles, and there he ſharp- 
ly rebuked King Saul, becauſe he had offered a Sacrifice contrary to his 
command, I Sam IJ. | 

From Gi/zathe went to Gibeon, twelye miles, 1 Sam. 1}. 

From Gibeon he went to Arimathea, twelve miles. 

From Arimathea he went to Gilgal, twenty miles; there he rebuked King 
Saul, becauſe he did not wholly deſtroy the Amalekites, and Samuel himſel 
hewed the Body of Agag King ofthe Amalekites in pieces, 1 Sam. 16. 

From Gz/gal he went to Arimathea, twenty miles. | 

From Arimathea he went to Bethlehem, ſixteen miles, and there he anoin- 
red David King, I Sam. 16. 

Then he rerumed again to Arimathea, fixtcen miles, where he died, and 
was buried, 1 Sam. 28. 

So all the Travels of the Prophet Samuel were 364 miles. 


Of Arimathea, Mizpah, Ramath, and the reſt of the Towns mentioned 
in his Travels, you may read before. 
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The typical ſpgnification of Samuel. 


Amnet is. derived of Shemuel, that is, deſired of God : and was a Type of 
God the Father : For as Samuel anointed David, ſo God anointed his 


beloved Son with the Oil of Gladneſs, and of the Spirit, P/al. 45. Eſa. G1.

The Travels of King Saul. 


AUL went from the Town of Gibeon to Mount Ephraim, four miles, to 
ſeek his Fathers Aſles, in 4. Mund. 2879, and before Chriſt, 1 998. | 

From Mount Ephraim he paſſed through the Land of Salſa, tothe 
Borders of the Town of Sa/em, 12 miles. 

From $47em he went to the Land of Gemini in the Tribe of Benjamin, ſix- 
teen miles. 

From the Land of Gemini he went to Rama, four miles ; there by Samuel 
he was anointed King, 1 Sam. 10. This Town lay not far from Beth/ehem, 
and cloſe by it lay Rachels Graye. There certain men met with Saul in the 
Borders of Benjamin at Zelach, and ſhewed him that his Fathers Aſles were 
found ; which-was about a mile from Zeruſalem. | | 

From thence Saul went about two miles to Zitzah; there three men mer 
him ( that travelled to Bethe/) and gave him two Loaves of Bread, 
E Sam. IO. 

Then he came to the Mount of God, which is the Town of Kirjath- 
Jearim; there a company of Prophets mer him, and prophecied ; then the 
Spirit of God came upon SauZ, and he began. to prophecy : which was about 
{1x miles from Bethlehem. 

From Kirjath-jearim he went again to Gibeon, which is .four miles, 
L. Sam. 19. 

Then he went again from Gibeor to Gizgal, and there he offered, and $a- 
mmetſhewed him what he ſhould do : which is 12 miles, 1 Sam. 10. 

From Gilgal he went to Mizpa in the Land of Gilead, thirty ſix miles, 
where he was chofen King. 

From Mzzpa he went again to Gibeon, forty cight miles. 

From Gibeon he went to Beſeck, forty miles ; there he gathered certain 
Souldiers, and led them. againſt Nabo King of the Ammonites, I Sam. 11. 


From Beſeck he went with his Army to Jabes, ſixteen miles; there he 
- oyerthrew Nahas-with all his Hoſt. | 

'From Fabes in Gilead he went to Gifzal, thirty fix- miles. There he was 
placed in his Princely Seat, I Sam. I1. 

From Gi/gal he went to Michmas, four miles : there he ſent 3ooo men out 
of T/rae!, to his Son Fonathan to Gibeon, | 


From 
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From. Michmu he went to Gilgal with his Army, four miles. There he 
offered, for which Samuel rebuked him, 1 Sam. 13. 

From Gilgal he went to Mount Benjamin, about twelye miles, not far from 
Gibeon. 

From Gibeon he went to Michmwu, eight miles. There Jonathan overcame 
the Army of the Philiftines, 1 Sam. 14. 

From Michmas Sau! followed the Enemy to 4jabr, twelve miles. There 
he would have flain his Son Fonathar, becauſe he had eaten a little Honey, 
I Sam. I4. 

From 4ja/on he went to Gibeorn, four miles, where he kept Court. 

From Gibeon he went to the Land of the Moabites, 28 miles; which he 
overcame. I Sam. I4. 

From the Land of the Moabites he went into the Countrey of the Ammo- 
nites, 40 miles; which Countrey he overcame, and took in all their Towns. 
From the Land of the Ammonites he went to Gibeon, 69 miles, I Sam.15. 

From Gibeon he went into the Land of Edom, or Idumea (as it is com- 
monly called ) forty mules, and overcame all the Countrey. 

From Idumzea he returned again to Gibeor, forty miles. 

From Gibeor he went with an Army about 600 miles, to Zoba in Armenta, 
which he overcame, I Sam. I4. 

From the Kingdom of Zoba he returned to Gibeor, 600 miles.

Of Michmas. 


HIS was a City in Mount Ephraim, in the Borders of the Tribes of 
Benjamin and Manaſes, not far from 7ericho, ſome ten miles from 
eruſalem towards the North. Near to this City, Jonathan and his Armor- 
carer put the Army of the Philifmes to flight, 1 .Sam. 14. You may read 
of this Tm in E/d.2. Ta. 10. This wasa ſtrong City of the Moabites, and 
ſeemeth to take the Name of Kemoſch or Chamos, which was a God which 
they worſhipped in their Banquets and Meetings for Mirth: as Bacchus ome- 
time was amongſt- the Ronans. To this Idol Solomon built a Temple,

TT Kingdom of Zoba, which Foſerhus calleth Sophenam, was in Ar- 
 menia, near to the Mountains Antitaurus and Maſns, 699 miles from 
Feruſalen; towards. the North, extending it ſelf on both ſides of the River 
Euphrates. It was-a- very large, fruitful, and pleaſant Country, wherein 
inbabited many Kings. This place Saul conquered, and David retained 
it, I $47. 14. 2 Sam. 8. and fignifies an aſpiring Kingdom; being. derived. 
of Zabah, He hath aſpired. 


Of Carmel. 


Armel was a City in the Tribe of Judah, ſcituated in a fertile Moun- 
kd. tain, ſome eight miles from Hebron toward the Eaſt, but twelve 
miles 
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miles from Jerriſalem towards the South-weſt, in the Wilderneſs of Moar, 
where that tooliſh and covetous Fellow Nabal dwelt. - There is likewiſe an- 
other Town called by the ſame Name, in the Tribe of 1ſachar, not far 
from Ptolmais, which is upon the ſhore of the Mediterranean Sea, ſixty four 
miles from 7ernſa/em toward the North, ſtanding upon a Promontory 
which extenderh ir ſelf into the Ocean ; of which you may read, of. 19. 
= 4G. In this City the Prophets Elias and EZzeus dwelt, who put the 

rieſts of Baa/ to Death in that place, 1 Reg. 18. 2 Reg. 4. Carmel ſignifieth 
Spike, or a fertite Field bringing forth Vines, Herbs, and divers kinds of 
Flowers and Fruits; and is oft-rimes uſed tor a pleaſant place, Eſay 29. Ps $5, 
Fer. 24. There are a Sect of Monks, that of this Mountain are called Car- 
meſites, who built for themſelves an Abbey there cloſe by the Church of 
St. Maries, about the Year of the World 5179, and in the Year of our

\ Zekah and Socho were two Towns in the Tribe of Jadah, eight miles

—_ was a City of the Prieſts, in the Tribe of Benjamin, where Abime- 

tech, High-Prieſt of the 1/-ae/ites, dwelt ; who at ſuch time as David 
fled from Sau/, he gave him of the Shew-bread, and the Sword that he 
took from Goliah : tor the which cauſe, $24! commanded fourſcore and five 
Prieſts to be ſlain, and the City, with all the Inhabitants thereof, to be put 
to the Sword, 1 Sam. cap. 22. At this day ( as Bernard Brittenbaccss ſaith ) it 
is called Bethenopolis, and is in the way between Feruſalem ( from whence 
it is diſtant ſome ſixteen miles towards the North-eaſt ) and Dyoſpolim. It 
taketh the Name from Naba, which fignifieth, He hath propheſied. Of 
this you may read, 1 Sam. 20. 21, 22. and Eſay 10. 


Of Maon. 


— was a Town in the Wilderneſs of Jadzs, ſome 24 miles from 7e- 
ruſalem Southward, near Ziph and Carmel, where Saul had beſieged 
David and all his men, and would have either put them to the Sword, or 
taken them Captives. But the Phi/zfines on a ſudden invaded the Land, 
ſo that Saul was conſtrained to leave the Siege to oppoſe their Incurſions. It

fruitful place both of Vines and other Fruits: there alſo grew a kind of Bal-

into Z£gypt, and there made a pleaſant Garden, where now Chriſtians in- 
habit. There are yet {ome ſmall Stalks here and there of this Balſam to 
be found upon this Hill Ergedi, but the Saracens do not regard it, neither 
dwell any Chriſtians near to dreſs it, ſo that it groweth to decay. Engedi 
{ignifieth the Fountain or Well of a Goat or Lamb. Theſe Mountains are 
very high, and of a wondertul Nature ; in ſome places great ragged Rocks 
appearing, in others, plain and fruitful Vallies; inſomuch, as they are fear- 
ful and horrible to Strangers that behold them. 


Of Ziph. 
HIS was a Town in the Deſart of Ziph, placed in a certain Mountain 
not far from Hebron, in the Tribe of Judah, ſome twenty two miles 
from Jeruſalem towards the North-caſt, Foſh. 15. Unto this Delart (near to 
this City) David oft times reſorted, and art laſt was betrayed by the Inha- 
bitants of this Town. Ir ſeemeth that the Town and Wu1lderneſs took that 
Name of the abundance of Pitch that was found in it; for Z2rheth in He» 
brew ſignifieth Pitch. | 
Of Gilboa. 


HIS was a Mountain in the Tribe of Manaſeh, near to Sichem and 

_ Apheck, forty miles from rr on towards the North; it extendeth 
eight miles to the Ciry Bethſar, and two miles towards the North to Mourt 
Hermon. It ſeems to take the name from the bubling forth, or ſpringing 
up of Water; for the River K;/on begins at the-foot of this Mountain, and 
divides it {elf into divers parts until it cometh to the Hill Hermon, and 
then it runs into two principal Streams, the one paſſeth toward the Eaſt in- 
to the Sea of Galilee, the other to the Weſt, towards Carmel, and fo into 
the Mediterranean Sea. There be ſome that are of Opinion, that neither 
Rain nor Dew falls upon this Hill, becauſe when Saul was {lain David cur- 
ſed theſe Mountains, ſaying, Let neither Rain nor Dew fall upon you, O ye 


Mountains of Giiboa, becauſe the ftrong men of Iſrael were ſlain there, 2 Sam. 1. 


Bur this was but a figurative —_ whereby David would expreſs the 
greatneſs of his Sorrow; for Borchard#s, the Monk, ſpeaking of this Moun- 


rain, ſaith, That-as the was png upon it, there was: fuch a violent 


ſhower tcl], that he-was wet through his Cloaths, and the Waters in great 


abundance ran into the 'Vallies. And in the Year of our Lord 1283, fleep- 
ing upon this Hill on the Eve of All Saints, there was a great dew fell upon 
his Cloaths; only ſome parts of it were very ſtony and barren , as ate 
many other-Mountains in that-Country.

Of Bcthſan. 


HIS was 2 City in the Tribe of Manaſſes, between Bethidia and the Sea 
” of Galilee, ſome forty four miles from Jeruſalem towards the Notth, 
Fob. 17. It raketh the name from a Church-yard, or a place of Reit : tor 
B th 1gaitieth a Houſe, and Faſchar, he hath flept. Here Saw! killed him- 
ic!f, and the Philiftines cut oft his Head and fet ic upon the Wall of this 
Cirv. Attcrward, about St. Ferom!s time, Pto/omy called this Scyrhopols. 
You may rcad in the Second Book of the Macchabees, how it was the TT own 
ot the Scrthians ; tor the Scythians which dwelt ſome 800 miles from 7e- 
ruſalem towards the North, came with a great Army into the Holy Land, 
and by force won this City, and dwelt there; of whom it was called the 
Scythian Town. FJoſeph. in tb. 2. de Bell. Jud. cap. 18. remembreth a ſtrange 
Accident that hapned near this Town; for the Fews belieging it,there were 
of their own Nation that dwelt within the City, who (that they might make 
a ptivate Gain ) took wages of the Scythians to oppoſe their Brethren and 
Country-men: by which means, the Scythians got the better. Bur after a 
while, the Scythians conſidering that the number of the Jews was great, | 
and fearing ſome ſudden Inſurrection or Innovation, gave them warning 
to depart and leave the Town : they, though with great Grief, as being 
preſt with a two-fold neceſfity, ( their own Wants and the hatred of their 
Kindred) did fo, relying merely upon the Courteſic of Strangers. Bur, 
about ſome two days after, in the night time, the Inhabitants of Scythope- 
ls breaking out of the City unawares, fell upon them, and in recompence 
of their Kindneſs, put to the Sword ſome thirteen thouſand : many ſlain 
tinawares, ſome as they were cating, and moſt in their Sleep. After they | 
had committed this Maſſacre, they compaſſed about the Wood where they Þ| 
were, took away all their Subftance, and ſuffered not a Man to depart 
alive. Wherefore, one Simon the Son of a certain ancient and noble Citi- 
zen, called Saul, perceiving their preſent Miſery, and that there was no 
hope to eſcape imminent Dcath and utter Ruine, in a cruel and deſperate ! 
manner breaks out into theſe Words: O miſerable Wretch that I am, that 
againſt my own Conſcience have lift up theſe Impious Hands againſt my | 
Country, committing daily Maſlacres to | them, who at this day #1 


| hy violent hands upon all we have; die therefore, thou thar art oor pro- | 
| phanc, /, 
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> phane, and with thine own hands make an end of thy wretched Life, ſince 


thou doſt not deſerve to die honourably in the' face of the Enemy, but 
wretchedly in a corner, and for thine own offence. So ſoon as he had cnd- 
ed theſe words, he turned him abour with a fierce countenance, and falling 
upon his Father, Mother, Wite, and Children, pu them all to the Sword ; 
after, burnt his Goods; and to. make an end of the Tragedy, ran himſelt 
upon his own Weapon. Theſe things happened bur a little before Veſpaſian 
came into the Land of Judea. At this day this City Scythofois is called after 
theancient name Bethſan.

Wherefore- David went thence to the Town of Ziclag, which was twelve 
miles, 1 $42.27: and there inhabited one year and ſeyen months. 

From thence David went often towards the South, and made incurſions 
upon the Amalekites, waſting and deſtroying their Land which. lay in the 
Deſart of Sur, about-eighty miles diſtant from Ziclzg, and a hundred: and 
twenty miles from Jeruſa/ep: towards the South-weſt.

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* - From the Defart of Syr he returned back again unto Ziclig, which was 
_ - eighty mites, and ſent part of the Prey which he had gotten to the King of 
the Philitines; Of which you may read more, 1 Sam. 27. 

* From Ziclag David went with the Army of the Philiftines to fight againſt 
$441, eighty eight miles, even to Sunem : for the Philiftines pitched between 
Zefreel and Sunem, 1 Sam. 28, 29. 

Bur becauſe the Princes of the Philifines durſt not truſt him, therefore, 
by the conſent of 4chs their King, he returned back to Zicklag, eighty eight 
miles, 1 San. 29, 3 | 2 

Whilſt David was gone with the Phil/tines to fight againſt Iſrael, the 4- 
matlekites invaded Zic/ag, took it, and burnt it with fire, and carried away 
Ahinoam and Abigal (David's Wives) Captives. Wherefore, when David 
came to Ziclag, and perceived what had happened, with all ſpeed: he pur- 
ſued the Enemy ; and in the way as he went he found an Egyptian, who, a 
little before, the 4malzkites had left there, tecauſe he was unable to follow 
them. This Fgyttian guided David to the Tents of the Amalekites, who 
ſuſpeCting no ſuch evil, were making merry with the Booty that they had 
taken. But David with the reſt of his Company ſo manfully behaved them- 
ſelves, they gave the Amaltktes a ſudden overthrow : and, as it often hap- 

eneth to (S. as are negligent and careleſs, he took away from them their 
rmer Booty, and put moſt of them to the Sword. This Battelwas fought 
ſome eight or twelve miles from Zick/ag, as by the circumſtance of the Hi- 
ſtory may appear. | 
om this flaughter he returned back to Ziclag, being twelve miles, and 
repaired it; to every neighbouring City ſending a part of the prey. Here 
he had certain intelligence of the Succeſs of the Iſraebtes in their Wars 
againſt the Phz/;ines, and of the death of Sau7 and Jonathan, which he bit- 
terly lamented, 1 San. JO. 2 Sam..1. Theſe things happened in the tenth 
year after Samuel had anointed David King. 

From Ziclag he went to Hebron, a Metropolitan City of the Tribe 
of Judah, being a Town of. Refuge belonging to the Levites, which was 
ftxteen miles. 

At this time David.was.about the age of thirty years, and was anointed 
King by the Tribe of 7adah, in the year of the World 2891, and before 
Chriſt 1077. Here he kept his Court ſeven years and fix months.. From 
hence alfo he ſent Meſſengers to Zabes in Gilead, forty four miles, to figni- 
fie his gracious acceptance of that favour which they ſhewed. unto Saul, in 
burying of his Body: there, 2 Sam. 1. 1 Chr. 12. 

om Hebron David went. ta Jeruſalem, twenty wo miles, which then 
was called Jebus, being poſleſſed of the Jebujtes ;-but he won it with ſtrong 
hand, and thruſt them out of.it; and in Mount Sor ſer up the City Mall, 
which was afterward called the City of David,and ſignifics a — He 
cgan 
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began his Reign in Ferz/a/em in the thirty eighth year of his Age, and (c- 
venth of his Reign. .In this place alſo he ſer up his Houſe made of Cedar- 
wood, of which, Hram, King of Tyras, ſent him great Plenty from Mount 
Libanu, diſtant from thence, 104 miles, 2 Sam. 5. 1 Ch. 12. , 

From thence he went to the Valley of Rephaim, ſome three miles from 
Feruſalem, in the way that leadeth to the City of Beth/em, where he fought 
a memorable Fight againſt the Phil;fines, and overcame them ; for which 
cauſe, 1t was alſo called Baa/ Perizim, becauſe, by the Help and Affiſtance 
of Gad, . he had conquered the Army of the Philiftines, 1 Sam. 5. 

After he had diſperled the Enemies, he returned to Fernſalep:, which is 
four miles. 

The Philifines came the ſame Ycar into the Valley of Rephaim again, 
and pitched their Tents within three mules and a half wi Feruſalem : hn, the 
Lord gave David a fign, that when he heard a noiſe in the Mulberry-trees 
he ſhould ſet upon the Enemy; ſo David went forth, and cloſe by the Town 
of Geba and Kirjath-jearim, about two miles from Jeruſalem Woeſt-ward, he 
ſet yon the Enemy, - and gave them the ſecond Oyerthrow , 2 Samuel 5. 
I Chr. 15. 

From thence David followed the Enemy to Gaza, which was eighteen 
miles, 2 Sam. 5. in the tenth Year of his Reign from his firſt beginning in 
Hebron. David aflembled all the Princes, Prieſts, and chief men of T/rael, 
ro the number of one, which inhabited from Sechor till you come to 
Chemah, a City of Naphtali, at the foot of Mount Libans, even 163 miles 
off. Theſe men aſſembled themſelves in the City of Jeruſalem, and from 
thence, they with David, went to Kirjath-jearim, which was about a mile, 
to ferch the Ark of the Covenant irom thence into the City of David, 
1 Sam. 6. 1 Chr. 14- 

From Kirjath-jearim, David and all his Train returned back again to Je- 
ruſalem, which was about a mile; and they placed the Ark of the Lord 
in a new Cart, and cauſed it to be drawn with Oxen, which turned out 
of the way to the threſhing-floor of Nachon, where Vzza raſhly and inconfi- 
derately touching the Ark of God, contrary to the Divine Law, was pre- 
ſently ſlain by the Lord in the way, and that place was called Peri-Uza, 
that is, The Breach of Uza: for he was not of the Tribe of Aaron, to whom 
it was only lawfal to touch the Ark, and therefore the Lord ſtruck him 
that he died miſerably : wherefore David being terrified by this example of 
God's Severity, would not that day bring the-Ark of the Lord into Jeru- 
ſatem, but carried it to the Houſe of a certain Noble-man called Obed dom 
a Gittite, who dwelt not far from Jeruſalem ; but, when it was told David 
that the Lord bleffed the Houſe of Ohed Adom, and all his Family, becauſe 
the Ark was there, David went from Jeruſalem with a | rent multitude of 
People, ro the Houſe of 0bed Adom, who (as is faK before) dwelt ug far 
ot om 


from Fernſaler, (yet there are ſome that ſay he was au excellent Muſician 

in Feruſalem, and dwelt in Mount Acra, that is in the: lower City) and 

from thence David tetch'd the Ark of the Lord into the upper Citv, which - 

_ upon Mount $97; butI hold the other Opinion to be che more pro- 
able. 

When the Ark was carried by the Prieſts, David girt himſelf with a lin- 
nen Ephod, (which kind of Garment the Prieſts of the inferiour Order 
uſed to wear) and danced before ir, ſinging Plalms and Hymns to the 
praiſe and glory of God, and with great State brought it to the City of Je- 
raſalem, with the ſound of Trumpets and Inſtruments of Muſick, and pla- 
ced it in the middle of the Tabernacle, which they had curiouſly erected 
in Mount Sor, in the upper City, which was allo called the Ciry of David. 
This bapned in the tenth year of his Reign; at which time, Michal, Saul's 
Daughter, deſpiſed him in her Heart, and laughed at him: but God gave 
her a due Recompence, as you may read, 2 Sam. 6. and him a juſt Re- 
ward ; for, he promiſed by the Prophet Nathar, "That of his Poſteriry and 
Blood the King of Kings and Saviour of the World ſhould be born. | 

In the Year following, David invaded the Land of the Philiines, and 
the Ciry of Gath, which with ſtrong hand he won: this was thirty: four 
miles from Jern/alen: 

From thence he returned back to Jeruſa/em, 34 miles. . 

In the twelfth Year of his Reign he afflifted the Moatites with cruel War, . 
and deſtroyed two of their Armics with the Sword, and the reſt of the mul- 
titude he made Tributary; which was 24 miles, 2 Sam. 8.. 1 Chr. g..

After Davrd had won theſe two memorable ViQorics near Euphrates, he 
went thence with all bis Army towards the South, and invaded the Land 
of Syria; in which Journey, Foram the Son of Tohi, King of Antiochia, 
(which City at this time was called Hemath) mer David with Gifts and Pre- 
ſents in the Name of his Father, returning him many Thanks becauſe he 
had deſtroyed the common Enemy Hadad-Ezer, and by ſtrong hand ſub- 
dued and quelled the Fury of that mighty Tyrant, who was allo a troublc 
and vexation to the Kingdom of Antiochia. David entertained this Meſſage 
kindly, and thankfully received his Gifts, (which was of Gold, Silver, and 
fine Bra&) and fo gave Foram an acceptable Diſpatch, and from thence 
with his Army went to Damaſcus, the Metropolitan City of Syria, where, 
in the Valley of Salt, he got a great Victory, in which 18999 Syrians were 
Nin, and ſoon after, the City of Damaſcus taken; in which, David placed 
a Garriſon, and compelled them to pay Tribute, 2 Sam. 8. This was diſtant 
from the Kingdom of Soba 52D miles. 

From Damaſcus he went with his Army into the Land of the Ammonites, 
199 miles, in the way that leadeth out of Syria to Feruſaulem, all which he 
conquered, and all the Cicies and Towns thereabouts, and compelled them 
to pay Tribute, 2 Sam. 8. 

os thence he returned to Jeruſalem, which was ſixty miles, and all 
the _ that he had gotten in his Journey he dedicated unto the Lord, 
2 Sam. 0. _ | 

A while after, he, with his Army, made an Incurſion into the Land of 
Idumea, and compelled the Inhabitants to pay Tribute. Moreover, he de- 
ſtroyed the City of Midiar, the Metropolitan of that Country ; of which . 
you may read before: it was diſtant from Feruſalem 169 miles towards the 
South. So that the extent of David's Kingdom, from the North to the 
South, was 809 miles; even from the way wy of Soba to the Red Sea; and 
from the Eaſt to the Welt 120 miles; from Tyrus and Sydon reaching to 
Damaſcus. Thus by the ſingular Bleſſing of God he obtained a ſpacious 
and powerful Empire, 1 Savz. 8. 1 Reg. 11. 1 Chr. 19. He made his Expc- 
dition into Idumea about the fourteenth year of his Reign. 

From Midian in Idamea, he returned with great Glory and Praiſe to Fe- 
ruſalem, which was 160 mules. 

In the fourteenth year of his Reign, and in the year of the World 2994, 
and before Chriſt 1064, Nahas, King of -rhe Ammonites, died, and Haron 
his Son ſucceeded him : this Man contemptuouſly abuſed the Meſſengers of 
David, 2 Sam. 19. and to juſtific that Injury, he | qe an Army out of

to be flain. This was kept ſecret, till the Lord, by Nathan ſharply repre- 
heads him, lays before him what he was, and what his preſent eſtate is, from 
whence that came, and then concludes, that he is moſt-unthankful, care- 
leſs, and negligent towards God and Man, in commirting thoſe-Inlolencies; 
neither left he there, bur told him that God would ſeverely puniſh him for 
his Offence, which atter happened as you may read, 1 $4.11,12-14,17. D4- 
vid being niptin his Conſcience with this ſharp reprehenſ10n, fell into great La- 
mentation, the extremity of whoſe Pailions may yery well appear inthe Pe- 
nitential Pſalms, which at this time and ſoon after he wrote, and left to 
future Ages. ;

Nathan and Solomon, 1 Chr. }. Soon after this, Ammon defloured his Siſter 
Thamar : Not long after that, -his Son Abſalom killed his Brother Ammon, 
. being then about eighteen years of age ; which David took fo hei- 
nouſly, that he would not fafter him to come into his fight for three 
years, 2 Sam. 13. Then Joab, by the ſubtilty of the Woman of Tckoa, 
reconciled him to the King his Father : yer nevertheleſs, he came not 
to his Court of two years after ; This Abſalom was a goodly man, affable, for 
which cauſe, even at that time, the'People began to affe& him. 

Afterward, in the year of the World 2959, and before Chriſt 1408, 4b- 
Jalom being then about twenty five years of Age, moved Sedition againſt 
his Father. A matter remarkable, that although he had {lain his own Brother, 
being diſgraced and abſent from the Courr almoſt five years, yet within 
ſhorr time after, he fo ſtrongly united the Aﬀettion of the People to him, 
that he conſtrained David (ſtanding in fear of his greatneſs) all his former 
Ags.and worthy ViRories Eng to forſake his own City, _

From thence he went to __— fourteen miles, where the Prieſts Jona- 
than and Ahinaaz brought him certain Intelligence of that wicked and per- 
verſe Counſel of Achitophel, a man in thole times famous for his Wiſdom, 
but perfidious in his Actions, as commonly ſuch are that hope after Ho- 
nours, or ſeek to benefit themſelves by Innovation and Change. 

After he had Intelligence hereof, he went over Jordan with thoſe few men 
that he had, and with all poſhble ſpeed went to Bethabara, ſome- 16. miles 
from Jernſalem toward the North-eaſt. At this place Joſhnah led the Chil- 
dren of 1/rae/ through Jordan on dry ground, of. 3. 4. and here Fohr the- 
Baptiſt taught, and baptized Chriſt. Mar. 1. and Luke 3. | 

From thence he went ro Makanaim, which is 28 miles, where he - ſent 
forth his Army by bands againſt 4b/am, who at this time had aſſembled 
a great Hoſt near the Wood Ephraim, not far from that place where 7Jo- 
ſua won a- memorable Bartel againſt the Canaanites ; and that the place 
might be made more famous, David's men, though few in number, gave 
Abſalon and his Hoſt as great.

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From thence he went to Jernſalem, being twelve miles, in the ſame year 
that he was exiled by his Son,whichwas about the thirteenth year of his reign. 
The next year, Seba the Son of Bicri, takin g example of 4b/Jabbm, and 
obſerving the mutability of the Peoples AﬀeRions, moved a Sediticn againſt 
David, but Joab his Captain,overcame him, 2 Sam.20. Afer this therefollow- 
ed three years of Famine. About the end of the third year of Famine, and 
in the thirty fourth year of his Reign, David went to Fabes Gilead, which 
was fifty rwo miles, to fetch the bones of Saul and Forathan, to bury them 
in the Sepulchre of his Fathers, 2 Sam. 21. 

From Fabes in Gilead, David brought the Bones and Relicks of King Saud, 
and Jonathan his Son, to Gibeah of Saul, which was, 52 miles, and there he 
honourably buried them in the Sepulchre of his Father Kiſh, 2 Sam. 21.

Of Bahurim: 


Aburim was a Town in the Tribe of Benjamin, a mile and ſomerhing 

more from Feruſalem, towards the North-eaſt. To this place Phattie/ 
tollowed his Wite Michael, 2 Sam. 3. Here alſo Shimei curſed David, 2 Sam. 
16. Ar this time it is a fair Caſtle, ſtrongly fortified, ſtanding in a high 
place. Near unto it, in the Valley, juſt in the Kings way, there is a ſtone 
called B»hen, taking that name of Bohen the Son of Reuben, and-is of #1 ex 
craordinary greatneſs, ſhining like unto Marble. Of this you may read 
in the 15th of _ Bahurim or Bachurim, ſignifies, a City of EleCtors, 
being derived of Bachar,to elect or chuſe.

| Þ orx isas much as to ſay, my dear; my beloved,my choſen one : being derived 
of Dod, which ſignifies, a friend or beloved. Forwhich cauſe, he was

How David was a Type of Chriſt. 


Da repreſented Chriſt divers ways; Firſt in his Name, (he was beloved.) 
_YP So God teſtifies of Chriſt, This is my beloved Son in whom IT am well 
pleaſed. Secondly, in the place of his Birth, he was born at Bethlehem, fo 
was Chriſt. Thirdly, in his'mployment, he was a Shepheard; ſo was Chriſt: 
FT am the true Shepheard, for a good Shepheard giveth his Life for his Sheep,&c. 
Fourthly,in his Muſick ; David was cunning upon the Harp;and by that com- 
forted the afflicted Spiritof Sav7: ſo Chriſt,by the Maſick and Harmony of his 
Doftrine ( the glad ridings of Salvation ) comforteth the afflifted Members of 
hisChurch. Fifthly, David got his Glory and preferment ty the death of 
Gotiah : ſo Chriſt was glorified by conquering Death and the Devil. Sixthly, 


D4vid was perſecuted by $41, and purſued fromoneplaceto another, ſo = 
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lafety ; ſo Chriſt was perſecuted by his 
own Country-men the Fews,ſhut out from the Society of Man ; and.as he ſaid, 
Mat.8.The Foxes have HoPs, and the Birds\have Nefts ; but the Son of Man 
hath not where to hide his head. Seventhly, inthe dangers that David (uſtain- 
ed, by Gods providence he was mercitully delivered : fo Chriſt was incloſed 
and-in danger of the Fews at Nazareth, Luke 4. in Jeruſalem; in the Temple 
alſo, Joh.8, but he eſcaped them all, becauſe then his time was not come, Jo.7.8.

It was the Metropolitan 
Ciry of all Syria, not far from Euphrates, ſome 388 miles from Feruſalen 
North-Eaſtward ; and, as Pinyſaith, &b.. cap.25. although it lay berwixt 
ewwo mighty Empires, Rome and Parthia, yet it was ſubxCtto neither; fairly 
ſcituated, a Free City, adorned with fair and ſumptuous Buildings, and con-

Ir is 
reported, That Pyrrhus King of the Epirots had one of them, wherein was 
lively repreſented the Nine Muſes, and Apollo playing on the Viol, por- 
trayed by natural Stains and Colouts, ſo artificially, as if they had been 
done by ſome curious Work-man. Of this Stone you may read more in 
Pliny, i. 37. ca. 1. 10. 1t was firſt found in Achates a River of Sici/ia,whence 
it took the Name. Afterward in 1nd:a or Phrygia, and of the Hebrews was 
called Scheba or Saba. In this City that Queen dwelt who came to hear 
Solomor?s Wiſdom, and gave him tor a Preſent 120 Talents of pure Gold, 
which at three poundsat ounce comes to 279900 pn Sterling. After= 
wards Cambyſes King of Per/ia over-came it and all the Country round about 
it, and after his Siſters Name called it Meroes. Ir is a ſtately City to this 
day, ſcituated in a plain Country, and compaſſed about with the River 
Niu, like an Ifland, being now called E//aba, haying ſome affinity to the 
ancient Name Saba. 

The Inhabitants of this Town go naked, all but their oy Parts, which 
they cover either with Silk, Cotton, or ſome more coſtly matter; and are 
of a black Colour, which as ſomethink, hapneth by reaſon of the extream 
Heat. The Land alſo is maryellouſly ſcorched, and turned in many pla- 
ces to Sand and Duſt : fo that the Country is thereby wonderful barren. 

About Meroes or Saba, which is made fruitful by the Inundation of Nz4, 
there is found plenty of Salt, Braſs, Iron, and ſome precious Stones. Their 
Sheep, Goats, Oxen, and other Cartel, are of leſs Stature than in other 
Countries. Their Dogs are very fierce and-cruel. 

In times paſt there were mighty Princes that had the Government and 
Command of it, and the Country round about it. Bur after (as P4ny faith, 
Gib. 6. cap. 29.) it was in the Jurifdiction and Government of Queens, who 
for their noble Reſolutions and Courage were called Candaces. oy rs 
whic 
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which name in Tiberius the Emperours time was famous, both for the extent 
of her Dominions ( in which ſhe exceeded all the reſt of her predeceflors) as 
alſo in regard of her manly preſence and noble Spirit. The Eunuch which 

Philip baptized, 4#s 8. was TI reaſurer or Chamberlain to this Queen : and 

. it isto bethought, by him the Dodtrine ofthe Goſpel of Chriſt was firſt made 

© known in Saba, and inthe Country of Athiopia ; which afterwards was more 

largely propagated and diſperſed by the Eyangeliſt Sc. Matthew, who taught 
there. 

This Ciry lyeth to the longitnde of 61 degrees and Jo ſcruples, and in the 
elevation of the Pole Artick to the Larirude ſixteen Degrees and twenty five 
Scruples. So that it ſeems, the Inhabitants have two Winters and two Sum- 
mers, or rather a continual Summer, becauſe their Winter is much hotter 
than our Summer. But-when the Sun attaineth to the fifteenth Degree of 
Taurws and Leo, andin the Dog-days, it then lyes perpendicularover that 
Country, and neither their Bodies nor Houles give any ſhadows. 

In the fixry firſt of E/ay it is ſaid, They ſhall come from Saba, and bring 
Gold and Frankincence to praiſe the Lord. From-whence ſome have concluded, 
that thole Wile men which came unto the Child Jeſus, and brought Gold, 
Frankincence, and Myrrh, were Zthiopians, and came thence. Bur this 
agreeth not well with the words of Matthew, ca. 2. where it is written, that the 
wiſe men came out of the Eaſt, that is, fromthe riſing of the Sun, to Feruſa- 
lem. For Saba, according to our Sayiours words, Mat.12. lieth towards the 
South ; for he ſaith, The @een of the South (thatis, of Saba) (hall come forth 
in the day of Judgment againſt this Generation, and condemn it, for ſhe came 
from the end of the World to hear the Wiſdom of Solomon, &c. But if Saba 
lye upon the South, as here it plainly appearerh, then ic muſt needs follow 
oy came not thence, but rather from-Per/ia, which from Jeruſalem lyes Eaſt- 
ward. For at Suſa, the Metropolis of that Country, there was an Academy 
forthe whole Kingdom in which were chiefly adied Divinity, the Ma- 
thematicks, and Hiſtory. So thar it is likely, by-their Art they mightatrain 
to the Ln of this Divine Myſtery, and trom thence come to 7eru- 
falem, which was 520 miles Eaſtward. Therefore this place of the Propher 
Eſay 1s rather to be referred to the propagation of the Church through the 
_ World, where ſome of every Nation fhall bring Preſents unto the 

rd. - 

There is allo another Saba in 4ribia-Felix, ſo called from Zebathe Son of 
Ch, the Son of Cham, the Son of Noah; and it is diſtant: from FJeraſalem: | 

' 1248 miles rowards the South-Eaſt. In Hebrew it{ignifiesthe City of Drunk*- 
enneſs, or of Mirth; but with the Syrians, Antiquity. Some would have it 
in the Arabian Tongue to fignifie a Myſtery. Bur Sr. Ferom interprets it, 
to ſound their Converſion. It is the Metropolitan Ciry of 4rabia-Felix, 
and by Strabo, /;b.G. called Meriaba,, being (cituated in a.bigh and pleaſant 


Monntain full of fruitful "Trees. There: 
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There inhabireth in it the King of that Country (a mighty Prince) his 
Governours, and moſt of ſuch as have Authority under him. The Land is 
called the Kingdom of the Sabeans,but generally Arabia-Falix,becaule of the 
Fertility of the place; for it yieldeth twice every year great plenty of Frank- 
incence, Myrrh, Cinamon, Ballams, and other odoriferous Herbs. The Tree 
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; out of which this Myrrh cometh, is five Cubits high, hairy, and full of 


prickles, and when you cut rhe Bark, there cometh torth a bitter Gum, 
wherewith if you anoint a dead Body, it will continue long without rotting. 
The Frankincence alſo that is tound there droppeth from che Cedar-trees, 
like a glewy ſubſtance, and fo congealeth inro a Gum. This happeneth 
twice cyery year, and according unto the ſcaſon it changeth colour: in the 
Spring it 1s red, in theSummer white. This is the beft Frankincence in all 
Arabia-Fel:x. Through the whole Country there 1s a very deletable {mell, 
by reaſon of the Myrrh, Frankincence and Cinnamon, that is found in it; 
inſomuch, that if the Wind blows amongſt the trees, it carrieth the {mellun- 
to the Red Sea, and they that fail can eafily difcern the ſweerneſs ofthe Air. 
There is Gold alſo found there, very fine and pure, inſomuch as for the good- 
neſs of ir, it iscalled Arabian Gold. The Phenix is tound there, of which 
there is but one in the World. Pliny, 4b.9.cap.35. deſcribes her to be as big 
as an Eagle, with a liſt of Feathers like Gold about her Neck, the reſt are of 
a Purple colour ; therefore from Phenicia and the purple colour of her 
Wings ſhe is called Phenix. She hath a tuft of Feathers upon her head 
like unto a Crown. She liveth 660 years; at the end of which time ſhe build- 
eth her aNeſt of Cailia, Cinnamon,Calamus, and other precious Gums and 
Herbs, which theSun, by the extremity of the heat, and thewaving of her 
wings, fires; and ſhe taking delight in the ſweetneſs of the favour, hovers 
ſo long over it, that ſhe burneth her ſelf in her own Neſt. Within a while 
after, out of the Marrow of her Bones,and the Aſhesof her Body,there grow- 
eth a Worm, which by little and little increaſeth to ſome bignels, and after 
toa purple bird. Then her wings extend themſelyes to a fuil greatneſs, till 
ſuch time as ſhecometh to a perfect Phenix. 

This bird doth lively repreſent ourSaviour Chriſt, who only and alone 
is the true Megiah, and through whom we muſt expe& everlaſting lite, 
who in thefulneſs of time offered himſelf a Sacrifice upon the Croſs, {uſtain- 
ing the puniſhment of Sin at the time of his Paſſion, putting on a purple 
Robe, being all beſprinkled with hisown bloud, Ig. And as the Phanix 
is burnt in her own Neſt, ſo likewiſe was he conſumed in the fire of Gods 
wrath, according to that in Pſal. 22. My heart is become like melting wax 
in the midſt of my body. And asthe Phenix ofit ſelf begetteth another of the 
ſame kind; ſo Chriſt by the power of his Deity raiſed up his Body from the 
duſt of the Earth, and aſcended-up into Heaven a glorious Body, to fit at 
the right hand of his Father in that eyerlaſting Kingdom of Glory. _ 
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"Thus ( gentle 3; pan; I thought fit todeſcribe unto you theſe two Towns, 
that when you ſhall read ofthem in the holy Scripture (the one being in /- 
thiopia towards the South, the other in Arabia-Felix, and called Seba) you 
might diſcern the one from the other : of both which there is mention in the 
72 Pſalm, The Kings of the Seas and of the Iſles, ſhall bring preſents; the Kings 


of Saba and Seba, ſhall give Gifts.

and Euſebius, Nepher Cherres. He went from Memphis,the chict City of 

Feypt, with a great Army, 268 miles, even unto the Tribe of Ephraimard

NMIE-2m Sa great City in Zgypt, where commonly the Kings of that 
Countrey keep their Courts; and lyeth from Fernſolem 244 mules 

Sor. h-weſt-ward. This City was built a little before the Flood, but repaired 
and enlarged by a King called Ogdoo, who in love of his Dau hrer, after her 
Name, called ic Memphis. You may read of it in the ninth of Hoſes, called 
there by the name of Moph ;for thus be ſaith, The people of Iſrael are gone out of 
the land of Ephraim, becauſe of their Idolatry, into Aigypt: but Agypt ſhall 
gather them up, and Moph (thatis Memphis ) ſhall bury them. Moph, or Ma- 
pheth in this place fignifieth, a prodigious Wonder : but the reſt of the Pro- 
phers call ir Noph, for the fertility and pleafantneſs ofthe Country, as you may 
read, Eſay. 19. The Princes of Zoan are become fooliſh, and the Princes of 
Noph (or of Memphis ) are deceived. See alſo Jerom, 2. 44.46. Ezech. 30. 
in which places you may find it called after this name. Zoar is the City 
Tanis, where Moſes wrought all his Miracles: But Noph, or Moph, is this 
Memphis; a beautiful Town, large and ſpacious, ſcituated in the ſtrongeſt 
and profitableſt place in Agypt; divided into two parts by the River Nils, 
ſothat any kindof commodities or merchandize might with eaſe be brought 
thither by Water: for which cauſe = Kings of that Country (for the =—_

part ) kept their abiding there. Strabo faith, #b.17. that upon the Eaſt pare 
of this Ciry, thereſtandeth a Tower or Caſtle called Babyr, built by certain 
Babylonians, who taving their own Country, by the permittion of the Kings 
of Xgypt, dwelt there :.in after times there was placed a Garriſon in Ir, one 
of the three which were for the defence of Zyypr, and by Ptolomy was called 
Babylon, through both which, viz. Memphis and Babylon, N:tus paſſed ; the 
one ſtanding upon the Eaſt fide, the other upon the Welt. Zoan, or Tanis, 
ſtood about ſome four miles from this Town, and was a fair and ſpacious. 
City alſo, ſcituated towards the South, upon the Eaſt fide of Ni7zs, to which 
the Kings of that Country often reſorted ; and He/iopolss, another fair City, 
{ſtood ſome ſix miles off that, towards the North-Eaſt. All theſe four Towns 
were ſo wonderfully mhabited (by reaſon of their pleaſant and profitable 
ſcituarion)) that in proceſs of time they became all one City; and in this Age 
is called A/cazre, containing in Circuit fixty miles: ſo that it ſeemeth to Spe- 
&acors tobe like a _ repleniſhed with nothing but fair Houſes, good- 
Iy Churches, and ſtrong Towers; exceeding all the reſt of the Cities of #- 
2£ypt, as well for the beautifulneſs of the place, as the extent and largeneſs of 
it. Ir is reported, that in the year of our Lord 1476, there was ſuch an cx- 
treme Peſhlence un it, that there dyed 20000 a day, from whenee may be 
gathered, how infinitely it is peopled. Near to this Town ſtood the Py- 
ramides, which are held tobe one of the Wonders of. the Warld ( as Strabo 
faich, 4.17.) the height of one of them was 625 foot, and ſquare on cach 
fide 383 foot ; it was twenty yeatsa.building, a hundred thouſand Work- 
men employed about it - whence it may be ecalily gathered, how hard and 
difficult it was in thoſe times to.ger Stone (it being for the moſt part brought 
from Arabia ) andat what an exceffive*charge they wexe that ſet. them up.

Q_ the chief Seat and Metropolis of 1/rae/,was built by Omrijin Mount 
| Semer, 32 miles from Jeruſa/em towards the North, and took that name 
of Semer, who was Lord of that Mountain, of whom King Omribought it for 
two Talents of Silyer, which amounteth to 1200 Crowns. In this City, four- 
teen Kings of Iſrael kept their Courts, viz. Oni, who was the firſt Founder of 
it, 4hab, Ahazia, Fehoram, Jehu, Joachas, Joas, Jeroboam, Zacharias, Sallum, Me- 
nahem, Pekghia, Pekgh,and Hoſea, who was the laſt of theKings of Iſrae! that 
reigned in this City, and loſt it, rogether with his Liberty. Of all theſe Kings 
there were bur five that died naturally, for, the Lord being moyed to wrath 
by reaſon of their Impiety and Idolatry, either gave them up into the hands 
of Foreign Enemies, or by Civil War amongſt themſelves they cruelly rur- 
thered one another, untif ſuch time as the 4{jrians deſtroyed the Land, and 
and led the People captive. "Thus the Lord puniſhed with a ſharp and ſevere 
puniſhment this obſtinate Nation, becauſe they contemned the Adrionitions 
and Doftrines of the Prophets, amongſt which, Elas and Elizens were the 
chief.

SI TAETLSSER, after he had carried the Children of 1/rae! away captive 
kJ into 4ſjria, ſent (as it is ſaid) part of them into Media, and part of them 
into Per/;a, and fo dilperſed them here and there about the Country. Bur 
becauſe the Land of Iſrael, by reaſon of this Captivity, became deſolate 
and without Inhabitants, therefore he cauſed thoſe People which dwelt 
about the River Cutha in Perf to go thence, and dwell in Samaria, 
and in all the Country round about, to till the Land, and dreſs the 


Vines, leſt ſome other People, that were ſtrangers to his Government, _ 
uſu 
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The Travels of the People which came out of Aﬀyria, 171 
vſurp upon that Kingdom, it being thus without Inhabitants, Foſ.Z. Ant.g. 
Yor read of this alſo, 2 Reg.7. In whoſe place, and near to the Ga 
River of Cutha, a multitude of Jews, with great ſhame and griet were 
conſtrained to dwell. Healſo gathered a great multitude of other People out of 
Babylon, Hamath,or Antiochia, ſome out of his own Dominions of Aſſria, al- 
* ſo out of Medza, and the People of 4va and Sepharvatim, which People are 
mentioned, E/ay 37. and ſent them to inhabic in Samarze, and all the Cities 
and Countries round about, becaule it was a Fertile and pleaſant Country, 
and to detend it againſt the incurſions of ſtrangers. From whence may be 
gathered, that in this behalf, the Policy of this Emperour was much grear- 
cr than that of the Romans, tor the retaining of this Kingdom) but eſpecial- 
ly than that of Titus Veſpaſian;for he, having conquered the Land,waſted it and 
deſtroyed it with Fire and Sword, put thence the Inhabitants, and diſperſed 
them here and there, left the Country bare and naked, only a few Garriſons 
were placed in the ſtrongeſt Cities, to keep it to their uſe. Which not 
being able enough to oppole the incurſions of the Saracens, that in great 
Troops brake out of the Deſarts of A4rabia-Petrea, they ſoon loſt all that 
they had gotten; and the Turks joyning with them, they have now gained 
into their poſſeſſion that pleaſant and fruitful Land of Zudza, and inhabir 
therein eyen to. this day, to the great detriment and ſcandal of the 
Chriſtians. : DE 

But to return to the People ſent to inhabit this Kingdom, who, as they 
were of divers Nations, ſo werethey of divers Religions, and every Family 
had his particular God.

- After that, he came again from Damaſcus into the land of T/rael, with a 
reat Army, 129 miles; where he counſelled with his Captains and men of 
War, ſaying, Here and there will we incamp our {elyes. But the Prophet Eliſha 
diſcoyered their purpoſes, 2 Reg.6. 
Outof the Land of Tfrel he returned to Damaſens, which was 120 miles. 
From thence he returned again with his Army to Samaria, being 132-miles; 
which the ſecond time he beſieged ſo ſtraitly, that an Afes head was worth 
eighty pieces of Silver. Bur yet the Lord, at the fervent Prayers of Elizeus 
the Prophet, ſtruck ſuch afear and anguiſh among the Enemies, that Ber- 
hadad and his Army were conſtrained to fly, 2 Reg. 6. 
Being ſore troubled becauſe he was thus put to flight, he went to Dama- 
ſeus, which was 132 miles, and there,within a whileafter,died of grief,2 Reg.g. 
So all the Travels of King Benhadad were 1224 miles.

Hion ſigni- 
fies a Town of the Fountain, becaule it (tanderh near to the Town or Foun- 
tains from whence Jordan ifſueth.

E hg” Chineroth or Cineroth was the Metropolitan City of the Tribe of 
JK Nephtaly, ſeventy two miles from Feruſa/em Northward. Ir was ſcitua- 
ted -in a very fruitful and pleaſant place, and for that cauſe was fo called ; 
for Kinroth, being derived of Kirnor, ſignifiech Muſick or Mirth.

From Gath he went to Jeruſalem, thirty two miles, which he beſteged fo 
ſtreightly, that Joas King of Fadah was conſtrained to give him great abun- 
dance of Gold to raiſe his Siege and be gone, 2 Reg.12. 

From Jeruſalem he went to Damaſcus, which was about 160 miles. 

The laſt Journey that he went againſt the Iſraelites, was,when he beſieged 
Samaria, at which time he won many Cities and Towns round about in the 
m_ and made them Tributaries unto him, 2 Reg 13. which was 132 
miles. 

Having finiſhed this Expedition, hereturned back to Damaſeas, 132 miles, 
and there dyed and was buried. 

Soall the Travels ofHaſae! King of Syria, were 1384 miles. 

The Ciries of 4roer and Gath are deſcribed before; therefore I ſhall not need 


to ſpeak of them again inthis place. 
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The Travels of Benhadad, the ſecond of that name, King of Syria. 


His Benhadad was the Son of Haſael, and ſucceeded him in the Govyern- 
ment. He went from the City Damaſcus with a great Army, to Apheck,, 
which was 104 miles. This King was thre2 times one after another over- 
thrown by Joab King of Ifrae7, and loſt all chole Cities which Haſaethis Fa- 
ther had formerly conquered, 2 Reg.13. 
From Apheck he returned to Damaſcus, 194 miles, and there died. So both 
Journeys were 208 miles. ,

ESIN King of Syria went from Damaſcus, and joyning his Army 
with that of PekahKing of T/rae/they went to g—_—_ and ſtreight- 
ly beſieged Ahab King of Judah, 2 Reg.16. which was 160 miles.

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. The Travels of King Rehoboam,

thence the Jews out of it. c 

From Flath he went to Damaſeus, 280 miles, where he was ſlain by 
Tiglath Phulaſſer, that mighty King of the Aſjrians, who carried a great 
mulrirude of the Inhabitants of Damaſcus into the Country of Syrene, where 
they endured a miſcrable Exile, 2 Reg.16.

The Travels of the Kings of Jadah, which reigned in the City of 
Jeruſalem : azd firſt of the Travels of Rehoboam. 


began his Reign Anno mundi 2971, and before Chriſt 977. who by 
reaſon of his extream cruelty and threats ( following the counſel 
of his young Courtiers, rather than of his graye Senators ) theſame 
year loſt ten of the Tribes, tharfell from him and rebelled againſt him ; fo 
that he reigned over Judah and Benjamin ſeventeen years, 1 Reg.11.14. 

A little after the death of Solomon, he went to Sichem, thirty two mules, 
where he wag anointed and crowned King. But the ary tr that 
he carried himſelf very proudly and arrogantly, deſired him that he would 
eaſe them of the burden formerly impoſed upon them by his Father : ( for 
Solomon had ſet a certain Tax on every man, becauſe he was at extraord:- 
nary charges as long as the Temple was building ) but he, little regarding 
their requeſt, told them, That his little finger ſhould be heavier than the 
whole burthen of his Father : wherefore they, diſliking his Speech, fell all 
from him, except Benjamin and Judah. ; 

Wherefore the King, ſhunning the fury of the People, with all poſlible 
ſpeed went from Sichem ras back again, being thirty two miles. 
Then he fortified all the chiet Cities of Judah and Benjamin, 2 Chr.11. © 

Soall the Travels of Rehoboam were iixty four miles. | 
 Butheprincipally fortified fourteen Cities inthe Tribe of Judah, that with 
the more ſafety he might oppoſe his Enemy Jeroboam King of Iſrael; viz. 
Bethlehem, Etam, Thecoa, Bethzura, 4Adullam, Gath, Mareſa, Ziph, Adorai- 
im, Lachis, Afeca, Zarea, 4jatom and Hebron ; moſt of which Towns, and the 
memorable Actions done in them, are deſcribed in the former part of this 
Treatiſe. ” will therefore ſpeakonly of ſuch Towns as haye not as yet been 
mentioned.

It was ſcituated on the Borders of the Tribes of Juda and Dan, as St. Feron 
ſaith, in whoſe time the Ruines thereof were to be ſeen.

Of Bethzura. 


=— is a ſtrong Caſtle (often mentioned in the Hiſtory of the Maccha- 
bees ) {cituated on a Mountain ſome five Furlongs from Jeruſalem 
Southward, and fell by lot unto the Tribe of Jada. This Tower wag. as 
it were a Bulwark for the City of Jeruſalem, and ſtood in the way vs you 


go thence to Bethlem, and ſo to Gaza.

the 35th of his Age, to the {ixtieth. In the ſeventh year of his Reign, hey 


went from Jeruſalem to Samaria, which was 32 miles, to viſit his Kinſman, 
Ahab King of Iſrael: for Joram his Son, ſome ten years before, had married 
Athaliah, King Abab's Silter, 2 Reg. 8. 

From $4maria he went with 4habtothe War at Ramoth in Gilead, being 
twenty four miles, where Ahab was lain, 2 Reg. 22. 2 Chr. 18. 

From Rameth he went fafe from the Wars to Feruſalem, vyhich vyas for- 
ty cight miles. 

From Jeruſalem he vvent to the City of Beerſaba, the utmoſt bounds of his 
Kingdom, tovyards the South, to inſtru his People in the Lavy of the 


| Lord : forty tvyvo miles from Feruſalem, South-ward. 


From Beerſaba, paſſing through all his Kingdom, he came to Mount E- 
phraim, being forty eight miles, and the utmoſt bounds of his Kingdom 
Nonhheied, bein g ſome eight miles from Jeruſalem, 2 Chr. 1 9 | 

From Mount E;hraim he went to Jeruſalem, which was eight miles. Thus 
Jehoſaphat went through all his Dominions, to inſtru his SubjeRts in Piety, 
and the true Worſhip of God : in every City ordaining Judges ard Goyer- 
nours, Magiſtrates, Procurators and Aſleflors, committing to theirDilſcretion 
the deciding of all Controverſies; ſaying to them, Take heed what you do, for 
the Office you have taken upon you is not Humane, but Divine : and as you judge, 
fo ſhall you be judged ; for the Lord is with you in judgment. Wherefore do all 
things with diligence, and in the fear of the Lord ; for with the Lord there i no 
iniquity, nor reſpett of Perſons, neither taketh he any bribes. And he himſelf 
remained chict Judge in Jeruſa/zm, to whom any might appeal from the 
inferiour Judges,that ſo there might be a juſt end of Controverſies, 2 Chr.16. 

Afterward, Jehoſaphat went forth with his Army to Tecoa, fix miles from 
Feruſalem, where, by fervent Prayers, the ſounding of Trumpets, and other 
mulical Inſtruments, he obtained a memorable Barttel againſt rhe Moabites, 
Ammonites, and Idumeans; for the Lord turned the Weapons of them one 
againſtanother, and they wounded one another to the death. This fight hap- 

ned in a fair Valley between Tecoa and Engedi. So Fehoſaphat purſued the 

nemy for three days with great {laughter,and returned with a mighty ſpoil. 
This was called the Valley of Bleffing, becauſe of this great Vidtory at Tecoa, 
and began eight miles from Jeruſalem South-caftward, and extended it felt 


to the Tower of Engedi, near to the Bank of the Red Sea, twenty _ 
rom 
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From Engedi (out of the Valley of Bleſſing) Fehoſaphat and his Army re- 
turned to Jeruſalem, twenty miles, and went into the Temple, with Shalms 
Harps, Timbrels, and great Joy, thankfully A g Gods merciful 
Fayour toward him, in giving him ſo great a Viftory, 2 Chr. 20. But asthere 
is nothing in this Life that can be ſaid permanent ſo likewiſe the felicity of. 
Jehoſathat changes on a {udden, the froward and adyctſe frown of Adver- 
firy ſeiſing upon his Proſperity ; for, joyning with that wicked and impious 
King of 1/rae!, Ahaziah, upon condition to build a certain Navy of Ships 
at Ezeongaber, to fetch gold from Tharſhiſh, and other places in India, he 
diſplcaſed the Lord ; for which cauſe there aroſe a great Tempeſt, which 
brake down the Works, and deſtroyed the Navy. 

From Jeruſalem he went with Jehoram King of T/rael to war againſt the 
Moabites, and with them went the King of Idumea; fo paſſing through the 
Deſarts of Edom, they came to Mount Seir, and ſo went to Petra, the chief 
City of the King of the Moabites, diftant from Jeruſatem ſeyenty two miles, 
2 Reg. J. 

From Petra, Fehoſaphat returned to Feruſaem, ſeventy two miles, where he 
died, and was buried, 2 Reg. 22. 2 Chr. 21. So all the Travels of Jehoſaphat 
King of Fuda were three hundred ſeyenty two miles.

ORAM ſignifies, The exalted of the Lord. He was crowned King, (his 

Father yet living) at ſuch time as he made his Expedition againſt Meſz 

King of the Moabites, which happened about the fifth year of Jehoram 

Y King of 1/rael, An. Mundi, 3055, and before Chriſt, 913. He reigned 

with.his Father Jehoſaphat two years, and after his Deceaſe, fix. So Joram 

oraon cight _ oyer Judah, and when he was forty years old, died mi- 
crably, 2 Reg.S, 9. 

About the beginning of the ſecond year of this King's Reign, (which was 
the ſixth of Jehoram King of 1/rae/) EZ the Prophet was taken up into Hea- 
ven. About the beginning of his Reign, he went from Feruſalem ro Mount 
Seir, being twenty cight miles South-ward ; where he uſed ſuch extreme cru- 
elry toward the Edomites, which at this time were his Subje&ts, that ofa ſud- 
den they fell from him, and choſe them a King of their own, 2 a 

From 
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-From- the Mountain of Seir he returned to Jeruſaiem, which is twenty 
eight miles, and rhere cruelly pur to death his own Brothers. Bur God ftir- ' 
red up againſt him the Phi/ifimes and Arabians, who'broke into Fada, and 
deſtroyed it with: Fire arid: Sword. "They allo went to Feru/alem, and took 
thence all his Subſtance and Riches,pur his Children tothe Sword. all but Zoa- 
chas, which was alſo called 4haziah,or Ochorias ; and carried away his Wives 
captive into Arabia Felix, which is near unto Ethiopia 1209 miles. Then the 
Lord ſt rack him with an extream pain in his Bowels, of which, after two 
years, he died, and was buried without any Funeral-pomp, 'or honourable 
Reſpect, near to the King's Tower. A man unworthy to be buried in the 
Sepulchre of the reſt of the Kings, becauſe he ſo much degenerated from Da- 
vid his Predeceſlor, 2 Reg. 8. 2 Chr. 28. $o all the Travels of Foram were 


fifty ſix miles. 


The Travels of Ahaziah Kirg of Judah. 


Haziah (which alſo was called Fehoachas) ſucceeded his Father Jo- 
ram in the Government of Jadah, and began his Reign in the 
twelfth year of Fehoram King of Iſrael, Ann. Mund. 3962. and be- 
fore Chriſt, 906, and reigned one year, 1 Reg. 8. He went from 

on to Ramoth in Gilead, which is accounted forty eight mes: 
here he went to Battel with Jehoram King of 1/rael againſt the Syrians, 
2 Reg. 8. 2 Chr. 22. 

From Ramoth in Gilead he returned to. Jeruſalem, _ eight miles. 

Within a while after, he went back again to viſit his Kinſman, Jehoram 
King of Iſrael, to Fezreel, for he was wounded in the Bartel againſt Haſael, 
and lay there to be cured : which was forty eight miles. 

With Jehoram he went to meet Jehn, the Captain of the Hoſt, who ſhot. 
an Arrow, and wounded Fehoram, that he died in the Field of Naboth the 
Jezreelite. Wherefore Ahazzah, to fave his Lite, fled with all poſhble ſpeed, 
taking his way to the King's Garden, that ſtood cloſe by the Vineyard of 
Naboth the Jezreelite, not far from the City and Tower of Fezreel. But / v 
hu followed him foctoſe, that he wounded 'him as he aſcended up to a place 
called GUR, which fignifieth a Lions Whelp; near unto the Town which 
is called Jib/ea. Wherefore Ahaziah feeling himſelf hurt, went to Megiddo, 
four miles from. Zezree/, and near to ”— upon the Weſt. There (as

Son of that good King Fehoſaphar, when he was bur ſeventeen 

years of age : and after the death of 4zahiah ( who was ſlainabour 

the twenty third yearof his age) ſhe uſurped upon the Kingdom of 

Iſrael ( Anno Mundi, 3963, betore Chriſt, go5, ) and reigned with great Ty- 
ranny almoſt ſeven years : So ſoon as ſhe had obtained the Goyernment, 
ſhe cruelly and miſerably put to death the children of Ahazzah.and all thoſe 
that were next Heirs to the kingdom; only Foas who was ſaved by the polt- 
cy of Jehoſhabeath Siſtes to Ahaſiah,thar ſtole him from among the reſt ofthe 
King's Sons, and put him co Nurſe in her Bed-Chamber : arid he was with 
them in the Houſe of God f1x years; all which time A4thalia, raigned oyer the 
land. And in thyſeventh year, Jehojada waxed bold, and proclaimed Joas 
King, as being next Heir to the Crown, and anointed him in the Temple ; 
who after Athalia was ſlain,fucceeded in the Goyernment,2 Reg.1 1.2 Chron.23,

Kingof 1/rael, which was four miles, 2 Chron.25. 

From Bethſemes, Joas led Amaſiah back again to Jeruſalem captive, being 
four miles, 2 Reg.1 4. : 

From Feruſalem he-fled to the City of Lachis, which was twenty miles, and 
there was flain by his own Servants, 2 Chron.25. 

From Lachs his carkaſs was carried back again to ppm nules:- 
where it was buried in the City of David, 2 Reg. 14. 2 Chron.25.

Our of the Land of the 4mmonites he returned to Feruſalem, being ſixty 
miles. Bur now, being lift up with the Proſperity of Fortune, and not con- 
rent with his Regal Dignity,he endeavoured to havechicf Authority over the 
Prieſtsalſo: for which cauſe he wentinto that part of the Temple where the 
Altar of ſweet Incenſe ſtood ( where it was lawful for none 'to'go but the 
Prieſts ) and there took upon him to offer ſweet Incenſe ; bus as he 
was offering, the Lord ſtruck him with Leprofie, ſo that he was conſtrained 
to dwell ina houſe by himſelf ſeparated from the Congregation: and his Son 
Fotham governed in-his ſtead all the days of his Life.

called from an Inheritance or Poſlethon. He began his Reign in the ſecond ©

When this noble Prince had rebuilded and richly adorned the Houſe of 
the Lord, hewent from Feruſalemand invaded the Country ofthe Ammonites, 
( which was ſixty miles, ) conquered their King, and made the whole Land 
pay him Tribute, even a hundred Talents of Silver ofthe common weight, 
10990 meaſures of Wheat, and 10000 of Barley yearly. This Tribute 
continued three years. 

From the Land of the Ammonites he went back to Jeruſalem, which was 
ſixty miles; where, after he had adorned the Temple with many princely 
buildings, he dyed; about the one and fortieth year of his age, 2 Reg.15. 
Soall his Trayels were 120 mules.

He reigned wickedly 16 years, 2 Reg. 16.2 Chr. 28. For he was a notorious 
Hypocrice, who out of a perverſe Zeal, worfhipped many Idols, and 
burnt his Son in the Valley of Gehinnon, as an Offering unto Mobch ; 
wherefore he was unhappy in his Government; for God ſtirred up mighty 
enemies againſt, even Rejn. King of Syria, and Pekah King of Iſrael, who 
waſted and deſtroyed hisKingdom and{(ſtreightly beſieging Feryſalem)conquer- 
ed Ahaz in a great Battel, and put to the Sword 120000 of his men. After 
that Reſin, returned to E/ath, and took it: ſo that he loſt more then his 
Father had gotten. Where being ſtruck into a great tear by reaſon of theſe

where, win he ſaw. the Altar at Damaſeus to be very glorious, he (ent 

for Urijah the chief Prieſt, who took a patern thereof, and carried ir with him 
to Feruſalem, where he made an Altar like unto it, 2 Reg.16, 

rom D:zmaſcus he returned back again 160 miles.. Sohis Trayels were: 
320 miles. 

Bur yet 4haz continued in his perverſe Impiety and Idolatry, without any 
regard or fear of God, therefore he ſtirred up other Enemies againſt him, 
viz, the Idumeans, who took agreat multitude of them captive; and the Phi- 
liftines,who with their Army broke into the South part of the Tribe of Judah, 
and took theſe Cities following, viz. Bethſemes, Ajalon, Timnath, Socho, Gede- 
reth, and Gimſo, with their Villages. Theſe Cities forthe moſt part are men- 
tioned in the precedent Treatiſe, except Gederoth and Gimſo. Gederoth, com- 
monly called Gederothain, is diſtant from Jeruſalem. eight miles towards the 
South-Weſt, and ſtands near to the Caſtle of Emaus , being compaſſed abour 
with a Hedge,from whence itſcemethrto take the name; for Gadar is as much 
asto fay, he hath hedged about. Ginſo wasalſo- in the Tribe of 74d4h; bur 
in what place is not certainly known. Thus King A4h4z all the days of his 
Life did eyil in the fight of the Lord; for which,God puniſhed him and all the 
Land ; and in the fixteenthyear of his Reign he died,and was buried with his 
Fathers in the City of David.

Zckias ( which ſignifies the Champion of Jehovah) was born'when his 
Father was bur thirteen years of age, which made many Queſtions 
whether he ſhould ſucceed himas his lawtul Heir in his Kingdom, be- 
caule they doubted whether he was lawfully begotten. For if you do 

ob{rvye the order and courle of the years and.Chronologie in the Scripture, 
you ſhall find,thar fromthe a—_ of the thirteenth year ofthe age of Ahaxz, 
co the firſt year of the Reign of this King Fzekzas,make juſt twenty five years-: 
Ezekzas therefore began to reign after the death of his Father 4haz, about 
the cnd of the third year of Hoſea King of Iſrael, 2 Reg.19.Anmo mun.3222, be- 
fore Chriſt, 746, being then about twenty five years of age, a little before 
Eafter, as it appeareth, 2 Chron.29. He governed that Kingdom with great 
Commendations twenty nine years. The firſt Journey that hc took was 
from Jeruſalem to Gaza, which was forty four miles, there he overcame the 
Army of the Phil;tines, and recovered all thoſe Cities which his Father A4haz 
had loſt, according to that in the Prophet Eſay, cap.15. 2 Reg.18. 

From Gaza he rettirned «4 omg which was forty four miles; there 
he broke down the places for Idolatry, and the brazen Serpent made by Moſes 
in the Wilderneſs, and called it Nehyf#ar, a Brazen thing that hath nothing 
in it felt of a Divine nature, and could neither profit nor hurt, therefore 
ought not to be worſhipped. This Brazen Serpent was kept in memory of 
that Sign that God ſhewed unto the Children of 1/rac/ in the Deſart, when 
they were bitten and ſtung to death by fiery pan as looking upon this 
Brazen Serpent they were healed. Butnow becaule of the abuſe thereof by 
the Jews, which turned it into Idolatry, it broken to pieces, Nam.21. 
2 Reg.18. So allthe Travels of Ezechias were eighty eight miles. 

Inthe fourteenth year ofthe Reign of Ezekas,and in the _ eighth year 
of his age, Senacharib( that mighty Emiperour of the 4ſhrians) having taken. 
many T owns and Cities in the holy-Land, wonld have alſo beficged - Jeruſa- 
en, and for that purpoſe ſent from Lachs ( which was twenty miles diſtant 
from Jeruſalem ) Thartan, Rabſarim, and Rabſacha, three mighty Princes, 
Embaſſadors, with a great Train to attend them. Theſe men went abour 
che City, toſee in what part it was moſt ſubje& to battery, and might ca- 
fieſt begot : ſo when they came to the Conduit of the upper Pool,which is by

had heard what the Enemy had ſaid, called all the Elders of Jeruſalem _

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ther, and ſentfor I/aiahthe Prophet, the Son of Amos, and they went into the 
Temple of the Lord and prayed. herefore the Lord heard their Prayers, 
and ſent his Angel into the Camp of the Afjrians, and lo, in one night there 
wete ſlain 185999 men as they lay in their Tents before Gibeah ( which ar 
this time my beſieged) being diſtant from Jeruſalem, ſome ten miles towards 
the South-Weſt. T his great deliverance happen'd in the year of the World 
3253, and before Chriſt, 733. About the end of the thirty eighth year of the

N the ninth year of this Zedekiah { which was the laſt King of Judah) 
Nabuchadonezar began to beftege Jeruſalem, it being then Winter, 
Arino Mund: 3869, upon the tenth day ofthe tenth Month Tebeth. which 
an{wereth to the ſeyen and twentieth day of December, which day the 

Fews till now obſerved as a faſting day. The Siege continued eyen till the 
eleventh year of this King, Jerem.3g.5. 2 Reg.25. and upon the ninth day 
of the fourth MonthThamns, ( which agrecth with the tenth day of July) the 
City wastaken, and Zedekiah was put to flight. Upon the ſeventh day of 
the fifth Month 4b, Nabuzaradanchict Fe of the Army, wasſent back by 
Nabuchadonezar into Judea, where he deſtroyed and burned the houſes and 
buildings of the City of Jeruſalem, Jerem.52.upon the tenth day of the fifth 
Month, 4b, whichanſwereth to the ninth day of.

It may 
alſo be taken for that, when a man endeavoured with all ſpeed to execute a 
thing; which ſeems to reſemble the condition of Nimrod : for that in this

chiefeſt and greateſt in the World; alſo their Governour, the King of Kings.

Bibylom,according to the Opinion of Beroſus, was begun in Anno Mundi, 1788, 


which was 131 yearsafter the Flood, and before Chriſt, 2180.

This City wasthe faireſt in thoſe timesof all others, ſcituated in a 
ſpacious Plain, upon every ſide whereof there ſtood pleaſant Orchards and

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ſtrength and greatneſs, being fifty Cubirs thick, and 209 high, beautified 
within with goodly Buildings, fair Temples richly gilt with Gold, and won- 
derful ro look upon. Ir was in compals 389 Furlongs, as Strabo {aich, which 
make forty eight miles. Through it ran the River Exphrates, by which all 
things neceſlary were conycyed to the City ; without, it was compaſſed with: 
fair Dirches, fill'd with water like Rivers, andin the Wall there ſtood a hun- 
drcd Gates. Herodotus faith, that it was 480 Furlongs about, which make 
{ixt y miles Erg/iſh, bur that isnot ſo credible. 

The firſt Founder of this City was Nimrod, who in thoſe times was the 
chick Commander of the World. Ir is thought that he was.the Son of Cham, 
the Son of Noah; wholc name {1gnifics, a cruel Governour, or an unmerciful 
Tyrant. And that his Attions might be according to the fignification of 
his name, he is branded with mott perſpicious notes. of Cruelty, omitting no 
violent aftion whereby he might-inlarge his Dominions ;- incroachingupon 
other mens Goyernments.througha thirſty and ambirious deſire of Renown, 
without reſpeCt of Equity or. Humanity. And to add evil to evil, committed 
many outrages upon ſuch as were accounted good men, and-the Prieſts of 
the great God Jehovah, from whence there grew in hima more than humane 
reſolution, accounting himſelf in this World a God, and thorough this 
opinion grew into contempt of all good things ; compelling ſuch as were his 
SubjeRs and Vaſlalsto do him Worſhip and | ft as toa Divine Powers 
which, being ingrafied incothe hearrs of {uch as followed in ſucceeding Ages; 
they countenanced it with Authority.: from whence ir came to paſs,that he was 
inrolled into the number of their principal Gods,giving him the nameof $4- 
t4rn, whom the Hebrews called Sydormin, which elegantly. implyeth Saturn. 

Beroſus ſaith, that the Babylonian Jupiter ſucceeded this Nimrod, whoſe Au- 
thoricy I am willing to follow,to avoid prolixity. This man ſo much inlarged 
the City, that many in ſucceeding ages have attributed the foundation there- 
of unto him. Heruled over it ſixty one years. b 

After him ſucceeded Nirs, or, as ſome would have it, Nimrod the ſecond; 
who began his Reign Ammo Mund:, 1999, before Chriſt, 2061 : he did many 
worthy As during his life, and added to the Empire of Babylon many Pro- 
vinces; and after he had reigned fifty years, dyed, and was buried in Babylon. 

After him ſucceeded Semiramzs,his Wife, who took upon herthe Govyern- 
ment.of the Aſſjrian Empire, her 'Son-Ninas being then within age; and ſhe 
began her Government, 4mo Mundi, 1959 before Chriſt, 2009. She was- 
one of the manlieſt and reſolute Women that we read of, and performed as 
many. worthy and memorable Actions: This Queen built her Sepulchre 
over the moſt eminent Gate of Baby, in a: publick and perſpicious place, 
upon. which ſhe cauſed to be written in Golden letters, If hs be any King of 
Babylon that ſhall come after me, and ftand in need of Money, let him open this 
Sepulchre, and whatſoever he wanteth he hall find ; but before, it willnot be ow 

op. 


for him to touch it, This notwithſtanding, it continued till the Reign of 
Darius, who opened this Monument in hope to find what the _ 
imported ; but no Mony was there to be had, only within might plainly be 
ſeen ingraven other Letters to this effe&t : Unleſs thou hadit been unſatiably Co- 
vetous,thou wouldit never have otened the Graves of the Dead in hope of gain. T his 
Woman beautified Baby/on with many goodly Buildings, built up the Walls 
thereof, ſet a Bridge over Euphrates, made a beautiful Orchard and a Garden 
in it, b:autified it with many goodly Towersand Fortifications, added unto 
ir many Provinces and Governments : and after all, becauſe of her own 
laſcivious Appetite ( as.Sa7/uft ſaith ) was, murthered by. her Son Ninus, who 
{ucceeded her in the Governmenr. | 

There were many other, memorable things within this City, that were 
built before and after her time (as Herodotus ſaith ) as that great and mighty 
Tower before remembred, in which ſtood the Temple of B.e{us, and his Se- 
pulchre. Not far from that ſtood a Chappel,wherein was the Statue of Jupiter, 
all of pure Gold, worth #800. Talents of Gold. Withour that , : 
Chappel there ſtood an Altar of pure Gold, upon which they , _—_— = 
yearly offered 190990 Talents of Frankincenle. There was mwony,youmay 
another alſo ſomewhat leſs, upon which they uſed to offer their ſe after. 
Sacrifices ; for it was not lawful for them to offer any thing that 
had lite upon the greater Altar : there ſtood alſo in that place another Statue 
twelye cubirs high, all of pure Gold. 

This City was after taken by Cyras, the firſt Emperour of the Perſians, Ar. 
Mundi, 3432- before Chriſt, 536. in the ſeventieth year after the Captivity of 
Ifrael and Judah, according to the Prophecy of Jeremy; at which time the 
City was ſo great; that they which dwelt in the middle of it did not know that 
the Sacred entered within the Walls at the farther end :- which might 
happen, becauſe upon that day when it was taken the Babylmians celebrated 
a Feaſt unto Venus, in which uſing extraordinary diligence, they were leſs 
mindful of fuch things as hapned unto them. 

Thus: this-City, that with great Tranny had triumphed over the Nati- 
ons of the earth 6 the ſpace of 1609 years ( being ſo plentifully furniſhed 
with all things neceſſary for the maintenance of lite, that theInhabitanrs there- 
of contemfied all other People) was by God's permiſſion , for their pride and 

elumption, waſted and conſumed by. Cyrus, as you. have heard: and ſhort- 
| ly afterutterly deſtroyed by Xerxes, the fourth Emperour of the Perſians, 
and ſo continueth to this day, as Strabo ſaith. Where then, O World, is 
thy. Proſperity > or-Riches, thy glory? {ince in the onethou art conſumed, in. 
the other left deſolate. 


Of the Ruines of 01d Babylon that are extant at this day. 
dbybon-(which as you have heard. reigned over the Nations ofthe Earth 

EF like a Queen) at this day hath nothing to preſent you withall _ 
Pp. 
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194 The Travels of Phil Belochus King of Alyria, _ * 
heap of ſtones; out of the Ruins whereof there was built a lirtle Town, cloſe 
by where it ſtood, cailed Elgo, or Felugo, ſcituated upon the Bank of the 
River Euphrates. Not far trom which, it ſeems there is a profitable Harbour 
for Ships, where Merchants often timcs goa ſhore, and travel thence through 
many Woods and deſart places, unto Selexcia, which at this day is called 
by the Turks, Bagdeth, diſtant thence ſomethirty {1x miles, and is the utmoſt 
Town of the Turkih and Perſian Empircs towards the Eaſt, being divided in 
the midſt by the Kiycr Tygris. Some Merchants have reported, That the 
place where Babybn ſtood is become ſtony, untruitful, and unpleaſant, be- 
cauſc of the Ruins of the deſtroyed buildings which lye in the Earth. Alſo, 
That there is found a Tower built of a black ſtone,which to outward appear- 
ance ſeems to have been a very good]y houſe, high and cminenrt ; fo that 
vpon the cop thereof a man might have ſeenthrough the whole Cuy. This 
T ower the Inhabitants of Felygo call the Tower of Daniel, in which was the 
Chamber where he uſed to pray to the Lord three times a day, the Windows 
whercof looked towards Feruſalem, Dan.6. There is allo to be (cen divers 
Arches of the Bridge which Semirams built,ſtanding upon the River Eyphra- 
tes, and the foundation of the great Tower whoſe top ſhould have reached 
to Heaven; being in compaſs two miles, but not very high. Within the 
Ruins whereof are found-certain Serpents very noiſom and venemous, about 
the bigneſs of a Lizard, having three heads, and ſpect with divers colours, 
which the Inhabitants call Eglones. There are ſuch a mulcitude of them, 
that no man dares approach within half a mile of it any time but in the 
Winter ſeaſon, nor then neither bur for the ſpace of a Month ; in which time 
theſe Serpents for the extremiry of the cold are conſtrained to keep their 
holes. 'Thas, as this Tower was bateful to God in the beginning, ſo likewiſe 
hath he made it hurtful unto man evento this day.

Telat Phuliſer ſignihes, the Aſſyrian Conquerour. He was allo called 
Tiglath Philaſer,2 Reg.15. which n is attributed to him, eitherbe- 
cauſe he carried away the Chil Jren of rae! captives,or elle becaule of 
the Conqueſt that he had of all Ga/ize,and over the Tribe of Naph- 

taly,which he carried into Afyria. He ſucceeded his father Phul Belachus in the 
Government of the Aſrians, An.Mundi 3197. betore Chriſt 771. and reign- 
ed twenty five years. 

When Ren King of the Aſfſirians( joyning his Army with Pekah Son of 
Remalia King of mo j had ſtreightly beſteged Jeruſalem, 4haz was conſtrain- 
cd to crave aid ofthis Tig/ath Phulaſſer, _ ſent him great Preſents, which he 
accepted kindly,and brought his Army from Ninivehto Damaſens, 520 miles; 
where he put Ren, and the whole City to the Sword, 2 Reg.16. 

From Damaſcus he came with his Army intothe land of Iſrael, which was 
129 miles, where heovercame Pekh in a great Barrel (conquered all the land 
of Gilead and the tribe of Naphtaty, and put a great multitudeof the 1/rae/ttes 
Into perpetual Exile; 2 Reg.15. | 

From thence he went back to Niniveh, 649 miles. 

A little after this, I Phulaſſer went from Niniveh to Feruſalem, 
680 miles, where he ſo ſtreightly befieged that wicked King 4haz, that he 
was conſtrained to give him great abundance of Gold and S$ilyer to raiſe his 
Siege and be gone, 2 Chr.28. 

From Ferufulem he returned back to Niniveh, being 680 miles. So all 
his Travels were 6640 miles... 

n o the City Niniveh you may read after, in the Trayels of Jonas the 
ropher.

From S4maria he returned back again to Nzneveh, 652 miles. So all the 
Travels of Salmanaſſer King of the Afſjrians were 2698 miles. 


The Travels of Senacharib King of the Aſlyrians. 


He ſucceeded his Father Sa/1nanaſſer, An. Mund. 323 1. betore Chriſt, 

737. He reigned {even years. This man, imitating his Father, endca- 

voured to carry away the reſt of Gods People into Captivity : for which 
purpoſe he brought an Army from Nineveh to Lachtis, which was 709 miles, 
which Town he beſieged, and ſent his Princes to Jeruſalem, being twenty 
miles, where he blaſphemed the Lord : of which you may read more in the 
Hiſtory of King Hezekah. 

From Lachis he went to Libnah, eight miles. This was a ſtrong Hold, but 
he beſieged ir fo narrowly, that within a while afterhe had begun the Siege, 
hetook it. While he was before this Town, there came News, that Taracha 
King of the Ethiopians had invaded his Countrey. Wherefore he ſent the 
ſecond time Meſlengers to Fernſa/em. But the Lord was offended with their 
blaſphemy, wherefore he ſent his Angel, who in one Night deſtroyed 
I _ of his Army. 

his ſudden and unexpeCtedevil falling upon him, in a great fear he re- 
turned to Niniveh, 692 miles, where hewas ſlain by hisSons in the Temple. 
The fame of theſe things was ſo divulged abroad, that Herodotus, Þb.2. 
makes mention of them. So theſe three Journeys make 1499 miles.

Of Merodach, the fir# Emperour of the Babylonians. 


Erodach ſignifieth,a bitter repentance. He was the Son of Baladan, 
Prince of Babylon, who ruled at ſuch time as Senacharib had thar 


grievous overthrow in Judah. Wherefore taking advantage of 


the time, and the neceflity of that Prince, he rebelled againſt him 
and his Son Aſſarhaddon, taking upon him the abſolute command of the City 
and whole Empire. The beginning of whoſe Reign happened in the year 
of the World 3236, and before Chriſt 732. This Merodach ſent ro Jeruſa- 
lem wiſe and learned men with Gifts and Preſents to King Exzekiah, juſt in 
that year when the Sun went back ten Degrees, ro know the truth of this 


Miracle. For it was a cuſtom amongſt the Nations round about Feruſalem,- 
C itany thing happened teyond the expeRation of man ) to ſend thither to 


inquire the truth thereof. Such and fo Wiſe a People were the Jews eſtecm- 
cd in thoſe times, as may appear by divers places ofthe Holy Scripture. In 
the beginning of the twelfch year of this King, 4ſarhaddon Emperour of the 
Aſſrians died ; after whoſe death he became Emperour of all A4fjyria and 
Chaldea. He began to reign over that ſpatious Kingdom, Anno Mundi, 3247, 
before Chriſt 721, and reigned after that forty years.

[NETS or Nebachadonozor the Great, which Ptolomews callcth 


Nebupollaſſer, about the end of the third year of ow King of 

74dah (being a little before created Emperour, his Father yet living) 

came unto ; Toke , whch he beſieged fo {treightly, that hecon- 
ſtrained Joachimto pay him Tribute for thirry ſeven years. Beroſus ſaith, 
Lib. 3}. A little after, that is, 41mo Mundi 3344, before Chrift, 624, he was 
ſcnt againſt the Syrians, Phenicians, and A gyptiansthat rebelled. So he 
went with his Army from Babylon to Carchemis, a City of Sia, ſcituated 
near the River Euphrates, which was 280 miles. Here he overcame 
Pharaoh-Necho King of Xgypt in a great Batte], Jer. 46. Herod. hib.2. 

From Carchemis, he went to Jeruſalem, which was 4090 miles; here he took 
Danel and his companions captive, and brought them to Babylon. 

After, he went with his Army to Pelxfio, being 132 miles, which he took, 
conquered all the Land of AZgypt, put to death Pharaoh-Necho, and made 
_— his Son King inhis place. Jereniy the Prophcttold of this War, 
Cap.25.26. 

From Pelu/fo he returned to Baby/m, 855 miles. Within a while after, 
his Father died, and he ſucceeded in the Government, and rcigned forty 
three years. - 

In the eleventh year of Joachim King of Judah, he went again from Ba- 
bylon to Jeruſalem, which was 680 miles, and by policy took that City, and 
put Joachim the King thereof to death, according tothe Prophecy of Zeremy, 
cap. 22. 2. Kin. 24. | 

From thence ( after he had made Fechonias his Son King ) he returned 
back again to Baby/or, 680 miles. 

Abour three Months after, he went the third time back to Jeruſalem, 
680 miles; for he feared Fechonias would rebell and revenge the death of 

his Father Joachim. 2 Kin. 24. | 

In the eighth year of . his Reign he took Fechonias, Mardoche, and 3000 
other Jews of the Nobility, and carried them captive to Babylor, which was 
680 miles, 2 Kin. 24. 2 Chr. 36. Ffe. 2. 

Nine yearsafter, he came the fourth time to Jeruſalem, being 680: miles, 
and beſieged the City, becauſe of the Impiety and Rebellion of Zedekiah King 
thereof. During this Sicge he took divers Towns, but chiefly Lachis an 
Aſeka, Jer.34. — But 


But when he underſtood rhat Pharaoh was coming with an Army out of 
Egypt, to reſcue Zedekzah, hc-raiſed hisCamp, and went about eighty miles 
into the Countrey of Egypt ; which Pharaoh hearing, was abaſhed, and turned 
back again. In the abſence of this Emperour, Jeremy the Propher being then 
within the City, having foretold the Deſtruction thereof, would have fled 
thence for his better dafery, into the Tribe of Benjamin : but by the way he 
wastaken in the Gate of Benjamin, and caſt into Priſon, Fer. 7. 

Within a whileafter,according to the Prophecy of Jeremy, Nebuchadnezzar 
returned out of the Defart of Sar, whither he went to meet the Agyptians,be- 
ing eighty miles, and utterly deſtroyed the Ciry of Zeruſalem, carrying thence 
the Veſſels and Ornaments of the Temple to Babylon, 2 Kin.

From Tyrus he went to Zgypt, and /pailed 485 miles through that King- 
dom, conquering all theCountries and Provinces as he went along, even the 
Ammonites, the Moabites, Philifines, Idumeans, and Fgypt ic ſelf, all which 
Countries he made Tributary to him, 7/a.15, 16, 19. fer. 46, 47, 48, 49- 
Ez.25. 29. | 

From Z#gypt he returned to Babel,g60 miles. 

From that time, till his death, he was 'Emperour of all thoſe Kingdoms. 
In the ſecond year of his Empire, Dante! expounded-unto him his wonder- 
ful. Dream, under the ſtmilitude of an Image, ferting forth the condition of 
the four Monarchiesof the World, Dar. 2..Not longafter,he cauſed Sidrach, 
Miſack , and 4bednego tobe caft in a Fiery Furnace, becauſe they refuſed to 
worſhip the golden Image which he had ſet up; Dan. 3. Allo this Nebuchad- 
nezzar,for hisgreat Prideand Arrogancv. was by God ftracken [mad, and 
into-a deep-melancholy,'in which diſeaſe hecontinned for the ſpace of feven 
years, tied in Bonds and Chains,,rumning up ant! down like a'Beaſt, and 
ſeedingupon Graſsand'Roots; until. he cameto :underſtand, that God the 
Governour of Heaven and Earth, had the difpoſing of Kingdoms and Ge- 
vernments,;gtving them towhom he liſt, and 'again taking them away. Ar 
the end-of which time he was reſtored again-to his undetſtanding and Em- 
pire : and after beautifiedthe 'City: of Babylon with many goodly Buildings, 
fair Orchiards,and-pleafantplaces, as Jofep. &b.4nt.ro. faith. And when he 
had reigned forty-thuee yearsdied.,and was buried by his'Father in 'Bebyo, 
An. Mind: 3387. and before Chriſt 581. So all the Trayels of Neb:uchadono- 
xor , or Nebuchadnezzar, were 7892 miles.

Ir ſtands in Egypt, ſome 172 miles from Feruſalem 
South-weſtward, rear to the Gate of Ni/us called Pelafachus, where it fall- 
eth into the Mediterranean Sea. Not far from this City, in the Mountain 
Cafius, upon the Borders of 4rabia-Petrea (where the Temple of Jatiter Ca- 
{us ſtood) is to be ſeen the Tomb of Pompey the Great, beautified and 
adorned by Adrianus Ceſar, as Capitolinus ſaith. Art this day this City is. 
called by the name of Damiata. You may read-of it, Ezek, cap. JO. 


Of Tyrus, or Zor. 


T* rus {ignifieth Cheeſe, or to congeal together, as Cheeſe doth of milk; 
ſomething alluding to the Hebrew word Zor, ſignifying to make - 
ſtrait, or a Rock having a ſtrait-and ſharp Edge. It was the Metropolitan 
Ciry of Phenicia, now the Haven or Paſlage of Sur : but- in ancient time 
it was called Sarra, Ant. Gel. 1b, 14. tap. 6. It was. fcitnated upon a very 
high Rock, compaſled about with the Mediterranean Sea, 109 miles from 
I Northward, and a famous Mart Town for all the Holy Land. 

y. the deſcription of Ezekze/.it ſeems to have been like unto Venice, both 
in Scicuation and Dignity, Ez. 27. Jerem. 28. Eſay 27. 28. and many other 
Prophets-propheſied againſt this Town, ſaying, Our of the Land of Kithim 
(that. is, Loh Macedonia) the-Deſtroyer of Tyr«s ſhould come. As after 
hapned : for, Alexander the Great, King, of Macedon, befieged that Town, 
and in the ſeventh Month after took it; for the obtaining whereof; he was 
conſtrained to fill up the Sea which- compaſied it abour, containing 700 
Paces, and made it firm Land for his Army to: paſs upon to: the Walls of 
the City. In this Country that famous. Civilian U/pian was: born, as he 
writeth, /1b. 1. f. de Cenibu. And upon- the Borders of Tyra and Sidon 
Chriſt cured the Daughter of a Canaanitih Woman, of a Devil, Mat. 15.

HAT proud and preſumptuous Prince S:/ack (which ſignifies a Gar- 
ment of Silk) in the laſt year of his Reign (which was the firſt of 
Rehoboam the Son of Solomon ) catne with 1220 Chariots and 69009 
Horſe, from Memphis to Feruſalem, which was 244 miles; bring- 

ing in his Army a great Multitude of People of divers Nations, as Lybians, 
Ethiopians, &c. With this Company he beſieged Feruſalem, and took it, 
waſtcd the City, ſpoiled the Temple, and took thence the golden Shields 
which So/7z0n had made, and deſtroyed that fair and beautiful houſe 
which So/omon had built. From whence that Saying of his own was verified, 
Eccleſ. That it is a great Evil upon the Earth, for a man to take care to lay up 
Riches and Treaſures in this World, yet knoweth not who ſhall inherit it. For

builded and beautified, within leſs than twenty Years after, were deſtroyed

This man was one of the 
greateſt of all the Fgyptian Kings, who, in the thirteenth year of his 
- Reign made War upon Nebuchadnezzar the firſt, and in the Val- 
ley of Megiddo, near to Magda/2, 244 miles from Memphis, fought 
a great Battel, wherein Joſiah King of Judah was wounded to death. 
om the Valley of Megiddo, Pharaoh Necho went to the River Euhrates, 
260 miles, where he fought a ſecond Battel with Nebuchadnezzar, upon a 
Plain near to Carchemis, where he loſt the day, and was put to flight. 

From Carchemis he fled to Rib/ah, in the Land of T/rael, being 320 miles; 
wherc, in the Land of Chemath, near to the Lake Samachoniteshe overcame 
Jo4hs King of Judah, and took him Priſoner. | 

From Ribl/ah, Pharaoh Necho led Foachas bound to Jeruſalem, 85 miles, 
and made Toachim his Brother King in his place. | 

From Jeruſalem he returned to Memphi, 240 miles. 

Within four years after, he went the ſecond time with a great Army from 
Memphis to the River Euphrates, 640 miles. | 

But there he was the ſecond time overcome by Nebuchadnezzar, and con- 
ſtrained to fly thence back again ro Memphis in Egypr, being 640 miles. Bur 
Nebuchadnezzar followed him with an Army of choſen men, and conquer- 
ed all Egypt,took Pharaoh Necho, and made his Son Pſammeticus King in his 
place, who was the ſecond of that name. Of this Battel there is mention, 
Jer.ca.25.26.

' , In. Anno Mundi 3190. before Chriſt 778. Iſay ſaw the Lord —_—— a 
high Throne in great-Majeſty, the lower part whercof filled the Temple, 
and the Seraphins compaſſed him round about, E/a. 6. Cherubins are glo- 
rious and bright ſhining Angels, of a fiery nature: for-Saraph ſignifieth, 
He hath turned to Fire.

Eremia ot Jeremiah, fignificth, The exalted of the Lord : he was born 
in the Tribe of Benjamin, in a City of the Prielts called 4rathoth, and + 
from thence came to Jeruſalem, being two miles, and continued there 
for forty years, teaching and prophecying. , 

From Jeruſalem he was ſent to Euphrates, where, in the cliff of a Rock, he 
hid his Girdle, Jer. 13. being 450 miles. 

From the River Euphrates he returned back again to Jeruſalem, 409 
miles. 

A little after, the Lord ſent him back again to Euphrates, (499 miles) to 
fetch his Girdle, and loc it was putrefied. 

From thence- he returned back again the ſecond time to Jeruſalem, 499 
miles. 

From Jeruſalem he was Jed captive bound in Chains, with other Priſon- 
ers, to Ramath, a City in Mount Ephraim, being eight miles; there Nabu- 
zaradan, The chict Captain, cauſed him to be ſet at Liberty. 

From Ramath he went to Miſpah, which is eight miles; where he conti- ' 
nued a while with Gedi/ah Prince of the Fews, which man had the chicf 
command of certain Cities of 74dea under Nabuchadnezzar. 

Bur in the ſeventh Year of the Captivity of the people of 1/rael, Thmaet 
that was of the Stock and Progeny of David, ( hoping to obtain the Go- 
vernment of Jada) made War upon Ged:/iah, and put him to Death; 
wherefore Jeremy went from thence with John the Son of Kareach, Prince 
of the Fews, to Bethlem Enphrata, eight miles, Fer. 41. Now when he bad 
ſtayed a while in a Village ncar Beth/em, called Geruth Chimeham, where 
ſometime Chimeham the Son of Barzilla: lived, 2 Sam. 19. he propheſied. 
ſaying, Tf you Fay in this Land you ſhall do well neither ſhall any Evil happen unto 
you; but if you depart hence into /Egyvpt, they ſhall devour you with Famine and 
with the Sword, cr. 42. | 
* Bur Johnand the reſt of the Princes would give no credit to the words of 

Feremy, but went into #gypt, and compelled the Prophet to go along with 
them : ſo they went from Beth/ehem to Tachpanes, which was 172 miles. 

Here the ſecond time Feremy prophefied unto them, ſaying, Beho/d, Nebu- 
chadnezzar ſhall come hither and waft and deſtroy all the Conntry of ZEgypr, 
beat down the Images of Bethſcmes, ( or Heliopolis) and carry awaythe Agy- 

ptians znto perpetual Captivity, Jer. 43. But the People of I/rae! being moved 
to Anger becauſe of his Words, ſtoned him to death. So the Travels of 

tbe Prophet Jeremiah were 1786 miles. |

Of the River Chebar. 


THE River Chebar was near B:bylon in Chaldea (upon the borders of Me- 
fopotamia, falling into Euphrates ; and was often timescalled Aborras, 

| according to the opinion of many learned men. Strabo in the ſevententh 
Book of his Geography faith, that there is another River between Tygris and 
Fyphrates, called Baſilius: 4borras paſſeth along by the City of Athemuia, 
and is a very fair ſtream, from whence ir is called Chebar, which ſignifies, 
2 ſwift and ſpacious River. Near to this River the Prophet Ezekzel ſaw the 
Glory and Majeſty of ourLord Jefus Chriſt, ina bright ſhining Cloud. In 
this place alſo dwelt many Jews, to whom he prophecied and foretold the 
Deſtrution of Feruſalem by Nebuchadnezzar, and the captivity of 


Zedekiah.

The Travels of the Prophet: Daniel. 


Aniel ſignifies, the Judgeof God. In the reign of Joachim King of 

Jud4h, he was carricd-away captive from Feruſalem to Babylon, by 

Nabuchadonozor, which was 680 miles, and there with his fellows 

learned the Arts and Language of the Chaldeans, for three years. 

He was then bur young, about ſome nineteen or twenty years of age, and 

lived in Exile ninety one years, until the third year of Cyrus Emperour of 

the Perſians, about which time he law his laſt Viſion, and a little after died, 

when he was about 119 years of age, as may be gathered by the Circumſtan- 
ces of Hiſtories and Times. 

From Babylon he went to Suſun in Perſia, Anno Mundi, 3418, and before 
Chriſt,549, being then ninety four years of age, which was 252 miles, where, 
near tothe Flood Exleus, he had a Viſion of a Ram and a Goat; which 
ſet forth the ſtate ofthe ſecond Monarchy (which was that of the Gracians.) 
In this Viſton Gabrie/ the Arch-Angel, appeared to Daniel, Dan.8. This 

was in the third year of King Bal/thaſar. 

From Suſan, Danie/returned to Babylon, which was 252 miles; here he in- 
terpreted to Ba/thaſar the meaning of theſe words, Mene, Mene, 1ekel Euphar 
in, Dan.5. 

- From Babylon he went to the River Tygris or Hidekel, which was thirty ſix 
miles: here, inthe third year of Cyrus Kin of Perſia, he ſaw his laſt Viſion, 

which isdeſcribed inthe ar Yer hee us twelfth Chapters of his Prophecy. 

From Tygris, he returned to his own houſe at Babylon, which was thirty 
{1x miles. Sometimes alſo in his three laſt years of his life, he uſed to goe 
to Egbatan, the Metropolitan City of the Medes, which was accounted 46 
miles from Babylon, towards the North-Eaſt: Here Daniel built a fair = 
and artificial Temple, fo ſtrongly, that it remained unperiſhed, and —_

edthe ancient beauty many Ages, to the great admiration of all the Spe- 
arors : In ir the Kings of the Medes, Perſians, and Parthians, were for the

Of Suſan, 


Gta Suſan,is ſo called from a ſweet {melling Flower ; but chiefly a Roſe, 
or a Lilly, becauſe it is ſcituated in a fair and pleaſant place. It was a 
goodly os lying on both ſidesthe River Eulews, ſome 200 furlongs ( that 
is twenty five miles Engliſh ) about, as Polycletus faith. And of this City all 
the Country round about is called Suſana : bordering towards the North 
upon A4ſſyria, towards the Weſt upon Babylm, towards the South upon the 
Gulph of Peria, and joyneth upon the Eaſt part of Per/ia towards the Eaſt. 
Thereare bur two Cities that are eminent in it, that is this, and another 
called Tariana. The Air in the Winter ſeaſon is very temperate, at which 
time the Earth bringeth forth many pleaſant Flowers and Fruits; bur in the 
Summer it isextream hot ; by which heat all thingsare ſcorched and burned 
away, and by reaſon of the Putretation of the Air (as ſome think ) in that 
Seaſon, there do breed Toads, Lyzards,and other Noylome Serpents in great 
abundance - ſo that the Inhabitants are conſtrained (partly becauſe of the 
hear, partly becauſe of the loathſome- and dangerous Creatures) to build 
their Houſcsall of Earth, long and narrow, the Walls and Roofs being at 
leaſt a yard thick,thatſo the heat mighr not pierce through them, or Serpents 
breed in them, Strabo, 4b. Geograph. 5. faith, thatone Trithon (the Brother of 
Laomedon King of Troy) did firſt build this City, about fuch time as Tholz 
judged Iſrael. After him his Son Menmon beautified it with a fair and good- 
Y -aſtle, calling itafter his own-name,Memmor. (Otthis man Homer ſpeaketh.) 

his Caſtle was ſuch a goodly thing, that a long time after his death, the 
Town was called Memnon , -as Strabo obſerveth : but in Heſter and Danieds's 
times, 1t was called Suſa, and the Inhabitants Suſans. The Perſian Empe- 
rors in thoſe times keeping their Courts there for the moſt part, and 
did greatly beautifie rhe City with many fair Buildings. The firſt of 
theſe Emperours that dwelt there was Cyrus, who, after he had con- 
quered Babylon, Afſyria, and many other Kingdoms and Countries lying 
near to the City Suſe ; that he might with more caſe and better fafc- 
ty retain them in his Government, removed his Court from Per/efo- 
is, which lay up in the Eaſt part - no ) to this Town, where all

the Winter ſcaſon, for themoſt parr, he lived, and in the Summer went to 
Egbatan,che chicf City of Media,becaule there,at that feaſon,the Air was very 
remperate : His Succeflors atcer him obſcrving the ſame courſe for their ber- 
ter conveniency, and to make evident their'greater magnificence, repaired 
the Caſtle of Menmon,joyned to it many fair and yup uildings, and cloſe 
by it planted a pleaſant Orchard of diverſe and ſundry ſorts of Trees and 
Herbs. Iris reported, that the Gate whereby they entred into this Orchard, 
was very curiouſly builr, ſupported with Pillars of poliſhed Marble, imboſſed 
with Silver and Gold,very rare to look upon: over it was a banquetting- 
houſe, beautified with lively pictures,coftly furniture, and Beds of Gold and 
Silver, covered with rich Tapeſtry, wrought with Sk, Silver, and Gold ; 
upon theſe they uſed to eat their Banquets: it was paved with Porphire, Mar- 
ble,and Hyacinths, in ſuch ſort, as it greatly delighted ſuch as beheld it. The 
Queen had a private Garden to her felt ; in which were great abundance 
of Trees of divers kinds, and many ſweet Flowers and Herbs : In which Gar- 
denAhafhuerus walked to qualifie the heat of hiswrath that he had conceived 
againſt that wicked and perfidions Haman,who through enyy and ambition 
ſought the deſtruRtion of the whole Nation of the Fews; leſt by giving place un- 
to anger, he ſhould tran{greſs the bounds of Clmency and Juftice : where- 

fore it becometh every King, Prince,and Judge.to imitate the example of this 
Emperour, who, in the heat of his anger, would determine nothing of fo 
wicked a man: for long and often deliberation becometh every wiſe man 
before he doth any thing, E/.7. 

Not fat from the Emperour's Palace, in a fair and pleaſant Garden, there 
ſtood a Colledge of the Magi, that is. ſuch as the Perfans accounted wiſe and 
tearned men : itheſe were of ſuch account fortheir knowledge and underſtand- 
ing amongſt that People,that ſome of them in ſucceeding ages were choſen for 
Kings and Goyernours in that Country. They ſtudied for themoſt part the 
Mathematicks, Hiſtory, Philoſophy, and Divinity, and, as many have 

thought, the Prophecies of Daniel, Ezekel, and others: wherefore, as is ſaid 
before, many are of opinion, that the ike men which came into 7udea to 
fee Chriſt, were of this Colledge and Town, becauſe itſtood Eaſt from Feru- 

falem. It isatthis day called Cu/ftane, as Ortelins and Sebaftian Manfter wit- 

_ neſs, and in their times was under the Government of one Caliphus, Empe- 

Your of the Saracens. This Caliphu was ſtrongly beſieged by one Allan the 

cat, King of Tartaria, in this Town, Anno. Dem. 1259. But becauſe of

Of Egbatana, or Egbatan. 

FF HIS is the Metropolitan City of the Medes, and is diſtant from Jeruſalem 
1136 miles towards the North-Weſt, built by Deioce King of the Medes, 

as Herod. 1.2. faith. Here Daniel builta fair Temple, ofwhich you may read 

more in hisT rayels.Of this T own you may read more in theTravyels of Zudith. 


The Typical Signification of Daniel. | 

Aniel ſignihes, the Judge of God : typically repreſenting Chriſt, who-is 
D a ia that eternal Fehovah to be Judge of all hives both quick. 
and dead, and reicueth his Chutch, which is (as a Roſe compaſſed about 
with T horns) opprefſed with the Tyranny and cruelty of Evil and wicked 
men, caſting thoſe falſe Judges and mercitels Goyernours into eternal Exile 
and the Pit of Deſtrution. And, as the Prophet was innocently candemned, 
caſt into the Lions den, and had thedoor ſealed upon him, and the judg- 
ment ofman, no hope of life, or means to efcape was left him, yet,by the Pro- 
vidence of God was delivered out of this danger, and came thence ſafe and 
untouch'd, Dar. 6. ſo our Saviour was innocently condemned. caſt into the 
Grave, ſcaled up among the dead, and tocommon.judgment, left as a;man 
out of mind; yetcarly in.the morning. at the appointed time, by-the Power 
of his Deity, he raiſed himſelf up from thisPit of Hell (the Grave) and glo- 
riouſly triumphed over it and death.

Of the Prophet Joel. 


OEL ſignifies, God's own, as St. Zerom expoundeth it. He prophelied 
J eight hundred Years before Chriſt, both in 1/rae/-and- in Judah. He 
was born in a Village which was called Bo:homeron, not far from Sichem, in 
the Tribe of Manaſes, as Dorothens the Biſhop of Tyre, faith.

Of the Prophet Amos. 


HIS Marrs Father dwelt at Tekoa, a poor man, one that kept Kine, and 
uſed to gather wild Figs, as appeareth in the firſt and ſeventh Chap- 
ters of Amos. In this Town Amos was born, and followed the Profeſſion 
of his Father, but the Lord called him to be a Prophet; and then he 
went to Bethel, which was twelve miles diſtant. Here he reprehended 
Feroboam King of Ifrael, for Idolatry and worſhipping the Golden Calf ; 
after, he was accuſed by Amafa the Chief Prieſt of the Idols in Be- 
thel, and bound in Chains ; and ar-length, Uria, the Son of this Amajia, 
ſtruck him upon his Head with a Spear, whereby he was morally 
wounded. 

From BetheZ, being fſtck, he was carried back to Tecoa, which was twelye 
miles; where, a little after, he died, as St: Jerom witneſſeth, in whoſe time 
his Monument was to be ſeen. Amos ſignifies, A Burthen, as indeed he 
was to the wicked Iſraelites, he ſo ſharply reprehended thern in his Sermons 
of the Law. He liyed cight hundred years: before Chriſt. So his. Travels 
- were 24 miles. 
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Of the Prophet Obediah. 


Oe ſignifies, God's obedient Servant, of Abad, he hath ſerved, or 
f been obedient. He lived ſtx hundred years before Chriſt, about the 
time of the Captivity of Babybn. St. Jerom ſaith, that in his time there 
were to be fcen in the Ciry of Samaria, the Monuments of three Pr 
that is, of Eliſha, Obediah, and John Baptiff. But ſome think that _ 
| cac 
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the Prophet lay not buried in Samaria, but rather it was ulchre of that 
Obediah which lived in the time of Ahab, that hid a hundre of the Lord's 
Prophets, fifry in one Cave, and fifty in another, between which there were 
three hundred years difference.

TJ» Prophet Jonas was born in Gath Hepher, which was a Town 


in the Tribe of Zabulon, from whence to Samaria is accounted thir- 
ty two Miles : here he prophecied to Feroboam (ſecond of that name) 
'nz of Iſrael, that he ſhould recover Hemath and Damaſcus, and 
fo tothe Ptain of the Red Sea, 2 Reg.14. 
From ©4aria to {Pre or Japho,a Port Town upon the Sea Shore, ( to 
' which Jonas went when he fled from the Lord) was thirty eight miles : bur 
the Lord ſtirred up a great Wind when Jonas was upon the Sea, thatthe 
Mariners caſthim out, and he was devoured of a Whale, ona: 1. 

That Whale which had deyoured Fonz, with a continvalcourſe and preat 
violence, in three days and three nights ſwam to the Exxine Sea, and there 
caſt him up upon the Shore, which was 695 miles, of.

Of Gath Hepher. 


N this Town the Prophet ons was born : it was ſcituated in the Tribe

Nazareth towards the South. It ſeems to take the name from abundance 
of Grapes; for Gath Ghepher ſignifieth a Wine-prels. 


Of Japho. 

APHO,or Joppa,was a City or Haven-Town ſcituated upon the Sea, where 
all ſuch Ships landed as went into J«dea. Atthis day the Turks and Saracens 
call it Zafa, lying upon the Mediterranean Sea, in the Tribe of Dan, Joſ.19. 
in a certain Mountain twenty miles from Zernſa/em North-Weltward. 
Pliny, 4.5. faith, this City was built before the |; and in St. Jeron?stime 
there was to be ſeen the Stone to which Andromeda was bound when ſhe 
ſhould have been devoured by a Monſter of the Sea. The Poets ſeign this 
Womanto. be the Daughter of Cephews, and delivered by Perſeus King of 
the Per/fans, whom afterſhe married. It is —_— becauſe ofthe beau- 
tiful Sciruation. Some ſay it was ſo called of Fapheth the Son of Noah, who 
firſt cauſed it to be built. |

Of T harfis. 
ÞR= Joppa, as ts ſaid, the Prophet Jonas deſcended into a Ship, that 
he mighr fly upon the Sea. The Latine and Greek Texts read it Thar- 
ſin ; whence 1t hapned that many have thought that Jonas fled from Tharj/is 
a City in Cz/i574, in which Country St. Pax! was born. But Luther, in his 
Expoſition of the Prophecy of Jonas, doth utterly diſallow of this as falſe ; for 
the Hebrew Text reads it not, to Tharſn, but in Tharſn, that is, into the 
Sea. For the Hebrew Tongue hath two words or Sy llables which ſignihe the 
Sea, which are Tam and Thar/ss. Tam fignifieth, not only a great Sea, but 
the mecting together of W aters, or a Lake: So in Like.5. the Seaof Galilee, in 
which Chrift and his Difciples failed, is called a Lake; yet Joh. cap. 5. and 
the reſt of the Evangcliſts call ic a Sea, So alſo Mofes, Ger.1. calleth the 
meeting together of the Waters, 127; which may ſignifie, a Sea,and a Lake; 
Bur Tharfs, or Tharfchich, denoteth a great Sea, and no Lake ; or an high 
and troublefome Sza, as the Mediteranean Sea is. In this Pex! travelled, 
and there ftanderh many Iflands, as Rhodes, Cyprus, Cicilia, and others ; all 
which areat this day ſubject tothe Tarks, Venetians, or Spaniards. It exten- 
deth it {elf from Joppa and Ciiicia, tothe Streights between Spainand Mauri- 
tania, Into this Sea, Jonaswas caſt when the Whale devoured him. In like 
manner, the Red Sea, and all others that are. Ocean Scas.are called Tharfs, 
as appeareth in the 72 Pſalm, where it is ſaid, The Kings of Tharſis and 
of the Tſes (hall bring/Preſents. Here, the Kings whoſe Empires extend them- 
elves along the Seq Coaſt are underſtood. But the City Tharſss ( the Coun- 
try ofthe Apoſtle Paul) is not a Kingdom, neither everhad a King, much 
leis many Kings. So Solomon ſent his Ships by Tharja( that is, by Sca towands- 
the South-Eaſt, intothe Red Sea and Eaſtern Ocean) that they might bring 
Gold, precious Stones, and ſweet Gums from Arabia. But the Ships could 
not fail by the Red Sca unto the Town of Tharſs, unleſs they would have 
failed oyer the Land, which is impoſſible, becauſe Tharſis lieth into the Land 
from the Red Sea, as all Coſmographers agree. So alſo the Plalmiſt faith, 
Thou breake#t with thy ftrong Winds the Ships of Tharſzs, that is, of the-Sea ; he- 
{ide many ſuch like ſpeeches. From whence St. Ferem concludes, that Tharſ's 
may better {ignifie the Sea, than the City Tharjs. | 


| Of the Euxine Sea. 

_— Ocean is that great and troubleſome Sea, which, beginning 
not far from Conſtantinople;runneth from Boſphorus and: Thrace, towards 

the Eaſt and North, containing to the Lo > eight Hundred miles, 
but to 'the Latirude two hundred and cighty: Towards the South it 
toucheth upon 4/4 the leſs ; towards the , upon Catcos; towards 
the Weſt, upon Thracia and Yalachia : but towards the Naxth it bon:

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ed to the Pool of Mzotides. This Sea in times paſt was called Pontus Axenus, 
that is, the inhoſpitable Countrey ; becauſe, as Strabo ib. 1. of his Colmogra- 
phy faith, The Inhabitants near about the Sea-ſhore did uſually ſacrifice 
thoſe Strangers they got, or clſe caft their Bodies unto Dogs to be devoured, 
making drinking-cups of their Skulls. Bur after, when the Tonians had built 
certain Towns upon the Sea-coaſt, and had reſtrained the Incurſions of cer- 
tain Scythian Thieves, which uſually preyed upon Merchants that reſorted 
thither ; at the command of Portus their King, who had obtained a large 
and ſpatious Kingdomin that Country, they called it Pontrs Eaxinus, which 
is as much asto ſay, the hoſpirable Country. Ovid teſtifieth almoſt the ſame, 
concerning the original of the name of this Sea, after this manner ; 


Frigida me cohibent Euxini littora Ponti , 
Diftus ab antiquis Axinus itle fuit. 


The chilly ſhoars of th? Exxine Sea conſtrains me to abide, 
In antient time call'd 4xinus, as it along did glide. 


Of Ninus, or Nineveh. 


INUS, or Nineveh, was a City of Afſyria, where the Emperours of that 
Cormtry uſed to keep their Courts. if was firſt built by Ninus,that great 
_ Emperour of the firſt Monarchy, 390 years after the flood, and 2200betore 
Chriſt, aboutthe time when the Patriarch Abraham was born. It continued 
in great glory for the ſpace of almoſt 1509 years ,and was diſtant: from Je- 
r1ſalem toward the North-eaſt 684 miles: upon the Eaſt ſide joyning to the 
River Tygris, on the North to the r= 124 a. It takes the name from the 
Beauty of it, being derived of Navah,which ſignifieth, A comely place,ſpati- 
ous and pleaſant. There are many that are of opinion, that in many things 
it exceeded Buby//; as, for the ſumptuouſneſs of the Buildings, the ftrengr 
of the Walls, and the extent. The Walls were fo thick that three Chariots 
might have mer upon them without any danger; and beautified with an 
hundred and fifty Towers. Jonas being {ent of God to this City, was three 
days going through it, that 1s (as Luther expounds it ) through every Streer 
of it; in which time heconyerted a hundred and twenty thouſand to repen- 
tance. Arbaces(who was called Arphaxad) was then Emperour. This Ar- 
baces, Jufine lib. 2. calleth Arbattus: he was a Captain of the Medes, who 
perceiving the efteminate diſpoſition of Sardanapatus, the then Emperour, 
taking advantage of the times, and this man's weaknels, conſpired with 
ſome of his Companions to uſurp upon his Government : and that he 
might make them hate and loath his looſeneſs, brought them into.a Room 
where they might ſee him ſitting amongſt bis Harlots tired in Womans ap- 
; pare], and carding Wool. This ſight greatly diſpleaſing them,and beforebe- 
| ing

ing encouraged by 4rbatus, they ſeized upon the City, and beſieged Sar- 
danapatu in his Palace. But to prevent the miſery of a ſhameful death, after 
he had gathered all his Riches together, he ſer fire on his Palace, where he 
his companions, and Treaſure periſhed, this fire continued fifteen days, an 
happened 823 years beforc«Chritt: about which time Arbattus ſucceeded Sarda- 
napatus, began to reign, and continued his Government twenty eight years. 
Bur the Medes held not the Aſjrian Empire long ; for Phu! Belochus, who at 
this time reigned in Babylon, and his Succeſſor Tig/ath Philaſer, are called 
Kings of Aſyria, between whom there happened many great Warts, 
2 Kings, 15.26. From whence may be gathered, that after the deathof A4r- 
Battus, thele Emperours dwelt in Nineveh, and ſucceeded inthe Empire. 

Thus was this City greatly defaced with continual evils, the Lord before- 
hand giving themmany admonitions and gentle Correftions(it it had been in 
them to have conceived it ) ta win them to repentance ; but they continued 
ſill in their Sins, therefore, according to their former Prophecies, Cyaxares 
King of the Medes befieging this Town, took it, .and deftroyed it even 
' unto the Ground, as Eyſebius ſaith. This deſolation happened thirteen 
_ before the deſtruRtion of Feryſalem, in the eleventh year of Sadyattis 

ing of the Lydians, who was Grandfather to Creſus, Anno Mundi, 
3349, before Chriſt, 619. 

ter this DeſtruCtion it lay a long time deſolate, but at length ſome part 

of it was reſtored, though with much trouble; and then, when it was at the 
beſt eſtate, conſtrained to ſuffer many changes ;aud atlengrh utterly deſtroy- 
ed by Tamerlane the Great the ſecond tirac, Ammo Mundi, } 399- After this, 
the Inhabitants of that Country, upon the Eaſt fide of the River Tygris, be- 
gan the third time tobuild it. Burt whether this-third reſtoring of this City 
was at the command of ſome Prince that had-the Government of the Coun- 
try thereabouts, or becauſe of the ſcituation, or for private profit, it is not {ct 
down : nevertheleſs it isagain repaired, ſtanding upon the * nan of Armenia, 
beautified with goodly Buildings, with fair and ſpacious Strects, compaſſed 
abour (as other Cities of the Eaſt are) with Walls .and Ditches ſufficiently 
ſtrengthened to oppoſe the Enemy. But in reſpe& of the former Nineveh, 
it ſeems a ſmall Village. Ir hath a Bridge builr of Ships, lying upon the 
Eaſt ſideof it over the River Tygris; and upon thar ſide of the River there 
ſtand many fair Gardensor Orchards; and the Land there alſo is very fer- 
tile and pleaſant. But upon the Weſt of Tygris the Soy] isnothing fo fruit- 
tile. Ar this day it is ole by the name of Moſſe/; ſothat although it ſtands 
in the ſame place, yet dothir not retain the ſame name. Tothis.Town there 
is a great reſort of Merchants, who bring'up their Commodities from the Ri- 
erTygris hither, and from hence convey -them to Bagdeth, and many other 
parts of the World. The Inhabitantsthereofare for the moſt part Neftorians ; 


of whom you may read before, in the Deſcription of the SeQs remaining 
| in 
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in Jeruſalem at this day. They are had in great account and eſtimation 
among the Turks, becauſe it is imagined that one of this Sect helpt Maho- 
met to compoſe the Alcoran. This Neforius lived 4nno Dom. 429. and taught 
at Conftantinople ; but after he was condemned at Epheſus for an Heretick, he 
was conſtrained to ſteal from Confantinople, and to flie ro Thebes in Xpypt ; 
where God laid a grievous puniſhment upon him ; for his Tongue began to 
rotin his head, and toconlume with Vermin, of which he died miſerably. 


The (ſpiritual fignification of the Prophet Jonas. 


Onas ſignifieth a Dove, and typically repreſenteth Chriſt in his name. 

J For Chriſt wasthat gracious and innocent Dove, who hath made evident 
to Man hif ſingular Mercy and Clemency, without any ſhew of bitterneſs 
' or wrath. Then in his AMiction ; for as Jon«thruſt himſelf into the Sea of 
Calamity, and there was ſwallowed up of a Whale , which might be well 
reſembled to the Grave, ſo Chriſtour Saviour was caſt into the Sea of AME 
ion ; the miſery and calamity of this World ; and after that, thruſt into 
the jawsof death, the Grave ; where ( as Fonadid. in the Whales belly ) 
he lay three daies, and then aroſe again, the Earth being unable any longer 


ro contain his Body.

HIS Prophet was born at Mareſa a Town of Jadea, ſixteen miles 

- - from Jeruſalem Weſtward; it _ a bitter Field. In St Feron?s 

. time the Ruins ofthe Wall of this City was to be ſeen. Mzcah, or 
Micheas, ſignificth humble or lowly. This man was held in-great 
eſtimation, becauſe he was the firſt that named the Country where our Sa- 
viour Chriſt ſhould be born, viz. in Bethlehem, 800 years before his Natiyi- 


ty. Helived Anno Mundi 3200. 


Of the Prophet Nahum. 


Ahbum ſignifies a Comforter. He was born in a Town of Galilee 
called E/coſch, as he ſaith in the beginning of his Prophecy. This 
Village was ſhewn unto St. Jerome, by thoſe that travelled with him 
through the Holy Land : in his time it was buta ſmall Village, cal- 


led by the name of Elcos,and ſcituated (as Dorotheus Biſhop of Tyre faith }) on 
the further ſide of Bethabara, ſixteen miles and ſomething more from _ 
falemtowardsthe North-Eaſt.

ſhould be driven to deſperation. Paul took the foundation of his Epiſtle 

to the Romans out of this Prophet, reciting a ſaying of his. viz. The 

Jujt ſhall live by faith, He began to preach a little betore the Prophet Jeremy, 

G5O years Ha Chriſt, above 197 years before Daniel was caſt into the 

Lions den. From whence moſt of the Learned conclude, that this could 

not be that Habacuck which brought meat to Dane! as he was among the 

Lions ; but they rather think ir a fragment of a ſpiritual Comedy, and 
therefore worthy to be called Apocrypha.

being derived of Zachar, that is, he hath remembred or recorded. 
Theſe two Prophets prophecied in Jernſa/em in the: ſecond year of Darius 
the Son of Hifafpis, 519 years before Chriſt, 4n. mun.Z449. Haggai began his 
Prophecy upon thefirſt day of the ſixth month E4!, anſwering to the 28 of 
Auguſt. He ſharply reprehended the People becauſe they neglected the 
houſe of the Lord, and built up their own houſes. | | 
In the eighth month Marhuſuan (which for the moſt part anſwereth to our 
November) Zacharias the ſame year began to prophecy, and in his Sermon 
exhorted the People to repentance, adding the promiſe of our Saviour, and 
that he wonld turn unto them that would turn unto him, Zach.r. 
Theſe two Prophets lie buried 20 miles one from the other. For, as 


Dorothens Biſhop of Tyre ſaith; Haggai lies buried in Feruſalem amongſt -

From Suſan he went to Bavden, which was 242 miles, 3 E/7. 4. 

From Babylon in the ſame Year he rerurned to Jeruſalem, 680 miles, where 
the next Yearafter, in the beginning of the ſecond Month, which anſwers 
tothe 21 of May, in the third year of Darius Ahaſuerus, Zerubbabel and Jo- 
ſua, the chief Prieſts of the Jews, began tobuild the Temgl, and finiſh'd 
k in the ſixth year of the ſame King, 1E/d. G6. Soall the Trayels of Zerub- 
babel were 2260 miles.

ORDOCHIUS was led Priſoner with Jechoniah to Babylon, which 
was 680 miles. 

From Baby/n he went to Suſan,which was 252 miles; there he 
brought up E#her,his Brothers Daughter, and raught her honeſt 
Diſcipline and the fear of God. This Maid was very beautiful and comely, 
wherefore at ſuch time as Darius Ahaſuerns (the Son of Fyſtaſpi ) had cauſed 
all the beautiful Virgins of his Empire to be brought before him, that from 
amongſt them he might cbuſe him a Wife ; Mordochius adorned this Vir- 
gin with goodly Apparel, and ſhe alſo went with them : in whoſe Preſence 
(by his InſtruCtion. ) ſhe behaved her ſelf o well, that the Emperour choſe 
her from among the reſt, and made her his Queen, ſhe being at that time 
but a poor Maid, and of ſmall Abiliry. They were married in Sy/ar in the:

ments, as you may read in his Pathon; therefore juſtly called Mordochius,. 
that is, bitter and contrite; | 

Efer and Alma have both one fignification, that is, a Virgin, or ane 
kept from the Bed of Man. Therefore ſhe was a notable Image of the 
Church, who keepeth her {lf chaſte and undefiled, avoiding the Yociery of 
evil Men; and although ſhe ſeem to be deſolate and forſaken in this World, 
in reſpe& of the wicked (who flouriſh like a Flower, and glory in Voluptu- 
ouſneſs and Pleaſure) yer hath ſhe her Mordochins, her Spouſe, her dearly 
beloved, which provides for her, even Jeſus Chriſt, that immaculate Lamb: 
which died for her Salvation, and will cloath her in white, put into her: 
hand a regal Scepter, crown her with Glory, and fer her with him in the: 
Throne of eternal Happineſs. 

Ahaſuerns ſignifies, A noble Captain, and typically repreſents God' the- 
Father: for as the Emperour had-che Command of 127 Provinces, _ in 

Cm: 
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them did principally Rule; ſo God our Heavenly Father is the Empe- 
rour and Governour of.all Kingdoms, and all Creatures both in Heaven 
and in Earth be obedient to his will 3 he'fitteth in that everlaſting Palace 
of Heaven, that place of Joy, and that etcrnal Paradice, from whence he 
Jooketh down to behold us miſcrable and diſtreſled Creatures upon Earth ; 
of his merciful Goodneſs eleeting and chufing us to be Heirs of that eternal 
Kingdom, and purifieth us with the Graces of his holy Spirit, ſo that we 
might be made capable to fit with him in eternal Felicity. 

The diſdaintul Queen YVaſfthy may be a fit Typeand Eftgics of this World, 
- Not only in reſpect of her Pride, bur her excels in drinking ; taking her 
name from Schatha, which ſignifies, To Drink: ſo this World liverh in 
all manner of Prodigaliry and Luxury;and contemneth the Lord and King 
rhereof, that Almighty God which {irteth in the Heavens ; and therefore 
is juſtly thrown down trom that eternal Kingdom; whereas on the contrary, 
Lata f Eſher (that is, the Church) is taken up into Dignity, and crowned in 
that everlaſting Kingdom of Heaven. 

Haman \ignihes, a Rebellious and Proud Man : being derived of Haman, 
He hath ſtirred up a 'Tumulr : typically repreſenting the Devil, whom God 
in the beginning made a good Angel, exalted him in the Heavens, and 
made himmuch more Glorious than others ; yet notwithſtanding, glorying 
in himſelf, he contemncd his Maker, and nothing would content him but 
ro become like unto him, yea he defired to be worſhipped of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, Mat. 4. And as Haman endeayoured to overthrow not only all the 
People ofthe Jews,but Queen Efther allc; ſo the Devi! doth rot only endea 
vour. tooverthrow the whole Church,butit it were poſhble the Head of the 


Church Chriſt Jeſus.

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Of that holy Man Job. 
Tf was a holy and.good man: he dwelt in the Land of Us, fo called of 


' Uz the Son of Aram the Son of Sem, as St. Jeronrupon Geneſis oblerveth. 
This Vz was that great Man which built ( as was thought ) Damaſcus 

in Syria, and all the Land which extendeth from Damaſcus to Jordan, 
after hisname was called Uz, that is, the Land of Counſel, for ſo Uz ſignifi- 
eth. There were two Townsin this Country, where Job is ſaid to have 
dwelt ; that is Afaroth Carnaim and Batzra: Aftaroth Carnaim was diſtant 
from Jeruſalem, hity two miles towards the North-Eaſt, the Inhabitants of 
- which Town worſhipped the Goddeſs Venus, and called her by the name of 


Aftaroth, of which. you may read before. St Jerom faith, Thar the Sepulchre 
of Job was tobe ſeen in his timein that Town; and later Writers teſtific as 
much fore their times. This Town at this day is called Carnea. 


Batzra 


Batzra is mentioned in the thirry ſixth of Geref;s ; it ſignifieth a Grafe ga- 
thering. In this Town it was thought that Job was born, it lay beyond 
.Fordan-in the Tribe of Reuben, twenty miles from Feruſa/em towards the 
North-Eaſt. All this Country in thoſe times was ſubje&t to the King of the 
Edomites or Idumaans; but after,it was joyned to the Land of the Moabites, 
they having conquered the Kings of Edom : you may read more of it in the 
. ſixth of 1fay; alſo Jef. 20. where is ſhewed, that it was one of the fix 

Cities of Refuge, appointed by Foſhuah. A for the moſt part con- 
tinued, and held this Town in great honour and reputation. 

He lived about the time of Bz/a, the firſt King of the Edomites: and ac- 
cording to the opinion of St. Ferowz, Auguſtine, Ambroſe, Philo, and Luther, 
was for his. excellent Vertue and ſingular Piety, choſen King of that Coun- 
try, which he greatly inlarged, making all the Countries and neighbouring 
Princes near adjoyning tributary unto him: wherefore ( as Ferom faith, in 
focus Hebraicis) baving obtained fo large an Empire, he removed his Seat 
from Batzra to Aftaroth-Carnaim, which wasa ſtrong and well-detenced City, 
where in thoſe times ( as Moſes witneſſeth , Ger. 14. ) there inhabited mighty 
men, and noble Heroes ; that ſo by their Vertue he might with the greater 
facility ſuppreſs and conquer other Provinces. 

There are many think him to be of the Stock of Abraham, and of the 
Family of Eſau, becauſe he is mentioned in the.36 of Geneſis, where it 1s faid, 
That when Bela died, Fobab the Son of Zerah-of Bozra, or Betzrah,reigned in his 
Read. And St. Jerom, in his Preface upon the Book of Job, ſheweth, that he 
was but fiye degrees removed from Abraham: for,

For, i 
da and 4fer, the Sons of Faceb, had Children before they went into the 
Land of Egyjt, Ger. 46. therefore it is-not impoſſible for Regael the Son of 
Fſan to have Children alſo, ftace he was married long before his Brother 
Facoh. From hence then « may be gathered, that Jeb was King of Idumer 
| before Facob and his Sons went mmto the Land of Egypt : for, although the 
tourreen Sons of Fſa#u governed the Land of Edom, like ſo many Princes, 
( of which number, Regae/ the Grand-father of Job was one) becaule they 
held ir as their Inheritance; yet, to avoid Seditien and Diſtrations, which 
oftentimes happen where there. is not a certain Head and principal Com- 
mander, therctore they elected Bela the Son of Bevr to be their King; after 
whoſe death they choſe Job, becauſe he was a holy man of God, and in his 
AXQtions juſt and upright ; who, without doubt, reigned amongſt the Ede- 
mites a long time: for he lived after his AMiRtions (which God impoſed 
upon him to try him) 140 Years. P/ato faith, he married Dina the Daugh- 
rer of Jacob: but St. Ferom, That he marri:d the Daughter of an Arabian, 
by whom he had Eror. Both theſe may be true; for his firſt Wife being 
dead, he might marry an Arabian. | 

After the death of Job, the Gyants and Heroes in AFﬀeroth-Carnaim fell 
again from the Idumeans; for when Moſes brought the Children of 1/rae/ 
out of the Defart of Arabia-Prtzea, and that they had conquered the Land

nts, Cardiceas, and Deioces; who being enthronized in that Empire, 
called himſelf Arphaxad, or Arba#us, the ſecond. This man built Eghatane, 
the Metropolitan City of the Medes, and beautified it with very fair Buil- 
dings and goodly Walls, made all of four-ſ{quare Stone, cut and poliſhed, 
o Cubits high, and Jo broad ; Towers ſtanding upon it 100 Cubits in 
eight, as well thoſe that were for the Defence ofthe 'Town, as thoſe where 
the Gates were. The Air in that Countrey was temperate, inclining rather 
to Cold than Heat, becaule it lay mens the North : it ſtood 1136 miles 
from Teryuſalem North-caſtward. Here ( for the moſt part) this Emperour, 
kept his Court, till (as Herodotus ſaith ) he was utterly conquered by Nebu- 
chadnezzar, Emperour of the Babylonians. This was that Nebuchadnezzar 
which ſent Holfernes with a mighty Army againſt Indea, Bethulia, and ma- 
ny other Cities and Countries, and would be worſhipped as a God, Tadith 3.

Of Ejdrehon. 


Sdrebn was a Plain lying between the Mountains, Thabor, Hermon, and 
Gitboa, extending it ſelf from the Citics of Megiddo and Apheck, to the 

Sea of Gemnezareth or Galilee, In this great Field, which was called the 
Plain of Galilee, and the Field of Megiddo and Eſdre/on, there were many 


cruel Battels fought; for here Gideon overcame the Midianites : here Saul 


was put to flight by the Phiffines, from whence, aſcending into Mount 
Gilboa, he killed himſelf. Fojzas alſo, King of the Jews, was in this place 
pur to flight by Pharaoh Necho, and wounded unto the death. The Camp 
of Holofernes was {o great, that it took up all the Plain, which contained 
ſixteen miles in length. In ſome parts it was wonderful fruitful, and brought 
forth Wine, Oyl, and many other Commodities in great Abundance. Ir 
ſtood 52 miles from Ferafalem towards the North, and was ſo called of Ce- - 
der, that is, 4 hid order -and diſpoſition: for Alam is as much as to lay, he .

Abour four 
miles from this Town, in a Mountain a little beſide Dothan, lay the Tents 
of Hotofernes in the ſight of Bethulia, Judeth,c.7.berween which and Bethuliz 
lay the Plain of Eſdrelr, m._the mid{t whereof there ran a pleaſant River, 
which in times paſt watered it. Here Judeth ( according to the cuſtom of 
the Jews ) waſhed her ſelf. The place where BethuZa ſtood: is to be ſeen ar 
this day, the ruins of the Town and many houſes ſtill remaining. It was 
ſcituared upon a goodly high Mountain, ngly fortified by Nature, and, 
as ir ſeemeth, by Art alſo. A man might have ſeen it thorough the 
reateſt part of Gaſilee, but above the reſt, a certain Caſtle in the end of the 
——_— , made for the defence of the Ciry. They ſhew at this day, in the 
Mountain and Field near Dothan, the place where Holferne's Camp ſtood, 
and the Reliques of their Tents; alſo the Brook where Judeth waſhed, her 
ſelf. Bethulia ſignifieth, The Hand-maid of God ; being derived of Bethu- 
Hh, a Virgin ; and Jah, God. Holfernes, a prophane Captain, of which ſort 
are thoſe gt Sn that perſecute the Church of God.

The Deſcription of the places mentioned in their Travels 


Of Naphtaly. 

1D was the chict City of the Tribe of Naphtaly, eighty four miles from 

Zeruſatem toward the North. It ſtood in Ga4/ee, and in times paſt was 
a ſtrong Town : here Tobias the Elder was born. Ir is to be {een at this day 
(asfomelay) but much decayed ; and is now called by the name of Sirin, 
{cituated in a Mountain, fo itcep and ſtrongly fortified by Nature upon the 
Weſt ſide, thatit is impoſhbleto afcend upon ir. In a Valley ſome two miles 
from this Town towards the South, Naafon, ſpoken of in the firſt Chapter of 
Toby, is (citnated. Upon the left fide whereof there ſtood a Town called 
Sophet :but now there 1snothing to be ſeen but a Caſtle, where in antient 
times the Knights Templerskept their abiding, and at this day is in the cufto- 
dy of the Turks. This Caſtle is ſcituated upon a high Mountain, fortiged 
very ſtrongly both by Art and Nature, and ſtandeth within a mile of 
Naphtaly South-Weſtward. At fuch time as Joſephus, that great Hiſtorio- 
grapher ( who was the Son of Matthia or Marathia, a Prieſt otthe Jews) was 
choſen chief Commander of the Tribe of Naphtaly, he gathered an Army 
of 199909, and fortified this Caſtle and Ha and many other "Towns 
thereabouts, continuing a long and ſharp War againſt the Romans, until 
Nephtaly was taken, and he conſtrained to yield himſelf Captive. in the 
taking inof which Town, Titus the Son of Veſpaſian did firſt aſcend the Walls, 
and there made manifeſt hisnoble reſolution and valour.

Yrach ſignifies an 1lluſtrious Prince, being derived of Sarach, he hath 
ſhined forth : he was of that noble Family of David, that is, the Son 
of Syrach the ſon of Feſa, and Couſen-german to Amos Syrach, who 
(as Phils ſaith) was the chief Prince and captain of the Children of 1/- 

rael in the time of Ptolomeus Philadelphus King of Egypt, and is inſerted into 
the Genealogy of Chriſt, Luke 3. He was born 239. years before Chriſt, in 
the City of Jeruſalem, from whence about the 38. year of his age he went to 
Alexandria, a City of Egypt, 288 miles (Evergates Ptoſomas the Son of Phila- 
delphus being then King of that Country) where he gathered our of that flou- 
riſhing Library (ſet up at the charge of Ptolomais Philadelphws) his book of Ec- 
clefaſticas, as Bees from divers flowers gather iweet hony. 


Of the great City Alexandria. 


Hor af was a City of Egypt. diſtant from Jeruſalem 288 miles Weſt- 
ward; in anctenttime called No, that is, a Hindrance. But Alexan- 
der the Great taking affeCtion to this city, in the year 33o. before Chriſt, be- 
'gan to build it, (for by continuance of time it was much decayed) and within 
the ſpace of 17. days made it a goodly city, much greater than that it was 
before : to which,that he might add the greater grace,hecalled it after his own 
name, Alexandria ; and there-he licth buried, after he had governed the 
Empire of the Greaians 7 years. For although hedyed in Babylon, the chict 
City of the Chaldzans, yer. Ptolomais (one of his chict Princes) removed his 
Body thence in a golden chariot to Memphis in Egy;t, and 20 yeats after, to 
Alexandria. The Scituation thereof 1s very deleftable, bordering to the 
North upon the Mediterranean Sea, and to the South upon the Pool of Mare- 
ridis, as Strabo ſaith, [ib.17. It was ten miles about, ſtrongly fortified with 
walls, beautified with goodly buildings, {cituated in a very fruitful Country. 


And to give a greater delight uncothe inhabitants, without the Walls _ 
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ſtood many goodly Orchards and Gardens, plentifully furniſhed with fruits 
and flowers of divers kinds, as Pomecitrons, Figgs, &c. During the eime 
of Ptolomais Philadelphus, it was a famous and flouriſhing City ; *for this 
Prince being a great lover of Learning, inſtituted an Academy,as itisthought, 
in it, and added thereto a ſtately Library, wherein were 400090 Books. 
The fame whereof being publiſhed through the World,, many People of 
divers Nations reſorted thither to ſee it. T hen Eleazar allo the High-pricit 
of the Jews, at the requeſt of Ptolemass ſent 72 Interpreters to tranſlate the 
Bible out of Hebrew into Greek ; which was (as Exſebius obſerveth) in the 
third year of his reign, before Chriſt 268. In recompence whereof, he {ent 
to be dedicated in the Temple of Jeruſalem a Table of gold, richly adorned 
with Carbuncles, Smaragdes, and other precious ſtones; two ſtately Cups, and 
39Bowls of pure gold, as appeareth in Fo/eph. 1b. Antiq. 12. The Academy 
continued there till after Chriſts time, as you may read, A#s 6. Bur the Li- 
brary was conſumed 47 years before Chriſt, and the City greatly defaced. 
For Julius Ceſar at that time making war with __ the younger, who con- 
tinued with his Siſter C/eopatra inthis City, cauſed the Kings Navy to be {er 
on fire, and the Library ſtanding neer it, the flame took hold of it, and 
burnt it down to the ground, with all that was in ir, and defaced alloa great 
part of the City.

The Travels of Antiochus Epiphanes. 


Ntiochus Epiphanes, that is, An illuſtrious Adverfary, in the year of 

| Chriſt 380. was ſent out of Syria by Antiochus the Great, to Rome, 
which was 1600. miles, where he remained as an hoſtage for his Fa- 

| ther and his Brother Seleucas Phitpater ſeventeen, years, 1 Mac. 1. 

After the death of his Father,he ſtole ſecretly from Rowe,and went back again 
to Antiochia in Syria, which was 1699 miles; and there ſucceeded his Bro- 
ther Ze/eucus Philopater in the government. He began to reign 173 years 
before Chriſt. _ © | 
 Inthe third year of his Reign he went from Antiochia to Tyrus, 69 miles; 
in that journey he conquered all the lower part of Syria and Phenicia. 

From thence he went abour ſix ſcore miles through Galitee and Judea, - 
conquering all the Cities and Countries that lay in his way; and would alſo 
have gone down into Egypt ; butwhen he heard that his Nephew Ptolomais , 
Philometor had proclaimed an Aſſembly and Parliament, and would not ac- 
knowledge him for his Prote&tor, he ſen - a one of his Princes, _

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the day of the meeting into Egy;t, and he himſelf returned back again to Jop- 
Þ4, 2. Mac. 4- 

From Joppa he went to Jeruſalem, which was 20. miles, where Jaſon the 
High-prieſt,and all the people,received him with great honour. At that time 
Antiochus placed a Guard in the Caſtle or Tower of Jeruſalem, which was the 
beginning of their intolerable Servitude. | 

ut for that year, which was the fourth of his reign, he returned through 
Phenicia to Antwchia in Syria 280 mules. 

Inthe fifth year of his reign, he went from Antiochia with a great Army in- 
to Cilicia, being Bo. miles. There he appeaſed the Uproars of the Inhabi- 
tants of Tharſus and Mallotus, and conquered all Cilicia, 2 Mac. 4. 

From Cilicia Ye returned back again to Antiochia, cighty mules. 

In the fixth year of his reign Artiochus,went with a great Army toth by ſea 
and land (wherein were many Elephants) to Pelu/fo, 400 miles. This City 
he conquered, and overcame the Alexandrians in a Naval batcel.,2 Mac. 4. 

From Pelufo (having built a bridge oyer Ni4us) he went with his Army to 
Memphis, conquered all the Countries and ſtrong Cities as he went, about 
149. miles, and brought thither a mighty and great prey: where.,according 
rothe ſaying of the Prophet Daniel, cap.11. he dealt ſfubtilly with Ptolomats 
Philometor. 

From Memphis he returned to Alexandria, where the Citizens would not 
ſuffer him toenter the gates, wherefore he beſieged it, but to ſmall purpoſe ; 
which was 120 miles. 

From Alexandria he returned to Peluſfo, which was 160. miles, there he 
left a Garriſon to retain what he had gotten in Egypt, 1 Mac. 4. h 

From Pel4/fo he returned to Antiochia with a great prey, being 400 
miles. In the mean time Ptoemau King of Egypr, and his Silter Cleopatra, 
brought in the aid of the Romans, Livy, Decad. hb. 4, 5. 

In the next year (that is, in the feyenth year of Antiochus Epithanes) there 
was ſcen in the air as if there had been men fighting; a Comet alſo appeared. 
This happened in the year before Chriſt 167. 

This year,in the Spring. Antiochus went the ſecond time from Antiochia with 
his Army into Alexandria in Egypt, which was 560. miles. So paſſing through 
Celoſyria and Fudea, he came into Egypt, which he invaded with open 
war, endeavouring to get that by force, which he could not get by entreaty. 
Bur the Romans ſent P. Popiltius with other Embaſſadours, into Egypt, who 
hearing that Antiochus was come to Leufia, which was within a mile of 


| Alexandria, the Romans went thither to him. Where, when he had wel- 


comed them, and ſhewed all che courtefie he could to P. _ P. Po- 
pillius delivered him certain Tables that he had about him written. 
And firſt of all commanded him to read them, which he did. "Then 


he counſelled 'with ſome of his friends, what was beft to be done =

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the buſineſs. While h 


e was thus in a great Study, P. Popillizs, with a wand 
that he had in his hand,made a Circle about him in the Duſt, laying Ere 
thouftir a foot out of this Cricle return thy Anſwerthat I may tell the Senate whe- 
ther thou hadft rather have War or Peace. This he uttered with ſuch a firm 
Countenance, that it amazed the King- wherefore, after he had pauſed a 
while, quoth he, I will do what the Senate hath written, or ſhall think fit. So 
doing little or nothing in Egypt he returned back again. Jufine, ib. 34. 
Decad. Lib. 4. cap. 5. Jof. 4b. 12. cap. 6. T helc things hapned ann. urb. Rom. 
585. L. ZEmilius Paulus aup Cains Licinins Craſſus being then Conſuls z in 
which year the Moon was totally ecclipſed, Amilius overcame Perſeus King 
of Macedon, and reduced Macedonia into a Province, /ib. Dec. 4. ib. 5. 
From Leufia, Antiochus (fearing leſt the Jews would forſake his Empire 
and rebell) went to Jeruſalem,which was 288 miles ; but the Inhabitants of 
the Town ſhut him out of the Ciry, wherefore he beſieged it, and by the - 
Treaſon of Menelaus, Chief Prieſt, (who for that purpoſe conſpired with 
the Guard that was in the Caſtle) quickly got it, and entred the Gates. In 
eyery place where he came he pur the Citizens to the Sword, and for three 
days ſpace did little elſe but cruelly maſſacre the People. He went alſo with 
Menelaus into the Temple, where he polluted the ſacred things of the Tem- 
ple, and took thence the Veſſels of Silver and Gold, or whatſoever he 
found precious or worthy : ſo that the Prey he took amounted to 1800 Ta- 
lents, which make almoſt eleven Tun of pure Gold ; all which, were partly 
Gifts dedicated to the Temple, and partly Treaſure that was left there as in 
in a fafe and ſure place, to the uſe of poor diſtreſſed Widows and Orphans. 
After that Antiochus had robbed the Temple of all the Silver and Gold 
that he could find, had baniſhed Jaſon, had placed a ſtrong Garriſon in 
the Tower of Acropolss, ( the Captain of which was one Ph1i/ip a very cruel 
man) and made Mene/aus High-Prieſt ; with all this booty and ſome num- 
ber of Captives, he returned to Antiochia, which was 259 miles. In the 
Year following, that is, before Chriſt 166, Lu. Amilius Paulus, triumphed 
for the Wars of Macedonia. Not long after, Antiochus mildoubted the Fi- 
delity of the Jews, ſent Apollonius with an Army of 22099 to Jernſuem, who 
centred the City upon the Sabbath day, and committed many Our-rages. 
Then, Antiochus having ſpent a great part of the Gold and Silver which 
he. had got from Jeruſalem, about the eleventh Year of his Reign made his 
Expedition from Antiochia to Per ſetolis, ( it was allo called Elymaides ) -in 
Perja, which was 196 miles. Here he took the Temple of Diana, ſpoiled 
all that Country round about, and with ſtrong hand gathered together a 
great Maſs of Gold and Silver to maintain War againſt Judas Macchaben:. 
Bur a multitude of Citizens difliking his Sacriledge, banded themſelves ro- 
gcther, and put Antiochus and his Souldicrs to flight before he could take 
the City of Perſezolis. 1 Mach. 6. 2 Mach. g. 
I'S Where- 
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Wherefore being driven from thence, he- fied with his Army-to Fgbata- 
na, a City in Media, which was 299 miles. Here, having certain Intelli- 
gence by Letters, of the noble Exploits of Jad#s Macchabens, and that he 
purged the Temple of ſuch things as were prophane, he fell into an extream 
Griet, and like one diſtracted, railed againſt the Jews, and ſwore to be re- 
venged of them, 1 Mac. 9. 

In this extream Anger he went from Fgbatana to Babylom with his Army, 
which was 464 miles. But as he went, his Chariot was overthrown, in the 
tall whereof he was fo extreamly wounded, that they were conſtrained to 
carry him in a Bed to Babylon, where he ſhortly after died miſerably. So 
all his Travels were 8153 miles. 

Thus may we fee with what Difficulties and Dangers this wicked Prince 
obrained his Victorics and paſt away his Lite, ſometimes in Travel,his Jour- 
nies long and troublelom, ſometimes in Proſpericy, ſometimes in Adverſity, 
again ſometimes afflicted with troubleſom Cogitations, 'fometimes with ex- 
 rream Anger, ſeldom in Peace, and then allo. his- Aﬀtions ſayouring of 
Violence and Filthineſs. From whence it appearcth, That the Wicked, with 
more Sorrows, T roubles and Vexations,gain eternal Damnation;than the Juſt, 
_ tho they ſuffer many grievous AMiCtions, obtain everlaſting Salvation. For 
amonglt all the Patriarchs, good Kings, and Prophets, there is: not found 
any that had {o many long and tedious Journies as this Antiochus, who 
continually oppreſſed his Mind and: Conſcience with unprofitable Vanities 
and wicked Thoughts, and at length had a miſerable and terrible end. 


Of the Cities and Places mentioned in TH Travels. 


Of Antiochia, 


| A Ntiochia, where Antiochus Epiphanes kept his Court, was anciently 
called Chemath, or Riblah. Ir was ſcituatcd in Syria, 180:miles from 
Feruſalem towards the North, near to the Cities, Seleucia, Laodicea, and 
Apamea,which four Ciries(as Strabo ſaith in the {ixteenth Book of his Geogra- 
hy) were built by Se/eucns Nicanor firſt King of Syria. This man was a mighty 
ob and obtained the Name of Nicanor ( which fignifieth Victory ) be- 
cauſe he proſpered in his. Wars, and conquered his Adverfaries. For, when 
(within 13 years after the Death of A4/exander the Great) he had got the 
Kingdom of. Syria, he became fo great in the 31 year of his Reign, that he 
obtained the Empire of all the Eaſt ; and beſide ( as Strabo faith). re-cdified 
and built up theſe four Cities, calling one of them Artiochia, after the name 
of his Father, another Laodicea, after the name-of his Mother, a third: after 
his own name Seleucia, and the laſt Apamea, after the name of his Wife. 
Theſe four Cities, becauſe they were all built ”— one man, and at one 
Ye, were called Siſters. But Artiochia was much: fairer than the _ 
and: 
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and in thoſe times was a greater City than any other called after rhat name; 
ca, it was equal to Alexandria in Egppt, for glory and excellency of Building: 
rt was divided into four parts, and thoſe parts ſeparated with four Walls : 

The firſt, which wasanciently called Hemath ( a violent Anger )of Chama- 

thaithe Son of Canaan; was after Riblath, from the multitude of the Inhabi- 

rants; and the third time by Seleucus, after his Father'sname, called Antiochia. 

In this part SeZeucas to dignifie the City, kept his Court, it being compaſled 

about with Goodly Walls. In the ſecond partthe Cirizens of Syria inhabited, 

In the third, Seleuchus Callimichus ( afterward King of the Syrians) kept his 

Court, and greatly beautified ir.. Bur in the fourth (where afterward many 

Chriſtians ;nhabired ) Antigonus Epiphanes continued, and did greatly adorn 

it, and ſer it forth with goodly buildings and ſumptuous Houſes. Clole by 

the City there ſtood a pleaſant Wood, watered with many clear Fountains 
and delightful Springs, ro which there reſorted a great multitude of Fowls 
of divers ſorts, which ſung very pleaſantly among the Trees, to the great 
content and deleQartion of the Citizens. In the midſt of this Wood ſtood the 
Temple of Apollo and Diana, goodly things, and very curiouſly built. Ir 
was called the Wood of Daphne, becauſe it was full of Lol Trees. From 
this Wood all the Country thereabout is called Efidaphne. Not far off 
ſtandeth the River Orontes, which beginneth in Ca/v/jria, and paſſerh under 
the carth till iccomes near to Apamea, where it rifeth and watereth all Antio- 
chia. So pafling thence, it runneth ſome ftxtcen miles, and fo falls into rhe 

Mediterranean Sea. Here Paul preached and kept a Synod, Euſeb. tb. 7. 

=_ 24, 25. There was another Synod kept here by the Arrians, Trip. 


lib 4.9. 

Stephanusreckons up many other Cities of this-name -. as 4ntiochia, Lifdiz 
in Ga/atia, where Paul preached, A4#.3. and is diſtant from this 384 miles : 
Antiochia in Meſopotamia, which is alſo called Mygdonia, and Niſbis; mm which 
A; ollophanes the Stoick, and Pharnuchusthat wrote the Perſian Hiltory,are laid 
to be born. Antiochia between Syria and Arabia, built by Semiramis. An- 
tiochia in Cilicia, ſcituated nearto the River Pyramus. Antiochia in Pieria, 
allo called by the Syrians, Arados. There is atfo a City called Antiochia 
near Mount Taurus in the Country of Comagena. Antiochia (cituated upon 
the Lake of Callichan. Antiechia in Scythia. There was another in Caria, cal- 
led alſo Pithapols. Antiochia Marigiana, built by Antiochius Soter. And 
many Authors call Tharſas in Cilrcia by the-name of Antiochia. Antiochia

T4 or Tharſus {ignifieth a Hyacinth ſtone, fo called (as ſome think ) 
of Tharſisthe Son of Zavan, the Son of Japoet, the Son of Noah, Gen.19. 
It was diſtant from Feru/alem Jo4 miles 


Of Pcrſepolis. 


PE/rs was the Metropolitan City of Perſia, diſtantfrom Teruſalem 1249 
miles Eaſtward. So called of Perſeus tnat mighty King of the Perſians, 
.who re-edified it and gave it that name ; which is as much asto ay, the Ci- 
ty of the Per/ians, which alſo of him were fo called. The Aſtronomers, 
becauſe he was greatly affected to fuch as were skilful in that Art, attribu- 
ted his name and his \W ives name totwo Conſtellations in the Heavens, of 
which Ovid's Fable is contributed of Pegaſus and Andromache. 

This City of Perſepolis was lo fair,that it exceeded all the Cities of the Eaſt 
both for Statelincſs,and Beauty,and fo continued from Perſeus time,until A/e- 
xander the Great had conquered Darius : at which time, this great Emperour 
having got into his hand the whole Empire ofthe Perfans, came to Perſepolis 
in the year-before Chriſt, Z29, and there celebrated a. great feaſt in triumph 
of his Viftories; to which there reſorted a great many Women, nor ſuch 
as were of the better ſorr, but them that followed the Camp, and lived diſ- 
folutely : amongſt whom was that notable Curteſan Thais ; who perceiving 
the King inclined to Mirth,and full with Wine,begawtoflatterhim in his Cups, 
andamong other things to commend and dignihe his Noble Exploits, with- 
al giving him to underſtand, how acceptable ir would be to the Grecians 
to {ce the Royal Palace of the Per/ians fired, which had fo often aflited Gre- 
cia. No ſooner had ſhe uttered theſe words, but another ſeconded her, and 
then a third. After, the whole aſſembly cried our, Shall werevenge the Inju- 
ry of the Grecians, and burn the City 2 With that they allroſe in great fury, 
the King himſel{ (being crowned) beginning firſt to firc the Palace, wherein 
wasgreat abundance of Cedar, from whence it happened, that ſuddenly the 
fire {pread it ſelf a great way ; which when the Army that lay without the 
Walls perceived, with all {peed came to the City to ſtay the burning of it, 
for which purpoſe many brought Water with them. But when they beheld 
che King himfelf buſic in this Tragedy, laying afide their Water, they alſo, 
in hopeot Booty, and to imitate the ſteps of their Prince, fell to firing the 
City, and according to the cuſtom of Souldiers in ſuch Maſfacres, made a 
Prey of what they could get ; increaſing the fire with dry. ſtuff-and other 
Combuſtible matter,whereby it came ropaſs thatthe whole City was therew'th 
fired and burntrothe ground. This was the end of that mighty Ciry which 
ruled over ſo many Nations, where ſo many __ Princes governed, that 
was the ſcourge of Grecia and the greateſt part of the World, that ſent forth 
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a Navy of 19999 Ships and an Army of an infinite number: there being an 
infinite number ; there being at this day nothing to be ſeen, unleſs the Ri- 
ver Araxes that ran cloſe by it remaineth. Thus was that conſumed in 
a fury, which the King and all his Army before endeavoured to ſpare. But 
after it turned tothe great ſhame of the Macedonians, that their King ſhould 
fire ſo famous a City in the midit of his Cups: and Alexander himlelf, after 
he had flepr, repented what he had done. 

You ſhall find in 2 Mac. cap.6. That Antiochus Epiphanes beſieged a cer- 
tain City in Perf called Perſepolis, from whence, for his exceeding Coye- 
touſneſs and Sacriledge, he was forced by the Inhabitants dwelling about 
the Town, to raiſe his Siege and be gone. Therefore ſome may gather, that 
this Ferſepolis before mentioned was rebuilded, becaulc it alſo ſtood in Perſa : 
but if you read 1 Mac. cap. 6. you ſhall find, that this City, ſo beſieged by 
Antiochus, was allo called Elymais, wherein ſtood the Temple of Dzana, 
beautified with many goodly Ornaments, ſhining with the ſplendor of fine 
Gold wherewith itwas gilt. In which Temple, as ſaith 7oſephns , 1b. Ant. 12. 
Alexander the Great left his Armour and other things. From whence may 
be gathered, that this Town was not the Per/ſepo/is which he cauſed to be 
burn'd, butrather ſome other Town built our of the Ruines of that City 
( according tothe opinion of 2uintus Cartias )or elle ſome Village ſtanding 
near to it, which being built up and enlarged, might of ſome be called new 
Perſepolis, though indeed it was anciently called Elymas, and all the Eaft parr 
of Perſia beyond Suſa, of that Town called Elematica, having ſome affinity 
with Elam the ancient name of Per/a, ſo-called of Elam the Son of Sem 
Gen. 10. Wherefore it may well be concluded, that that Perſepo/is, burnt 
down by Alexander, was never reſtored, but licth waſte to this day. 

Thus the Empire of the Perfians ( after they had ruled over the Nations 
of the Earth 260 years ) was conquered by the Greczans, who held it 129 years. 
Art the end of which time, Demetrins Nicanor, the laſt Emperour of the 
Grecians in Syria and 46a, going with a great Army out of S;r:4 toward 
the Eaſt, Ar/aces King ofthe Medes and Parthians, being aided by the Citi- 
zens of Elymass, the Perſans, and Baftrians meeting him in thoſe parts, gave 
him many ſharp and cruel Bartels, and in the end ( under the prerence of 
Peace) took him Priſoner, in the yearbetore Chriſt 137. and from that time 
the. Parthians governed Perſia and Grecia, and oppoſed the Romans in many 
cruel Batrtels. | | 

Afterward, in the year of our Lord, 226, Artaxerxes that mighty Lord of 
Per/ia overcame A4rtabanss King-of the Parthians in a mighty Batre], and 
took his Crown from tns heed : the ſame year entring upon the Goverment 
of Per/ia, 548 years after the death of Alexander the Great : from which time, 
4rtaxerxes and his Poſterity reigned in Perjia for the ſpace of 314 years;

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in the which ſpace there ſucceeded twenty eight Kings, viz. Artaxerxes 1: 
S.apores, Ormiſdates Vararanes.Vararanes 2. Vararanes }. Narſes, Miſdates, $a- 
pores 2. Artaxerxes 2. Sapores 3. Vararanes 4. Cermazat, ſir-named 1/- 
digertes, Vararanes 5. Vararanes 6. Perozes, Valens, Cavades ,-Zambades, 
Cavades 2. Coſroes, Hormiſda, Coſroes 2. Siroes, Adhaſir, *Sarbaras, Borna- 
rim, Hormiſda 2. who was the lalt King of the Perſians ; tor being overcome 
by Humarn, Amira of the Saracens, and third Emperour of the Mahu- 
metans, he was thrown out of his Kingdom, Anno Dom.6409. After which 
rune, it continued long in the Goycrnment of the Saracens and Turks. 


Il here that holy Prieſt Mattathias the Father of Judas Machabevs dwett. 


MV Attathias and Dorothens , have both one ſignification, that is, The 

Gitt of God ; being derived of Matath, a Gift, and Fah, God. This 
Matt.athias was a Holy Prieſt, of the Tribe of Levi, the Son of John, the Son 
of Simon, of whom all that Family was called the Poſterity of Simon, of the 
Stock of Foarib, of whom you may read, 1 Chr. 15. He dwelt in a Town 
called Modin, fourteen miles from Feruſa/em, toward the North-Weſt, 
ſcituated in a Mountain, cloſe by the way as you go to Foppa, in the Tribe 
of Dan. Modin ſ1gnifieth a Meaſure, being derived of Madad, he hath 
meaſured. In this place, ſeeing the cruelty of Antiochus Epiphanes, and the 
Inſolence of his Souldicrs, he killed one of his Captains, and afterward in 
the Synagogue put to death an Idolatrous Few, overthrew the Altar ſer 
up by Antiochss ; after called forth all the Inhabitants of Modir, and other 
Towns near adjoyning, to withſtand the fury of this King. So they brought 
their Goods out of the City, into: the Wilderneſs, where they incamped 
themſelves, and -ajter, ſo manfully oppoſed Antiochus, that he delivered all 
the Cities and Towns thereabouts out of his Bondage, and from- Idolatry. 
Bur being now grown old, (after he had admoniſhe his Sonsto Conſtancy 
in the Seryice of God, and Couragein Defence of the Country ) he died in 
the ycar betore Chriſt, 164, and was buried at Modir,where afterward his Sons 
were buried. Simon, his third Son, high Prieſt of Jeruſalem, did maryellouſly 
beautifie this Sepulchre ; for he made a Vaulr of white Marble, compaſſed 
about with fair Pillars, which ſupported an. admirable curious Arch, to 
ſee to as if it had been one ſtone. Over this Vault, in conyenient places, 
he built ſeven Pyramids, in memory of his Father, Mother, his four Bre- 
thren, and himſelf. In the Circumterence of this Monument he ſet up fair 
Marble Pillars, upon which he cauſed to be ingraven Ships, fo artificially, 
that they which failed upon the Sea might ſee them ; and upon theſ®: he 
placed the Arms of his Father, and of his Brethren. You may read more 
of this, 1 Mach.

The Travels of Judas Macchabeus. 


Uds Matchabens ſucceeded his Father Mattathiss in the year before 

Chriſt 164, 4rmo Mundi 3804. and ruled fix years: Immediately after 

his Father's death,who, as is ſaid, was buried in Modin, he led his Army 

againſt Apollonius, chief Gaptain of Antiochus, who at that timewas 

in Samaria; whichwasthirty miles : here he overcame Apollonins, and killed 
him with his own Sword, 2 Mac.

The Typical Signification of Judas Macchabeus. 


== Macchabews is a Type and Figure of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt; and 
|: Antiochus of that wicked Antichriſt, as the Interpretation of their names 
do evidently declare ; for, Jud«s fignifies a Confeſlor, png God and 
glorifying his Name for all his Benefits; ſo Chrift the Son of God is the 
Praiſe and Glory of his Father, for that in kim, and by him, God the Fa- 
ther is praiſed, as is eyident in the Song of Simeon. In like manner our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt is worthily called Macchabeus, tor Macchabens is a fir-name of 
the. Fews, which is written after this manner, 133D Machabai, every Letter 
of which ſignifieth a ſeveral Word, according to the Song of Moſes in the 
fifteenth Chapter of Exodus, where are theſe Words, Michamocha baelim Je- 
hovah, that is, ho « Ihe unto thee among#t the Gods, O Lord? Thus did the 
Children of 1ſrae/ ſing with Moſes, when God led them our of the Land of 
Zgypt through the Red Sea : and this Senrence- Judas Macchabeus continu- 
ally uſed as an Adage ; and the Letters at the beginning of thefe Words 
being joyned together into one Word, make the fir-name Macchabai. 
Therefore as he had always this golden Sentence in his Mouth, ſo had he 
it likewiſe in his Name, yea. in his Enſigns. Wherefore this name likewife 
is worthy to be attributed to Chriſt ; for he is that perte& Image and Glo- 
ry of his cternal Father, Heb. 1. who is called Michae/, that is, Who i lthe 
unto God ? and Macchabeus, or Machabai, that is, Who i like unto thee 4- 
mongft the Gods, O Lord. Therefore he faith thus, T am that great God that 
will deliver you from all evil. | 
Ecce, Deus fortis felix, de morte reſurgo : 
Tartareoſque unguens, Demona ipſe ligo. 


Behold, I am the God of Might, from death to Life that roſe: 
I bind the Deyit to my Will, his Furies I oppoſe.

But Antiochus ifies an adverſary, or an oppoſer, or one that fighteth a- 
gainft God. The a alſo doth Sathan ſignifie in Hebrew. He fer refore 
a fit Type of that gfeat oppoſer of God and Man, ( Antichriſt) who fighteth 
' againſt Chriſt, that Judas Machabeus, and true Captain of the Church. 
For as the one ( viz. Antiochus) was an adverſary againſt the Jews, the Chil- 
dren of God ; ſo the other, (that is, Antichriſt) is an adverſary and Enemy 
againſt Chriſt and his Church, &c. 


The Travels of Jonathan, the brother of Judas Macchabeus. 


O nathan, or Jonathas, and Theodoj us, hath but one ſignification, that is, 
The giftof God. This man, the ſame year that paſs his Brother died, 
ſucceeded him in the Principalirv,and goyerned the Jews eighteen years, 
1 Macg. Joſeph. /ib. antiq. }. But underſtanding that Bacchides, chief 

Captain of DemetriusKing of Syr:a, wentabout to take away his life by craft, 
| he and his Brother Simon went from Modin, and pitched their Tents in the 
Wilderneſs of Tecoah,near to the Lake of Aſphar, which was twenty miles. 
_  Fromthencethey ſenttheir Brother John with certain Riches to the Naba- 
thians,which dwelt in Medaba in Arabiz( twenty cight miles) deſiring them 
in Friendſhiptoreceive their Goods inta the Town, and to keep them for 
their uſe : but the Sons of Tambri and the Nabathians iflued out of Medaba 
unawares, fell upon John, put him to death, took away all his Wealth, and 
returned into their City with great joy. | | 
Bur Jon2than and Simontook this injury very heavily, and much bewailed 
the death oftheir Brother : Wherefore, that they mightbe revenged of the 
inhabitants of Medaba, they went thence twenty eight miles, and hid them- 
ſelves among the Mountains, juſt in the way that led from Medaba toCanaan; 
for they had heard that the Sons of Iembr: and the Inhabitants of Medaba 
were gone forth with great Jollity to fetch home a Bride, which was a Princes 
Daughter ofthe Land of Canaan; Now as they were merry upon the way, 
commas Þ Simon his Brother, with their Army, went out from among the 
ountains, and put a great number of them to the Sword, taking away a 
palghty Spoyl. Gs ES 
om Medaba they went to the River Jordan,which wasthree miles,where, 
apon the Eaſt ſide of the Rivyer they pitched their Tents; here he was con- 
ſtrained to _ cruel Battel with Bacchidesupon the Sabboth-day; bur 
as he was in the fight, hemet Bacchides,and lift up his hand to ſtrike at him ; 
bur he ſeeing the danger, retired. Nevertheleſs he put to the Sword 1990 
of hismen. and after, he and his Followers leapt intothe River and ſwam oyer: 
ſo they all eſcaped without Danger. 
In the fifty ſixth year ofthe Greciars Government in $ria, which was s 
t 
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fifth year of the Principality of Jonathan,Bacchides returned again with his Ar- 
my into Fadza,and beſieged onathan and Simorrin Bethbeſan, otherwiſe called 
Bethgalam, {ome three miles diſtant from Jordan. Here Jonathan,leaving, his 
Brother S:zmor in the City, ſtole out by a Poſtern,and went to all the Villages 
near adjoyning, from whence he gathered an Army of Choſen men, and 
ſet upon Bacchides : Simon allo broke out of the City, and ſet upon him, 

fothart they greatly oppreſſed him and burned his Tents, 1 Mac. 1. Where- 
fore, when Bacchides underſtood that Jonathan and £imon had fortificd that 
City, and that the Jews were ready to defend ir, he concluded a Peace with 
Forathan ; the Captivesof either part were re-delivered, and the Jews lived 
in Peace a good while after, 1 Mac.9, | 

From Bethbeſan, Jonathan went to Michmas, being fix miles : here he 
dwelt for a while, and judged the People of T/rae!, cheriſhing the good, and 
rooting out the Evil from amongſt them, I Mac. 1. 

From Michmas he went to Jeruſalem, which was ten miles. Hither A/e- 
xander King of Syria, and Son of Antiochus Epiphanes , ſent him a Purple 
Robe and a Golden Crown, and ordained him High-Prieſt of the Jews. 
W herefore Jonathan, on the day of the Feaſt of the Tabernacles, which was 
in the year before Chriſt, 159, took upon him the Office to be high Prieſt, 
1 Mac. 10. The nextyear after, which was the tenth of Jonathan's Rule, 
(after the death of Demetrius King of Syria, who was flain in the Wars 
againſt A/exander) there appeared a Comet of an Extraordinary greatnels, 
which was of ſuch an exceeding brightneſs, that it took away the darkneis 
of the Night; and the Writers of thoſe times affirm it to equal the Sun in 
greatneſs. After this Prodigy, the Romans began the third Punick War 
againſt the Carthaginians. Vide Camerar. lib.2. de oftent. 

Jonathan in the eleventh yearof his Reign, went from Fern/akmrto Pto/e- 
mats, being ſeyenty 11x miles, tothe Marriage of Alexander King of Syria, 
and Cleopatra the Daughter of Ptolomens Philometor King of Xgvpt, where 
he was entertained very honourably, 1 Mac. 10. 


From thence he returned to Feru/a/em, which was ſeyenty fix miles ; 


1 Mac.10. 

_ Feruſalem hewentto Joppa, and won the Town, which was wwenty 
miles. 

From Joppa he went to 4ſdod, which was twelve miles ; there heburnt the 
Temple of Dagon, andall that were in it. 

From thence he went with his Army to 4/cair, being twelve miles ; this 
Town willingly yielded unto him. | 

From Aſcalon he returned to Jeruſalem, which was 38 miles, 1 Mac. 10. 

In the fifteenth year of his Government he went to Joppa, being twenty 


miles, to meet Ptolomens Philometor King of Zgypr, and ftayed there all _ 


that night, 1 Mac. 11.

The next day he wentwith the King of Zgypt tothe River of Elentherins, 


which was 299 miles. | 
From thence he returned back again to hu which was 299 miles. 


Here he beſieged the Tower of Acropolis, becauſe 
men got into It. 

In the ſixteenth year of his Government he went from Jeruſalemto Ptols- 
mis, to Demetrius Nicanor King of Syria, which was 76 miles. 
From Ptobomaishe returned back to Jeruſalem, which was 76 miles. 

From Jeruſalem (in the {eyenteenth year of his Government ) he went 
beyond the River Euphrates, which was accounted four hundred miles ; 
and there gathered an Army, in Aid of Antiochns the younger, the Son of 
- Alexander, and went againſt Demetrius Nicanor King of Syria. 

From thence he returned to Feraſalem, which was 490 miles. . 

_ Jeruſalem he went with his Army to Aſcaton, which was thirty 
miles, + | 
From thence he came to Gaze, which was eighteen miles: this Town he 
belieged, and after a ſharp Battel won it. | 

From Gaza he went to Damaſcus in Syria, which was about 200 miles. 

From thence he rcturned to the Lake of Geneſereth, which was 104 miles. 
Here he oppoſed the Army of Demetrius Nicanor King of Syria. 

From thence (before day) he removed his Camp to Chazor, which was 
thirty two miles; where, when partof his Army was put to flight by a Strata- 
gem, he tore his Garments, put duſt upon his head, and prayed earneſtl 
unto the Lord for aid and afliſtance: {o having recovered his ſrengeh 
and former courage, he returned with thoſe few that he had left him to 
the War, where he put the Army of King Demetrius to flight, and ſlew 3000- 
of his men with the Sword. - | 

His Enemies being thus diſperſed, he purſued them to their Tents, near 
Cades in Galilee, being ix miles. 

Fromthence he returned to Fcruſalem with a gloriousvitory, which was 
about ſome ninety two miles. Here he made a League with the Romans and 
Spartans , F Mac. IL. 12. 

From Jeruſalem he wentwith his Army into the Country of Hemath, 
that is, Syria, to the River Elentherins, being 200 miles; here he put his 
Enemiesto flight, after they had burnt and conſumed their Tents. 

From thence he wentto Nabathia in Arabia, being 129 miles. Here he 
conqueredthe Arabians and Zabadians, and fpoiled their Land. 

Fromthence he went through all that Country, and waſted it, till he came 
within any miles of Damaſcus Ew + 

From thence he returned home to Jeruſalem, which was 160 mites. In 
the eighteenth and laſt year of his Reign he cauſed the Walls of Jeruſalem 
to be built, and began to fortifie many places in Judea, 1 Mac. 12, Alſothe 


cre were many wicked 
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ſame year (which wasthe 160 year of the Government of the Gracians in 
Syria) the ſecond Book of Macchabees waswritten, as appeareth, cap.1. 


After, from Jeruſalem he went to Bethſan ro meet Tryphon, being forty - 


four miles: here, being deceived by the fair ſpeeches of Tryphon, he diſchar- 
ged his Army all but Joo9. 

From thence he took theſe Zo0o with him, andwent with Tryphon to Ptolo- 
mais, which was thirty two mules ; intowhich Town he was no {oonerenter- 
ed, _ Tryphon cauſed the Citizens to ſhut the Gates, where all his men 
were flain. 

From Ptobomais, Tryphon brought Jonathan the High-Prieſt to Addus, upon 
the Borders of Jadea, which was ſixty eight miles: from whence he ſent to 
Simon, the Brother of Fonathan, whom he kept Captive in a Caftle near ad- 
joyning ; promiſing to releaſe his Brother, if he would ſend his two Sons to 
be Hoſtages, and let him have a hundred Talents of Silyer, that is, 65000 
Crowns. 

- Fo Simon ſent his two Sons, together with the Money, to Tryphon ; but 
Tryphon took them and the Mony, and led them captive with Jonathan 
cheir Father from Addns to Addor, a Town in Idamea, which was forty cight 
mules. 

From thence he carried them to Baſchaman in the Country of the Gilea- 
dites, which was ninety ſix miles ;where, in the Winter Seaſon, in the year 
before Chriſt, 141, this cruel and perfidious Tyrant put Forathan and his 
Sons to death. 

From Baſchamah of the Gileadites Simon removed the Bodies of Jonathan 
and his Sons to Modin, being ſixty miles, where he buried them, 1 Mac. 13. 
So all his Travels were 3007 miles.

Of Medaba. 


HIS City is fcituated beyond ordan in the Tribe of Reuben, twenty eight 

miles from Jeruſalem towards the Eaſt. It ſeems to take the name 

from a hot Bath that ſtood near it : for there were many Baths and wholſom 

Springs ſtood beyond Fordar, as Fof. Lib. Ant. 17. c. g. witnefleth. The 

ſame things are alſo mentioned, E/a. cap. 26. For Medaba is derived of Mai- 
im and Doba, which ſignifies, warm or boyling water. 


Of Bethbeſan. 


| he Town was ſcituated in the Tribe of Benjamin, near Gilzal, twelve 


miles from Jeruſalem towards the North-Eaſt. The Caſtle of this

Of Ptolomais. 


as ancicnt times this Town was called A4con, ſcituated upon the ſhore of 
the Med:terranean Sea, between Tyrus and Mount Carmel, in the Tribe 
of Aſer, 76 milcs from Jeruſalem towards.the North. Bur the 4ferites could 
not caſt out the Canaanites out of that City, Ptolomens King of Egypt con- 
quered this Town and rebuilt it, calling it after his own Name, Ptolomas, 
which fignifiech, to make War. In times paſt ic was a goodly City, ſtrong- 
ly fortified with Towers, Bulwarks, Ditches, and Walls: it was built in a 
triangular Proportion, like to a Shield, two parts whereof was compaſſed 
in by the Sea, and upon the third there ſtood a fruitful Plain, wherein were 
 Corn-Grounds, Paſtures, Medows, Vine-yards, and Orchards, adorned 
with divers kinds of Fruits. It had a very fair and ſpacious Haven for the 
preſerving of Ships : it was beautified with Arcinals, Caſtles, Temples, and 
many other Buildings, very ſtately and curious; but at this day ir is utterly 
deſolate, and ſcarce to be perceived where it ſtood. 


Of Eleutherius. 


Leutherius was a River upon the Borders of Phenicia and Syria, near to 

the City Orthofia, at the foot of Mount Libanws, 200 miles from Teru- 
falen towards the North ; of which you may read in the Hiſtory of Tona- 
than, 1 Mac. 11. 12, There 1s alſo another River of that name, between 
Tyrus and Sarepta, upon the Borders of Paleftina, 108 miles from Teruſalen 


towards the North. 
Of Genezcreth, 


| bl is a Sea in Galle, fo called from the Land of Geneſara, which lyeth 
about it ; here ſometimes Capernaum ſtood ; it {ignifies a Princely Gar- 
den, being derived of Ger, that is, a Garden, and Sar, a Prince: for the 
Country round about it was very pleaſant. You may read more of this.in 
the Trayels of our Saviour Chriſt. 


Of the Field Chazor: 


' Harm was a Plain near to the Town Chazor, or Hazor 3 which is deſcri- 
bed in the Travels of Joſhua. Ir ſtood in the upper Galitee, 84 miles 
from Teruſaiem towards the Noztth. | 


Of Zabadei. 
| were a People inhabiting Arabia Deſarta, near to the Rives 


Eleutherins, on the Notth-eaſt fade of Syria and Damaſens, two hu —_ 
. mules 
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miles from Jeruſalem. Arabia is three-fold ; the one part thereof is called 
Deſerta, which extendeth it (elf rowards the North, to Syria and Damaſcus, 
the other is called Petrea, in which vaſt Wilderneſs the Children of 1/rael 
travelled; the third is called Arabia Felix, which is towards the South, 
extending it (elf from the Eaſt to the Gulph of Perfa, and upon the Welt ir 
is ſhut in with the Gulf of Arabia. But the Zabadei, they inhabited in 
Arabia Deſerta, and were a People of a liberal and free condition : from 
whence it ſecmeth they are fo called ; for Zabab ſignifieth, to endow, or 


beſtow. 
| Of Addus. | 
Fo fgt is called by Joſephus ( Ub. antiq. 13. cap. 9.) Fadah: it was a 
Town near Arimathea in Mount Ephraim, ſixteen mules from Feruſa- 
ſakem towards the North-weſt; and is ſo called from a Congregation, being 
derived of Faad, that is, He hath aflembled with Authority ;. and Edah, a 
Congregation, or Synagogue. 
Of Ador. 


WV was a City of the Idumzans, forty eight miles from Jeruſalem to- 
wards the South-weſt. Ador ſignifies, a beautiful City, being derived of 
Adar, that is, famous and illuſtrious; and Or, that is, Light. 


Of Baſchamah. 


Ran ſtandeth in the Land of Gilead, beyond Fordan, fifty rwo miles 
from Jeruſalem towards the North-eaſt ; and is fo called from {weer 
Gums, of which there is great Plenty in that place.

From Joppa they went to A4/dod, twelye miles, and in the way they put the 
Enemy to flight. 

From 4/dod they went to Aſcalon, twelye miles, 1 Mace. 19. 

From Aſcalm they returned to Fernſalem, being thirty miles, 1 Mac.19. 

From thence he went to Bethſur, half a mile; this Town he won, and 
placed a Gariſfon in it, 1 Mac. 11. | 

Alſo, in the abſence of his Brother Jonathan, Simon went with his Army to 
Aſcalon, which was thirty miles from Jeruſalem, 1 Mac. 12, 

From thence he went to Joppa, which was twenty miles. This Town the 
ſecond time he took, and placed a Gariſfon therein, 1 Mac. 12. 

From Joppa he returned again to Jernſalen, which was twenty miles, 7of. 
Ant. lib, 1. cap. 8. 

From Jeruſalem, in the laſt year of his Brother Forathar?s Government, 
he went to the Plain of Sephala, about fourteen miles, where he built the 
Hold of Abida, 1 Mac. 12. 

From thence he returned to Fernſalem, fourteen miles; There, after the 
Captivity of his Brother Jonathan, ( whom Tryphon by cunning had betray- 
ed, = is before-faid ) he was choſen by the People of the Fews into the Prin- 
cipality. 

From thence he went to Adds, to meet Tryphor, ſixteen miles ; where he 
would have ranſomed his Brother Jonathan, 1 Mac. 13. 

From Addus he went to a City of the Idumeans called Ador, or Adaran:, 
forty eight miles. | : 

From Ador he returned into Jadea with his Army, forty miles, that he 
_ oppoſe the Invaſion of Tryphon, and his Souldiers, leſt they ſhould have 
deſtroyed the Country, and got ome in hisabſence. : 
 Tryphon having put to death his Brother Jonathan, ( which was in the 

year before Chriſt 149. ) Simon entred upon the Office of Rey” the 
| ame 
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ſame year, and continued in the Government eight years In the firſt year 


of his Government he went from Jeruſalem to Modin, fourteen miles.- Here 


he buried the Body of his Brother Jonathan, in his Father's Sepulchre, very 
honourably, and richly beautified it. 

From Modin he returned to Feraſatem, fourteen miles, where he executed 
his Prieſtly FunCtion diligently, and repaired the Holds and decayed Towns 
of 7udea, compaſhng them about with Stone Walls, and fortifying them 
with Towers and Dalncks 

From thence he went to Gaza, forty four miles from Jeruſalem South- 

weſtward. This Town he took. 

From thence he returned to Jeruſalem, which was four and forty miles: 
There he repaired the Tower of Acropolis, wherein he dwelt. 

F _ Jeruſalem he went to Joppa, and won the Town, which was twen- 
ty miles, - 

From Joppe he returned to Jeruſalem, which was twenty miles, where, 
for a time he lived very honourably, and kept a Princely Court, 1 Mac. 14. 

Laſtly, he went with his two Sons, Judas and Mattathies, and his Wite, to 
viſit his Father-in-law Prolomews the Son of Abodus, to the Caſtle of Doch, 
which was near ro Jericho, ſome ten miles from Jern/alem towards the 
North-eaſt. Here he was flain by his Father-in-law at a Banquet, in the 
year before Chriſt 132, in the eleventh Month, which anfwereth to our 
February, 1 Mac. 16. $o all his Travels were 799 miles. 


The Deſcription of the Places mentioned in his Travels. 


Of Arabath. 


AG or Araba,was a City near tothe Lake or River Merom, not fat 
from Dothan, forty four miles from Jeraſatm towards the North. It 
ſeems to take the name from Locuſts, whereof there are many kinds, 
1 Mac. 5. for there are Locuſts that live upon Herbs and Flowers: others 
that fly in great ſwarms in the Air; and fome alſo that live in the Waters, 
not much unlike Crabs, or Cray-fiſhes, their Tails only excepted. Pin. &b.g. 
cap. 12. reckons up another kind of Locuſts, whereon Fohn Baptift did feed, 
and it was lawful for the Jews to eat of them : he deſcribes them to have 
four Feet, and Wings, ſo that they can either fly, or leap upon the Earth. 
They can be reſembled to nothing more fitly than ro Graſhoppers. Theſe 
the Hebrews call Rabe. Levit. 11. Mat.}. becauſe of the abundance of them; 
being derived of the Verb Rabah, He hath muhiplied, or increaſed; be- 
cauſe theſe kinds of Locuſts come in nnghty great ſwarms and multitudes 
into the Eaſt part of the World. Of theſe kindsof Locuſts 4rabath took the 
Name, but they are not known tous; nevertheleſs fuch there are; and, as 
K appcareth in Levit, 11. were permitted to be caten among the Jrws..: a_—

— was a ſtrong Tower, the Ruines whereof may be {cen tothis day, 

It was {cituated near Jericho, in the Field of Hiericunti, ten miles from 
Feruſalem North-caſtward ; where Ptolomens the Son of Abodus perfidiouſly 
put to death his Son-in-law Sim, High Prieſt of the Jews. From this 
Tower you might have ſeen all the Countrey of the Gu/eadites, the two 
Tribes of Gad and Rewben, and the half Tribe of Manaſes, withthe Moun- 


tains of the Moabites, Nebo, Piſgah, and Abarim. Vid. 1 Mac. cap. ult. 


The Travels of John Hyrcanus. 
T5 Hyrcanu was made Captain oyer all the Men of War, by his Fa- 


ther S:mon, and went from Jeruſalem to Gaza, forty four miles, where 
he dwelt, 1 Mac. 13. | 
From thence he returned to Jeruſalzm, forty four miles, in the fifth 
year of his Father's Government, to let him underſtand how Cendebius had 
invaded the holy Land, Mac. 16. 
. From Jeruſalem, he and hisBrother Jada went with their Army to Modir, 
fourteen miles, where they ſtayed all night. | 
The next morning, before day, they gave Battel to Cendebias, not far 
from Modin, overcame him, and put-him to flight. So he purſued the 
chale till he came to the Fortreſs of Cedron, which ſtood in the Field of 4zo- 
tus, even cight miles. ' | 
From the Field of 4zotus, he and his Brother Judas returned to Feruſalem, 
being twenty two miles, I Mac. 1G. | 
From Feruſalem he returned to Gaza, 44 miles. Now when Sorius Ptolo- 
mens, the Son of 4bodus, ( who a little before had treacherouſly ſlain his Son- 
in-law Simon at a Banquet) heard of John's coming into the Town, he ſent 
forth certain T raitors and Homicides to put him to death alſo : bur Hyrca- 
nw having certain intelligence of the matter, prevented the miſchief, and put 
theſe Traitors tothe Sword, 1 Mac.16. Soall his Travels were 176 miles.

Of the Kings of Syria that ſucceeded Antiochus Epiphanes, and made War up- 
on the Macchabees. And firft, of the Travels of Antiochus Eupator. 


HIS Antiochus the younger ſucceeded his Father 4ntiochus Epiphanes, 
in the 4g year of the Grecians Government in Syria, which was 
the 161 Year before Chriſt, and he continued King of 4/fa and 
Syria three Years. Ly/ias the King's Sabſtitute for Syria, called this 

man by the name of Expator, that is, a good Father ; becauſe Kings ought 
to be Fathers of their Countries. | 

This Antiochas Eupator inthe ſecond year of his Reign, came with agreat 
Army from Antiochia to the Town of Modin, which was 380 miles. - | 

From Modin he went to the Hold at Bethſura : this he ſharply beſieged ; 
being 12 miles. : 

'From Bethſura he went to Bethſachara (almoſt a mile) to meet with Judas 
Macchabeus, who put him to flight, and kilPd 600 of his Men, 1 Mac. 6. 

From Bethſuchara he returned to the Hold of Bethſura, and won it, being 
almoſt a mile. 

From Bethſura he came to Jeruſalem, which was half a mile. 

-—_ Fernſalem he went with his Army to Pto/lomars, being ſeventy (ix 
miles. 
| _ Ptolomats he returned to Antiochia, two hundred and four miles and 
2 half.

For there inhabit Grecians, Latines, Arme- 
nians, Maronites, Neftorians, and' People of many other. Nations of divers 
Conditions and Cuſtoms in manner of living, It aboundeth alſo. with 
great abundance of coſtly Tapeſtry, which: is. made fo. curiouſly, and 
with ſuch coft, that it 1s very. delightful to fuch as. look upon: it. Ir is 
credibly reported, Thar there are found within the City of. Trigols 4090 
men that do little elle mw Weave and make Tapeſtry, and ſuch like 
coſtly hangings: The Country round about where: it fandeth. is very 
pleaſant, and becaule of the great abundance of Vines, Olives, Figs, and 
other Fruits and Flowers (which yicldeth a comfortable ſmell, and is pro- 
fitable for the maintenance of. lite) it is called Paradice. There: is a Field 
before the City, ſome: rwo miles in length, and one. in breadth, in. which 
there are to be ſeen very curious Gardens, and artificially contrived. 
About fix miles from the City ſtandeth Mount Libans, at the foot

Rivers or principal Streams, beſides many other ſmall. Brooks, which run 
thence and fall into the Sea; ſothat the Sentence, EF. 9. is. verified: of this, 
A ſmall Fountain ſhall increaſe to a great River, and ſhall be toured out againſt

F this A/exander, Juftin writes, 46.35. where he ſheweth, that he was 
not Son to Antiochns Epiphanes, as was ſuppoſed, but had to name

chians, for the: great Tyranny of Demetrius, falling into Rebellion, gave 
unto him the of 4xander, and withal -cauſed it to be publiſhed 
abroad, that he was the Son of Epiphanes, which by reaſon of his youth was 
ealily believed. And at this time, Demetrius, becauſe of his cruelty, being 
much hated of all forts of People ; it came to'paſs that moſt, and thoſe'of 
thegreateſt alſo, combined with 'this young man, ſuppoſing him indeed ito 
be of -nable Deſcent, and the. Son oft a King, Wherefore Alexander, or 
Prompatus,being thus encouraged.took upon him to be the'Brother of Antiochns 
Eupator ,and called himſelf the Lawtful Heir and Succeſſor to the Crown 
of Syria, going from thence to Pto/omars, where he kept a Royal Court; 
and in the year of the World 3818, -betore Chriſt 159, by the help of 
the Antiochians, and others the Inhabitants of Syria, he rook upon him the 
Governmentof that 'Country, .and reigned five years. This man ſuffered 
many varieties and changes of Fortune: at firſt was put to flight by Deme- 
trius ; after he put Demetriusto flight, and at length put him tro death and 
uſurp'd upon his Government. -In the rhird year of his Reign he married 
Cleopatra the Daughter of Ptolomens Philometor King of Xgypt, by whom he 
had his Son Antiochus. Tothis Marriage Jonathan was invited. 

In thelaſt year of his Government, che went from Ptolomais to Antiochia, 
which was 209 miles, where he oppoſed himiclK againſt Demetrius Nicaror, 
the Son of Demetrius Soter, 1 Mac. cap.10. | 

From Antiochia he went to Cilicia,which was 120 miles, to ſuppreſs the 
Rebellion of his Subjeas: bur when he heard that Ptolomens Philometor his 
Father-in-Law had taken up Armsagainſt him, conquered Syria, and given 
his Wife to Demetrins Nicanor, which had heen married-crmto him two 
years before, he gathered all his forces hecould,and with all expedition made 
good the Waragainſt Ptolomexs : but he was overcome, and fled into that 
part of Arabia which bordereth upon'the Mountain Emanrs for refuge, where 
Zabdiel the Governourof that Country, fearing . left he ſhould fall into the 
diſptkeaſure of Prolomeus, caufed his Servants to cut oft his head, and fent 
it tohiminto.Syria; Within three days after which frght,he died, being mor- 
tally wounded in the. former Battel, of. /i. Ant. 13. c. 17. Soall his Tra- 
yels were 320 miles. 


Of Amanus. 


A Manus "was a Mountain between Syria and Cilicia, which extendeth 

it {c}'to the River Euphrates. Between this Amans and Erphrates, 
Arabia Deferta rs {cituated, 400 miles from Ferny/alem Northward,and figni- 
fiesthe Mountainol Truth ; from Amar, T rue and Faithful.

Wite to Alexander ; by which policy, he added to the Kingdom of Egypt all 
Aja, over which he ruled two years, I. Mac. 11. 
After, Demetrius Nicanor came out of. Syria the lower, with Ptolomens Phi- 
tometor, to Antiochia, which was eighty. miles, 1 Mac.11. 

. From 4ntiochiathey wentwith their Army to a Plain near the Mountain 
Amanus, 120. miles; where in a ſharp War they. avercame Alexander and 
put him out ofhis Kingdom, oſ4.nt.li. J.c. 7. 

Now after the death of Pto/omens Philimetor, Demetrius Nicanor returned to 
Antiochia, 120 miles, where he governed the Kingdom of Syria two years. 

From Antiochia he went to Ptolomas, which was 200 miles ; to which 
place Jonathan the High-Prieſt came to meet. him, where he gave to him 
many Preſents. and great Gifts ro win his Favour, Mac. 11. 
| _ Fron Pt9lomais he returned to Antiochia, 200miles. There his Souldiers 

and the City of Antiochia rebelled againſt him. For which cauſe, Jonathan 
the High-Prieſt ſent him 3ooo men, which delivered the King out of dan- 
ger, put to the Sword 199000 of the Seditious, and burnt: the City. of: Antio- 
chia 1. Mac. 11. But after,Demetrius ſhewed himſelf unthanktu], he was drivert 
out of his Kingdom by Tryphon and young Antiochs the Son of King Ale- 
xander, who was alſo called Theos, which {igniftes God.. | 

In the 172 year ofthe Reign of the Grecians in Syria,which was 138 years 
before Chriſt, Nicanor having flain Antiochus the Son of Alexander, he 
would have reigned alone in Syria, wherefore Demetrius who was the law- 
ful King of Syria,being three years before driyen thence,went 1200 miles, into 
Media to\ crave aid againſt Tryphon : but Ar/ſaces King of the Medes Parthians 
and Per/ians.ſent the chict Captain of his Hoſt againſt Demetrius who burned 
his Tents, took him Priſoner, and carried him back to his Maſter, to Heca- 
tompilon the chief C ity of his Kingdom,diſtant jrom Syria 1220 nulestoward 
the Eaſt, 7ufin{b.36.38.

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From Hecatom:ybn, Arſaces ſent him to Hyrcania, the metropolitan Ci- 
ty of that Country, which was 176 miles; where, although Ar/aces kept 
him asa Priſoner, yet he allowed him royal Attendance, and atter marry- 
ed him to his Daughter, Ju#. 4b. 38. | 

After the Death of Arſaces, with ſingular Induſtry and Policy, he got 
out of Captivity, aſter he had been twelve years Priſoner in Hyrcania, and 
came into Syria, which was fourteen miles, where he recovered his King- 
dom, and reigned four years.

| | Of Syria. - : 
od ry was ſometimes called of the Hebrews, 4ram, of Aram the Son of Sem, 
of whom all Armenia took the Name. Aram ſignifies, A man of great” 
Spirit.and Dignity, being derived of Rom, that is, lifted up; for he was aman 
of an excellentSpirit, Ger. cap. 10. Syria ſignificth a great Tratt of Land; and 
is divided into two parts, the upper and the lower. In the upper Syri are 
theſe Cities, Antiochia, Seleucia, Laodicea, and Apamea : inthe lower Syria 
are Sydon, Tyrus, Berytns, Tripolis, and Orthgia. This Country is {cituated 
in a very temperare Zone; from whence it happeneth that it is neicher op- 
refſed with too much Cold nor Heat. There are that divide Syria into 
ur parts,. that is, into Syria, Aſſria, Leucofyria, and-Cebſyrie. Allo Pliny, 
lib. 5. cap. 12. attributeth Meſopotamia and Babymia to Syria. But it is: evi- 
dent, that theſe were diſtinit Countries from them, in the which there reign- 
ed Emperours and Kings which had large and ſpacious Dominions. For Sy- 
ria 1s {cituated between the Mediterranean Sea and Enphrates ; but Meſorota- 
mia (which is ſo called becauſe it is ſcituated in the middle of Waters) is ſepa- 
rated from Syria and A4fjria,with the Rivers Euphrates and Tygris; and Ara-- 
tia is ſeparated from Syia and Babylon with many vaſt Wilderneſles.

Arthia isa {pacious Countrey, full of Mountains and Deſarts, lying up- 
on the Borders of Media, Weſtward; the Metropolis whereof his Heca- 
t1mpylon, taking the name of an hundred Gates wherewith it is fortified, Tr 
lieth ( as Stephanus ſaith) 1512 miles from Jeruſalem Eaſlward. Here Ar- 
faces, that mighty King of the Parthians, kept his Court, who had under 
his Government Media, Parthia, Perſia, Hircania, and the greateſt part of all 
the Countreys roward the Eaſt. Ir is called Parthia, becauſe of the fruitfulneſs 
* of the Soil, being derived-of Parah, to fruftifie. 


Of Hyrcania. 

Yrcania is a fruitful and pleaſant Countrey, bordering upon Media, and 
the Caſpian Sea, for the moſt part plain and champian, beau- 
tified with many fair Ciries, the chief of which are, Hyrcania, (the Metropo- 
lis of the whole Kingdom ) Talebrota, Samariana, Carta, and Tape. . It was 
ſo fat and fruitful, that the Inhabitants uſe not to till and dreſs the ground, 
as they do in other places, but the Seed that falleth fromthe husk upon the 
Earth, ſpringeth up, and -bringeth forth great Plenty and increaſe, withour 
farther labour. The Dews allo falling upon the Trees, there droppeth from 
them Oil and Honey in great Plenty. It takerth the name (as'it is thought) 
from a Wood called Hyrcania. In like manner, the Cafpian Sea, which bor- 
_ derethupon it, of this Countrey, is called Hyrcanum. Many cruel Beaſts are 
found therein, as the Panther, the T'yger, and the Leopard. The Panther 
is of a whitiſh colour, inclining ſomething to Jon: {potted all over with 
round ſhining ſpots; in like manner are their Eyes. She. is a'friend almoſt to 
all kinds of Creatures, except the Aſp and Dragon, .and (as Oppianu faith ) 
never taken but when ſhe is drunk, or in her fleep. She is the:Femaleto the 
Leopard. The Leopard is of the ſame colour, and of the nature of a Wolf, 
being full, he hurterh nothing z but if empty, he preyeth upon every thing; 
yea,cven upon men : his Breath is very ſweet, with which many other Crea- 
tures being delighted, he often -preys upon them; bur being full, he ſkeepeth 
ſometimes three days together. The Tyger allo is a very ſwift and cruel 
Creature, from whence he is fo called ; his skin is yellow, and full of black 
Spots, round and ſhining. - It ſhe chance to loſe her young, ſhe never leaves 

ſecking till ſhe finds them our.

three years, 1 Mac:14. Jof: bb. ant. 1}. 

About the end of the-three- years, which was in the 174 year of the 
Grecians Government in Syria, Antiochus Sedetes ( Brother of Demetrins Ni- 
canor) made War upon Tryphor, and compelled him to fly from Antiochia 
to Dora, 249 miles from Artiochia towards the South, r Mzc. 85. 

But Aztiochus Sedetes followed him thither, and fo ſtreightly beſieged Do- 
ra, that he was conſtrained to: ſteal thence in a' Ship, and fail'to Orthoga, 
which was 160 miles. 

Laſtly, In the way, as he was going thence to Apamea, which was an 
hundred: and.rwenty mileshe was taken-and'putto death. So all his Travels 
were 1369 miles.

But Seleucas Philopator being dead, and Antiochus Epiphanes in the Goyern- 
ment,who was a coyetous and cruel Prince ; good Onias, partly for fear of him, 
and partly of his Brother Faſo (who had bur a little before purchaſed the 
Offce of High-Prieſt for three hundred and fixty Talents of Silver, and 
promiſed ro pay a yearly Tribute of eighty Talents ) durſt not return home 
to Jeruſalem, but went to a SanfAuary that ſtood in the Wood of Daphne, 
which was about one mile from Arntiochia, in hope of ſafety : ro which 
place, one Andronichus, chief Captain to Antiochus, came to him, and 
with fair Speeches and flattering Words, allured him out ofthe Sanctuary, 
and traiterouſly put him to death. So all his Travels were two hundred 


cighty one miles.

of High-Prieſt in the firſt year of Antiochns - which was 

one hundred ſeventy three years before- Chriſt. He went from 

Feruſalem to Antiochia, which was two hundred eighty miles, where, 

after the deathof Onias, he paid to Antiochus for the Office of High-Prieſt, 

_—_ three Tuns of Gold, with promiſe to pay ayearly Tribute of 48009 
rowns. 

From Antiochia he returned to Jeruſalem, two hundred eighty miles; 
where he began to build the Tower of Acropo/s in Mount Acra : and that 
he might pleaſe that wicked King, and keep his favour, he built 
certain Theatres in Feruſalem, and cauſed Intcrludes and Plays to be 
acted in them, at ſuch times and upon {ſuch days as the People were wont 
to meet in the Temple to ſerve God. Alſo King Antiochus Epiphanes in 
the fourth year of his Prieſthood coming to Feruſalem, he gave him royal 
entertainment. . 

The ſame year Faſor was put outof his Office of High-Prieſt by the policy 
and cunning of his Brother Menelaus, and was conſtrained to fly into the 
Land ofthe Ammonites beyond Jordan, being forty miles. 

Two years after, when Antiochus Epiphanes invaded #gytt, there was 
a vain rumour that he was {lain ; wherefore Faſo, with a thouſand Souldiers, 
returned to Feryſu/em, being torty miles, and broke {uddenly into the Ciry, 
ſo that Menelays was conſtrained for fafery of his lite, to flv to the Garriſon 
of the Syrians that were in Feruſulem.

But ntiochus hearing what had hagpen | came out of ZXgypt with 2 
great Army to ferufatem , whereloze he ne thence back again to the 
Ammonites, forcy miles z but they fearing that Artiochus would come 
thither with his Army, he was accuſed before Areta, King of Arabia, 
and conſtrained to fly from one City to another for ſafety. 
Wherefore, when he perceived that he could not live there ſecure, he 
went thence into /Egypt, 289: miles. 

From thence he went to the Lacedemeonians, {ix hundred miles, where 
hedied in Exile, being caſt our unlamented or buried. So all his Travels 
were 1560 miles.

YU echagic, or Sparta, was a famous City of Pelporneſys, diſtant 
from Feruſalen {1x hundred miles toward the Weſt ; which although 
x had no Walls, yet was.it one of the moſt fair and moſt populous Cities 
in all Grecia ; and was called Sparta of Spartus, who was King thereof, and 
xe-buile it, adorning it with fair and goodly Buildings. Ar firſt ir was 
built by one Lacedemor, who was ſomtime King thereof, and of him called 
Lacedemonia : and after, Menelaus, that mighty King of the Grecians ( who 
had tro Wife Helena the faireſt Woman of a Grecia) kept his Court there. 
Here alſo Lycurgas, that famous Philoſopher, reigned as King, and preſcri- 
bed to the Citizens and Inhabitants excellent Laws, by the obſervance 
whereof they became famous. in after-Ages, and performed many noble 
Wars and Exploits againſt their Enenues. Jonathan and Simon held a 
friendly league with the Lacedemonians. |

who was chief of.thoſe that kept the Temple, of whom you may 

read before. This man, in the fourth year of Antioshus Epiphanes, was ſent 

by Jaſon his Brother to Antiochia, being two hundred and eighty miles, 

#9p0n ccrtain buſineſs, but principally, to.carry the King Money, W here he 

made a ſecret Contra with hm, to pay him thirty Talents * 

beſide allthat his Brother Jaſon had pay'd him, ifhe would inſti- * That is, 
axe himto be High-Prieſt. The King in hope of profit, gave 13992 
tr to his motion,and underpretence of Injury and Wrong offered ; 

by Z-ſor, conſtrained hum. to leaye his Office, and fly from Jeruſalem

into the Landof the Ammorites for his Sake, 20d fo inſtiuted Menelaus 
to be chicf Pricſt of the Jews ; who entre his Goyernment inthe 
year before Chrift one hundred faxty nine. 

Wherefore Menelaus returned trom Antiochia to Jernſalem, two hun- 
dred and cightry miles; where he began to govern, not as chief Prieſt, 
but as a cruel and wicked Tyrant, 2 Mac . 4. 

Bur, when in the beginning of his Government he could not pay 
that great ſum of mony which he had promiſed, the King {ent for him 
to Axtiochia, being two hundred and eighty miles, where tor that time 
he was removed from his Office, and his Brother Ly6macus ordained 
chief Prieſt in his room. 

Wherefore Mene/ans being ſore troubled, yexed, and grieved in mind 
for that which had hapned in the firft year of his Pricſt-hood, returne 
back from Antiochia to Jeruſalem, being two hundred and eighty miles. 

Bur a little after, when Antiochus Epiphanes brought an Army into Ci4- 
cia, to ſuppreſs the Rebellion of the Tharfans and Malltans, Menelans 
taking advantage of the Kings abſence, went to Androzichus ( who was 
chict Agent for the King in Syria)to Antiochia, two hundred and cighty 
miles, and there gave him certain golden Veſſels and Jewels that he had 
ſtollen out of the Temple, to hire him ro be his friend, and helphim to 
his Office of High-prieſthood again. Bur Onias the elder hearing of this 
Sacriledge, greatly reprehended Merelans for his ſhameful Fat; but he 
taking it 1n ill part, combined with Ardronichns, who by fair ſpeeches 
alluring him our of the SanQtuary in the wood Daphne, pur him to death, 
after he had been five years in exile: But King Antwchus rewrning from 
Antiechia, accuſed Andronichus of Treaſon, and by the means of a certain 
Courtier, received Mene/aus into favour. | 

From Amntiochia, Menelaus returned to Feruſalem, two hundred and eighty 
miles ; where, by the help of his brother Lyimachus, he ſtole a great maſs

to uproar, a Med Lyſmachus coſe by the Treatury. 
They > clad Menelaus alſo before Antiochas; 2 Mac.cap.4. ht 
Antiochus, in the ſecond year of his Prieft-hood, went to Tyras, which is 


one hundred miles, where he fo corrupted certain Courtiers with mony, 


that he procured the favour of Antiochus, and cauſed his Accufers (good 
and jaſt men ) ro be baniſhed thence, as ſlanderers, and fuch as went 
about to defame Mene/aus. 

From Tyr#s he returned back again to Jerufalem,one hundred miles, 
where he fell into his old cruelty, and in the third year of his Govern- 
ment,received Antiochws Ej iphanes with his Army into the City of Jeruſalem, 
who cruelly murchered the Citizens, and ſpoiled the Temple, 2 Mac. 5.

After the death of A4ntiochus, who as it is ſaid periſhed of a grievous 
diſcaſe, and was buried at Babydn; his Son Artiochus Eupator came with a 
po rmy into Judea in hoſtile manner. Wherefore Menelaws, in the 
aſt year of his Pricfthood, went our to meet him. Bur Lyf« acculed him 
unto the King, asone that wasthe only Author of all the Evik that had hap- 
ned to the Jews. Wherefore Antiochus willed Lyfias to take him Priſoner ; 
who brought him to Berea a Town in Syria, diſtant from Jeruſalem 369 
| miles Northward ; whete, upon the top ofa Tower, fitry Cubus high, he was 
tyed to a Wheel, and had all his Joynts broken, and throughthe extremity 
of the yr « , died, 2 Mac. 3. So all his Trayels were two thouſand two 
hundred forty miles.

HIS 4imu, after the death of Menelaws, which was the year before 
| Chriſt one hundred fifty, went with certain impious and wicked 
men to Demetrius Soter, who lived in Antiochia in Syria, being 
two hundred eighty miles, and there accuſed Judas Macchabeus 
and all the Godly Jews; uſing ſuch flattery toward the King, that he 
obtained the Principality and Office of High-Prieſt, which he held three 
years, I Mac. 7. 
: From Antiochia, he and Bacchides returned back again to Jeruſalem, 
where he was inſtituted in the Office of High-Pricſthood, which is two 
hundred eighty miles. | 
Bur when he ſaw that he was not able towithſtand the power and frngular 
yertue of Jude Macchabew, he returued back to Antiochia, two hundred 
eighty miles ; where after he had accuſed the good men among the Jews, 
he obtained the Aid of Demetrius, who ſent Nicanor with a great Ar- 
my into Judea againſt Jadw, to eſtabliſh Alcimus in the Prieſthood. 
- Alcimus and Nicanor returned into Jadea, two hundred eighty 
miles. 
But Alcinmus ſeeing familiar Conference to paſs between Nicanor and 
Judas Macechabeus, he went back again to Antiochia, wo hundred eighty 
miles, where he told Demetrius of the perfidious dealing of Nicanor. 
Wherefore Demetrius, being very angry at what had happened, wrote a 
 ſharpLetterto Nicanor, giving himto underſtand, That it was much againſt 
his mind that he ſhould make a League with Jude : and further willed 
him (the faid League notwithſtanding) to bring him bound to A4ntiochza. 


Upon the receipt of which Letter, he made War upon Jad; in which 
expedition

expedition Nicanor was taken, and had his head cut off. All this happened 
the firſt year of the Prieſthood of A4/cimus. 

Burt when Demetrius heard of this oyerthrow, he ſent Bacchides and 
Alcimus with a great Army, who went to Antiochia, and came to Ma- 
foth in the Country of Arbelz, one hundred ninty two miles, where 
they made Incurſions upon the Tribe of Naphtaly, and flew a great 
multitude of the 1/rae/ites, 1 Mac.g. 

From Maſloth they went with cheir Army to Gilgal, ſeventy ſix miles. 
'This happened in the ſecond yearof the Prieſthood of Alcimus. 

From Gi/gat they came to Jeruſalem, which was about twelye miles, 
83 Mac. cap-9. 

From thence they brought their Army to Berea, being twelye miles : 
here they were overcome, and put to flight by Fadas Macchabens, 1 Mac. 
cap. 9. 

From Berea they fled amongſt the Mountains which are betw:cn Azo- 
tus and Gazeron, {ix miles. Here Judas Macchabeus was flain. 

Wherefore A/cintus returned thence back again to Jin rwenty 
miles, and cauſed the Walls of the inner houſe of the Temple, and the 
Monuments of the Prieſts, to be taken down and deſtroyed : bur before his 
' command was fully executed, the Lord ſtruck him with a dead Palſie, of 
which he lay a time dumb, but within a while after he died of that diſcaſe, 
in the ſecond year of his Prieſthood, 47. Mundi, three thouſand eight hun- 
dred and eleven, and before Chriſt, one hundred and fifty ſeven. Alcimus 
being dead, Bacchides returned back to Demetrius in Syria, 1 Mac. 9g. 
For ſeven years after there was no High-prieſt in Feruſalem, till Jonathan 
the Brother of Judss Macchabeus took upon him that Office, 1 Mac. 19. 
So all his Trayels were 1717 miles.

Thus by God's Providence have I deſcribed the Travel and Journeys of 
the Holy Patriarchs, Kings, and Prophets, &c. as theyare ſeverally menti- 
oned in the Old Teſtament; that fo, gentle Reader, thou mighr'it under- 
ſtand what difficult and tedious Journeys, and in them what great Labour 
and Vexation they were conſtrained to bear in this World, till God of 
his Mercy took them out of this Vale of Miſery, and placed them in eyerla- 
ſting Happineſs, where now, without doubr,they remain in peace. 
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The Quantities of the Monies both Sifuer and Gold, 
as they are ſeverally mentioned in the Scriptures, 
reduced to our Weights and Engliſh V aluations. 


Exchange betwixt man and man ( which for that purpoſe, as Arifo- 

tle ſaith, was firſt ordained ) it hath paſſed according to the valuation 

of a certain Weight, which for the moſt part is Univerſal, accor- 
ding to the worth and eſtimation thereof in the ſeveral Countries where it is 
to be fold and exchanged ; or elſe by Coin, which is current according to 
the valuation that is impoſed upon it by the conſent of a State, or com- 
mand of a Prince. In both which, there have been uſed ſundry diſtin&i- 
ons of greater and leſs valuations of Weights and Coin, according to the 
neceſfity and ecftimation thereof in ſeveral Kingdoms and Governments. 
As amongſt the Fews they uſed Weights and no Coin, and theſe diſtin- 
guviſhed in ſeveral forts, and, as is thought, ſeparated with ſundry Marks, 
that they might be known each from other. The Weights that they uſed * 
were commonly three,viz. the Centiner or Talent, the Mina, and the Sicle; 
according to the Opinion of Joſephus, Budeus, Hoftins, and many others.

| A Sicle was a kind of Weight, current among the Jews, containing 
preciſely: half an ounce of filyer or Gold ; which, that it might be di- 
ſtinguiſhed, had a particular Effigies or Superſcriprion; viz. upon one {ide 
was to be ſeen the meaſure' wherein they kept Manna in the Sanftuary, 
with this Superſcription, The Sicte of Iſrael ; and on the other the Rod of 
Aaron flouriſhing, with this Inſcriprion, Hoy Feruſulem, which is ordinarily 
worth in Engliſh money 2 5.

25, 26. where 1t is faid that 605000 men elliuac ſo many 
half Sicles, which make 300990 Sicles, the 100th part of which make a 
Talent, from whence it appeateth, that 3ooo Sicles make a Talent. Alſo Epi- 
Fbanes obſeryeth,/ib. 1. de Port. Thar the Attick Talent is equal in weightwith 
the Hebrew; for, as the Hebrew contains 3999 Sickles, which make 125 7. fo 
the Attick contains 1299 Drachma's, which make rhe ſame weight, and is 
worth 375 7. of Engliſh Money. But the HebrewTalenr of Gold, which for the 


moſt part is uſed in every place, is worth 4509/7. in our Money.

hf fon hence then may eaſily be gathered, that although the Jews had 
ſeveral Weights and denominations of Silver and Gold, yer only one kind 
was uſually obſerved in traffique with other Nations, and that had corre- 
ſpondency with their Weights, the reſt being only for the common ſort, 
or particular uſes ; for alchough there were divers Sicles, Mina's and Talents 
among themſelves, yet the common weight ( whether it was of Sicle, Mina 
or Talent) was uſually that which they termed the Talent of the Temple, 
and that had a juſt correſpondency with the Grecian Talent both in weighr 
and in worth ; and this not only among them, but alſo by relation from 
them to the Italians ; and that Nation obtaining an univerſal Monarchy, 
made it common with us allo. 


Of other Weights uſed among theſews. 


HEY had alſo other Weights which they uſcd, paſſing under ſeyeral 
denominations and differing value; as Keſeph, a Silverling or Nammnuss 
which name is very often uſed for a Sicle, as appeareth, Ger. 20. 16. and23, 
16.43,21.2 Sam. 18.11,12. The Chaldeanscalled this Silga, and the He- 
brews, Shekel, being preciſely halfan Ounce, and worth 2.5. 6d. For thirty of 
theſe Silverlings of the SanEtuary our Saviour Chriſt was ſold, Matth. 26. 
which amounteth to 35 55. Engliſh. | Y 

There was allo another kind of Silverling or Nummm uſed, which was cal- 
led Siclus, but it was the common or Vulgar Sicle, whick was but a quarter 
of an Ounce, and was wotth but 15 d. 

There was another kind of Silverling or Nummus uſed, which was called 
Keſbitah ; of which you may read in three ſeveral places of Scripture, 
Gen. 33.19. Foſ. 24.32. Job 42. 11. and was ſigned with theImage ofa Lamb 
upon 1t, from whence 1t is fo called. The antient Nummus of the Arabians 
and Chaldeans was like unto this, as may be gathered by many circumſtan- * 
ces out of the places where it is mentioned, and was of the ſame yaluation as 
the Grecians was amongſt the Jews, which was I d. ob. 

Bur the Silverlings mentioned A#. 1. g, 19. are intended to be Grecian 
Silverlings or Nummus, and is worth an Artick Drachma; for the Grecians 
reckon their Sums of Money by Drachma's, as the Fews and Romans by 
Sicles and Seſtertia's, and is worth of our Money 7d. ob.

=— Jews alſo had their particular Weights for their Gold, as they had 
for their Silver, the leaſt of which were called Zuza, or Drachma, 
which is worth 7s. 6.d. and more or leſs according to the pureneſs or baſeneſs 
of it. It was allocalled Daikemonim, E/d. 2. and Nehem.7. The Chalde- 
ans call it Edarchonim, E/d. 8. "The common Sic/e of Gold weighed two 
Drachma's, and was worth 15 5. 

The Kings FSicle weighed 3 Drachma's, and was worth 22 s. 6. d. 

The Sicle of the Temple weighed 4 Drachma's, being preciſely half an 
ounce, and was worth 3 s. 

The common Mina or pound of Gold weighed 60 Drachma's or Hunga- 
tian Ducats, which is worth 22 11. 10 s. 

The Kings Mina or pound, 89 Drachma's or Hungarian Ducats, which 
1s 201i. Engliſh. 

The Mina or pound of the Temple weighed too Drachma's or Hungarian 
Ducats, which was2250 li. 

The Common Talent of Gold weighed 6900Drachma's, or Hungarian 
Pucats, and was 22509 li. 

The Kings Talent weighed 9290 Drachma's or Hungarian Ducats, 
which was $375 li. 

The Talent of the Temple weighed 12000 Drachma's, or Hungarian 
Ducats, which was of our money 45999 li. 


Of Gold Weights which were not originally the Jews, but borrowed of 
other Nations, and uſed amongſt them. 


- hee are four kinds of Weights that are mentioned in the Scriptures, 
which were common amongſt the Jews, beſides the former, viz. Zahab, 
of which you, may read, 2 King. 5. 5. 2 Chr.g. 16. and is called by the 


name of a Nummns, The Sicle of Gold, 1 Chron. 21, 25. which is there

allo called Nummus. Both which being fo called, ſeem to fignifie a Di- 
 drachma of Gold : and theſe two were properly belonging to the Fews. The 
other that follow belonged not to them, but they receiyed them trom other 
Nations; as the Stater, Drachmon, and Adarchon. 

The Stater was an ancient piece of Gold, common amongſt the Per/i- 
ans, the Grecians, the Romans, and other great Governments, being di- 
ſtinguiſhed by the Superſcription of the Kings or Countreys where they 
were made or coined ; as the Stater Phitrppici, Stater Darici, Stater Ale- 
xandrei, Stater Romani, &c. They were pure fine Gold, ſome of which were 
as much in value as a double Ducar, others as four Hungarian Ducats, and 
ſome as Portugues. 

The Drachmon, ( of which you may read, Ezra 8. 27, &c. ) 1s a Per- 
| fan Coin, as it ſeems, for the Grecian Interpreters call it Drachmen, which 
is 6 more as the Attick Drachma, and in our money is worth 

S. . 

: Adar chon alſo ſeems to be a Perſian Coin, and doth imply the name

Thus you may perceive what diverſitics of Weights were uſed among(t 
the Fews ; being crept in amongſt them, partly becauſe of their Captivity, 
and partly becauſe of their Commerce and Trade with other Nations. It 
is therefore worthy of obſervation, that if at any time you read of any 
weight of Money, Braſs, or the like, in the Holy Scripture, to conſider 
of what ſort of Weight it is, viz. whether a Weight of the Jews, or ſome 
Foreign and ſtrange Weight. If of the Jews, whether it be the common 
Sicle, the King's Sicle, or the Sicle of the Temple. Bur if thefe may be 
diſcerned, you ſhall for the moſt part find the Addition, which may eaſily 
diſtinguiſh them. Bur if there be no. addition, that is the King's Sicle, of 
the Sicle of the Temple, then you may preſume that it is the comman Siclc. 
And fo for other Weights and Monies. | 
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That theſe things may appear the plainer unto you,l have here added the 
principal Sums of Money, reduced to our Engliſh Valuations, as they 
are ſeverally mentioned in moſt places of Scripture. And firſt out of

Butin all other Kingdoms (vvhere 
Money vvas —_ there vvas ufed Coin ; and that yalued accordingto 
the vvill or command of the Prince or State vvhere it vyas coinedi: yyhich 
alſo becauſe of the captivity ofthe Jews, came amongſt them, and paſt as cur- 
rent according to their yvorth ; of which Coins I have already ftpoken. Yet, 
becauſe there are many other Coinsand Weights mentionedin theEpiſtles of 


| NE vvhat hath been ſaid, may be gathcred, that the Jews uſed no 
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the Apoſtles, which were partly of the Grecians, partly of the Romans, into 
which Governments moſt of them travelled ; ] will therefore indeayour to 
ſer before you the valuation of the Grecian and Roman Coynes and Weights, 
reduced to our Valuation and Weights, that ſo thoſe Monies mentioned in 
the New Teſtament, and in this Treatiſe omitted, may with the more facil- 
liry be apprehended and made plain unto you.

Theſe Pitchers were called Cados minores, as 
ſome {ay ,thatis, Oyl Cans,like Lamps,wherein they uſed to ſer Tede nuptiales, 
or Bride-candles. For ſuch was the uſual cuſtom in thoſe days, that the 
Bridegroom went ro fetch his Bride by Night, and then certain Virgins were 
appointed to bear the Wedding Candles or Lamps before them. Where- 
of our Saviour Chriſt made that notable ſimilitude of the ten Virgins that 
went to meet the Bridegroom, Mat. chap. 25. This difference is herein to 
benoted, that inthe Lamps of the Virgins whereot our Saviour Chriſt ſpeaks, 
there was Oyl, but in Gideor's Pitchers there was no Oyl, but they were 
empty Oyl-Pitchers, with thick bellies and narrow necks, wherein ſtood 
Lamps or Candles, ſuch mighr be called Cades Minores,being not very great, 
bur ſo light that they might eaſily be carried in one hand without trouble : 

but what their meaſure was is not ſpecified. :

TJ HE young Widdow Ruth, the Moabite, was not flothful nor yet idle,

Mount Libanus, for the building of the Temple, 20000 Corus of 
Wheat, and 20000 of Barley; every Corus containing ten Medinmos Atti- 
cos, which, according to Budens's account, came to twelye Buſhels and a half 
Engliſh, and in the whole to 159099 Buſhels. Bur if you account ir accor- 
ding to the opinion of ſome of our Engliſh Authors, it comes bur to nine 
Buſhels and ſeven Gallons and a Pottle the Medimna, and in the whole to 
198750 Buſhels.

heard a voice ſaying, AChenix (that is, three Pints of Wheat) for a De- 

narius (that is, 7 d. 0b. ) There being eighty five times. ſo much, and a 
Quart over in a Buſhe], it would amount unto 5 1 s. 8d. the Buſhel, or there- 
abouts, which would be a great Dearth. 

Hereis to beobſerved, that the Grecians in times paſt were yery ſtrif in 
their houſe-keeping, and for that cauſe, confined their Servants to certain 
Meaſure, that is, ro a Chenix, which was three Pints of Meat ; and to a Sex- 
tarius, which was a pint and half of Wine for every day : and by this means 
the Maſter could readily tell what his Servants Meat and Drink would coſt 
him ina year, that is 365 Chenixes ; which in our Meaſure, at three Pints 
the Chenix, comes to eight Buſhels,two Pecks, and a Pint ; and 365 Pints of 
Wine, thats, forty five Gallons, a Pottle, and a Pint: ſo much did every Ser- 
vant catand drink in a year. But God fed the 1/rae/rtes forty years in the 
Wilderneſs with a greater quantity ; for he gaye each man daily an Omer 
( that is, three Chenixes) of Manna, 3. e. a Gallon and ſomething more. 

Cicero, in his eighth Oration tor Yerres, writes, that a Modius of Wheat 
C which was a Peck wanting a Pint) was commonly ſold in Sici/ia for three 
Seſtertio's, about 6 d. napnes Jury lo much had every Seryantin Grecia dai- 
ly, and a Pint of Wine toarink. 

T heſe Cuſtoms, howloevyer in thele Countries they might be tolerable, in 
regard they lived in a hot Climate; yet to us, where it is much colder, our - 
Bodies requirea greater quantity for Nouriſhment : nevertheleſs,a mean and 
ſpare Diet is both more healthful and profirable for the body, than excels ; 
becauſe the Stomach being ſurcharged, it cannot duely conco& that which 
treceiveth.,whereby the Body 1s filled with many Crudities and noifom Diſ- 


ales. 
And thus have, asexaQly as I can, reduced the Hebrew, Greek and Latine 
Meaſures to ours: but if there be any who in caſting up theſe quantities of 
Meaſures mentioned in the Scripture, ſhall chance to find any errour, or 
would reducethemto a more near Eſtimation (becauſe I have in this Treatiſe 
principally followed B1dews) ro our Meaſures, he is then to underſtand, that 
there 15 another courſe to be taken, namely by Weight; four ordinary 
Spoonfuls of Water weigh an Ounce, 12 Ounces of Troy weight make a 
pound,8 Pounds of Troy weight make a Gallon, and 32 Gallons make a Bar- 
rel, &c.

© ary King of Lydia, who entertained that mighty Emperour Xerxes, 
and all his Army, would have lent him three Millions of Talents of 
Silver rowards the charge of his War; which according to the Attick Talent 
(that is, 187 1. 10s. the Talknt,) amounts to 562 millions five hundred 
pounds. And further, he would add to it four millions of Daricons, which 
at 15s. the Daricon, cometh to three millioris of Pounds. But Xerxes being 
_ pleaſed with his Hoſpitality and Liberality,that he might make evi- 

ent his Noble Diſpoſition, refuſed his offer, and gave him by way of Gra- 
tuity 7999 Darico's, which was in our Money 5250 1. 


| Of Crocſus, the mighty King of Lydia. 


HIS King Crefusſent an Ambaſlador to De/phos, to ask the Idol of 4pot- 

þ if he ſhould proſper in the Wars he took in hand againſt Cys King 

of Perf; withall ſending divers rich Preſents, and amongſt the reſt, a Lion 
of Gold, moſt cunningly wrought, weighing 100 Talents, eyery Talent 
weighing 4500 I]. which in the whole amounted: ro 450000 1. Moreover, 
two Cups, wherof one was fine Gold, cunningly wronght, weighing eight 
Talents and a half, which at 4599 I. the Talent cometh to 36090 pound ; 
the other Cup was made by that noble Workman Theodorus Sanius,. of 
pure Silyer, very curiouſly and artificially wrought,containing forty Gallons; 
but of what valuation it was, is not ſet. down. For this great and rich preſent 


King Crefus received ofthe Devil a double and deceitful anſwer, w me 
3 
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he was not only proyoked to make War againſt Cyrus, but by that means 
ioſt his Kingdom ; and being taken Priſoner, he was ſet upon a pile of 
wood to be burnt : but crying with a loud voice, O Solon, Solon, ( thereby 
ſhewing, that wiſe So/on had foretold him, That no man is to be accounted hap- 
py before hu end.) King Cyrus granted him his Life. This recompence did he 
Devil return to Cr&ſus for ſo great a Preſent.. Suchand many other the like 
Hiſtories by this Book may be underſtood.

s bw. Mina multiplied by twelve, the production is Crowns : for twelve 
Crowns Eng/i is a Roman Mina, ora Mina of the Temple ; 125 Mi- 
na's make a Talent; fo that multiply 125 by 12, and the production will be 
1599 Crowns, which maketh a I alent. 


The third rule of Talents. 


Y Talent multiplied by twelve, the production is Crow ns. Fcr 
125 Mina's being multiplied by twelve, makes 1505 Crowns Engliſh, 
whichis a Talent; and 3000 Crowns 1s two Talents, &c. by which means 
you may reduce all Drachma's and other leſs Weights mentioned in the 
Scriptures to Mina's, and Talents; and theſe again into Crowns. But con- 
ccrning the diſtinftion of Talents, you may read before. Notwithſtanding 
- obſerve this, that if youchanceto read of any Talent, Mina, or Sicle, in the 
Scripture, whereto there is not-an addition of the Kings Talent ; or, the 
Talent of the Temple ( as I have f{aid_) yourmay then preſume thart it is the 
Common Talent. And this ſhall ſuffice torthe Weights, Meaſures, and Mo- 
nies mentioned in the Scriptures. |

UT ſince I have briefly related the Travels of the antient Patriarch, . 
Judges,yKings, and Prophets, ( which things I know cannot be un-. 
te 4 7 unto ſuch as are judicious) mentioned in the 01d Teſtament z 

that I might make a perfe&t end of what I-have begun, I will pro- 
ceed, and ſhew unto you the Travels of all the holy. Men and Women 
mentioned in the New Tefament ; where, by due obſervation of this diſcourſe, 
you may. well underſtand, that as all rhe Nations of the World were deri- - 
ved from one man, that. is, Adam ; 1o all the Righteous, and ſuch as are 
to be ſaved, are derived from one man, that is; Chrift Jeſus. For, as by 
the firſt 4dam Sin came into the World, and by Sin, Death and Damna-- 
tion ; ſo by the ſecond Adam that Sin is pardoned, and Man made partaker. 
of Eternal happineſs. And that theſe things might be the more apparent 
unto thee, I-have deſcribed the Towns, Cities, and Places mentioned in 
their ſeveral Travels ; both what. they were in former times, and whar 
they are at this preſent : that ſo by the due conſideration of b&th, thou 
mighr'ſt obſerve the : mutation and change of Eſtates ; ſince, through the | 
revolution of- Times; thoſe things which ſeem moſt permanent, haye 
within the compals of a few years been ſubverted, and the ruines of thoſe 

Cities which have been greateſt, left to make evident lamentable Examples 

of yaſt and unheard of deſtructions ; from whence, fuch as have any ſmall 

knowledge of the Spirit, may draw ſuch comfortable reſolutions; that 
neither Poverty can ſubvertthem, nor Richesand Honour exalt them; -bur, 
according to S. James, ca. I. they may poſſeſs themſelves in peace ; ſince: 
neuher the Proſperity of the World-is permanent, nor the adyerlity thereof 
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Of Zacharias the Father of John Baptiſt. 
- Intolerable. The knowledge of both which, howſoever to ſome it may 
ſeem ridiculous, yet to-{uch asare at all touched with the ſenſe of Worldly 
Affairs, is cannot chule bur take a deep impretfion, and draw them thence 
to the krowledge of Chrift Jeſus, and of his Do&rine. To which erid, and 
for which purpole,T have principally endeavoured to publiſh thisT reartiſe,thar 
{o comparing the Eſtare of man 1n this preſent World, with the Eſtate of 
Grace in the World to come, they might perceive the impotency of the one, 
and the permanency of the other,and from both draw immovcable Axioms, 
that there can be no Salvation wherethere is no Humility, nor no Proſperity 
where there is nota knowledge of Chriſt Jeſus in his Humanity : and thence 
eather,that the afflictions of this World, to which he is moſt ſob jet through 
the whole courſe of his Life, is the ready means to honour . and immortal 
Glory. But that theſe things may thebeiter appearunto thee, ] will endeavour 
to lay before theethe Beginning, and ( ſo tar as the holy Scripture leads me ) 
the ending of our Saviour. From whence thou may'{t draw fuch comfortable 
Reſolutions, that in what Eſtate ſoever thou art, whether in Proſperity or 
Adverlity, thou may'lt therewith reſt content, &c. - 
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Of Zacharias the Father of John Baptiſt. 


F gow (0 or Zachariah, ſignifies Gods Remembrance. This man was 
the Father of John the Baptiſt, being a Prieſt, of the Tribe of Aaron, 
and dwelling at a T own called Abia, of which you may read, 1 Chr. 24. 
There were three famous men of this name, as Bajlins ſaith. One that was 
a Prophet of the Lord, and lived 529 years before the birth of Chriſt; Zach.r. 
And another, that was. the Son of Fehoiada the high Prieſt, who at the 
command of that ingrateful King - Feas, was ſtoned to death in the- upper 
Court of the Temple, 2 Chr. 24. And a third, which was this Zachariasthe 
 Fatherof John Bajtif, and Son of Barachias, that is,the Bleſſed : who, accor- 
ding to the Opinion of Ba//, was flain for no other cauſe but for ſaying that 
Chriſt was born of the Virgin Mary. This man had to wife Elizabeth, of 
the Poſterity ofthe High-Prieſt 4aron, and by her had a Soncalled John ; 
ſo-named ct the Lord, who was afterward called John the Baptiſt. Ettza- 
beth ſignifies, the reſt of God, being derived of E/; and Scabbath, that is, the 
Reſt and Sabbathof the Lord. The Inhabitants of the holy Land xake upon 
them even to this day to ſhew the Houſe were Zacharias and E#zabeth 
dwek, in a Town that ſtandcth on the right hand of the way as you go 
from Emmaus to Jeruſalem. Burt Saint Lacke, ca.1. ſaith, that Zacharias dwelt 
 notin a Town or Field, but inthe Ciry of Fudzh, which was fcituated im:the 
mountain of Jadah. Rifneras and Johannes Hederus write, that Zacharias 
dwelt in Jernſalem, tn the part of the City fcicuated npon Mount Bezetha, as

in'the firſt Book of the deſcription of Jeruſalem hath bin declared: And 

this ſcemeth to be verified out of Nehemiah, cap. 3. Yet there are ſome of 

opinion that he dwelt at Hebron, becauſe that was the chiet City of the Tribe 

of Jada, and a 'Town of the Prieſts.

The Travels of the Virgin Mary. 


ARY, if it be derived of Marah, ſignifieth ſuch a Perſon as is op- 
preſſed with caretulnels and grief, one that is Iaid open to all 
miſery and calamity,preſsd with continual vexation and mourning. 

She was born upon the eighth day of September, 14 years before 
the birth of Chriſt ; and in the fifteenth of her age brought forth her only 
tegotten Son, according to $S. Hierome and others. Her Fathers name was 
Eliakim, of the Houſe of David. 

Upon the five and twentieth day of March, in the ſame year that our 
Saviour Chriſt was born, ny fares then fourteen years old, the Angel 
Gabriel declared unto her the Embaſlie of the Conception of our Lord Jelus 
Chriſt. A little after, about the beginning of April, An. M. 3967, ſhe went 
from Nazareth in great haſte oyer the Hills to Jeru/alem,ſixty tour miles, tro 
the Houſe of Zacharias, and there faluted her Couſin Elizabeth, Luk. t. 

__ thence ſhe returned back again to Nazareth, which was ſixty four 
miles. 

And when the command came out from 4ugyfus, that all che World 
ſhould be taxed, then Jofeph and Mary went from Nazareth to Bethlehem, 
ſeventy two miles : and there the time of Marys deliverance drew neer. - - 
and loe, ſhe bare the Son of the living God, our Lord and Saviour Chrif. 
Luke.2. 

om Bethlehem, Jofeph and Mary brought the Child Jeſus to Feruſzlem, 
and preſented him in the Temple, which-was fix myles, Like. 2. 

And when they had accompliſhed all things according to the Law, they 
returned back again to Nazareth, a Town in Ga#ilee, ſixty four mites. 

From: Nazareth they went back again to Beth/em, feyenty two miles, 
Thither the wiſe men,coming out of the Eaſt,brought the Child Jeſus Gold, 
Frankincenſe, and Myrrh, Mar. 2. | | 

From Bethiehem (the ſame night that Herod cauſed all the Infants of two 
years old and under to be ſlain ) Foſeph and Mary fled with the Child Jeſus | 
to Hermopolis, a City in Egypt, which was 296 miles. Mar. 2. Zozom. 
4b. 6. | 

| From thence they returned back again with the Child Jefus to Naza- 
reth, 268 miles: for they were greatly afraid leſt 4rchi/zns ( who ſucceeded 
his Paker Herod in the Goyerment of the Jews) wonld ſeek the _ life, 
 Mat.2. "AW 
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From Nazareth, Joſe;zh and Mary came every year to Jeruſalem, which 
was ſixty four wade rothe feaſt of the Paſſover and fo many miles back 
again ; which for ten years coutinuance, came to 1289 miles. | 

When Chriſt was twelve years of age, and at the beginning of the thir- 
teenth, he wentwith his Parents from Nazareth to the Feaſt of the Paſſoyer, 
being ſixty tour miles, Luke 2. 

And when the daysof the Feaſt of the Paſſover were accompliſhed, they 
returned home again. Bur the Child 7eſ#s ſtayed at Zernſalem, and his Pa- 
rents knew it not, for they thought he had been among the -company. 
Wheretore,when they had travelled a dayes Journey (that is, twenty miles) 

they nufled their Son. 
Aker, they ſearch'd through the company, but conld not find him: 
wherefore they returned back to Feruſalem, being twenty miles; where, on 
the third day after, they found him in the Temple, fitting among the Do- 
tors, and dijputing with them. So the next three days he returned back 
again with his Parcnts to Nazareth, being ſixty fourmiles, and was obedient 
7m, TTY dM during the life of Joſeph 

After, Joſeph and Mary went eycry year, during the lite of Joſeph, up to 
Feruſalemtothe ure, and without all doubt took Jeſus along with them. 
Thus they continued for the ſpace of three years, about which time Fevh 
died, Chriſt being then ſixteen years of age : which three years Travel 
from Nazareth to Jeruſalem.and back again, cometh to 304 miles. 

From that time forward he continued with his Mother till he was thirty 
one years of age, whichwas the-firſt year of his Miniſtry. Mary, his Mother, 
being then forty five years old, was invited to a Marriage in Cana a City of 
Galitee, which ſtood eight miles from Galileetowards the North-Weſt, John 2. 
Here our Saviour Chriſt wrought his firſt miracle by changing water into wine. 

From Cana in Galilee ſhe went with our Saviour to Capernaum, a City of 
Gallee,a little before the Feaſt of the Paſchal Lamb, which was twenty miles. 

From Capernaum ſhe returned back to Nazareth, which was accounted 
twelve miles. : 

In the thirty ſecond year of the age of our Saviour Chriſt, which was the 
ſecond of his Miniſtry, Mary went from Nazareth back again to Capernaum, 
_—_ our Saviour Chriſt caſtforth a Devil, Mat. 12. Mark 3. which was 12 
miles. | 

From thence ſhe returned back again to Nazareth, which was twelve 
miles : for in this Town ſhe dwelt, whulſt Zeſus travelled from place to place, 
reaching and preaching the Word of God, MarkG. 

And although ſhe oftentimes went from Nazareth with him to many 
places, continuing ſtill in his company ; yetthen eſpecially, when he was to 
ſuſtainthe wrath of God, and puniſhment for the Sin of man, which was in 
the thirty fourth yearof his age. In which year ſhe would not forſake him 
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Trill his death : for ſhe went from Ga/iee to Feruſalem with him, which wa" 
{1xty four miles; a great Journey for one of her age (being then forry eigh 
years old.) And when our Saviour wascrucified, ſhe ſtood cloſe by the Crois 
with a heavy and penſive countenance, bewailing the death of her Son. 
Then was the Prophecy of old Simeon accompliſhed, 4nd a Sword ſhall paſs 

' through thy Soul. Bur after, by his Glorious Reſurreftion and Aſcention, 
ſhe was revived and comforted. From the Paſſion of Chriſt to the death of 
the blefled Virgin Mary, was twelye years : all which time ſhe lived with 

John the Evangelitt in Feraſalem, and then being fifty nine years of age 
dyed, and was buried (according co the opinion of Nicephorus and others) 
in the Garden called Gethſamene. Soall her Travels were 3596 miles. 


Now follows the deſcription of the Towns and Places to which 
ſhe travelled. 


Of Nazareth. 


THIS was a Town almoſt of no eſtimation ; ſcituated in a certain 
Mountain in Ga/ee the lower, ſixty four miles and ſomething more 
from Jeruſalem towards the North, in the Tribe of Zabulon. In this Town 
our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt was brought up, Luke 1. 2. Some ſay that it was 
nineteen or twenty miles from Jeruſaon, but they miſtake themſelves ; 
yet I will not diſpute thereof, but tollow my Authors, Jacobus Ziglerus, and 
Tilmanus Stella. There is not any mention made of 1t, that is extant in the 
Old Teſtament. Ir hath a two-fold derivation, the one by Zain, and the 
other by Zade. If it be written by Zain, it may have a two-fold {ignifica- 
tion, ſince the expoſition of this name doth depend upon the Verb Nazzr, 
which ſignifies, to conſecrate and keep; from hence Nezer,- a Garlandof 
Fbwers,or a Crown ſet with pretious Stones, &c. {uch as Kings and High-Prieſts 
are accuſtomed to wear. Allo from the fame word Nazar, is derived Nazir, 
and thence Nazarens, which is as much as to ſay, He « ſeparated from the 
uſe ef Wine; and ſuffering hs Hair to be un-cut, as being dedicated to the 
Lord. Therefore. our Saviour Chriſt is juſtly called a Nazarite, Luke 2. 
For \Vezer firſt ſignifies a holy man, who hath made a holy Vow unto the 
Lord : Secondly, it doth denote a Crown or wreath: of Sincerity, Exod. 29. 3G. 
Thirdly. a holy Ointment, wherewith Kings and Priefts Fere anointed, Levit. 27. 
And fourthly, this word Nezer ſignifies, a Princely Crown, 2 Sam.1.2 Kings 11. 
P/al. 89. 132. So that Nazareth, being derived of Nazar and Nazir, may 
ſignifie both 4 Crown, and # holy City, Fudg. 13. but if Nazareth be written 
by Zade, it ſignifies a flouriſhing plant or Graff, according to that of Tay, 
C. I1. But there ſhall come a rod forth of the ſock of Iſhai, and a Graff ſhall grow © 
out of his root, and the Sirit of the Lord ſhall reft 4zon him. The Inbabitants of 


this Town at this day ſhew certain Monuments and Reliques of what had 
Te happen= 
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happened in preceeding Ages: as, two Churches, one built there where 
the Angel Gabriel ſaluted the Bleſſed Virgin,and ſhe conceived by the Spirit; 
1 which there ſtands three Altars, hew'n out of a Rock: and the other 
buile (as they ſay) where the houſe of 7o \ and Mary ſtaqd, becauſe there: 
our Saviouf Chrift was brought up. Allo they ſhew a Well, where the 
Child Jeſus drew Water, and minſtred to his Mother ; -they alſo ſhew the 
valt Ruins of the Synagogue where our Saviour Chriſt expounded the (ix- 
ty firſt Chapter of 1/ay, tor which cauſe they would have thrown him head- 
long down the Hill, Luke 4. ard many other things, of which you may 
read in Borchardus the Monk. In Saint Jeron?s time, ſome forty years be- 
tore Chriſt, Nazareth was a {mall Town called Nazarah. 


Of the Mountains by which Mary paſſed when ſhe went to viſit her 
Couſin Elizabeth. 


oe Nazareth and Jeruſatem, there ſtandeth many high Hills, as, 
Mount 6Gi4oa, whereon King Saul killed himſelf; Mount Gerifm, and 
Hebal, upon which Hillsthe Bleſtings and Curſingswere pronounced, Dent.27. 
and Mount Ephraim, upon which Ehud kill'd Eg/on King of the Moabites, 
{ade 13. Overthis Mountain, being very ue and ſteep, Mary travel- 
d when ſhe went to viſit her Coufin Elizabeth. : | 


Of Bethlehem. 


"F HERE were two. Cities called by this name, the one Beth/em Judah; the 

other Beth{2m Euphrata, where our Saviour Chriſt was born, and figni- 
fieth fruitful, or the houſe of Bread : Ir ſtood upon a Hill, ſome ſix miles 
from Jeruſalem towards the South. The Inhabitants take upon them to 
ſhew the place where our Saviour Chriſt was born, which ſtood upon the 
Faſt ſide of the City, cloſe by the Wall thereof; where, as Eufebius ſaith, 
Helen, the Mother of Conffantine the Great, cauſed to be built a fair and 
ſtately Church, three hundred and twenty years after the Nativity of 
Chrilt. This Church was dedicated to St. Mary, and remaineth to this 
day, beinghad in great honour, both amongſt the Chrif#ans, and the Turks, 
and Saracens. This Churchis ſuch a ſtately building, that it is thought to 
exceed all the Churches of Chriſtendom, for Beauty and curious Work- 
manſhip : k istwo hundred twenty-eight Foot long, and eighty ſeven Foot 
wide, being built all of Marble of divers colours,.and covered with Lead : 
there axe init four rowes of Marble: Pillars, wonderful to look upon, not 
only in regard of their number bur of their greatneſs, for there is fifry Pillars 
ie every row. The Body ofthis Church, the Pillars fromthe bottom to the 
top, the Walls, and cyery part of it, is beautified with liyely Pictures, yy" 
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ed with divers Colours, Silver, Gold, and curious Workmanſhip, fo as it is 
wonderful ro behold. The Pavement of it is of Marble, poliſhed, and 
of divers colours, ſo cunningly ſet in Works, and with ſuch yariety, that 
it is very delightful to ſuch as look on it. There is painted on the Pillars 
and Walls, almoſt all the Stories of the Old Teſtament, till the Birth of 
our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, with ſuch excellent cunning, and fo 
lively, that itisto be admired. In the Quire of this Church there is found 
mo Alcars, one cloſe by the Chappel of St. Katherine, at the Eaſt ehd there- 
of; not far diſtantfrom which, they ſhew the place where our Saviour was 
circumciſed : and inthe middle of the Quire there ſtanderth anorher Altar, 
where they ſay the Wiſe men left their Dromedaries, and prepared their 
Gifts to preſent unto our Saviour, when they worſhipped him. Upon the 
South ſideof this Quire, rowards the Eaſt, they deſcend by ten ſtone ſteps 
into the Chappel of the Nativity of Chrift, _ beautified, and curiouſly 
wrought, paved with poliſhed Marble. This Chappel is not very great, 
but wonderful fair and ſumptuous. When the Holy Land was over-run 
by the Gentiles,this ( as many other places were inthat Country) was all pol- 
lutedwith Filth and Dirt,that they had much adoto make itclean a great while 
after. Upon the place where they faid our Lady the Blefled Virgin Mary 
brought forth our Saviour into the World, there is placed a Table of white 
Marble, after the manner of 2n Altar : about ſome four Foot from this they 
ſhew the place where the Manger ſtood, a parr of it yet remaining, cut out of 
a Rock,notof Marble, but of other ſtone, as. many other Mangersare in that 


Country. Cloſe by that there is an Altar, where they lay the Wiſe men 


preſented their Gifts to our Saviour Chriſt, and worſhipped him. Art the 
entrance into the Church, there ſtandeth a good'y Building, which in 
times paſt ſeemed to have been ſome Arch-Biſhops See, but now is called 
St. Maries Church. Upon the North ſide, they deſcended by certain ſteps 
into the Chappel of St. ; = who lay a long time buricd there,till his Bones 
were removed thence to St. Maries in Rome. 

About a mile from Beth/ehem, Sourhward, ſtood the Tower of Edger, 
being a Watch-Tower of the Bethiehemites, and fo called, becauſe there 
reſorted thither many flocks of ſheep : for Ader ftignifieth a Herd. Round 
about this Tower were fair and fruitful Paſtures, co which many Shep- 
herds reſorted to feed their Flocks ; to ſome of which Shepherds the Angels 
told the glad tidings of the Birth of our Saviour, and that he was laid in a 
Manger at Beth/ehem. For which cauſe, in after times there was a Church 
built juſt in the place where the Tower ſtood ; and in Saint Feronrs time 
called by. the name of Angelos ad Paftores : the ſame Luther affirmeth, thar 
it is yet ſtanding. Jacob ſometime dwelt in that Place, and buried his wife 
Rachel thereabouts. "The Monument that he ſer upon her grave remaineth 
to this day,which was twelve __ pitch'd an end, ſtanding about a quarter 
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of a mile fiom this place, upon the right Hand as they go to Jeruſalem: of 
which Graye, all the Country thereabouts is called by the name of Rachel. 


Of the Way between Judea and Epypr. 


Erween Egypt and Judea licth Arabia Petrea : a Land for the molt part 

barren and unfruntul, full of Sands, Rocks, and Mountains, deſtitute 
ot Water, and {ubjett ro many dangers - being in the Summer Solltice {cor- 
ched with extremity of heat, the Sun being then perpendicular oyer them 
(C according to Mwijter) in the day time; and in the night, troubled with 
extream Winds, which, blowing the Sand with great violence, it caſteth 
itupon great heapsand Mountains, by which duſt, both Beaſts and ſometime 
men are {uffocated and flain. « 

Moreover, there dwelt in this Deſarr, a rude and dangerous People, cal- 
led Saracens ; who take their beginning trom 1fmael, and are theretore allo 
called Ikmaelites, being given to cruelty and malitiouſnels. They get their 
hving, for the moſt part, by Theft and Violence : and as Ihmael was an 
excellent Archer, ſo they allo are very cunning in fhooting and hunting, 
uſing tothis day their ancient evil cuſtom of robbing and ſpoiling all that 
pals that way ; inſomuch as Merchants are conſtrained to go in great com- 
panies, leſt they ſhould be indangered by them, and by reaſon of the 
Winds and Sands, ae conſtrained to guide their (ourney by the Compaſs, 
as men do thar ſail upon the Sea. Through this Wilderneſs did Joſeph and 
M ry paſs, when they went with the Child Jeſus out of Judza into Egypt ; 
where they were in danger of Thieves, ſubje& to be ſmothered by the Sands, 
conſtrained to trayel over high Rocks and Mountains, and to reſt in Fear, 
becauſe of Lyons, Bears, and other Beaſts which greatly abound in that 
Place. Beſides, divers other diſcommodities were incident unto them, as 
want of Meat, Drink, and other neceſlaries, there being little Water to be 
found there, inſomuch as had notthe Lord by an _ command charged 
him in a dream to go down into Egyt, Foſeph durſt hardly have ventured 
upon ſo difficult and dangerous a Journey. Bur the Lord fo mercitully pro- 
vided for him, that he both went and returned ſafe. Thus may we ſee to- 
whatdangers theſc good People were expoſed, and whatmileries they ſuſtain- 
ed from the beginning becauſe of their Son Chriſt Jeſus. 


Of Hermofolis. 


| 2 verde was called the Town of Mercury, diſtant from Jeruſalem Jo4 
4 miles towards the South-Weſt - it was one ofthe chief Cities in Fgyzr, 
3 Attianus writeth. Nicephorus and Zozemenus affirm, 4b. 5. cap. 22. that 
Foſeph and Mary came and liyed in this Town, where they continued al} 
e 
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the days of Herod, that cruel King. But Ziglerins ſaith, that they lived in 
the Land of Goſen, where the Patriarch Facob and his Poſterity lived : which: 
agreeth well with the words of S. Matthew, cap. 2. and Hoſea 11. Out of Egypt 
have I called my Son. This Land of Goſen lay 200 miles from Jeruſalem, 
towards the South-Weſt. "The Inhabitants of Alcair in Fey;t take upon 
them to ſhew the place where Toſeph and Mary dwelt, when they went down 
into that Country ; bur how true it is I cannot tell, becauſe there is no

Of Canah in Galilee. * 
"His was a City in Galilee, diſtant from Jeruſalem ſixty eight miles to- 
wards the North ; of which you may read more in the Trayels of 
our Saviour Chrilt, 
Of Capernaum. 


His Town ſtood upon the Sea of Ga7izee, ſixty cight miles from Jeru- 
ſalem toward the North ; of which you may read more afccr. 


The Trauls of the Wiſe Men of the Ealf, which came to 
Bethlehem to ſee Jeſus. 


being derived of Hagah, that is, he hath meditated ; and taken in 

the third Conjugation, it {ignifies, to find 'or ſearch out a thing, 

they being ſuch as gave theniſelves to the knowledge of hard things, 
and to find out the Secrets and myſteries of Nature. Bur, according to Vari- 
4s, they were not only Philoſophers, but Prieſis alſo. And P/ato upon Al- 
cibiades, ſaith, Magia eff Deorum obſervantia five 6ultus divinus; that is, Ma- 
gick preſcribed the due obſervance and divine worſhip of the Gods. Strabo 
ſaith, Geogra. 4b. 6. T hat the Magi were {uch among the Per/ians, as thoſe 
whom the Indians call Gimnoſophijis and Academians ; the Babylomans, Chat- 
deans; and the Hebrewes, Prophets, or Prieſts, which taught the People Di- 
'vine knowledge. And when the ten Tribes were carried into captivity 
by Sa/ranafſer Emperour of the Aſſyrians (into 4ſſyria, Media, and Perſia ) 
there isno queſtion bur they took with them into the Eaſt, the holy Books 
and Volumes of the Law, and of the Prophets, whereby, without doubr, 
many of the Pecple and Philoſophers of the Eaj# came tohave a taſte of the 
true knowledge and worſhip of God. Allo the Prophet Dane! was brought 
up in all the Arts of the Ca/deans ; whole Writings and Prophecies werenor 
only written and publiſhed among{(t the Babylonzans, but allo had in great 


Tt Magi were cettain wiſe men of Per/;a, fo called from Meditation, 
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account and eftimation amongſt the Mags : fo that they diligently peruſing 
thoſe Books,camenor only tothe knowledge of God, but alſo without doube, 
ro the knowledge of our Saviour Jefus Chriſt, whom they called the Star of 


Facob; trom whence may be concluded, tharithe Wiſe-Men that: came to 
tee our Saviour Chriſt, were rather of Syſa in Perſia, Than of Zaba in Athi- 


opia. 

"Wherefore theſe Wiſe Men came from the Academy of Suſu in Perſia to 
Feruſalem, which was 929 miles; ſaying, Where is he that is born King of the 
Jews? for we have ſeen his Star in the Eaff, and are come to worſhip him. 
Chis hapned in the month of Janwary,in the {econd year after the birth of our 
Saviour ; for Herod in the {eventicth year of his age cauſed all the male 
Children of the Berthſemites of two years old and under ( according to the 
time that he was told of the Wile Men ) to be put to the Sword. 

From Jeruſalem they went to Beth/ehem, which was ſix miles, where, 
upon the {ſixth of January they offered their Preſents which they brought 
out of Perſia, to our Saviour ; iz. Gold, as to a King; Frankincenſe, as to 
a Prieſt ; and Myrrh, as to a Mortal man, Mat. 2. So let us offer unto 
Chriſt our Saviour, the Gold of Faith and heavenly Dodtrine ; the Fran- 
kincenſe of carneſt Prayers, and the Myrrh of Patience in the midſt of Cala- 
mity. | 
Afterward, the Wiſe-Men (as they had been warned in a dream) return- 
ed another way to Suſa in Perſia, which was 929 miles. So their Trayels 
were 1846 miles. 

Of $Suſa you may read betore in the Travels of the Old Teſtament. 


Of the Star that appeared to the Wiſe»Men in the Eaft. 


_— this Star appeared in the lower Region of the Air, (as it is apparent it 
did ) from thence it may be concluded, that it neither was any of the 
fixed Stars, Planet, or a Comet, becaufe they commonly are ſeen in the 
upper Region of the Air ; but rather, according to the opinion of ſome, it 
was an Angel of God, appearing in the form of a bright ſhining Star, to di- 
ret theWile Men in their way they went to the "Town of Bethiezm; and foby 
little and little deſcending from the {ublimiry of the Air, pointed out ento 
them the very houſe where they might find Mary the Mother of our Lord, 
and the Child Jeſus; almoſt after the ſame manner as the Angel ofthe Lord 
in the time of Moſes appeared to the Children of Tſrae/;; that is, in the day 
like a cloudy Pillar, and in the night like a flaming Fire, to dire& them 
their way, Exod. 13. 14. 34. Wherefore this Star without doubt was no 
natural Apparition, which happened in the interiourRegion of the Air, ſud- 
denly vaniſhing away; bur, as I have ſaid, an Angel of the Lordrepreſenting 
the form of a Star. Or elle, as Chryſoforr faith, a certain miraculous new Star, 
which, according to the opinion of 4ugufine, was governcd by an __—_ 
the 
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the Lord ; and for thegreatneſs ofthe Body, and variety of the Aſpedts, was 
not ſeen firſt in the Land of Judea,but in Per/ia,a Country in the Eaſt,where 
the Magi dwelt, and accompanied thence into Zadza. And although for a 
ſhort ſpace it lefr them in their Journey, yet when they came in the way to 
Bethem, it appearcd to them again, Mat. 2. As Nicejhorus and Chryſojtom 
obſerve, the Star appeared upon the day of the Conception of Chriſt, being 
the twenty fitth day of March ; about which time the Arch-Angel Gabriel! 
ſpoke with the Virgin Mary, Lake 1. and was ſeen for a whole year and 
forty one weeks, that is, till the fixth of Fanuary, in the beginning of the 
ſecond year after the Nativity of Chriſt. It wanted eleven weeks of two 
years; and therefore Herod cauſed all the Male-children of the Bethlehemites 
of two years old and under,toteflain according to the time declared untohim 
by theWiſe-men. Mat.2. Wherefore this new Star did firſt fore-ſhew the Birth 
of Chriſt, that bright ſhining Star andeternal light of Glory, according to 
the CIORacy of Billa, Num. 22. Secondly, the Light of God's Word and 
the Goſpel, 2 Pet. 1. Thirdly, Godly and Faithful Minifters and Teachers, 
who by their Dofrine and godly Life and Converſatian, ſhould ſer before 
their Auditors and ſuch as oblerye their ations, the way to. Chriſt and crer- 
nal happineſs, Dan. ut. 


The Travels of John Baptiſt. 


N the Month of Thiſri, which anſwereth to our September, Anno Mundi, 
3966, the Feaſt ofthe Tabernacles being then celebrated, the Arch-Angel 
Gabriel told Zacharias the Priclt, of the Conception of John the Baptiſt, 
which ſhould be the woce of a Crier in theWilderneſs.Anda little after,thartis, 

about the Autumnal Aqinottial, John the Baptiſt was conceived {ix Months 
before our Saviour. The next year after, about the Month of July, he 
was born. Six Months after that, our Saviour Chriſt was bosn. In which 
year, Zacharias, the Father of John Baptiſt, waslain in the upper Courr, be- 
rween the Altar and the Temple, tor ſaying, that our Saviour Chriſt was 
born, and, that Mary his Mother was a Virgin, Mat.3J. Wherefore E/:- 
zabeth,theWile of Zacharias.fearing the cruelty of Herod and of the Phariſees, 
about that time when the. young. Infants of the Berhlehemites were lain, ſhe 
fled from Jeruſalem to Apumim. as. Nicephorus faith, which was ſcituated in 
the Wilderneſs between Ferichoand Jeruſalem, where ſhe privately brought 
up her Son, being thirty two miles. 

In the thirty nmth Year of the Nativity of Chriſt, and upon the twenty 
fourth day. of June, ou the Bapriſt being then _ Years of Age, by the 
Commandment of the Lord, took upon him the Miniſtry; for it was nct 
hwful for any to enter into that FunCtion before they were thirry Years of 
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Age, Numb. 4. Wherefore, upon the eight and twentieth day of September, 
ic being then the Feaſt of the Tabernacles, and about the middle of the 
laſt Week ſpoken of by Daniel, he went from Adumim to Bethabara, where 
he took upon him the Miniſtry of the New Teſtament : Hama the chief 
Prieſt being then newly entred into that Office, Like 2. (which was about 
four miles) and within a ſhort time after, that is, upon the ſeventh day of 
Oftober, being then the Feaſt of Expiation, our Lord and Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt was baptiſed, when he was fully thirty Years of Age, Luke 3. Mat- 
thew J. John 1. | 

In the Year following, which was the one and thirtieth Year of the Na- 
tivity of Chriſt, a lictle before the Feaſt of Eafter, the Synedrion of Feruſa- 
mn {ent Meſſengers unto John, he then remaining at Bethabara, to know 
whether he was the Chriſt, or E/as, or ſome other Prophet, John 1. Upon 
the eightecnth day of September, the ſame Year, John ctitred upon the {e- 
cond year of his Miniſtry ; abour which z:me, Caiphas began to enter upon 
che Office of the High Prieſt, and che Sadducees and Phariſees to perſecute 
John Baptiſt. Wherefore he departed from Bethabara, and went to Anon, 
a City in Galilee, which was twenty four mules. 

After that John had preached publickly and freely, by the ſpace ofa whole 
year and two months ; about the month of December, and the end of the 
| firſt year of the Miniſtry of our Saviour, by the Commandment of Herod, 
he wastaken and led Priſoner from 70" tothe Tower of Macheruntes, which 
was twenty eight miles; where he remained untill his Death. So all his 
Trayels were cighry cight miles. 


Of the Towns and Places to which he travelled. 


| Of 4dumim. 
A Dunim, or Adummim, (as it is in Jens cap. 15.) was a Tower twelve 
miles from Jeruſalem towards the Eaſt, {cituated in the Wilderneſs 
that is between Jeruſalem and Jericho; ſo called becauſe of the multirude 
of Robberies and Murthers that were done in that place: for Dam ſignifieth 
Blood. Here the poor man that Chriſt mentioned, Lake 10. fell amongſt 
Thieves ; and here Efiah continued when he was fed by the Ravens, and 
drankthe Water of the River Cherith, 1 King 17. which was a notable Type 
of John the Baptiſt, who lived in a Cave in this place. This Caye ſtood 
cloſe by the Garden of Engedi, where in former times the Academy and 
School of the Prophets Ezah and Eliſha was kept : here the Efeis (which 
was a Set amongſt the Fews ) alſo continued, who led a Monaſtical kind of 
Lite, and gave themſelves wholly to Prayers and good Works; under whoſe 
Diſcipline and Inſtrution John was brought up. Mathejizs wiſely obſerves, 
that of all other, the Eſeis would never oppoſe Chriſt ; but were a People 
that 
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that lived chaſtly and honeſtly, according to the Cuſtom of the Nazarites, 
with all diligence rea Jing the Scriptures, and avoiding idleneſs as a grear 
temptation of the Devil, giving themſelyes principally to the Study of Phy- 
ſick. Aiter this ſort was John brought up. | 


Of Bethabara. 
s HIS was a Town {cituated upon the Eaſt fide of the River Jordan, 


{ixteen miles from Fer4ſa/em rowards the Eaſt, where there was either 
a Bridge or a Ferry to paſs over Jordan : from whence this place was called 
Bethabara, being derived of Baith, a Houſe; .and Abarah, a Patlage: where- 
fore, at a certain time, there being aflembled in this place a great-Concourſe 
and .Congregation of People, John did firſt enter upon the Miniſtry of the 
New Teſtament, and taught the People the Dottrine of Repentance and 
Baptiſm. Here E/asthe Thesbite, who was a Type of John the Baptiſt, was 
taken up into Heaven in a fiery Chariot. Here 7ohn ſpake with the Mel- 
ſengers that came to inquire whether he was Chriſt or not : to whom he an- 
ſwered, That he was neither EJ:45, nor a Prophet of the Old Teſtament, 
but the Voice of a Cryer in the Wilderneſs, Fo. 4. 1. 49. And in the ſame 
place where the Pricſts ſtood with the Ark of the Covenant, whilſt Foſhus - 
and the Children of 1/rae/ paſſed over Jordan, John baptized Chriſt, the 
true Ark of the Coyenant of the Throne of Grace, Foſh. 3. 4. Mat. 4. Luke 3. 
Heb. 9g. 
pn Of non. 
6 li - $ Town ſtood upon the Weſt-{ide of che River of Fordan, 42 miles 
from Jeruſalem Northward, a little on this {ide of the Sea of Tiberias, 
near the mouth of the River Faboch, where it falleth into Jordan, in which 
place was great abundance of Waters. Here allo John ſometimes baprized, 
Foh.Z. it being two miles from $4/em, where Jacob in times paſt dwelt, Gen. JJ. 
Of the meeting together of the Watecrsthis Town was called Aion, of Ain, 
which ſignifies an Eye, and a Fountain that ſpringeth as it were irom an 
Eye. 
: Of Macherns, or Macharuntes, 
Mz was a Town of Perea, beyond Fordan, twenty miles from 
Feruſalem towards the Eaſt, {ciruated 1n a high Mountain ; being 
derived of Macherah, that is, a Sword. This was one of the chief Ca- 
ſtles of Herod Antipas, who obtained the chiet Command in the City of Je- 
ruſalem, Pin. lib. 5. c.16. In this place John Baptiſt was beheaded, as Joſeph. 
faith, 4b. Antiq. 80. c. 19. And although his Diſciples buried his Body therce 
abouts, yet long after the Chriſtians removed his Bones and Relicks to Sc 
baſten, that is, Samaria, where they were the ſecond time'buried-with great 
Honour and Reverence. Afterward ( as Nicephorm and Theodorus (fav) his 
Bones were taken up again by Juan _ Apoſtate, and burn'd. There 
V are 
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are many other things that are written concerning his Reliques, which (te- 
cauſe of the uncertainty of them) I omit to ſpeak of; and will proceed to a 
turther Deſcription of this City. Alexander, King of the Jews, firſt built 
and fortified it ; and then making W ar againſt Ariobulw, it hapned to be 
deſtroyed by Gabinus,one of his Captains, and ſo continued deſolate till He- 
rods tzme, who rebuilt the Town and the Caſtle, and fortified it with ſtrong 
Walls and high Towers, even a hundred and ſixty Cubits in height, ſothar 
a man could ſcarce ſee to the top of ir. - But, that God might revenge the 
blood of his Saints, atſuch time as Jeruſalem and the Holy Land was left de- 
folate, Lucius Baſſus ( a noble Roman) came to this City, and beſieged it ; 
during which Siege, Baſſus took a certain young man, which was a Prince 
of the Jews, called Eleazer, and cauſed a Crols to beet on purpoſe to have 
- crucified him ; but they which were beſieged in the Town, ſeeing the piti- 
ful Lamentations this young man made, promiſed Baſſus, it he would ſpare 
his Life, to yield up the Town, which he did; ſo the Caſtle being taken, 
the Gates of the City were ſet open. Bur the Romans fell to the Slaughter 
without Mercy, and put to the Sword 1700 Perſons, beſides, there were a 
reat multirude of Women and Children carried thence into Captivity, as 
Toſh (ib. de Bello ud. 7. cap. 25.) affirmeth. : 
here were many goodly Wells and ſtately Buildings within this City : 
there is cut out in the Caſtle a Rue Tree of an admirable greatneſs : and 
in the Valley, upon the North-fide of the City, the Root Baarss is found, 
preſenting both in Colour and Figure a Flame. There are alſo found ma- 
ny hot Baths and Fountains of wholſome Waters: but above the reſt, 7o- 
fephus maketh mention of one in a Cave, where two Streams ifſueth, as ir 
were out of two Dugs; the one hot, the other cold; which two Waters be- 
ing mingled together, are very wholſome, and cure many Diſeaſes, but 
principally the ſhrinking of the Sinews. And this ſhall ſuffice concerning. 
the Travels of Fohn the Baptiſt. 


The Travels of our Lord and Saviour Chrift in his Infancy. 
Matth. 3. Luke 2. 


Rom Bethlehem the Child Jeſus was brought to Jeruſalem, and'there 
{ preſented in the Temple, Arno Mundi 3967, which was 6 miles. 
q From Jeruſalem, Jofeph and Mary, ( when they had accompliſhed 
E all things in the Temple of the Lord ) carried the Child Jeſus to 
Nazareth in Galitee, which was ſixty four miles. 
| From thence Jo/eph and Mary brought Jeſusback again to Bethi/zhem, which 
was [cyenty two miles. 


Upon 
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Upon the ſecond day of Farrary, in the ſecond Year after the Nativity 
of Chriſt, the wiſe men of Perj4 brought Gifts, and worſhipped him. A 
lictle after, that is, about the Ides of. January, juſt the Night before the 
Command came from Hered to kill the innocent Children, Foſeph and 
Mary went, with the Child Jeſus, through the Mountains and Deſarts of 
Fudea into Egypt,to HermopeBs inthe Land of Goſen; which was reckoned from 
Bethlehem 290 miles. ; 

From Hermopolis in Egypt ( after the death of Herod) Jeſus was brought 
bg again by his Parents to Nazareth in Judea, which was above 368 
miles. 

When Jeſus was twelve years of age, he went with his Parents from 
po gs to Jeruſalem, to the Feaſt of the Paſſcoyer, which was ſixty four 
miles. 

And when his Parents had loſt him, and found him again in the Temple 
among the Learned ; then he continued in obedience unto them, and went 
with them from Fernſalem to Nazareth, which was fixty four miles. So his 
Travels were 934 miles. 

Concerning the Towns and Places mentioned in his Travels, you may read 
before in the Travels of the Virgin Mary. |

The Travels of our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, from his 
Baptiſm till the fir year of his Miniſtry. 


Hriſt, in the thirtieth year of his age, went from Nazareth and came 

to Bethabara, which ſtood upon the River Jordan, where John 

| baptized ; and upon rhe ſeventh - day of Offober, in the middle 

of the laſt Week ſpoken of by Daniel, cap. g. was there baptized, 

at whoſe baptiſm the teſtimony of the Spirit deſcended down upon him in the 
likeneſs of a Dove; which was _ rwo miles. 

From Jordan, Jeſtts was led by the Spirit into the Wilderneſs to'be temp- 
ted of the Devil. and there faſted forty dayes and forty nights: at the end 
of which time, the Devil came and tempted him. How this Wilderneſs was 
called,theEvangeliſt doth nor ſpecifie ; but it is to be thought that it was the 
Defartof Arabia Petrea,and that our Saviour Chriſt faſted upon the mountain 
of Sinai, where Moſes and E44h faſted forty dayes and forty nights, Exod. 24. 
x. Reg. 19. For this Deſart cxtendeth it felf from the borders of Egypt and 
the Red Sea, to Jordan, where John baptized : and from thence, by the 
Country of Trachonites, tothe mountain of Libanus. Therefore out Saviour 
Chriſt might that preſent ſeventh day of Ofober whereon he was baptized 
come into this Wilderneſs ; and by little and little go thence ro Mount 
Sinai, which was 136 miles. ___—_ was no place more fit for Sath:;n 
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ro rempt our Saviour in, than where the Law was delivered, which is 
the power of Sin : for although the Son of God was withour*Sin, yet he 
took upon him the Sins of all the World, Levit.16. Job. t. 1}a. 53. So then 
our Saviour Chriſt (according to this ſupputation )) continued in the Deſart 
from the ſeventh day of Oftober to the {1xteenth of November, which was 
torty daycs and forty nights. Epiphanins, /ib.2. Tom.1. Here. 51. ſaith, that. 
our Saviour Chriſt was baptized upon the eighth day of November, which 
was the twelfth day of the month Athyr amonglt the Egyptians : but this ſup- 
putation is talle, and altogether repugnant to the certain Mathematical cal- 
culation. 

W hercforc, upon the ſeyenteenth day of November,our Saviour Chriſt hun- 
gred., Mat.4. Mark 1. Luke 4. and then the Devil,with an extraordinary bold- 
neſs, came unto him, and carried him from Mount Sai with great violence 
through the Air, and fct him upon the top of a Pinacle of the Temple in 
Jeruſalem, which was 120 milcs: this Pinacle was ſo exceeding high, (as you. 
may read in the deſcription of Teryſalem_) that whoſoever lookt down 
from it intothe Valley of Cedron, their cyes dazled, and it ſeemed as though 
there had been Clouds in the bottom of the Valley ; for ic was 609 foot 
from the bottom to the top, From this place the Devil bid our Saviour 
Chriſt throw himſelf dowh &c. Mar. 4. 

"From the Pinacle of the Temple, the Devil took our Saviour Chriſt and 
ſet him upon-a high Mountain ; but what Hill it was, or how called, the 
holy Evangeliſt doth not. ſex down. The Inhabitants of the holy Land 
think it was the Hill that ſtood betwixt Bethel and 4;,upon which Hill in 
rimes paſt Abraham dwelt, Gen. q But that Hill is not very high, and 
there are many higher Hills in the holy Land :wherefore it is to be thought 
that he was carried upon the top of that: high Mountain Nebo, which 
was alſo called Piſgah, and ſtood 24 miles from Feruſalem Eaſtward, where 
God ſhewed unto Moſes all the holy Land beyond Bay Deat. 34. And 
in this place, as God had ſhewed Moſes, ſo the Devil ſhewed our Sayi- 
our the Kingdoms of the World, and the Glory of them, ſaying; 4/ 
theſe willI give thee,&c. It is tobe thought, that all theſe ſharpremprationsof 
the Deyil were done in one day. 

This Hill Piſgah is diſtant from Bethabara 8 miles, where John Baprif 
baptiſed, and bare witneſs of our Saviour Chriſt, 7oh. ca. 1. Now after the 
Devil had left him, and the Angels had comforted him, he came thence un- 
to John, which was 8 miles, and john faid to his Diſciples, Behold,;this- is the 
Lamb of God which taketh away the Sins of the World, Joh. 1. 

So theſe Trayels were-140 miles.. 
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The Travels of our Saviour Chriſt, in the firſ# year of bis 
Miniitry, which was «' 31 of his age. 4 


UT yet our Saviour Chriſt began not to preach publickly, becauſe 
itwasnotlawful for.any to be admitted into the Miniſtry of the Word 
until they were paſt thirty years of age. Now our Sayiour Chriſt, in 
the Months of January and February, being then paſt thirty ( for he 

was full thirty upon the 25 day of December ) began to preach publickly, 

but yet he had no Diſciples, neither had he wrought any Miracles. In the 
month'of March, ohn Baptiſt teſtifieth of Chriſt before the Prieſts and 

Levites;. and within two days after, Chriſt being then preſent, John ſaid, 

Behold the Lamb of God that taketh away the Sins of the World, &rc. Within 

a while after, Chriſt went thence towards Cara in Galilee, in which Journey 

he took unto-him ſome Diſciples, namely, Andrew, and Fohn the Evangeliſt, 

and,zs ſome think,Peter, Philip, and Nathaniel ; near to the Town of Bethel, 
where the Patriarch 7acob faw a Ladder reaching from Earth to Heaven (for 

Chriſt maketh mention of that Viſton in his Journey }) which was 32 miles, 
oh.2. where he graced the Marriage witha notable Miracle, turning fix pots 

of Water ( containing 16S Gallons and three Quarts or. thereabours ) into 

Wine, Joh. 2. : Rt 

After he went thence with his Mother and his Diſciples to Capernaum, 20 
miles : but he ſtayed there. but. a while, for the Paſlover of the Fewes was at 
hand, 7ob. 2. 

In the beginningoof April, Chriſt went from Capernaum to Teruſalem, to 
the Feaſt of the Paſloverbich was 5G miles, and there caſt out of the Temple. 
the Money-changers, and thoſe that ſold Sheep, and Oxen, and Doves in : 
it. This was done about 46 years after Herod 4/calmita, King of the Jewes, 
had rebuilded and beautified the Temple ; of which you may read in Toſeth. . 
lib.Ant.15.cap. 14. Toh. 2. | 


The firit Paſſover of the Miniitry of Christ, 


" This firſt Pafloyer of the Miniſtry of our Saviour Chriſt, of which you 
may read,Tohn 2. was celebrated upon the ftxth day of April, and continued 
until the thirteenth day of the ſame Month. During which time, our Savi-- 
our Chriſt did many Miracles,.inlomuch that many believed in his Name ; 
and amongſt the reſt, Nicodemus, who came to him by night, and reaſoned 
with him concerning the Kingdom of God. Nicodemus ſignifies the Viftory 
of the People, 104.3. Ar this time he continued in Teruſalemtill the month of 
Oftober, and there celebrated the Feaſt of the Tabernacles, and Preached 
the acceptable year of the Lord, E/ſay G1. _ 

1&-: 
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faves, that is, he went from Jeruſalem, and began to teach in Judea, and 
1s Dilciples taptiſed, Job. 3. 4- John alſo baptiſed at this time upon the 
borders of Galilee near Judea, 42 miles from ferufatm Northward, upon 
the Eaſt ſide of the River Jordan, for he was not yet caſt into Priton. 
Therefore Chriſt choſe him a place to teach and baprile in, upon the River 
of Jordan near John, that they might meer and converle togerher. A little 
aſter, the queſtion was moved concerning Purification, and ohn began to 
preach of Chriſt,and that he was the Son of God, and Spoule of the Church. 
In this Sermon John in many places called himfelt che Friend of the Spouſe. 
From whence it 15 cvident, that Chriſt and Johniin the month of November, 
did often mcet and converle together. | 

Ia the month of December, Chriſt being aſſured of the captivity of Johr 
the Baptiſt, Mt. 4. Mark 1. and of the Periecution and fallacies of the Pha- 
.riſees, John 4. went from fordarn, and returned into Galilee, by the Province 
and Country of Samar : in which Country he came to Facets Well, which 
ſtood cloſe by Sichar, in former times called Sichem, about ſome 19 miles 
from Jordan towards the Weſt ; in which place he {pake with the Samaritan 
Woman, (this happened ſome four months before Harveſt) and after went 
into Sichar, and continued there for the {pace of two days ; and after retur- 
ning into Galilee, was very acceptably entertained of the Galilears, becauſe 
they —_— having ſeen his miracles done at Jeruſalem, were joyful to ſee 
him there. 

When he had travelled from Sichar to Cana Ca City in Galilee the lower, 
-which was 32 miles, where he had changed water into wine _) there was a 
certain Ruler came unto him, whoſe Son lay ſick at Capernaum, 20 miles 
diſtant, and beſought him to heal his Son ; our Saviour told him that his 
Son was made whole : ſo he believed, and his Son was made whole the ſame 
hour. This was the ſecond miracle that our Saviour Chriſt did, 7. 4. It 
is thought that this Rulers name was Chuza, of whom there is mention 
Lak.8. and was Herod's Procurator ; whoſe Wives name was Fohanna,which 
ſignified Gracious. This Woman miniſtred of all her ſubſtance unto Chriſt, 
Tohn 4. So theſe Traycls were 192 miles.

Of Cana in Galitee. 


_—_ was a City of the lower Ga/itee, where our: bleſſed Saviour Chriſt 

turned Water into Wine, bcing diſtant from —_— 68 miles 
Northward. The place where our Saviour wrought this Miracle is to be 
{een atthis day ; but it is within the Ground, and you muſt deſcend by certain 
ſteps before you can come at it, becauſe ( as it, ſeems ) there haye been 
many 


The Feaſt of Tabernacles being ended, Jeſus with his Diſciples came into 
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many Churches and Buildings ſet upon it, which being ſundry timesover” 
thrown, the ruins thereof have raiſed the Earth in ſuch fort, that the anti- 
ent Place is as it were hidden and laid under the earth, as is alſo the place 
of the Anuntiarion of the Nativity of our Saviour Chriſt, and many other 
where he wrought Miracles; to which they do deſcend down under the earth 
by ſteps. Upon the North fide of this Town ſtood a round Hill, and 
upon the South a goodly Plain ; being called Cans in Galilee, to put di- 
ſtinftion between it and another Town called after the ſame name, which 
ſtood upon the borders of 7yras and Sidor, in the Tribe of 4ſer ; in which 
the Canaanitiſh woman, or Syrophenicean dwelt, which beſought Chriſt to 
heal her Daughter, who was poſſeſſed of a Devil, Mat. 15. Mark 7. Which 
was called Canah the greater, as this was called Canah the leſs, and was di- 
ſtant each from the other 44 miles. 

Canah was to called, becauſe round about it grew Reeds, and there were 
many mooriſh and wateriſh grounds, whereof the Town took the name. For 
Canah \ignifies a Reed : which is a fit type ofthe Church; for, as our Saviour 
Chriſt at this Town (which ſtood in a mooriſh and Reedy place) graced the 
matriage with an extraordinary Miracle ; ſo likewiſe will he grace the 
marriage of his Church- ( though troubled with miſeries and affliftions in 
this World, toſſed to and fro like a waycring Reed) with the glorious 
preſence of his gracious countenance, and in the World to come crown 
it with Eternal Glory. 

Of Ca: ernaum. 


þ by City was ſo called from the pleaſant and comfortable Scituation of it. 
In the Hebrew T ext Matthew calls it Ca harnacumy.TheTown of com- 
fort ; being derived of Norham, 7. Conſolation. In this Town our Saviour 
dwelt after he had left Nazareth, and in it wrought many Miracles, as the 
healing of the ſick, caſting out of Devils, and ſuch like, whereot - you 
may read, Mat. 8. Mark 1. Luke 5. 7. John 4. It ſtood in the Land of Gene- 
zareth, upon the Weſt and North {ide ot Jordar, in an angle of Land 
zoyning to the Sea of Ga/zlee, 56 miles from feruſalem Northward, in the 
Tribe of Tſachar ; and, as it is thought by ſome, juſt in the midit of the 
twelye Tribes. Mat. g. calls it the City of our Saviour. And that Chriſt 
was no Stranger, but an Inhabitant of this City, it is manifeſt, Mat. 17. 
where Chriſt, when he gave T ribute to the Magiſtrates of this City,” asked 
Peter, ſaying, Of whom do the Kings of the Earth take tribute ? Peter ſaid, of 
frangers : then, quoth he, the Children are free ; yet nevertheleſs, &c. From 
whence may be gathered, that he was no Stranger, but an Inhabirant in 
Capernaum. It had upon the North fide of it the three Tribes, Nezthalim 
Aſer, and Zabuton ; upon the South, Benamin, Juda, Dan, and Simeon ; 
upon the Weſt Tfachar, Epharaim, and the halt Tribe of Manaſes ; and 


upon. 
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upon the Eaſt, Renber, Gad, and the other halt Tribe of Manaſes: lo that 
our Savicur-Chriſt dwelt in the midlt of che rwelye Tribes of Iſrael. Fur- 
thermore. it was a goodly Market Town, and had as well relation to Tyrus 
and S$:doz7(two Towns of the Gentiles, within forty tour milcs of it) as to e- 
ruſalemt tram whence may be verified that ſaying ot Efa. ca. 8, g. The Land 
of Zebulon and Naphrtalim, near the way of the Sea beyond Jordan, and Ga- 
lilee of the Gentiles ;a People which ſit in Darkneſs and in the ſhadow of. Death, 
ſaw a great Light. "This Town is therctore jultly called the City of Com- 
tort and Conſolation; ſince our Saviour Chriſt dwelt there, who with his 
Poftrire and preaching rctreſhed and comforted all ſuch as were afflicted 
with the Burthen of cheir Sins- But the greatmen that were Thhabirants of 
this City, had more reſpect ro their private protit, than to the Doctrine and 
Miracles that Chriſt wrought among them ; trom whence it came to paſs, 
that they did as it were negle& and contemn that Good which God had 
offered to them : which made our Saviour ſay, 4nd thou Capernaum, which 
ſeemeſt to be exalted up unto Heaven, ſhalt be cajt down into Hell: for if the 
Miracles had been done in Sodom and Gomorrah, which have been done in thee, 
they had continued until ths day. Verity, verily,T ſay unto you, it ſhall be eaſier 
for Sodom and Gomorrah inthe day of Judgment, than for thee, Mat. 11. For 
there was no ſuch benehr offered ro any City, neither ſuch Honours and 
Digniries, as were to Capernaum,our Saviour himlelt dwelling there. W here- 
fore, for their Ingratitude and Impiety, the City hath divers times been 
waſted and deſtroyed, as well by the Romans as other Nations ; ſo that ar 
this day, this Glorious City is become ſo Delolate, that there is ſcarce eight 

_ Houſes ſtanding, and they alſolike ſmall Sheds. | 


Of Sichar. 


T: antient time this Town was called Sichem, of which you may read 
more both in the Travels of Tacob and Abimelech. After it came to be 
called Sichar, according tothe opinion of Luther upon Geneſis, becaule the 
Inhabitantsof that Country wete given to Pleaſure and Voluptuouſneſs, the 
greateſt part of their Delight being in drinking and quaffing: ſo Sichar be- 
ing derived of Schachar, {1gnifieth, to ce Drunk, or inordinately to ſwallow 
ſweet and pleaſant Wine,: of which there was plenty in that Town, made of 
the Juice of Apples, the Fruit of Palm-Trees, and Honey, which may ve 
well reſemble Hipocras or Metheglin, as ſome Authors have ir. And al- 
though by the Incurſions ofthe Romans it was uttterly waſted and left De- 
ſolate, yet in ſucceeding timcs it was re-built, and called Nicapoks, that is 
2 New Town. Ir is ſcituated very pleaſantly, and aboundeth with all 
manner of Delights; but it is unfortified, neither can it by any means be 
fortified ; neither have the Inhabitants any help, if they be oppreſſed by the 
Enemy. but tofly : for it is ſcituaced in the middle of a Valley, berween 
| two 
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two high Mountains, fo that a man may fling a ſtone from the rop of one of 
them into the City. About two Bows ſhot without the South Gate of this 
Town, is to be ſcen the Fountain or Well of Zacob, upon the Brim of which 
our Saviour Chriſt ſate when he was weary, as we may read in the fourth of 
Fohn. This Well ſtandeth juſt in the way as Pilgrims travel to Jeruſalem. 
Upon theright hand aboyg this Well, there ſtandeth a Mountain of an ex- 

. ceeding height, divided fhto two tops, the one of them being called Geri- 
zim,the other Heba!. In Mount Gerizim the Patriarch Toſhnah built an Al- 
tar, and the People ſtanding upon Mount Hebal, he cauſed the whole Book 
of Deuteronomy to be read over, with the Bleflings and Curſings, fo that all 
the People might hear them ;' for thus we read in of. 8. The one half of the 
People ſtood cloſe by Monnt Gerizim, and the other by Mount Hebal, &c. Dent. 
chap. 27. Theſe two great Mountains began upon the right fide ofthe City 
Sichar, and extended themſelyes in length to the City of Fericho. 

Upon the lefr fide of this Well is to be {een the Ruins of a great Town, 
which is thought to be the old Sicher,and by the Reliques that remain thete, 
it may be judged to have been a very goodly City. For there are yet tobe 
ſeen certain broken Pillars of Marble, as alſo large and ſpacious Buildings, 
which in times paſt, without Queſtion, have been very goodly things, and 
ſtandeth wonderful pleaſantly ; the Soil round abour 1t being yery pleaſant 
and fruirful,only there is want of Water. This Town lieth ſome two Bows ſhot 
from Sichar, and the Inhabitants of that place judge this Sichar to be Thebez, 
where Abimelech died, ſds: . Not far from Jaco#s Well, is to be ſeen 
that piece of Ground w ich Jae gaveto Joſeph, more than the reſt of his 
Brethren, Gen. 48. Ir is a long Valley, very fruitful and pleaſant, where 
there lies buried, in a certain fair Garden, the Bones of Tacob and Toſeph, 
which were brought out of Agypt, Tofh.24. the Reliques of which Sepulchre 
are yet to be ſeen. Mount Garizim or Gerizzm, is ſocalled from the cutting 
down of Trees : for Garaz ſignifies, to cut down. Upon this Mountain is 
to be ſeen (even to this day) the place where the Temple ſtood, that was 
built by Sanballath, dedicated to Jupiter Olympins, in contempt of the Tem- 

le of Jeruſalem. The Chief Prieſt of this Temple was one Manaſſes, a 
ugitive, of the ſtock 'of Levi. This Manaſſes was Brother to Faddus, Chict 

Prieſt of Jeruſalem, of whom you may read, Nehem. 13}. But ſome 209 

years after the firſt Foundation, John Hircanus, High-Prieſt of Jeruſalem,utter- 

ly deſtroyed it to the Ground.

The Travels of our Saviour Chriſt in the ſecond year of hs Miniſtry; 
which was thetwo and thirtieth year of his age.

| ba. the Month of January, Chriſt went from Cana in Galitee to Nazareth, 
which was eight miles. Here, -=_ the Sabbath-day, he went into 
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theSynagogue, and began to teach, inſomuch as the Inhabitants were aſto- 
niſhed at his Dofrine : but the Citizens being ingrateful, he went to Caper- 
naum, a City which I have choſen to dwell in before all others, Luke 4. Mat. 4. 
being twelve miles, or thereabouts. 

In the Month of February, he compalled about all Gable, preaching the 
Goſpel of the Kingdom of God, healingthe Sick, and thoſe that were diſeaſed 
amongſt the People, Mar. 4 In this Viſitation our Saviour went to Caſa- 
rea Philippi, which was diſtant from Capernaum forty eight miles toward 
the North. Here Matthew was called, as he was at the receipt of Cuſtome z 
and the Woman was healed of her Bloody Iflue, Mat. g. But that Matthew 
was called about this time, the circumſtances of times make eyident; for, a 
little after the ſecond Paſsover of our Saviour Chriſt, the ſame Matthew was 
choſento be an Apoſtle, Luke 5. 6. Mat. 9. Mark 2. fa the Month of March, 
the Inhabirants of the Towns which Chriſt viſited in GaZee, brought unto 
him many that were poſſeſſed of Devils , and afflicted with other Diſcaſes, 
all which he healed : inſomuch that there followed him a great company 
out of Galitee and Decapolis, and from Jeruſalem and Judea, and of all the 
Countries beyond Fordan, Mat. Z. Thus having finiſhed this Viſitation, as 
it may be thought, he returned back to Capernaum, where he dwelt, as I have 
told you before, which was forty cight miles; for Cz2/area Philipji ſtood fo 
_ tar from Capernaum. 


The fecond Paſſover of the Miniſtry of Chrife. 0 

A little after theſe things were finiſhed, was the Feaſt of the Jews, John 4. 
and Jeſus went up to Jeruſalem, John 5. to celebrate the Feaſt of the Paſſe- 
over, which this year happened a little before Harveſt,which was 56 miles. 
This ſecond Paſſover of the _—_— of Chriſt fell upon the ſix and rwen- 
ticth day of March, at which time Chriſt celebrated the Paſſover with his. 
Diſciples, according to the Law of God. Here, upon the Sabbath day 
being the laſt day of March, he healed a certain man that lay by the Pool 
of Betheſda,which had been diſeaſed eight and thirty years, Toh. 5. And atthe- 
end of the Paſloyer he went with his Diſciples from Ternſa/em, through the. 
Corn Fields: but his __ being hungry began to pluck the cars of Corn, 
and to cat them ; wherefore the Phariſces being offended at them, began 
' eo rxeprehend our Saviour Chriſt and his Diſciples : upon which followed 
the diſputation concerning the Sabbath, Luke 6. Matth 12. 

Upon the ſeventh day of 4pri/ he went on the Sabbath day to Perea: 
which Country was in the Command of Herod —_— and there he heale 
2 man with a dried hand, Lake 6. Mark 3. The Country of Perea beyond 
brdan, is diſtant from Jeruſalem twenty miles. 

But when the Herodian Council heard that he had healed a man on the 
Sabbath day, they ſought occaſion how they might do to pur him to _, 

where- 
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wherefore our Saviour Chriſt went thence to the Sea of Galitee, which was 
40 miles. Here he went up into a mountain not far from Capernaum, and 
choſe the twelve Apoſtles, Luke 6. Mark}. And then upon this Mountain 
he preached unto the People which reſorted thither unto him our of the 
Country round about, whom they heard with great diligence and attendance. 
This Sermon being ended, he came down from the Mountain and healed 
che man that was ſick of the Leproſie. He alſo went into Capernaum, and 
healed the Ceaturion's Servant, Mat 8. Luke 7 Afterward Chrilt, in the ſame 
Month of April, when the man whom he healed of his Leproſie had pub- 
liſhed the Miracle, he went from Capernaum into the Deſart which lay 
near unto Bethſaida ; for there was a certain Deſart, Mark 1. Lyke 7. In the 
month of May, our Saviour went out of Galilee towards Jeruſalem to keep 
the Feaſt of Pentecof ; ſo he came to the gates of the City Naim, which ſtood 
on the border of Samaria, and was diſtant from Capernaum 16 miles. Here 
he recalled the Widows Son to lite, Luke 7. and after he went to Jeruſalem, 
which was 48 miles, that he might celebrate the Feaſt of Pentecof according 
to the Law of God, Exo. 23. Thrice every year ſhall every male Child appear 
before the Lord thy God.This Feaſt fell this year upon the flnench day of May, 
for ir behoved our Saviour, according to the Law, to go every year to 
Teruſalem to thele three principal Feaſts, that is, of the Paſſover, Pentecof, 
and of the Tabernacles.- A little after the Feaſt of Pertecof, Tohn Baptift 
( being then in Priſon ) having certain — of the Miracle that our 
Saviour wrought upon the Widdows Son at the gate of Naim ; and of other 
wonderful Miracles that he did in Tery/a/em, and in other places in 14dea, 
ſent two of his Diſciples from the Caſtle of Macharuntes, to ask him the 

ueſtion, whether he was the Megia or no > So when they came unto him, and 
þ arms, him their Mefſlage, at that time he cured many of their ſick- 
neſs and Plagues, and evil Spirits, and to many blind men he gave ſight 
freely. And Jeſus ſaid unto them, Go your ways, and tell John what things 
' you have ſeen and heard, that the blind ſee, the halt go, the lepers are cleanſed, 
the deaf hear, the dead are raiſed, and the foor receive the Goſpel : And bleſſed 
is he that ſhall not be offended on me, Mathew 11. Luke 7. At this Sermon it 
was thought he converted the ſinner that waſhed his feet, and poured a box 
of pretious Oyl upon his head, Luke 7. 

n the month of Iune our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt went with the Twelve 
about ſix and fifty miles out of Izdea into Galilee, and there, in divers Cities 
and Towns he began to preach and teach the Kingdom of God. Ar this 
time there were divers Women followed him, whom he had healed of evil 
Spirits and of their Infirmities; but principally Mary Magdalen, out of whom 
he had caſt ſeven Devils ; and Toan the wife of Chuza, Herod's Pro- 
curator, and Suſanna: all which miniſtred unto him of their Subſtance,

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Now when he had trayclled from place to place ſome certain. time, 
and viſited many Cities and Towns thereabour, he returned back again to. 
the City of Capernaum, where it is {aid that our Sayiour Chriſt dwelt ; and 
there diſpoiſeit the man of a Devil, that was both blind, lame, and dumb, 
Mat. 12. Mar. 3. Luke 11. And going thence to the Sea, he recited eight 
Parables, Mat. 13- Mark 4. Luke 8. In the evening of the fame day, he 
went {ix mules, into the Country of the Gadarens, Mar. 4. Luke 8. The next 
day, betimes in the morning, he went out of the Ship into the Country of 
the Gadarens, and healed two that were polleſled of Devils, Mat. 2. Mar. 5. 
Luke 8. 

as of theſe two he caſt a Legion of Devils, and ſuffered them to enter 
into the Herd of Swine, which they carried headlong into the Sea. Pre- 
ſently our Saviour Chriſt went thence fix miles, into the Land of Geneſ«- 
reth, where there wasa great mulcitude upon the Sea ſhore, not farfrom the 
Ciry of Capernaum, that expected his coming, Mar. 5. Lake 8. Within a 
few daics after, about the beginning of {nes he entred into Capernaum, 
and there he healed the man that lay {ick upon his Bed of a dead Pallic, 
Mat. 9. Mar. 2. Luke 5. After, he went to Sea, and taught the multitude 
that came to.hwm, Mar. 2. 

From. Capernaum he went to Ceſarea Philippi, forty eight miles, where, 
being invited to a Banquet by Matthew,he eat among Pnblicans and Sinners, 
and confuted the Phariſees and ohr?'s Diſciples. In the ſame City he re- 
ſtored the Daughter of Zairnsto lite, Mat. g. Mark2. Luke 5, and as he went 
thence, he reſtored two men to their ſight, and caſt out a Devil, Mar. 9, 

About the end of the Month of 74, our Saviour Chriſt went from C/a- 
rea Philippi to Nazareth, thirty {1x miles; where, becauſe of the ingratitude 
and contempt of the Citizens, he did nogreat Miracles, Mark 6. Mar. 13. 

In the Month of 4»guf, our Saviour Chriſt wene from Nazareth toward 
 Feruſalem, to the Feaſt of T 
and Cities near adjoyning. Now when he ſaw thatthey wanted Teachers, 
ir being at this time the ſecond Harveſt, he {aid unto his Diſciples, Lo, the 
Harveſt is great, but the Labourers are few, 8c. and he ſent his Diſciples out 
into the Harveſt, Mat. 9. Luke 9. 

Of this ſecond Harveſt you may read, Exod. 23. where God commanded 
the People that they ſhould obſerve the Feaſt of the Tabernacles, when in 
theend of the year they had gathered 1n all the Fruits of the Fields. Alſo 
in Levit. 23. it1s thus written, From the ſifteenth day of the ſeventeenth Month, 
when you have gathered all the Fruits of your Land, you ſhalt celebrate unto the 
Lord your God ſeven days, 88. | 

From Galilee,our Saviour Chriſt came to Fery/alem, ſixty fourmiles; where, 
from the twenticth tothe twenty ſeventh day of September, he celebrated the 
Feaſt of Tabernaclecs, according to the Law of God.. 
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abernacles, and as he went, he viſited the Towns. 
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The reſt of the Travels of our Saviour Chriſt, and the Mi- | 

racles that he wrought in this three laſt Months of this year, Aboutthe 18 

viz, in Oftober, November, and December, for their great multi- day of 0oer 

tude cannot be deſcribed.

Of the Towns and Places to which hetravelled. 
Of Ceſarea Philijpi. 


"Fm City is ſcituated not far from the foot of the Mountain Antilibanns, 

104 miles from Jeruſalem toward the North, cloſe by the two Wells 
of Fordan, For, and Darn. Upon the Eaſt fide of this City theſe two Streams 
meet, and make the River Jordan. 

Philip, the Tetrarch of Traconiti, called this City after his own name, 
Philippm ; and in honour of the Roman Caeſars, he added the name of Cx- 
ſarea; Tiberias at this time being Emperour of Rome, In times paſt it was 

. called Laiſch, or Las, which ſignifies a ravening or roaring Lion Burt the 
Tribe of Dan having conquered it and rebuilt it again, they called it Dan, 
and the Inhabitants of the Holy Land, Lzehem Dan, as you may read 
in the Travels of the Danites. But the Town ( as it is reported by ſuch 
as have travelled into the Holy Land, and by the Authority. of Volateran) 
: notwithſtanding theſe names, 1s often called -Belenas. Here (as Euſebins, Zo- 
zomenes, and Nicephoras ſay in their Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtories )) the Woman 
that was diſeaſed with the bloudy Iflue, was healed by rouching the Hem 
of our Saviours Garment ; which Woman, in token of thanktulneſs for to 
oreat a benefit, and in memory of ſo notable a Miracle, erefted in this City, 
- 4 little without the Gates of her Houle, a ſtone Pillar, on which ſhe cauted 
to be ſet the Image of Chriſt made of Braſs; and behind that ſtood the Image 
of this Woman, who had been diſeaſed twelve years with the bloudy Iflue, 
bowing her ſelf at the feer of our Lord, and touching the Hem of his Gar- - 
ment. They allo ſay there grew certain Herbs about this Pillar, whereby 
Miracles were wrought thirty years atter it was ſet up. But 74/:an the Apoſtare 
having intelligence of theſe things, cauted thoſe Images to be broken down, 
and ere&ted hisown in the ſame place. Bur ſoon after, there happened ſuch 
an exceeding Thunder, that fire falling trom Heaven, ſtrook this Image 
thus fer up by this cruel Tyrant, upon the Breaſt, and caſt the Head- and 
the Neck thereof wich great violence upon the Earth. Thele things hap- 
pened in Ceſarea Philippi, Upon the Borders of Ceſarea Philzz3i- our 
Saviour Chriſt asked his Diſciples, ſaying, Whom. do men ſay that 1

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am, Mat. 6. Joſeph. Art. ti. 20. cap. 6. faith, Agripta oo the Tews did

much inlarge Ceſare Philippr,in honour of Nero, and called it after his name 
Neronia, but it retained not that name long,

| P*- or Peraia, was the utmoſt part of the Holy Land, in which were 
the Tribes Gad and Reuben, ſeparated from the reſt of Judea by the 
River Jordan, and under the Subjection and Government of Herod Anti- 
pas. It was ſixteen miles from Jeruſalem Eaſtward, fo called of Peran, which 
ſignifies beyond, or upon the other fide, P/in. /. 4. ca. 1. In the Caſtle of 
Macharuntes, ſtanding in this Country, John Baprift was beheaded. 


Of the Sea of Galilee. 

T5 Sea lay forty four miles from eru/alem, Northward, repreſenting 

upon the Banks a Harp in figure; whence it was called Kinnereth, 
that is, the Sea of the Harp, Nam. 34. for Kinnor ſignifieth an Harp. To- 
ward the North it extenderth it felt into ſome bredth, but toward the South 
it drew into a ſtreight Angle, and was called the Sca of Galilee, becauſe it 
bordered upon Gal7ilee. It was allo called rhe Lake of Geneſareth, becauſe 
of the pleaſantneſs and fruitfulnels of the Soil lying upon the North fide of 
it. Ir 1s called ( Joh. 6.) the Sea of Tiberias, from the City Tiberias that ſtood 
upon the ſhore of it. Ir was bur four miles and a little more broad, bur 
in length, from the North ro the South, twelve miles. Upon the Eaſt ſide 
it had the Town Chorazin, and upon the Welt Capernaum; and (as Joſe- 
phu aith) the Water of this Sea was very ſweet and pleaſant; from whence 
it came to paſs that Fiſhes did greatly abound in it, and there were many 
Fiſhers that lived thercabouts only by fiſhing in that Sea. There were ma- 
ny other Ciries beſides thote rwo before mentioned, that ſtood upon this 
Sea ; as Bethſaidzs, Migdala, Tiberias, and Trichea; theſe ſtood upon the 
, Weſt. Upon the Eaſt ftood 74/ia and Cadara. 


Of the holy Mountain near Capernaum in Galilee. 
' A Bonta mile from Capernaum, toward the South-weſt, is to be ſeen an 


exceeding high Hill, ſtanding upon the ſhore of the Sea of Galilee, 


beautified with many Herbs and Flowers of divers kinds, being very fruitful 
and pleaſant, extending ir ſelf in length almoſt two Bows ſhoot, and in 
breadth one. From this Hill one might have ſeen the whole Sea of Gale, 
the Countries of Ttara and Trachonitis, eyen to Mount Libanus, alſo the 
Mountains Sarir and Hermon, and a great part of the upper and lower Ga- 
lilee. Here alſo the Inhabitants of the Holy Land ſhew a certain Stone, on 
which they ſay our Saviour Chriſt did uſually fic when he preached to the 
People z which Stone the Chriſtians call the Table : here was that Sermon 
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made ofthe cight Bcatitudes, Mar. 5.6, 7. Luke 6. Here were the twelye 
Apoſtles choſen, Luke 6. Mar. 3. And our Saviour Chriſt deſcending from 
this Mountain, in the Suburbs of the City of Capernaum healed a Man that 
was infeted with the Leprofie. Ns 

About thirty Paces from the foot of this Hill there ariſeth a Fountain, 
which is compaſſed about with a Wall, and is thought to be a Vein of 
Nitus, becauſe they find in it ſuch kind of fiſhes,the like wherof are nor to 
be found in _ other place but Nilus,Joſephus calleth this Spring Capernaum, 
and likewiſe all the plain ( being very 7 nance and fruitful for the ſpace-of 
amile, even unto Tordan )) after the ſame name,becauſe it is ſubie&ro the 
JuriſdiQtion of that Ciry. About 20 paces from this wall, on the ſhore of 
the Sea of Gafitee, there is ſhewn a place where they ſay Chriſt appeared 
to his ſeven Diſciples after his ReſurreCtion, and asked « fi whether they 
had any meat? And about ten paces from that is ſhewn a place where they 
fay our Saviours Diſciples came to Land, and they drew up in their nets. 
a great draught of fiſhes, &'c. John 21. 


Of Naim. | 

Aim ſignifies fruitful and pleaſant: it ſtood 48-miles.from- Jeruſalemto- 
wardsthe North; and typically repreſenteth the condition of the World. 

For the Children of this World live in all manner of Pleafures and Delights, 
never thinking of any ſorrow till Death ſciſeth on them ; but then thar 
overturns all, and thoſe delights become loathſome unto them. Notwith- 
ſtanding this one comfort we have left us, Hope in Chriſt Jeſus ; who as he 
raiſed the Widows Son ( atthe gates ofthis City. ) from: Death tg Lil 
by his mighty Power raiſe us again at the laſt day, from the Bowels af the 
Earth and make us partakers with him of an heavenly habigatian. . Ic flood

Of Gadara. 


(ow or Gederah in Hebrew ſignifies munition ; and ſometimes. it is. 
taken tocompaſs abour, of Gadar, he hath hedged or compatled. about. 
S. Jerom ſaith, in his time ( that is, 409 years after Chrift this wasa very 
fair City, and ſtood in a very high Mountain, upon the Eaſt fide of the Sca. of 
Galilee beyond Jordan, in the half tribe. of Manaſſes, ſome 48 miles from. 
Jeruſalem Northward.and is to be ſeen at this day. Strabo, 4b. 6, Georg. faith, 
that cloſe by Gadara there is a yenomous lake, whereof what _ 

rink -- 
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drinketh, he immediately loſeth his Horns, his Hoofs, and his Hair; and 
there are many that think this Lake became: thus venomous, becauſe of the 
2020 Swine- that were drowned 1n it, when our Saviour ſuffered the Devils 
co enter into them, Mat 8. Mark 5. Luke 8. Cloſe by this Town ſtood Ge- 
raſa, called alſo Girgeſa, Mat. 8. ſo named ( as ſome think ) of Girgaſus 
the Son of Canaan, Gen. I. 

| .. . Of Geneſareth. 

HIS was a Country bordering upon the North-weſt fide of the Sea of 

Galle, from whence this Sea was called the Lake of Geneſareth,Luke 5. 
This Land was very pleaſant and fruitful, as if it had been a Princes Garden, 
bringing forth fair Apples, Pomegranares, Palmes, Olives, Vines, and diyers 
other kinds of pleaſant Fruits, fair and goodly to the eye, and therefore, not 
without can{e}was it called the Garden of a Prince ; being derived of Gan, 
which fignifies, 'a Garden ; and Sr, a Prince. Ir is diſtant from Feruſalen: 
fix and filry miles towards the North, as you may read, Marth. 6. & 14. 
The chick Cities of this Country were Capernaum and Bethſaida ; of which 
Cities, though in former times they were very fair and large, thete are at this 
day not {carce-cight houſes to be ſeen.

The Travels of our Saviour Chriſt in the third year of his Miniſtry, 
which was the three and thirtieth year of his age. 


. 4"ROM Fery/aer,, our Saviour Chriſt returned, ſome ſix and fifty 
| miles, into Galilee, and in the beginning of this year wintered in that 
place : ſo that ( as it may be gathered out of the Evangeliſts ) he 
continued there the moſt part of j aMary and February, and now the 
Spring approching, a little after the death of Saint John the Baptiſt, (who as 
it is thought, was put to death between the midſt of Winter and the Spring, 
| not long before the Feaſt of the Paſſover; ſo that he lived two years and a 
half in his Miniſtry ) he wronght many notable Miracles, not far from the 
City of Bethſaida. The ſamerime, the Feaſt of the Paſſover drawing near, 
( which was the third Paſſover of his miniſtry _) he went thence over 
Fordan, and ſo beyond the Sea of Tiberias, Matth. 14. Mark 6. Luke 9. 
Ar thys time; the Apoſtles of Chriſt being diſperſed through all Galziee and 
antes, Tappin the Goſpel of the Kingdom of Heaven, hearing of the mi- 
{crable death of John the Baptiſt, about the beginning of the month of 4pri7, 
returned with all poſhble ſpecd-our of every Part to our Saviour Chriſt, that 
ſo they w 1 be ſecure againſt the tyranny of Herod, Matth. 14. Mark 6, 

ke 9. Alſo the Diſciples of John came unto him, and told him of his 
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Death and Burial, Matth. 14. 
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of his fight, Mark 8. 
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 -Our Saviour Chriſt therefore having by this means certain intelligence, | 
as he was between Bethſaida and Tiberia, of the death of S. John Baptiſt, in 
the month of 4prz/ he went into a Ship, and paſſed about four miles to the 
further {ide of the Sea'of Ga/ifee, where, in a certain Deſart, he fcd five 
thouſand men with five Barley loaves and two fiſhes, 7Joh.6. 

From thence he returned tack again to the Sea,and ſo to Capernaum,which 
was four miles : here he made that long Sermon of the Spiritual cating of 
his fleſh, Mat.14. Luke 9. FohnG. 

From thence he went to Feryſalem, which was 56 miles, to the Feaſt of the 
Paſſeover, being the third Paſleover of his miniſtry. 


The third Paſſover of the Mmiſtry of Chriſt. 


Upon the thirteenth day of April, being — according to the Eccleſt- 
aſtical computation, Chriſt Cas God commanded ) celebrated the third Paſl- 
oyerof his miniſtry for-the {pace of eight days in the City of Feruſalem, that 
is, till the twentieth day of the ſame month. 

After the Feaſt of the Paſleover, he os took counſel how they might 
put him to death, Joh. 7. wherefore, about the end of April, he departed 
thence, and went 56 miles into the Land of Ga#zlee. 

In the month of May,after the controverſie that happened concerning the 
T radition of the Elders (becauſe of the fallacies and contentions of the Scribes 
and Phariſees) he departed thence into the borders of Tyras and Sidon, which 
was 56 miles, Matth. 15. and there entred intoa houſe,and would fain have 
been private ; but there was a certain Woman that was a Grecian of  Syro- 
pheniſſa, came unto him, and intreated his aid, Mark 7. | : 

Bur our Saviour, having a determination to depart from this place, this 
Woman was very 1mportunate that he would diſpoſleſs her Daughter of a 
Devil; which (becauſe of her importunity ) he did, Mat.15. And after he 
went thence into the Country of Trachonits, beyond Fordan, going through 
the borders of Decapols, _ coming to the Ga/i/ean Sea, and in the way he 
healed one that was both blind and dumb, Mark 7. and there, aſcending up 
into a Mountain, he cured many that were blind and lame, and the third 
day after fed four thouſand with ſeven loayes and a few fiſhes, Mat. 15. So 
this Journey was 64 miles. : 

Afterward,in the ſame month of May,he went into a Ship,and paſſed thence 
into the parts of Datmatia, and upon the borders of Magdala,which was four 
miles, he propounded the {ſign of the Propher Jonah to the Phariſees and 
Sadducees, Mat.15.&* 16. 

From thence he failed to B-thſaida, which was four miles,and by the way 
he admoniſhed his Diſciples to take heed of the leaven of the Sadducees and 
Phariſees, Mat.16. andas he wasentring into a Town, he cured a blind man 
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About the end of the month of May, Chrift went to Ferufalem, which was. 

56 miles, where, upon the ſecond day of 7une, he kept the Feaſt of Pentecoſt, 
according as God had commanded, Exed. 23. 

The Feaſt of Pentecoſt being ended, he returned from Jeruſalem into the 
Country of Galilee to Capernaum, where he dwelt, which was 56 miles. 

In the ſame month of Fare, he went the ſecond time unto the borders of 
the Gentiles,where Peter, in the name of all the Diſciples,upon the confines of 
Ceſarea Philijzi, madethatnotable confeſſion, ſaying, Thou art Chrif the Son 
of - living God, Luth, 9. Capernaum 1s diſtant from Cafarea Philipji, 48 
miles. 

Six, or (as Luke faith) cight days after, our Saviour in the month of June ' 
wentto the mountain Thabor, which ſtood 48 miles from Cz/area Philippi to- 
wards the Southweſt, where he was transfigured; and the next day atter he 
cured the Lunatick, and caſt out a Devil, Mat.7. Mark 9. 

In the month of Jay, Chriſt walked into Ga/i/zeand there confirmed his 
Doftrine with many wonderful miracles, which did greatly amaze his Diſci- 
ples, where he put them in mind of the Croſs and of his Death, Mar. 17. 
Luke 9. 

From thence he returned to Capernaum, which was ten miles from mount 
Thabor: at this time Peter went to the Lake of Geneſareth, and there caught 
a fiſh, in whoſe mouth he found a Stater, which was worth 25. 6d. in our 
money, Mat. 17. Herealſoour Sayiour Chriſt made a long Sermon,where- 
in he reprchended the pride and arrogancy of his Difciples,and withal taught 
che dodrine of the Remiſſion of fins, Mat. 12. Mark Like 9. 

In the-month of 4ugy/, he had a full determination to make a Journey 
through S$amaria into Jadea, and fo by little and little (viſiting the Churches 
as he went) to go to Feryſalem to the feaſt of the Tabernacles, John 7. but 
when he came to Samaria, which was ten miles from Capernaum, the Samari- 
tans would not receive him, becauſe he made as though he would go to 7e- 
*ſalem ; wheretore he turned aſide into Galilee, Lukeg. And as he was there 
viſiting the Churches, there came a certain man unto him, ſaying, Twill fol- 
by thee whitherſoever thou goeff. Bur Chriſt anſwered him, ſaying, The Foxes 
have holes, and the Fowls of the heavens have neſts, but the Son of man hath 
ot where to hide his head, Matth.8. And to another Jeſus faid, Follow thou 
ze, But he anſwered, Let me firf go and bury my father. There was ano- 
ther alſo that would have followed Chriſt, but he would firſt go takehis leave. 
af his friends, Luke 9. 

In the month of September, about the time of the ſecond harveſt, which 
was next beforethe feaſt of che Tabernacles, Lev.23. Chrift began his laſt 
viſitation throughout all the Land of Fadea;; at which time he ſent forth ſeven- 
tyof his diſciples into Ga/z/ee,to prepare the way,and {odiſperſed Labourets in- 
to his haryeſt ; ſaying, The harveſt i great, but the labourers are few, _ 4 Ox 

his. 
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This Speech ſeems to be taken from the preſent condition of the time - for 
it was now harvelt time, it being a little before the Vernal ZquinoCial. 

About the beginning of O#ober, when the feaſt of the Tabernacles drew 
near, the Diſciples and thoſe that were of the kindred of our Saviour accor- 
ding to the fleſh, went up to the Feaſt,but he remained in. Gale, notwith- 
ſtanding a little afterhe weat priyily up : now between Galilee and Jeruſalem 
were accounted 56 miles, Fob.7. Upon the ninth day of Oftober was this Feaſt 
celebrated in Jerngaln, and being now half paſt, our Saviour Chriſt raught 
publickly in the Temple, 7oh.7. Upon the fifteenth day of Oftober (it being 
the laſt day of the Feaſt of the Tabernacles, and the Sabbath day) he taught 
the ſecond time publickly in the Temple, and fo continued preaching and do- 
ing miracles in Fernſalem until the Feaſt of the Dedication, which was kept 
about the, middle of Winter, Matth. 4. | 

In the month of November, he preached daily in the Temple,and at night 
went to the Mount of O/ives, where he reſted, which was abour half a mile 
from Feruſa/em, and every morning returned back to the Temple. Ar this 
timetherecame unto him certain Scribes and Phariſces, who brought a Wo- 
man which had been lately taken in Adultery, and ſaid unto him, Mafer, 
what ſhall we dowith this Woman, &c. And he anſwered, He among you that 
i without fin throw the firſt ſtone at her, John 8. About this time alſo were 
the Sermons concerning the Power of the Son of God, and a great diſputation 
between our Saviour and the Jews, Joh.8. for which cauſe they would have 
ſtoned him. In the month of December, Chriſt wintered in Jeruſalem, and re- 
cited the Parableof the Sheep, Foh.10. Allo upon the Sabbath day.a little be- 
tore the Feaſt of the Dedication, he healed a man that was born blind, Foh.g. 

In this feaſt the Jews (being angry becauſe he had healed the blind man up- 
on the Sabbath day)compaſſed our Saviour about as he was in Solomor”s Porch; 
and when they heard our Saviour confeſs openly.that he was the Son of God, 
they beganto grow into a fury, and for very anger would have ſtoned himto 
death. Wherctore our Saviour Chriſt went thence beyond Fordan,and con- 
tinued there the reſt of the Winter, John 10. But before he went to Jernſqe 
lem, there were returned unto him certain of: the ſeventy Diſciples, which a 
little before (in the month of September) he had ſentabroad, and there atthar 
time he recited the ſimilitude of the man, who deſcending from Feruſalem to 
Fericho, tell amongſt Thieves. T his ftmilitude ſeemeth to be taken from the 
preſent occaſion, becauſe our Saviour Chriſt going from Feruſalem beyond 
Fordan,was topaſsthrough great wildernefles juſt in the way as they go thence 
to Fericho, Joh. 19. | | 


Ar the ſametime he went from Jernſalem to Bethania, which was almoſt 


two miles, and there viſited Mary and Martha, where Martha miniſtred 
unto him, but Mary fitting at his feet gave diligent heed to his DoQtine, 
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At thistime he took his leave of theſe two Siſters, and went thence to Berha-- 


bara, beyond Jordan, where John baptized, which was {txteen miles, it being 


now about the midſt of Winter, Chriſt ar this time being abour. thirty three 
years. of age. 


lam not ignorant that there were many which refer that long Journey of. 


our Saviour Chriit, when he went to vitit all 74dea, the ſending forth of 
his Diſciples, anddivers other Miracles mentioned from the ninth Chapter 
of Luke to the ſixteenth, to the beginning of the following year. Bur I 
am of opinion thar all thoſe things could not have been done within thecom- 
pals of tour Months, and before the Feaſt of the Dedication : ſo that it muſt 
needs be that the ſeventy Diſciples were ſent forth before the Feaſt of the 
Dedication ; for afterthe Feaſt of the Dedication ( which was celebrated in 
the midſt of Winter, ' Fohn 10.) there were but two Months between ir 
and the rai{ing up of Lazarw,in which ſhorttime all thoſe things which are 
deſcribed by Lake, could not poſſibly be accompliſhed; eſpecially conſider- 
ing thar our Saviour Chriſt wintered ſome time in Bethabara, and there 
raught the multitude that came unto him, pu 2. So thcle Travels of our 
Saviour were five hundred ninety ſix miles, or thereabouts, beſides the 
divers Vilitations and Journeys he went hither and thither- which, becauſe 
of the great multitude of them, it was not poſſible for the Eyangeliſt to ſer 
them down. 


Of the Towns and places to which he travelled. 


Of Bethſaida. 


Picteide, ſignifies the houſe of hunting : being derived of Baith, a houſe, 
and Zaid, hunting; from Zod, he hath hunted: tor from this place went 
the Fiſhers and Hunters, which fiſhed and hunted thorough the World, 
Ferem. 16. In this Town dwelt three Apoſtles, Peter, Andrew, and Philip, 
John 1. Itwas ſcituatcd upon the Welt ſde of the Galilean Sea in the Tribe 
of Iſachar,fifry {ix miles from Jeruſalem toward the North. And becauſe of 
the abundance of Fiſhes that were in the Sca of Galilee, Peter and Andrew 
became Fiſhers, and in that Vocation got their living, till our Lord and 
Saviour Chriſt made them Fiſhers of Men, Mat. 4. Luke 5. Before the Birth 
of Chriſt this was but a ſmall. Town, and without. doubt was ſo called from 
bunting ; becauſe cloſe by. it ſtood a Wilderneſs that did greatly abound 
. with wild Beaſts. Philip, the Tetrarch of Traconits and Ttura, made this a 

fair City, which, in honour of {ales he called Juliades. This Julia was the 
Daughter of 4ugufus Ceſar, and Wite of Tiberias, Philip allo brought ma- 
ny Inhabitants thither, who dwelt in that City. Butwhen Herod (the Te- 
\trarch of Galilee, and Brother of this Philip) had builded up Bethabara, 
* which Rood bevond the Riyer Fordan on the Eaſt fide of the Sea of 
Gatt-- 
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blefſed Lord and Saviour Chriſt.after t 
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Galilee ) and called it by the nameof Fuizades, in honour of this Julia. This 
Town, re-edified and inlarged by _ was called again in the time of our 

1c ancientnameBethſaida,and ſo con- 
tinueth to this day. From hence itis manifeſt, that the Sea of Ga/ilee was ſub- 
jet to the Goyernment of both theſe Tetrarchs, ſince upon the ſhore thereof 
on both ſidesthey had Citiesſtanding. 

I do think the Wilderneſs or Wood and I and near adjoyning to Bethſaida 
is called Ttura, of Tetxar the Son of T/mael, Gen. 25. or elſe from the compaſs 
and roundnels of ir; for Tar in Hebrew ſignifies, a circle. But that Trara ſtood 
upon the Welt {ide of the Sea of Gaze, thoſe that haye been at the Holy 
Land can teſtifie. | 

This City of Bethſaida hath an ancient Water-courſe coming from a River 
not far from it, which Foſephus calleth little Jordan, which: falleth into the 
Sea of Galilee, juſt in the mid-way between this Town and Capernaum, the 
Channel whereof _— to this day. Beſide the many Sermons which our 
Saviour Chriſt preached here, he did many notable miracles, Mark 8.&c.Bur 
for the ingratitude and impiety of the Citizens, the curſe of our Saviour fell 
upon them,, Wo be tothee Chorazin, wo be to thee Bethſaida: for if the miracles 
had been done in Tyrus and Sidon, which have been done in thee, they had long 
ere this repented in ſackcloth and aſhes : Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, it ſhall be 
eafer for Tyrus and Sidon in the day of Judgment, than for you, Mat.11. Luk.10. 
The prophecie of our Saviour Chriſt tel]] upon them accordingly ; for, after 
divers and ſundry overthrows and devaſtations, this Town became urtterlv 
unpeopled, and as Britenbacchus faith, thereare icarce {1x houſes ſtanding in 
it at this day.

| . Of Chorazin. 

fg City alſoſtands upon the further fide of Jordan, cloſe by the Seaof 

Galilee, inthe ſame Country as Capernaum ſtands: for the City of Cho- 
razin ſtandeth upon the Eaſt ſide of the River Jordan, where it falleth into 
the Sea of Ga/itee; and Capernaum upon the Welt, in the-half Tribe of Ma- 
aſſes, ſome 16 miles from the City of Feruſalem towards the North. This 
City alſo negleQting the preachings and miracles of our Saviour Chriſt, felr 
the efficacy and force of the curſe of the Son of God, Mart. 11. Luc. 10. For 
there 1s not at this day a houſe to be ſeen, only ſome ruines where it ſtood. 
Chorazin doth denote a Dukedom or Principality, from Coh and Razor, a 
Prince and Duke; for Rozez {1gnihies, a laborious Prince. Jerom turning this 
word Rozez into Razz, calls ita ſecret myſtery, or my ſecret. 


Of Tiberias. 


f he ſtandeth upon the Welt {ide of the Sea of Ga/ilze, 48 miles-from 
| Jeruſalem towards the North. Before the Birth of Chriſt it —_— 
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called Kinnereth, that is, the City of the Harp; after which name the 
Lake of Tiberias, or the Sea of Ga/ilee, is called, Numb 14. But Herod the 
Tetrarch of Galilee (at whoſe command ohn the Baptiſt was beheaded ) did 
beautifie this City with many fair Buildings, and compaſled it about with 
ſtrong Valls, and after Tiberias Caeſar's name, called it Tiberias. He alſo 
gathered thither many Inhabitants, and endowed it with many large Privi- 
ledges : for although this place betore the reſtoring of the City was very 
filthy and impure, by reaſon of the dead Bodies both of Men and Beaſts, 
which lay in that place, ( from whence it happened that the ewes ſhunned 
this place as utterly unlawful, and durſt not dwell there) yer notwithſtand- 
ing, Herod, with fingular Induſtry and Diligence, removed all that filthi- 
nels, and in that very place built up this City both fair and ſpacious ; partly 
with Gitts, partly with fair Speeches, alluring many Zews to inhabit therein. 
Many poor People alſo built themlelves houſes at their own charge, and 
thoſe that had no Children, gave way unto the liberty of the City ; 
beſides, many rich and noble men were conſtrained to remove their whole 
Families, and to dwell in this City, fo that in ſhort time it became very well 
peopled, according to Fof. 4b. Antiq. 18. cap. 4. & Egiſip.hib.2.cap. }. 

Not above two miles from Tiberias, towards the South, upon' the ſhore 
of the Seaof Galiee, ſtood Tararhea, a Town wherein Joſephus dwelt. Now 
it happened that the Citizens of Tiberias, upon ſome diſcontent, and as ir 
was thought, at the inſtigation of one C/:tus, fell into Rebellion ; of which 
Joſephus having certain intelligence, he cauled all the Gates of Terachea to 

e ſhur, leſt any man going thence ſhould diſcloſe his intentions, or any 
coming from Tberias, ſhould move that un alſo to Rebellion ; and then 
privily ſent out a command to afl:mble all the Ships and -other Veſſels 
that were upon the Sea or Lake, cyen tothe number of 239 Ships; all which 
| he cauſed tobe manned only with four men apiece, and of a fudden failed 
towards Tiberias. But when he came within view of the City, ſo that the 
Citizens from the Wall might diſcern the Ships, he left the Body of the 
Navy a good way remote from Tiberias, and took only one Ship, manned 
with ſeven men, and went cloſe to the City of Tiberias, as it ſeemed, to have 
had a parly with the Citizens: bur they ſeeing ſuch a multitude of Ships, and 
the bold reſolution of Joſephus, ſuppoſing that they had been ſufficiently 
manned, and contained a great'Army, were greatly afraid, infomuch that 
they caſt away their Arms, and came out of the City with humble Petitions 
to Joſephus, intreating him to ſpare the City, and to take pity on the In- 
habirants. Notwithſtanding he utterly refuſed to ſhew them any mercy, 
unleſs they would deliver unto him the Ruler of the City, which they did, 
fo he ſettled the Afairs of that Town, and took the Ruler thereof with 
him to Terachea, where he committed him to Priſon.

The Travels of Chriſt in the third year of his Miniftry, 9347 

Bur after, it being certainly found out that one Clitus was the principal 
Author of this Rebellion, he ſent Lexyn one of his Guard, with command to 
apprehend him, 2nd cut off both his Hands : of which puniſhment Clytus 
being certainly informed, with tears and prayers humbly beſought this 
Lenyn that he would ſpare one of his hands,. and he would willingly loſe 


- the other ; which with much ado was granted him, upon condition that 


he would cut off his own Hand : fo he took his Sword and cut off his left 
Hand ; which being done, Joſephus returned the Captives to Tiberias, and 
received the Inhabitants again into favour, and eyer after retained it in 
obedience. 

Veſpaſian alſo invaded this Ciry at{uch time as he undertook his Expedi- 
tion againſt Jeruſalem, as it appeareth in Joſephus ib. de bello Fud. cap. 16. 
but the Inhabitants fearing his greatneſs, willingly ſubmitted themſelves 
to his power, and opened him the Gates, going forth of the City to mect 
him with great humility, giving him and his whole Army entertainment 
intothe City, receiving him with Mulick and Songs, and with great Accla- 
mations and ſhouts; calling him their Saviour and ProteCtor : which kind of 
Courteſies the Emperour took very lovingly, and in token of thankfulnels 
for this kindneſs, he commanded his Souldiers ( after they had broken 
down a great part of the Wall upon the South fide_) that they ſhould . 
abſtain from all manner of Rapin and Violence ; fo that he continued there 
peaceably, and went away peaceably. 

This City to this day ( as Borchardus the Monk faith ) 1s a fair Town,. 
ſcituared tothe Longitude, upon the ſhore of the ſaid Sca, there being upon 


. the South ſide many wholeſom Baths and Springs ; and there are to be ſecn 


alſo many great ruins of decayed Buildings. The Land allo round about 
is very pleaſant and fertil, abounding with Palm Trees, Vines, Olives, 
and Figs. This City in antient time was ſcituated in the Tribe of Tſach.r, 


Of Tyrus or Zor. 


"HIS was. the chief City of Phenicia, diſtant from Fernuſa/em 100 miles 
rowardsthe North. It was firſt built by the Citizens of Zidon, C becauſe 

of a Sedition that happened in that City) 249 years before the Temple cf. 
Solomon, as Foſephus {aith, juſt in the place where at this day the ruins of 
antient Tyre are to be feen.. Bur aftcr it began to grow famous (C which was 
about ſach time as Troy was deſtroyed ) King Angenor removed it to a Rock 
which ſtood in the heart of the Mediterranean Sea, compaſled about therewith 
like an Wand, Ezek.26. and beſtowed great colt in fortifying and building: 
it. It ſtood round, compaſled with ſtrong Walls, beautified with goodly 
Buildings, and fairly ſcituared for the cntertainment of Ships ; for which 
purpoſe, on every ſide there were many {afe Havens and Harbours made. 
It was but a {mall Town, almoſt three miles abour, and two miles wide : 


yer: 
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yet the great Mart Town in thoſe Parts, for Merchants reſorted thither from 
all the three Parts of the World ( Earope, Afia, and Africa) as well for the 
uttering as buying commodities ; and was made {o much the more famous, 
becauſe of the ſciruation and ſtrength : Ir ſtood diſtant from the Land oft 
Phenicia almoſt two miles; upon which Continent they had obtained a por- 
tion of Land for the maintenance.of the City, containing 19900 paces in 
compals. The Citizens allo being greatly inriched, tecaule of their traffick, 
built up many fair Cities and Towns in more remote parts, which was added 
to their juriſdiction, as Leprs, Vrica,and Carthage, ſcituated in Africa. They 
alſo built Cades, which art this day is called Caliz, as Pliny faith, 4b. 5. cap. 
19. bcing ſcituated in a very fair Ifland in the Mediterranean Sea, not far 
trom Hercudes Pillars; irſomuch as the Citizens of this Town having thus 
inlarged their command, and increaſed their ſubſtance ; in every place they 
called themſelves Princes, and took upon them to wear Scarlet and Purple, 
which colours.in that place.above allother colours,were moſt artificially died : 
And becaule of the rarity of them, traniported thence into many Countries 
more remote. :But becauſe of their extreme arrogance and pride, it was 
twice conquered and ruinated: Firſt by :Nabuchadonozer Emperour of Baby- 
ln; andthen by 4exander the Great, as it appeareth in Quint.Curtins, bb. in 
- the Life of A/exander. 

Now the occaſion that Alexander madewarupon this City, was,becan{e the 
Citizens upon a time ſending unto him certain Ambaſſadors with a Crown 
of Gold, in token of .—qy and-to 9 his Proſperity ( which 
he accepted very kindly, and gave them Royal entertainment, as to his 
Friends) amongſt other things, he told them, that he would come unto 
their City, and do facrifice to their god Hercules (for the Kings of the Ma- - 
cedonians are perlwaded that they proceed from the off-ſpring of that god, 
and beſide he was. commanded by an Oracle fo to do.) But the Ambaſſadors 
of Tyre an{wered, that the Temple of Hercules ſtood without the City in Pa- 
etzton, where ancient Tyre ſtood; ſo that the King might eaſily come'thither 
to do {acrifice; but 4/exander hearing theſe words, could not contain him- 
ſelf, bur in a great anger anſwered, And do ye proud Citizens put ſuch truſt 
in the ſtrength and ſcituation of your City, thar yu think I am notable to 
come to it with my Army by Land ?You ſhall well perceive within this ſhort 
ſpace, that you are ſcituated upon the Continent, and thatI will enter it and 
fack it. With theſe terrible words the Ambaſſadors departed,and ſhortly after 
Alexander followed them with a great and mighty Army. 

But when it was known that Alexander had undertaken the ſacking of this 
City, there were many that thought it almoſt impoſſible for him to accom- 
pliſh his deſigns; firſt, becauſe of the inconſtancy of the Winds,and the ve- 
| hemency of the Water, whereby all ſuch matter as they caſt into the Sea to 
Jjoyn it tothe Continent,would be driyen away by the yiolence of the Water; 
again, 
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again, the City was compatled abour with ſuch excceding high Walls, and 
tortified with fuch ſtrong Towers, that it was not pothible for him to bring 
any Engines to batter them, or faſten any ſcaling Ladders to aſcend them, | 
unleſs ic were by Ships. Twice Alexander attempted, by flinging into the 
Sea mighty Trees of Libanus, and heaps of the ruins of ancient Tyre, to have 
made a Bridge to ir, or elſe joyn 1t to the Continent, inſorauch as the 
Tyrians mocked the Macedonians, ſaying, What can your King Alexander con- 
quer Neptune the God of the Sea ? For the violence of the Sea was fo extream, 
that it carried away all things with it, and oftentimes broke the Ships that 
were __ rogether to make a Bridge, anddrowned the Souldiers that 
beſieged and fought againſt the City. During this Sicge, a Citizen of 
Myrus dreamt that their Idol Apollo would depart from them ; whereupon 
they bound the Image of Apollo with a Chain of Gold, unto the Pillar 
whereon he ſtood, that he might not leave them. There happened allo a 
| horrible oftent amongſt the Macedonians ; for a certain Souldier breaking 

Bread, there fell from it ſome few drops of Bloud ; at the hearing of which 
accident, A/exander way greatly amazed, until he was reſolved by one Ari- 
fander,a very skilful Propher,thar it irifſued from off the outſide of the Bread, 
it had betokened a heayy event to the Macedonians ; but 'in regard that ir 
iſſued from the inſide of the Bread, it foreſhewed that he ſhould forthwith con- 
quer the'T own he had ſo __ belicged ;and ſo it happened: for when A/ex- 
ander had beſieged the City for the ſpace of ſeven months, with great diffi- 
>» Cculry he won it : but before he could win it, he was conſtrained to uſe a great 
multitude of Ships, and faſten them together with iron bands, upon which 
placing many Engines of battery,and other offenſive inſtruments, what with 
the moving of the Ships, and the extream Violence of the battery, they 
overcame the Ciry. This exploit Alexander performed when he was 25 
| years of age, and about Zoo years before Chriſt. 

There was one thing that A/exander did during his Siege, that was me- 
morable ; for before any of his Souldiers would attempt to aſcend the Walls, 
he went in Perſon, with his Crown upon his head, and Princely Armour, 
and ſcaled a high Tower of the City, where he expreſt an extraordinary 
reſolution, and by reaſon of his courage did great hurt to the Enemy, who 
perceiving him to be the King, reſorted to chac place in great heaps,and ſhot 
at him.with all their might ; but he manfully defended himſelf, and com- 
pelled the enemy to fly. In this afſaujt there were 6599 of the Inhabitants 
ſlain; and after he had entred the Walls and fackrt the Ciry, he cauſed 2000 
to be tyed to croſſes and thrown into the Sea. From whence may be ga- 
thered, that God by this young Prince did accompliſh this great Work, 
that the Prophecies of the Prophets, Eſay 23. Jeremy 43. and Ezekiel 25,20. 
might be fulblled. 

Afcerward Alexander ( as Pliny oy; Strabo obſerve _) cauſed the Sca » 
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be filled up, that it might be no more an Hand, and joyncd it to the 
Continent; upon which place he cauled Tyrs to be rebutlded,and compaſled 
it aboutwith a Wallfive and twenty foot thick, ſtrengthened with twelve Tow- 
ers; that it might be ſufficiently fortified to appolethe incurſion of any Enemy ; 
fo that it continued lafe a long time after, and in the time of our Saviour 
Chrift was a fair City, though it never attained to the farmer dignity and 
Power that it had before 4{exander conquered it. The ancient City of 
Tyre was diſtant from this Ciry about four miles towards the Sourh:. 

Our Saviour Chriſt being in the bardersof Tyras and S:don, helpt a Woman 
of Ganaan, whoſe Daughter had been cruelly tormented with a Devil, 
Matt. 15. In the time of Diocleſian the Emperour, there were many 
Martyrs put to death in this City : And at this time it iscalled by the name 
of E/ porta del Zur, that is, the Haven of Zur ; as it was in theold Teſtament 
called by the name of Zor. In the year 1199. when the haly Land was 
ic. the hands of the Chriſtians, there was an Archbiſhop of Tyre, under whoſe 
Government were the Biſhops of Ptofomais,Sidon,and Beryti, &c, The holy 
man Origen lieth buricd in this City, in the Church of the holy Sepulchre, 
which is compaſled about and fortified with a mighty ſtrong Wall. Therc 
allo lies buried the Emperour Frederick, Barbaroſſo, who died 4rno 1160, 
afcer he had done many valiant afts, and fought many great Battels for the 
Chriſtians againſt the Turks and Saracens, -being overcome by Saphadinus 
the Sultans Son, and put to flight, was drowned in the River of Szro, to 
the great grief of his Army ; bur he lefr behind him a famous report, Pope 
Alexander the third, being a great Enemy to this Emperour, in S. Marys 
Church in the City of Venice, when this Prince ſubmitted himſelf co his. 
Holineſs; ſet his Foot upon his neck, repeating theſe Words, Thou = 
tread upon the Afpe and upon the Bajilich, &c. Enſebius, 1n his Eccleſiaſtical 
Hiſtory faith, that there are yet ſtanding in Tyre certain Marble Pillars, 
23nd other precious Stones , of wonderful greatneſs, that it amazeth ſuch as 
behold them ; neer to which there have been many Chriſtians and Pi 
grims put to death by the Saracens. There are alſo four Wells of whol- 
fome and pleaſant Water ſtanding not far from it. Of which Wells you 
may read- before. 

Of Zidon. 

1 agen hs was a City of Phenicia,ſcituated upon the ſhore of the Mediterra- 

nean Sea, thirty ſix miles from Jeruſalem towatd the North, and f1x- 
teen from Tyrus. In times paſt it was aligned to the Tribe of 4fr, and 
. lay upon the borders of the Philifines neer to Moynt Libanus. Being cal- 
led Sidon or Zidon, of Zidon the Son of Canaan, who firſt built it, Gen. 19. 
and fignifies a Hunter. It wasa notable Mart Town, wherein much Sattin 
was made, which kind of ſtuff was very precious among the Fewes : and it is- 
laid that Joſeph of Arimathia wrapped the Body of our Sayiour in white Satin, 


r 


for in Matthew 27. it is called Zadin, which in Engiſh is Sattin. And asatthi 
day thefineſt Glais is made ar Verice, ſo the fineſt Glals in rhoſe times wa? 
made at Sarepta, a City that belonged to the Sidonians: about which there 
ſtood many Mines, of which it is called Sarepta, as you may read betore. 
This Town in times paſt was one of the chict Cities of Phenicia, 

but becauſe of the extraordinary Pride of the Citizens, God afflicted then 
with divers puniſhments, and brought in Ocho King of the Perſians, who 
beſieged it, and by Treaſon won it, and burnt it to the ground, as Dzogorus 
Siculus, {b. 16. ſaith. The Citizens whereof were driven to ſuch lireights 
by the Enemy, that there periſhed in the fire above forty thouſand mer. 
Wichin a whikc after, Dari, the laſt Emperour of the Per/iars, rebuilt it, bur 
made it nothing ſo beautiful, neither fortified ir in like manner as it was be- 
fore: he ordained one Strato to be King thereof, a man proud and arrogant. 
After, aboutthree hundred and two years before the Natiyity of Chriſt, Ae- 
xander being then buttwenty four years of age, having overcome Darins,that 
mighty Emperour of the Per/ans, at Tſa a City of Cilicia, in a cruel and 
ſharp War; he ſent Hephe#ion, one of his Princes, to the Sidonians, with 
authority to depoſe Strato, and to let the Citizens underſtand that they ſhould 
chufe him for their King, whomthey thought moſt worthy of that honour, 
as Quintus Curtis ſheweth, 4b. 4. Ar this time there was a certain young 
man among the followers of Hephefion, in whole behalf he moyed rhe Ciri- 
zens that hemighr-be their King ; but rhey rctuſed, ſaying, it was not their 
cuſtom to chuſe any torule over them, but ſuch as were of the King's ſtock 
and Progeny. Hepheftion hearing this anſwer, greatly admired their rcſo- 
hition and modeſty, -efpecially when they retuted to accept him for their 
King, whom others had ſought to obtain with Fire and Sword ; ſaying, tru- 
ly there is more required to rule and govern a Kingdom, than co ger it ; 
but yet name one unto me of Royal deſcent, whom you would willingly 
recerve to be your King. So they named unto him one #b40lmius, who 
had been known to have been of the Kings ſtock, by many delſcents ; bur 
becauſe of his Poverty hewas conftrained to dwell inthe Suburbs of the Ci- 
ty in a Cottage, and had little elic buta'Gardentoltveupon. This man 
| howſoever poor, and becauſe of that, of many contemned; yer” he was 
known to beihoneſt, and-of an upright lite, following with all diligence his 
Vocation, without any regard of other bufineſs; inſomuch as he was ut- - 
terly ignorantof all theſe ſtirs and combultionswhich had loJately vexed 4/2. 
As he was now in his Garden, digging and labouring,pnrging it of Weeds, 
and planting of Herbs; Hepheſtion with the reſt of the Citizens went unto 
him, and brought him the Robes and Habiliments of a King. The poor 
*Gardner ſtood amazed to fee ſuch a Company of Gallants come, unto him z 
but Hephefion told him, that the occa(ton of their coming was to make at 
exchange wich him of "thoſe T5 ePag. which he had in his-hand, 
Z 2 | for 
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forthoſe poor and foul Garments which he wore ; therefore go and waſh 
thy (elf and retura. So he did, where immediately chey put upon him thoſe 
Royal Robes, and ſaluted him as their Sovereign. After theſe things were 
finithed,quoth Hephe/tzon, Now remcmber in what a ſtate thou art, no morc 
Gardener butaKing; and theretoretake unto thee the mind and reſolution 
of a King, thatio thou mayeſt rule and govern this City as a man worthy 
of that honour; and remember, that although the Lives and Goods of thy 
Subjects are at thy command, yet by them thou waſt choſen, neither be for- 
gcttul of him that was the Aurhor of thine Honour. 

No ſooner was he enthronized in hisKingdom,bur Fame (whois more ſpee- 
dy than a thouland Poſts) had diſperted this News through all the neighbou- 
ring Citics : lome being thereby moyed to admiration,and quickned in their 
Studics; others ſtirred up to Indignartion and Envy. Thoſe that were mighty, 
and Friends to A/exarder,contemned and deſpiſea his Humility and Poverty ; 
and no ſooner were they come into his pretence,bur they began to accuſe him 
tor his Ignorance; wherefore A/exander commanded that he ſhould come 
betore him, where, after he had well viewed the Lineaments and Proportion 
of his Perſon, and could notperceiveit any whit repugnantto the fame of his 
Birth, he demanded of him, how it was poſſible thathe ſhould endure his 
Poverty with Patience. To which he anſwered, I pray the Gods I ma 
continue the Goyernment of this. Kingdom. with the like mind ;. for thele 
hands were ſufficient for me to live by, and as I had nothing, ſol wanted 
nothing. At which anſwer 4/xander was {o well pleaſed, that he not only 
gave him all the Princely Jewels and Ornaments of the firſt King called 
' Strato, but allo a great part of the Booty which he took from the Emperour 


of Perſia, and added tohis command all the neighbouring Countries round 


about. This Hiſtory I have inſerted, that thereby we might perceive the 
m_ power of God in all his works; that can exalt the poor, contented 
with his eſtate, out of the very duſt, and can pull the mighty from their 
Thrones. So theevil cark and care in this World to gather riches for the 
Vertuous to inhexit. Bur to return to Sidon: This City did ſo much in- 
creaſe, and grew ſo famous in ſucceeding Ages, that it was the chicf Town 
(Tyrus only excepted) in all Phenicia, joyning upon the Weſt to the Medi- 
terranean Sca, extending it ſelf rowards-the North and South, lying ia a 
Plain under Antilibanw, which Mountain lay ſome twomiles off it upon the 
Eaſt. It oftentimes, becauſe of the Pride of the Inhabitants, felt the wrath 
and puniſhing hand of God, as well by the Invaſion of Enemies, as 
ficknels and dearth, according to the PrediCtions of the Prophets, Eſay 
28. and Ezek.28. untill at laſt in ſuccceding ages itwas utterly deſtroyed, 
the Ruins of which City remain to this day, and. make evident that it was 

2 fair and ſpatious Town. 
There is to be ſeen yet to this. day a City built out of the Ruins ur the 
rmer 
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former ( though nothing ſo largeas it) very ſtrong, and mightily fortified, 
ſothar it ſcemeth almoſt invincible, if it have men wherewith to defend it.. 
Upon the one fide ir joyneth to the Sea, and upon the other {ide of it there 
ſtandeth two mighty ſtrong Caſtles, one of them icituated toward the North, 
upon a very ſtrong Rock, as it were in the heart of the Sea, the which was 
built by certain Pilgrims that came out of Germany to viſit the holy City of 
Feruſalem. Theother of them was ſcituated upon a Hill coward the South 
of the Ciry, as well fortified, and no leſs difficult to be conquered. Theſe 
rwo Caſtles, with the whole City in times paſt were, in the hands of the 
Knights Templers. The Land round abour ir is very pleaſant and fertile, 
abounding with all kind of good things neceſſary for the maintenance of life 
and delight. There is alſo found great abundance of Grapes, which are very 
delicious and pleaſant to the taſte, whereof the Wine Canamella is made. 
Bur becauſe the Turks and Saracens are prohibited by the ſtrict Law of the Al- 
coran from drinking of Wine, therefore they ſuffer no Vineyards tobe plant- 
ed,neither the Inhabitants to dreſs thoſe V ines that grow naturally.Before the 
Eaſt Gate of the antient Ciry which now lies deſtroyed, there is built a Chap- 
pel, in which place they fay the Woman of Canaan intreated our Saviouw 
Chriſt to caſt a Devil out of her Daughter, Mut. 15. The Mountain Anti/i- 
banus beginneth cloſe by the River Eleatherius, and extends it (elf beyond 
Tripoli: and in ſome places it joyneth ſocloſe to the Sea,that for the ſtreight- 
_ of the wayes thoſe that travel that way can ſcarce pals. In this City 
was thefaireſt Purple in all thoſe parts : nay, as ſome Authors affirm, the like 
was not to be found inthe World, &c. | 


Of Cana Syro-Phcenicia: 
HIS Town, which was called Cana the Great, was ſcituated upon the 
borders of Tyr«s and Sidon, 112 miles trom Jeruſalem Notthward, 
ſcituated in the Tribe of 4þur, four miles from $:don towards the South, 
and three from Sarejta towards. the Eaſt. In this Town the Syrophenician 
dwelt,that beſought our Saviour Chriſt to heal her Daughter thar.was poſlcſ- 
ſed ofa Devil, Mat.t5. Mar.7. It was called Cana Syro-Phenicia, toput a diffc= 
rence between it and another Cara.ſcituated in Gate the lower; in which City 
our Saviour Chriſt turned Water into Wine. You may. read more of this 
Town before. | 
Of Traconiris. 
HIS City was ſo called from the ſtony hardneſs of the Mountains 
of Gilead, which compaſs it in upon the Eaſt fide : in which Province 
the Tribe of Gad: and the halt Tribe of Manaſſes inhabited. It was ia 
antient times.called Bzſan ; in which Og the mighty Gyant had a great 
Command:: bur Moſes overcame him, and gave- the Land to the 
Tribe of Gad, and the half Tribz of Min:rſes. In Chriſt's tim?, the 
Tetrarch and Governour of it was Philzp, who was Sn to _ the 
| | reaty 
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Great;and Brother to Herod Antipas Tetrarch in Gatite and Petreaz which 
Herod took ro Wiſe Herodia,whorn his Brother Phitip had formerly married, 
the {aid Philp being at that time alive + but becauſe John Baptiff repre- 
hended him tor thar fa, cherefore ar her requeſt he was beheaded in the 
Caſtle of Machera. | 

frara was another Province belonging tothe Tearrarchy of Philip, joyning 
upon the Weſt ro the River of ordan, and called Gatzlee of the Gentiles,

2 Þre [$ Country ts fo called of ten Cities that were ſcituated in it. Ir ſtood 
beyond Ford and the Sea of Galilee, as may be gathered ont of 
Mark cap. 7. and Mat. 15. So that it is manitelt that that Country which in 


' times paſt was called Gz/ead, was afterward known and called by the name 


of Decapotis, becauſe of the tet Cities which {tood there; as Chorazin which 
Chriſt curſed, Mat. 11. Garals, whete Agrippa King of the Fews was hurt in | 
his right arm, 7of. de Bell. Fad. (6. 4. cap. 1. faliades, Eailt by Herod Anti- 
75 in honour of the Emprets 7Juiia; Gadara, where our Saviour Chriſt caſt 
our the Legion of Devils, ſuttering them to enter into the Herd of Swine, 
Mat. 8. Mar. 5. Aftoroth, the chict City of that Country in the time of Og 
King of Baſu, Fof. cap. 12. Here alſo that holy man 7obſometimes had his. 
dwelling ; Fabes in Gilead, where Sau! King of Trae! lieth buried, 1 Sam. 31. 
Mzpah, where Feptha oftered his Daughter for a Sacrifice to the Lord, 
Fudg.11. Ramoth in Gilead, where King Ahab was {lain with a Dart, 1 Reg. 22. 
and Abel of the Vines, where Baalam's Als ſpake, Num. 23. Theſe are thoſe 
ten Cities whereof this Country is-called Decapols; being ſcituated in the 
Land of Gilead beyond Jordan, where our Saviour healed the Man that was 
born blind and deaf, Mark 7. This Opinion exactly agrecth with that of 
the Holy Scripture. Yet I know there are ſome (as Pin. 4b. 5. cap. 18. and 
others) who differ from this in rhe deſcription of this Country, bur they err 
from the truth. 
» Of Magdala. | | 
HIS wasa City ſcituated upon the Weſt fide of the Ga/ilean Sea, fitty 
two miles from Feruſa/emr Northward ; in which Country Mary (who 
of this Town was called Magd/en ) was born. At this time this City 1s cal- 
led by the name of Caſtle Magda/a; in which place they ſhew the Houle of 
Mary Magdalen. Upon the Weſt and North-fide of the City, there lieth a 
great and ſpacious Plain, preſerved only tor Paſture, which Markcap. 8. calls 
Dalmanutha, that is, Drawn dry, or a poor and naked Habitation, being 
derived of Dalal, He hath made dry; and Maon, a Houſe or dwelling place. 
Ic may be a notable figure of the Chriſtian Church, which in'this World 


may rightly be ſaid to haye a poor Habitation, bur yet 1s a right Magda, 


that 
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that is, a ſtrong and impregnable Tower, againſt which the Gates of 'H + 


ſhall not be able to prevail, Mat. 16. Upan the Borders of Magda/z and Dal 
manutha, the Phariſees and $adducees ternpting our blefſed Saviour Chriſt, 
demanded of him a ſign from Heaven, Mar. 15. 16. Mar. 8. This City be- 
longed to the Tribe of 1ſachay. 


Of Thabor. 


Ount Thabor was a round and high Hill, upon which our bleſſed Sa- 
viour Chriſt was transfigured ; ſcituated upon the borders of the 
Tribes of Tſachar and Zebulon, fifty two miles from the City of Jeruſalem 
towards the North, and extendeth it {clf rowards the South to the River 
Kiſon. Here Deborah and Barak diſcomfited the Hoſt of Siſera King of 
the Canaqrites, and put them to flight, Jadg. 4. Of this Mountain you 
may read, Pal. 89. Hof. 4. Jer. 45- There was alſo a Town called after 
this Name, ſcituated at the foot of this Mountain, where Ziba and Zalma- 
za, Kings of the Midjanites, put to death the Brothers of Gideon, Judges 8. 
Ic was a very fruitful and pleaſant place. Concerning the ſignification ofthe 
| name you may read before. Egefppus faith, That this Mountain is almaſt 
| forir miles in height, and that upon the top thereof there is a round Plain 
* almoſt three miles oyer, in which there grows great plenty of Trees of an 
admirable Pleaſantneſs and Sweetneſs; amongſt which Trecs. there are 
mary Birds which ſing very pleaſantly,to the great delight at all ſuch as hear 
them : and the Air on the top of it is very pure, and plea/ant. | 
Ir is the received Opinion, That upon the top of this Mountain our Sa- 
viour Chriſt, in rhe-preſence of Peter, James, and John, was transfigured,, 
and he ſpake with the holy Prophets Moſes and Ela, Mat, 17. Luke g. which 
lace at this day is compaſſed about with a great Wall, withia which is a 
Ne and pleaſant Orchard, watered with many clear 'and goodly Springs, 
© Hut there is no man that dwells.in it, (notwithſtanding there are many Towns . - 
and Inhabitants at the foot ofche Mountain) neither do they think any man 
worthy to dwell in it, they hold it in fuch eſtimation, and reverence it as 
the Hill of God. There are to be ſeen in it. divers great Ruincs of Palaces, 
Towers, and Princely Edifices; in which at this day there harbour many 
Lionsand other wild Beaſts. Ir is very difficultto aſcend up to the top of ir 
x is ſo exceeding high : It is one of the principal hills in the Holy Land, not 
only becauſe that. Chriſt on it was transfigured, but becauſe it 1s very truit- 
fa}, and plentifully abounds with Vines- and other profitable Plants and 
Herbs. The Air thereof is whojſom and good, and the Dew upon ir rifing: 
thick and ſweet, with indiflerent Rain ; the Trees high and fair, green 
both Winter and Summer. At the foot of the Mountain, towards the 
South near to Endor, in the way that leadeth from $yria into Aegytt, 1s - 
fhewed the place where (as it is faid) Me&chifedeck met with Abraham, when 
| 1e 
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he retyrned from the Bartel of the four Kings, Gen. 14- At the foot of the 
Mountain lying toward the Weſt, juſt againſt Nazareth, there is a Chap- 
pel buitt, in the place where they ſay our Saviour Chriſt deſcending from 
this Mountain, ſpake to his Diſciples, ſaying, Te//none of thi Viſion, Mat. 17. 
Upon the Eaſt ſide of it runs the Brook Kiſon, where Barak and Detorah 
overcame the Army of Siſera, Judg. 4. | | 

There is alſo another Hill in the upper part of Galilee, 92 miles from Je- 
raſalem Northward, which Hill is alſo called Thabor, and is three miles 
diltant from Ceſarea Philipji Eaſtward : but that was not the place of Chriſts 
Transfiguration. |

Fox, behold, I caft out Devils to day, and.to morrow, and the third Day I ſhall 
be perfefted. Preſently he departed out of Petrea ( where Herod kept his 
Court in the Caſtle of Macharuntes) and went into Galilee beyond Jordan, 
28 miles, Luke 13. Upon the laft Day of January, being the Sabbath, our 
Lord and Saviour Chriſt healed Cin the houſe of a certain Prince of the 
Phariſees) a man ſick of the Droplic, and recited the Parable of the great 
Supper, Luke I4. | 
In the + 4 of February, he went through all Ga/i/ze, which was 80 
- Miles-long, and 24 broad ; in which viſitation there followed him a great 
company. And when there came unto him Publicans and Sinners, he 
began to ſpeak of Repentance, but the Ph.rriſeesand Scribes murmured ar 
him, and oppoſed his Parablcs, of the loſt ſheep, of the Woman that had 
loſt her Groat, apd of the prodigal Son, Like 15.

= the Month of March he finiſhed thisgeneral Viſitation. Which Journey 
were {o many anddivers, that his Diſciples could not deſcribe them. Not- 
withſtanding, in this Month he went into the Bordersof Judea and Petrea,be- 
yond Jordan, and came to Bethabara, where John ſometimes baptiſed, and 
there followed him a great company, and he healed them, Mat .19. Mark 10.

In this Month of March Lazarus 
the Brother of Martha and Mary,who dwelt at Bethania, fell ſick of a dead- 
ly diſeaſe, and they ſent meſſengers to Chriſt, who ar this time was ar Betha- 
bara, to givehim to underſtand of his Sickne(s, Fohn 1 rt. this meſſage came 
unto our Saviour Chriſt to Bethabara upon the twentieth day of March,being 
the laſt day of the twelfth Month Adar, 4nno Mundi 4090. and about ſuch 
time asthe ſeventy Weeks, ſpoken of by Daniel were fully ended : atrhe end 
of which Prophecy it behoved Chriſt, chat he might fultill che Prophecies of 
che Old Teſtament, to ſuffer, and by his Reſurre&tion and Aſcenfion to 
enter into the Glory of God, and to be partaker of his eternal Kingdom. 
Alchough our Saviour had received this meſlage of the Sickneſs of Lazarus, 
he ſtayed at Bethabara. Two dayes after, and as it may bethought, abour 
the twenty ſecond day of March, which was the ſecond day of the firſt Month 
Abib, Lazarus died. But Lazarus being dead and buried, then our Saviour 
went from Bethabara towards Fericho, John 14. Luke 8. and in the way a 
man came to him'and laid, Good Mafter,what fhall 19do that Tmay inherit eter- 
nal Life? Chriſt ſaid unto him, Go and ſell all that thou haft, and give it un- 
to the Poor, and thou ſhalt find Treaſure in Heaven, and then come and follow 
me. But becauſe he was very rich he refuſed, and went his way. Ater, 
he recited the Parable of the Labourers in the Vineyard, making mention 
of Predeſtination. Alſo in this Journey he reprehended the 'Sons of Zebe- 
deus for their Pride and Arrogancy, and fore-telleth his Diſciples of his 
Death and Paffion, and inthe way healed-theblind man that fare begging, 
and fo entred into Jericho, where he reſted all night in the houle of 
Zacheus, Mat. 29. Zacheu ſignifies Clean. 
| Uponthetwenty fourth of March, Chriſt went from Jericho to Bethania, 
which was twelve miles: Here he healed Bartimens the Son cf Timens, 
Mark 19. (Timews {ignifieth Unclean, of Tame, He is defiled ) And going a 
little further,he healed other rwo, reſtoring them to fight, Mz. 19. Upon 
a a the 
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'  thetwenty fifthof March ( being TreſJay Jonr Saviour Chriſt came to Be- 


thania, whereby the power of his Word he raiſed Lazarms to lite, after he 
had been buried four dayes, John 11. Lazarus and Eleazer have both one 
fignificarion, that is, God is my Help. 

Upon the twenty ſixth day of March, the Feaſt of the Paſfoyer of the 

ews drawing near, he went from Bethania to the City of Ephraim near to 
the Defart, that he might avoid the Traps and Deceits of the Jews, who 
wentabour to take him, John 11. beingten miles. 

Upon the twenty ſeventh day of March he returned back again from 
Ephraim to Bethania, ( being ten miles) coming thither about the evening, 

x dayes beforethe Paſloyer, at which rime Martha miniſtred to him, and 
* Mary anointed his feet, whereat Judas grutched, John 12, Upon the Sab- 

bath day, ws the twenty eighth of March, he reſted in Bethania at the 
Houle of Martha. Now as he was at Supper with Lazarus, many of the 
Jews underſtanding that he was there, reforted thirher, not only to ſee him, 
but Lazarms allo whom he hadrailed trom the dead, ohr. 12. 

Upon the twenty ninth of March, Chriſt fitting on an Aſs went to Feru- 
falem. Now when the multitude heard that he was come unto Jeruſalem, 
they went out to meer him, ſome laying their Garments in the way, others 
ſtrowing the boughs of T rees where he ſhould £03 and thoſe that went be- 
fore cried, ſaying, Hoſanna to the Son of David, bleſſed be be that cometh in 
the name of the Lord At this time our Saviour Chriſt wept over Jeruſalem, 
and caſt out all thoſe that bought and ſold in the Temple, Mat. 21. Fohn 
cap. I7. About the evening he went out of the City again to Bethania, 
almoſttwo miles, and there reſted all night, Mat.21. So thisdayes journey 
was almoſt four miles. In the evening of this day the Jews choſe their 
Paſchal Lamb. according to the Law, Exod. 12. 

Upon the thirtieth day of March he went from Bethania to Feruſalem, 
beringes in the morning ; in. which Country he curſed the Fig-tree that 
wanted Fruir, and after entring into the City, he caſt out of the Temple 
the Money-changers and Merchants, Mark 11. About the evening ( as 
may be gathered by circumſtance of time) he returned back again to Be- 
thania. This daies Journey was four miles. | | 

Upon the laſt dayof March inthe morning, Chriſt went backagain from 
Bethania to Jeruſalem; and by the way as he went, his Diſciples beheld the 
Fig-tree that he had curſed, and loit was dried up, Mark 11. After, when he 
was in the Temple, there came certain Phariſees unto him and diſputed 
with him; at which time herecited the Parable of the Marriage of the Kings 
Daughter. Alſo certain Scr ibes and Pharifees came unto him asking him 
whether it was lawful to pay Tribute unto Cz/ar, Mar. 214'22. He alſo 
- ſharply rebuked the Scribes jandf;Phariſees, and recited the Simile of the . 
Hen and her Chickens, Mat. 23. After that, he wentto the Mount of Olives, 
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almoſt a mile. And then his Diſciples looking upon the gory bu ildingof 
the Temple, from thence he took occaſion to preach of the Deſtruftionof 

Feruſalem, andthe conſummation ofthe World ; ſo he ſtayd all that night in 
the Mount of Olives, Mat. 24 : LED 

Upon the firſt day of April, being Fedneſday, our Saviour Chriſt riſing 
before day,taught again in the Temple ;and atter, as he was going to Betha- 
zia, he faid to his Diſciples, Know ye that within theſe two daies u the Feaſt of 
the Paſſover, and the Son of man ſhall be delivered into the hands of Sinners, 
and crucified. Ar the ſame time the Chict Prieſts aſſembled themlelves to- 

ther,androok counſel how they might do to take him by deceit, Mat. 26. 

he fame day as our Saviour Chriſt was in the Houſe of Simon the Leper, 
Ewhom he had healed of that Sickneſs) there came a Woman and _— 
a boxof precious Ointment and poured it upon his head, at which the Dil- 
ciples murmured, Mat. 26. Mar. 14. Luke 21. 

The fourth Paſſover of the Miniſtry of Chrif. 

Upon Thurſday being the ſecond day of April, the dayes of the 

Feaſt of the Paſſover being nowat hand, Chriſt with his Diſciples 
repared for rhe eating of the Paſchal Lamb; which was the fourth 

Palover of our Saviour, and when about the evening of this day 
it was neceſlary for_them to keep the Paſchal Lamb, and to prepare the 
| Paſfoveraccording ro God's Law; Chriſt ſent Peter and John to make rea- 
dy the Supper, and hewiththereſt of his Diſciplesabour evening went from 
Bethania toward Jeruſalem, juſt at the beginning of the fourteenth day of the 
firſt Month 4bib or N:ſan, which began about the evening of thisday. Here 
he celebrated his laſt Supper among his —_— berween ſix and (even of 
the Clock in the evening ; at which time he celebrated the Sacrament of the 
LordsSupper, concerning the true receiving of his Body and Blood : of which 
you may zead, Mat. 26. Mark 4. Luke 22. 1 Cor. 11. Afterward, about the 
cighth hour, he waſhed his Dicliples feet, and then leaning uponthe Table, 
he pointed out Jada:that ſhould betray _ cap. 13. From the ninth 
hour to thetenth hour, about the ſecond Watch of the night, Judas that 
Traitor went from his Diſciples, John. 13. In the mean time Chriſt made 
that long Sermon recited only by John, 14, 15, 16. and made that efftetual 
Prayer, John 17. About the tenth hour (after they had fung a Pſalm ) 
Chriſt went over-the Brook Cedron,to the Garden of Geth/amene,being ſome- 
what more than balfamile. There, between the hours of eleyen and twelye, 
he ſwear Wart er and Blood, and prayedearneſtly. Abomttwelve of the Clock, 
it being then midnight. Chriſt was betrayed. by xray about three dayes 
before Jad ſold þim! for thirty Silverlings, which was about 2 Z 155. 

From Gethſ2mene the Jews brought him bound to Jerzſu/emr, beins more 
than balfa mile: and about one of the Clock in the morning carried him to 
the houle of 471as who was one of the Chief Priefts. About rwo of the Clock 
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led him from thence co Cai, 4, Chief Prieſt. From three a Clock till four 
(which was abour Cocks-crowing,) Fete! denied Chriſt. Ar the ſame time 
Cai has and all the Prieſts of Feruſalem would have condemned the Lord 
of Glory, the Son of God. Art the {ametime allothe Servants and Officers 
of che Prieſts beat. him and mocked him. About five of the Clock inthe 
morning, Chriſt was condemned by the whole conſent of the- Syncdrion of 
the Jews, Luke 22. All theſe things Chriſt ſuffered between Thurſday and 
Friday. And whereas the Jews- according to the commandment of 
God begin their day in the evening, therefore that night wherein our Sa- 
viour Chriſt ſuffered all theſe things. belonged unto the fourteenth day of 
the Month 4bib. So that juſt at the ſame rime as the Feaſt of the Paſchal 
Lamb was celebrated amongſt the Jews, Chriſt, the true Lamb of God. 
was made a living Sacrifice on the Crols for the Sins of man. Thus, as we 
have obſerved the hours of the nighr, fo likewiſe let us obſerye the | hours 
of the day. | | 
F AiF being the third day of 4pri/(which as I have faid began the eve- 
ning before) was the fourteenth day of the firſt Month Abib or: Niſan, among 
rhe Jews. Arſix a Clock in the morning, about Sun-rifing of. the ſameday, 
our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt was brought unto P:/at, and Tudes Iſcariot hanged 
himſelf, becauſe he had betrayed the Innocent Blood. Abour ſeven of the 
Clock in the ſame morning our Saviour Chriſt was carriedto Herod Antipas, 
that crucl Tyrant, who the yearbefore had put Tohn Baptiftodeath: here he 
was diſdainfully handled. At eightof the Clock our Saviour Chriſt return- 
cd to Pz/ate,who propounded unto the Jews (becauſe they were to have a 
Capital Offender delivered unto them ar the Feaſt of the Paſſover ) whether 
they would have Jeſus their King,or Barrabbas, who had been a Murtherer, 
tkerlooſe unto them ; but rhey condemned Jeſus, and choſe Barrabbas, which 
name ſignifies, The Son ofthe multicude, or a Seditious man. About nine 
of the Cock the morning ( which the Fews commonly called the third 
hour ofthe day, becauſe it ſucceeded the morning.and continued till Noon) 
our Saviour Chriſt was Whip'd and crowned with Thorns. About ten of 
the Clock Pontius Pilate, in the place called Gabbatha, publickly condemned 
Chriſt tobe crucified, and waſhed his hands in roken of Innocency. Pontius 
fignifies Cruel and Inhumane; Pilate, a man armed with a Roman Darr, 
Mart. tb. 19. John 19. Between ten and eleven, our Saviour Chriſt carrying 
his Croſs, was brought to the place called Go/gotha. About eleven of the 
Clock, the third hour of the morning being not yet fully finiſhed ) our 
Saviour Chriſt was faſtned upon the Crols, Mark 13. He therefore hung 
four hours upon the Croſs, that is, from about eleven of the Clock, till 
about three in the Afternoon. And he ſpake before that ſupernatural 
Eclipſe of the Sun three memorable Sayings: Firſt, Father. forgive them, for 
they know not what they do,Luke 19, Secondly, he ſaid to his as anther or 
; | ehold 


behold thy Son: And to John, being converted, beho/d thy Mother. Thirdly 
tothe Thief, Verity, I ſay unto thee, this day thou ſhalt be with me in Paradiſe - 
Abourtwelve of the Clock ( in that Meridian which the Jews call the fix 
hour, thatis the ſixth houx from the riſing of the Sun) that ſupernatur? 
Eclipſeof the Sun happened, of which you may read in Dzonyfius the Are” 
pagite, and Euſebius. About threeypt the Clock .in the Aiternoon, w hich 
the Fews call the ninth hour,(the Sun now beginning to receive its light ) ouF 
Saviour Chriſt ſpake theſe four ſayings, My God, my God, why haſt thou 
forſaken me ? Matth. 27. F thirf, Joh. 19. When he had taken the Sponge, 
he ſaid, It is fiſted, Far Ig. And after, crying out with a loud Voice, 
he ſaid, Father, into thy hands 1 commend my ſpirit, and ſo died. At which 
time there were many wonderful Miracles wronght,as you may read, Mat. 
27. Mark 15. Luke 23. 70h.1g. About four of the Clock in the Afternoon, our 
bleſſed Saviour was pierced through with a Lance, and here iflued out of 
his ſide Bloud and Water, Joh. 19. About five of the Clock, which the 
Fews call the eleventh hour of the day, our Saviour Chriſt was buried by 
{oſeph of Arimathea and Nicodemus. About the ſixth hour, there fell an 
cliple of the Moon, which was natural and not miraculous, neither is it 
obſerved by any of the Evangeliſts. | 

Upon the fifteenth day of the firſt Month, which anſwereth to the 4th 
of April, ( being juſtly called the -great and holy Sabbath of the Jews, 
for that Chriſt this day reſted in the Sepulchre }) the Prieſts and Phariſees 
being partly joyful, becauſe, as they thought, the diſturber of the common 
Peace, and one that oppoſed their Authority wag dead ; and partly caretul 
how they might prevent his ReſurreCtion,went to Pi/ate,and obtained of him 
m_ of Souldiers to watch the Sepulchre, and ro pur his Seal upon the 

cone. 

Upon the fifth day of 4:71, carly in the morning, our Sayiour Chriſt, 
having overcome Death and the Devil, by hisDivine- Power raiſed himſelt 
up from the dead, according as he had foretold his Diſciples, and appeared 
to Mary Magdalen, John 25. and to other Women that touched: his Feer, 
Mat. 28. About Noon he appeared to Simon Peter, Luke 243 41 Cor. 15. 
In the Afternoon he travelled wich two of his Diſciples almoſt eight miles 
tothe Caſtle of Emans, Luke 24 One of theſe Dilciples was Ceophas rhe 
Brother of Joſeph, who brought up our Saviour Chriſt. The other, as _ 
be gathered by the circumſtance of the ſtory, was Luke, becauſe he hat 
ſer it down ſo exattly. 

In the evening of the ſame day, he returned inviftibly from Emans to Je- 
ruſulemeight miles, where,when the doors were all ſhur, and his Diſciples werE 
aſſembled together for fear of the Jews, Jeſus came and ſtood in the mid(t 
of thew, and ſaid, Peace be un:o you. And he ſhewed himfelt to all bis Dif- 
ciples except Thomas. Markcalleth this the firſt day of. the Sabbath, that 4 
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| of the Week, Mark 16. Luke 24. Foh. 20. for the Sabbath of the Jewes ( as 

ofe;b. witnetleth ) isnor onely taken for a day of reſt, but alſo for the whole 

Neck : from whence i that ſaying in the Goipel, Fejunio bis in Sabbato, i. 1 
faſt rwice in the Week, Luke 18. 

Upon the 12 day of April, and eight dayes after his Refurreftion, he ap- 
peared again to his Difciples, Thomas being then preſent, and the doors ſhut ; 
that he might make evident that his Omnipotence was not tied to any 
ſecondary cauſes, or hindered by the property of any natural Bodies, 
which, according to S. Auſtin, Ser. 160. was fo much the more wondertul, 
becaale he appearedunto them ſubſtantially and effeftually, not as Phantaſ(- 
ma or Shadow, which vaniſheth away.and is without any corporeal ſubſtance, 
 Inthe ſame month of April our Saviour Chriſt appeared again to Peter, 
Thomas, Nathaniel, the Sons of Zebedens, and other two Diſciples, as they 
were fithing upag the ſhore of Tzber:as, which ſtood 56 miles from Jeruſalem 
Northward, berween Bethſaida and Capernaum, Joh. 21. The day of this 
Apparition 1s not ſet down. | | 

om the Sea of Tiberias near to Cajernaum and Bethſaida, to mount Tha- ' 
bor (cituated in GaZifee, is reckoned 10 miles ; there, about the end of April 
our Saviour Chriſt appeared to aboye 500 Brethren at once, where many 
worſhipped him, and others doubted , Mat. 28. 1 Cor. 15. In the month of 
May-our Saviour Chriſt appeared to James the Son of Alphens, tor he had 
been ſeen before of James the Son of Zebedexns : both which were after crown- 
ed with martyrdom in the Ciry Fernſalem ; the Son of Zebedens upon the 25 
day of Jay, ten years after the Reſurre&ion ; and the Son of 4/phens upon 
the Feaſt day of the Paſſover was thrown from a Pinacle of the Temple, 29 
years after the ReſurreCtion of our Saviour. 

Upon the 40 day after his RefurreQion,he returned fifty ſtx miles to Fe- 
ruſalem, where his Diſciples were aſſembled rogether : and npon the four- 
teenth day of May, in the fighrof all the Apoſtles, with great triumph and 
Joy he aſcended up into Heaven, and fitterh at the right hand of his Father 
in Divine —w2' fr Glory, Mar. & Luke. ult. Af. 1. Pſal. 28. Epheſ. 1. 
I. Pet. 3. Heb. 1. $9 theſe Travels of our Saviour Chriſtwere 31g miles. But 
if you reckon his Travels from the time of his infancy to the day of his 
Aſcenſion, they make 3Zog3 miles ; beſides _ his general Viſitations and 
Journeys hither and thither, which were ſo many, that as John witneſleth, 
cap.vlt. they could not be deſcribed. 


Of the Towns and Places to which he travelled. 


le Of Jericho. | 
Tf? City ſtgod very pleaſantly in the Tribe of Benjamin, ten miles 
from T-r»ſatem North-caſtward. Toſhuah overcame this Town by found- 
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ing of T rumpets,To/.6. Heb.1 1. Itwasrebuilc by Hiel,and was compaſſed about 
with a new wall by Herod, that mighty King of the Tewes, who put theIn- 
nocent Children to dearh, and called ir after his Mothers Name Cyprus, Tof. 
de Bell. Tad. h1b.1. cap. 16. And although this Ciry was taken and utterly over- 
thrown the ſecond time by the Romans, at ſuch time as Veſpaſian and his 
Son Titas waſted and deſtroyed Jeruſalem and all the Land of Tadza; yet 
afterward it was re-edified, and in St. Jeroms time, which was 499 years after 
Chriſt, it was a fair City. There was ſhewn the Houſe of Zacchens, and 
the Sycomore-tree that he went up to ſee Chriſt, Luk, 19. But by realon of 
the often deſtruftions and deyaſtations that hath fallen upon ir, there is not 
to be ſeen at this.day above eight Houſes in the Town, and all the Monu- 
ments and Reliques of the holy. Places are utterly deſtroyed, the Houle of 
Zacchens and the Sicomore-tree are no more to be ſeen in that Place : only 
the Place is to be ſeen where our Saviour reſtored the blind man to fight, 
when he cryed after him, Lord, thou Son of David, have mercy upon me,Luke 
chap. 15. Allo though the Country throughour be very fruitful and pleaſant, 
yet it is nothing {o fertile and pleaſant, as ir was when the Children of 
Iſrael did dwell there. For the Roſes of Tericho are no more to be found 
there, but rather in a Village about ſixteen miles from Tordan towards the 
Eaft. And although they ſtand fo far diſtant off, yet they retain their 
ancient name. Between Jeruſalem and Jerichothere is a Defart or Wilderneſs, 
which by the Inhabitants of the holy Land is called @xarentena, where the 
man of which Chriſt ſpeaketh fell among Thieves, Luke. 19. There is in the 
fame place at this day great thieving, and many Robberies committed, as 
Brittenbacchus ſaith. In this Place allo is to be (cen the River Chereth, where 
the Ravens fed E/iah, 1 Reg. 17. Near to Jericho alſo is found the River, 
the Water whereof E/izeus made ſweet by caſting in Salt, whereas b efore it 
was bitter ; and it remains yery pleaſant.and ſweet to this day, 2 Reg, 2.

HISCity is ſocalled from the pleaſantneſs and fruitfulneſs of the Soil, being 

derived from Parah, to fruftifie. It liech 8 miles from Jeruſalem 
North-eaſtward, juſt in the way as you go from thence to Jericho in the 
Wilderneſs of 2uarentena, cloſe by the River Chereth in the Tribe of* 
Benjamin. Here our Saviour Chriſt after he had raiſed Lazarns from Death 
to Life, hid himſelf with his Diſciples, becauſe the Jewes ſought to take 
away his Lite by deceit. The Pafloyer following he was made a ſacrifice 
fos the Sin of man, Joh. 11.

Of Bethania. | 


| be City was a type of the Church, which is always ſubje& to the 
Croſs, and expoſed toeyery calamity ; and thereforeis called _—_— 
; | at 
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that is, The Houſe of Sorrow and AMidtion : being derived of Baith, a 
Houſe; and Oni, AMiCtion. According to the prophecy of our. Saviour, 
who foretold of the AfMiSctions and Tribulations that ſhould fall upon his 
Church, Tou ſhall mourn, but you ſhall be comforted, and your. grief ſhall be 
turned into joy. It was diltant trom Jeruſalem almolt two miles rowards the 
South-Eaſt. Borchardus the Monk oblexveth, that cloſe by a Well, abour 
a ſtones calt our of thisTown, there is ſhewed the place where Martha met 
our Saviour Chriſt when he came to Bethania, and a little after called her 
Siſter to meet him, Joh. cap. 11. There is alſo ſhewn in this Town the 
Houſe of Simon the Leper, where a certain Woman having an Ahlablaſter 
box of precious Ointment, poured it on our Saviours head, not withour the 
great indignation of his Diſciples,Mat. 26. There is allo to be ſeen the houke 
of Martha, to which our Saviour did oftentimes reſort, Luke 19. John 11. 
and 12. and in thatplace there is at this day a Church built in honour of 
thoſe two Siſters, which were the Siſters of Lazarus. There isallo ſeen the 
Sepulchre out of which Lazarus was raiſed from death to life, Zohn 11. 
which ſtands cloſe by the ſaid Church, and over it 1s built a Chappel of 
Marble, very decent and comely. The Saracens hold this Chappel in 
great eſtimation. You cannot ſee the City of Jeruſalem from Bethania 
becauſe of the Mount of Orves, but as ſoon as you aſcend a little Hill 
in the way as you go thence to Jeruſalem, you may diſcern Mount Sion 
and a patrt of the City : then when you are deſcended from that Hill, 
the City is again hidden. After that, upon the left {ide of the Mount 
of Olives, ſome ſtones caſt from Bethpage, you do leave a {mall Village 
ſtanding under the Mountain of Offence, where Solomon in times paſt com- 
mitted Idolatry. From this Village the Aſs and the Colt was brought 
unto Chriſt. Not farirom thence, upon the South ſide as you go upon the 
Mount of 9/ives, you come unto the place where Chriſt mounted upon the 
Aſs, asweread, Mat.21. And a little after you may ſee the whole City of 
Jeruſalem, with Solomon's Temple, and the Church of the holy Sepulchre, 
with many othcr holy places. Then as you deſcend from the top of the 
Mount of O/wes, you may ſee the place where the multitude cried, Hoſun- 
na, Bleſſed behe that cometh in the name of the Lord. And in this deſcent alſo 
_ our Saviour Chriſt wept over —_— ſaying, O Jeruſalem, Jeruſalem, 
how often would T have gathered thee under my Wings as a Hen gathereth her 
Chickens. but thou wouldeft not. | | 
Of Bethpage. | 
Prhre ſtandeth upon the right hand of the way towards the Eaſt, as 
you gofrom Bethania to Jeruſalem ; and, as St. Ferom faith, was ſome- 
times a Habitation of the Prieſts, which at their appointed times went up to 
Feruſalen to miniſter to the Lord. It was ſo called becauſe of the mul- 
titude of Figs that grow there : for Pagim {ignifics a Fig, Cant. 2. Bethpage 
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is a notable type of the Church, for that ought likewiſe to be fruitful, and 
to bring forth ſweet Figs, that is, good Works, and many other comfor- 
table Vertues, that ſo men in their aflictions might be comforted. As ir is 
thought, the Fig-tree that our Saviour Ehriſt curled becauſe it wanted Fruit, 
ſtood not far from Bethpage, Mat. 21. Mark 11, Wherefore let us take 
heed that we be nor like fruitleſs Fig-trees, covered only ( like our Fore- 
fathers 4dam and Eve ) with Leaves,and bearing no truit, Ger. 3. Icſt ſo God's 
Curſe fall upon us, and we be thruſt out of Eternal Happinels, Mat. 3. 


Of the Caſtle from whence the Aſs and the Colt were brought 
upon which our Saviour Chriſt rode to Jeruſalem. 


LY Caſtle (as 4Adamnus Riſnerws ſaith) was a certain Hold compaſſed 
about with ſtrong Walls, and within bcautified with a fair Palace 
{upported with goodly Columns: it ſtood not far trom the Mount of O/ves, 
juſt in the dividing of the way as you go from Bethania to Feruſatem ; tor 
there goes one way to the Ante, foo: and another to the Valley 
of Gehinnon. In the Hebrew Text it is called Tirah, as you may rcad in 
Matthew, which ſignifies not only a Caftle, but a firm and ſure building, with 
good decorum and order : for Tor {ignifies a circular order. It is credible, that 
this Hold is a reſting place, and that the Aſs and the Colt were tied in the 
way, for this cauſe; that if by chance any Travellers were weary (by reaſon 
of the redioulneſs of their Journey) they might hirethem for certain hours 
ro carry themover the Mount of 0/ives, and fo return them back again. 
The Allegorical meaning of this Als and the Colt, according to the 0- 
pinion of many learned men, ftgnifies the- People of the Jews, who were 
burthened with Moſes's Laws: and the Afes Colt fignihes the reſt of the Gern- 
tiles, which were not charged with the burthen of Moſes's Law, but tied only 
to the Law of Nature. So we alſo like Travellers and Strangers in this 
miſerable World, are tied to the AfMictions and Calamities thereof, ſtand- 
ing intwo ways, expeCting the death of the Body, and liberty ofthe Soul ; 
then our Saviour Chriſt cometh in Peace and looſeth this Body of death, 
Casthe Apoſtle faith, Rome. 7.) and bringeth us to that Heavenly Feruſalem, 
eternal Joy, according to that of St. Pau7, inthe farlt of the Philippians, T defire 
to be lboſed and to be with our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 


Of the Mount of Olives. 


oh ou half a mile and a Furlong from Jeruſalem towards the Eaſt, ſtood 
the Mount of Olives, very fruitful and pleaſant, bringing forth Olives, 
Palms, Figs, Goflumrine, and many other notable Fruits, but principally, 
Palms and Olives, of which the Mountain takerh the Name. Ir is ſaid in 
Pliny, (ib. 16, cap. 19. that theſe Olive and Palm trees do neyer loſe their 
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Leaves, and are green both Winter and Summer. St. 4#f#in calleth .it, 
The Mountain of Un#tion, becaule of the Fertility and pleaſantneſs of it: alſo 
The Mountainsf Health, becauſe it bringeth forth Oyls and many other 
Plants neceſſary for Phyſick : alſo, The Mountain of Light; firſt, becaulc it 
lieth upon the Eaſt, ſo that rhe Sun ſhineth in the morning very pleaſantly 
upon it, and in the evening when it fetteth, the Beams thereof reflecting 
upon the Temple of Jeruſalem caſteth a beauritul light to this Mount : ſe- 
condly, becauſe it bringeth forth Oyl, which is the nouriſhment and lite 
of light : thirdly, becauſe it was beautified with the gracious preſence of 
our bleſſcd Lord and Saviour Chriſt, which is the Day-ſtar and Light of 
the Church, riſing up on high to inlighten all thoſe which ſhall be called 
unto eternal happineſs. For which cauſe it typically repreſenteth che Church, 
which is the light ofthe World, wherein are tound many Chrifians that 
bring forth pleaſant Fruit, (good Works) relieving the necetlity of ſuch 
2s are in want, comfarting the afflicted, and patiently ſupporting the Cala- 
micy and Miſery ofthis World, that ſo they might triumphantly rejoyce 
wich Chriſt in that heavenly City of Jer»/alem. 7 

Wh hat things Zacharias hath ſpoken of this Mount in his laſt Chapter, is 
to be underſtood of the preaching of the Goſpel, and propagation of the 
Church through all the World. St. Jerom: ſaith in his Epitaph upon St. Paul, 
That upon this. Hill the Jews commonly burnt the red Cow, with the Aſhes 
whereof the People of God being ſprinkled, they were purified and ſan&i- 
fied : of which you may read,Num.19. Heb.G. | 

Hellen the Empreſs, Mother to that godly Emperonr Confantinethe Great, 
about the year of our Lord 332, cauſed a fair and beautiful Church to be 
built upon this Mount, juſt in the place where our bleſſed Lordand Saviour 
Chriſt aſcended up into Heaven. Ir was built round, all of white poliſhed 
Marble : upon the top thereof there is no Roof, but a Window, even as. 
Chriſt ſhould aſcend through it, as Exſebins ſaith, in the Life of the Empe- 
rour Conſtantine the Great, /:b.3. cap. 40. The ſame Se. Jerom affirmeth, 
in his Book De hbcis Hebraiciss Heallo faith, That the Inhabitants of the 
Holy Land take upon them to ſhew in this Church, the Impreſſion of the 
Feer of our Saviour Chriſt, which hapned as they fay, juſt at ſuch time as. 
he aſcended up into Heaven : out of which ravellers and Pilgrims take 
Sand to carry with them as an holy Relick, though indecd it is verily to be 
thought, that they were feet made in ſtone by antient Monks, thereby to ger 
Money from ſuch as reſorted thither upon Deyotion; for look how oft Pil- 
grims take thence the Sand, they are preſently filled again : from -whence- 
may be gathered, that there is no Sand naturally there; Every man there- 
fore ou - to imbrace a nearer way to Salvation, than to follow thoſe Monk- 
ih- Fables ; and to ſeek. Chriſt in the Holy Scripture, not upon the Mount 
of Oltees, or amongſt Sand. : for ſince the Graye could not contain _ 
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the Mount of 0/ves cannot hold him, who now fitteth at the right Hand of 
his Father, in Power and eternal Glory: bur rather, if we be defirousto ſee the 
Footlteps of Chriſt,letus ſeek them in the Church,which is diſpers'd through 
" the World; wherein we are ſufficicatly taught how we ſhould follow him. 

The Palm is a famous Tree which bringeth forth Dates ; and is{0 cal- 
led becauſe upon the top the boughs are thick and round, extending out 
like fingers; from whence it is called Da#ilus, that is, a finger. 


Of Gerhſamene. 


HIS was a Village ſ{cituated at the foot of the Mountain of Olives, !n 
a pleaſant and fruittul place.. Near unto this Village, as Saint Auguftine 
obſerveth, there were many plealant Gardens, which gaye torth very tweet 
and deleQable favours ; unto which Place Chriſt and his Diſciples did often- 
times reſort, as the Evangeliſt Luke, cap 22. obſerveth. Ir was lo called from 
the prefling forth of Oyl ; for Gath or Geth, ſignifies a Preis, and Scheamen 
Oyl. In this place the heart of our Sayiour Chriſt was ſo preſsd with 
affliction that he ſweat drops of Blood : By which Blood the Sins of our Souls 
are waſhed away, and we that are wounded are made whole, as with a moſt 
precious Balſom, 1ja. 53. | 
Helen the Empreſs, in an Otchard cloſe by this Town, {ct up a fair and 
beautiful Church, over the Sepulchre of the Virgin Mary; which ſhe called 
by the name of the Mother of God, Niceph. 4:b.2. cap. 39. Itis faid,that this 
Sepulchre remaineth to this day in this Church, made of white -poliſhed 
Marble, ſtanding about eight and forty ſteps under ground, being ſome- 
thing wider than the Sepulchre of Chriſt: in it there 1s two doors, one to go 
in, another to go out. But whether this be rhe right Sepulchre of the blefled 
Virgin, it concerneth us not, ſince it appertaineth not to our Salvation, 
neither is mentioned in the holy Scriptures: but if any Man be deſirous to 
be further ſatisfied in it let him read Nzce; horus, who makes metition of that 
and her Aſcenſion, both, in my Opinion, of like Credit; becauſe, I ſuppoſe, 
that Saint Luke ( who wrotethe Acts of the Apoſtles, and lived in thole times » 
would not have omitted ſo memorable an Aftion. But to return to the 
Garden of Geth/amene. Abour {ome fatty paces towards the Eaſt of this Se- 
pulchre ofthe bleſſed Virgin, cloſeby the foot of the Mount of Olives, ſtands 
2 certain Chappel,juſtin the place where ſometimes the Town of Gethſamene 
ſtood. Not far from thisChappelisſhewn a certain hollow place under a Rock, 
where,the Inhabitants ſay our Saviour ſweat drops of Blood. They allo ſhew 
4 certain ſtone whereon the Angels ſtood which comforted our Saviour. De- 
ſcending thence abour aftones caſt,they ſhew unto Pilgrims a place cloſe by the 
| Cave in the Mount of Olives, where Peter, James, and John far when our 
Saviour wasin his Agony. They alſo ſhew the place where Peter cur off 
Malchus Ear. There 1sto be _= 4 R——— Place where Judas betrayed 
2 our 
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our Saviour witha ki, when he delivered him to the Jews. Not far.off 
is to be ſeen the Place where the Jews fell backward when our Saviour ask*'d 
them, Whom ſeek ye? Beſides many other things ( if Borchardus may be cre- 
dited )) as the Impretfion of his hair and head upon a ſtone; and of his finger, 
asif ithad been in Wax, upon a Rock : and inthe place where he prayed, 
of his Hands and Knees, which are {o firm in ſtone-that they cannot be de- 
faced with any Inſtrument. Bur there have been many in this.place ſince 
' theſe times, which have ſeen none of theſe things : from whence may be 
g21thered, that they have been idle delnfions uſed by ancient Monksto get 
money from Pilgrims and Strangers; and I have here remembred them, 
that others knowing theſe,may beware of the like Fallacies and Deceits pur- 
polely invented tor Lucre's lake. 

This Garden of Gethſamene is credibly thought to have been planted in: 
former times by the Kings, David and So/omon:; but increaſed and inlarged. 
by other ſucceeding Princes, that there they might recreate themſelves, and 
receive ſome content by the Fruitsof the Earth. But on the contrary, that 
ereat King, the anointed of the Lord, our bleſſed Saviour, in this place of 
Pleaſure, this Paradice of the Fews, was conſtrain'd to-undergo that almoſt 
unſupportable Paſſion, to make us partakers of that heavenly. Paradice and 
place of Pleaſure. 

Not far .from hence is to be {een the place where Judas hanged himſfelt: 
and a little from that, the Field of Ake/dama, which was bought with the 
thirty Silverlings for which Judas betrayed Chriſt.. This Field ( by the ap- 
pointment of the Empreſs of Helen ) was compaſſed about with four Walls 
in the manner of a Tower,upon the top whereotthere are ſevendiſtint doors, 
Ike Windows, by which the dead Bodies of Chriſtiansare ler down into it, 
itis fifty foot wide, and ſeventy wo long. Ir ſtandeth not far from the Val- 
ley of Hinnon towards rhe Eaſt, and upon the South-fide of Mount Sion in 
Terufſalem, &c. 7 

Of Kidron or Cedron: 
"HIS Brook was ſo called becauſe oi the blackneſs of the Water, being. 
derived of Kadar, to wax black. The Mountain whence it firſt ri- 
feth, ſtands not far from Teruſalem towards the South ; from whence it run- 
eth through the Valley of Jehoſaphat ( which Valley being very far and 
fertile, 'changeth the colour of the Water, and makes it look black ). and. 
ſo through Jerzſalem ; then paſſing towards the Eaſt, over a cliff ot Mount 
Olivet, it talleth into the Lake Aſphaltites. When there falls any ſtore of 
Rain the Channel is very full, but in Summer it is oftentimes dry with the 
extremity of Heat. Over this Brook David paſſed when he was perſecuted 
by his Son 4bſo/on, 2 Sam. 16. and our Saviour Chriſt when hedrank of the 
Riyer in the Way, that is, when he ſuffered upon the Croſs for the Son of- 
lan,. 
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Man, according to that Saying of the Pſalmiſt, P/a7. 6g. fave me, O God, : 
becauſe the Waters are entred even into my Soul. | 


Of Mount Calvary. | 

TH Mountain, according to the common Opinion, was ſo called of dead 
Mens Skulls, er the Skulls of ſuch who were put to death for ſome capi- 

tal Offence. Ir ſtood upon the Weſt-ſide of Jeruſalem as you go out of the 
ancient Gate,and is a part of Mount G:hon. At this day it ſtandeth within 
the City of. Jeruſalem together with the Sepulchre of our Sayiour - and up- * 
on it is built a fair Church, which is joyned unto the Church of the holy 
S-pulchre, being as it were a Quire unto it : Bur it ſtandeth ſomewhar lower. 
I is built all of Marble, and the inſide is all poliſhed and wrought very cu-. 


riouſly. It is allo payed with the lame Stone. Within it is ſeen a piecc 


of the Pillar of Stone, ro which they ſay Chriſt was tied when he was whip- 
ped : in which Stone are to be ſeen certain red ſpecks, as if they had been 
drops of Bloud ; and theſe allo ( they.ſay _ were the Blood of Chriſt when 
he was (courged ; beſides many other things, of which you may read atthe. 
beginning of this Treatiſe in the deſcription of Feraſalem as it is at this day. 


| The Deſcriftion of the holy Sepulchre, 
HE Sepulchre of Chriſt ſtood upon the Weſt ſide of Feruſaler, cloſe by 
Mount Golgatha, in the Garden of Joſeph of Arimathea : for it was the 
cuſtom of the Jews to build their Tombs or Sepulchres in their Orchards and. 
Gardens; and beautifie and adorn them with Lillies, Roſes, and other Flow- 
ers, on purpole to put them in mind of their Mortality, according to that 
of David, Pſal. 103. The days of Man are like Graſs, as a F lower of the Field 
fo flouriſheth he: for the Wind goeth over it and is gone, and the Place thereof 
ſhall know it no more. And for this cauſe the Jews, but eſpecially the Kings, 
would be buricd in their Gardens : ſo Foſeph.,. a good and jult Man, fol- 
lowing this cuſtom, had hewed him out of a Rock a new. Monument, in 
which there had been no Man laid ; that ſo when he walked in the Garden 
to take the Air, he might be put in mind of his Mortality. In this Monu- 
ment our Saviour Chriſt was buried : and from this Place, upon the third 
Day early in the Morning, he roſe ; to the terrour and aſtoniſhment. of 
ſuch aswatched the Sepulchre. From whence may be gathered, that as our 
firſt Parents, Adam and Eve,treſpailed againſt God,and loſt Felicity in a Gar= 
den ; foChriſt the Son of God in a Garden made fatisfaQtion for that Sin; 


. reſtored us again to Grace, and make us capable of heavenly felicity. This: 


Sepulchre ( as it is de{cribed by $. John, when he went with FS. Peter to ſee 
if that notable Miracle of the RefurreCtion were true) was like a little Chap- 
pel, the door thereot being upon the outſide, and was butone Room with- 
out any diyiſion, ſothat a Man might ec all that waswithin it: forhefaith; 

John; 
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Joh.29. That he did not goin, but look'd in, and faw the linnen Cloaths 
where they lay wrapped up : from whence may be concluded, that that 
Sepulchre which is now extant ( howſoever perhaps it may ſtand in the ſame 
place _) is nor the ſame Sepulchre wherein our Saviour Chriſt was buried; 
for it is deſcribed to be four ſquare, to be open at the top, to have within it 
two Vaults (an inward and an outward) and that you deſcend to it by Stairs, 
as you may read at the beginning of this T reatile ; which deſcription doth not 
agree with that of St. John's. Again St. John ſaith, that they rolled a great 
Stone to. the door of tac Sepulchre, did not lay it upon the top of it. Alſo 
Enſebius and Nicephorus affirm, that the Pagans and other heathen People 
filled up the Sepulchre of Chriſt with Earth, and built up in the place the 
Temple of Venus,and in it put her Image, where ſhe was worſhipped along 
time aſter, untill ſuch time as that godly Emperels Heller cauſed that Tem- 
ple to be aboliſhed, andithe Sepulchre cleanſed and purified. Afterwards, at 
her inſtigation, Conftantine the Great ( who was her Son }) built up in the 
very fame place a fair and goodly Church in the memory of our Saviour,and 
beltowed great coſt both in the workmanſhip, and in beautifying it with Gold 
and Silver. This Temple ( as it was bctore it was deſtroyed by the Sara- 
cens )) is ſaid to be built all of white poliſhed Marble, and beautified with 
Stones of divers colours, gilt with Gold and Silver,covered on the out fide 
with Lead to withſtand the ſtorms and ſhowers of Rain that happened; bur 
the inſide was gilt all with ſplendent and retulgent Gold, which caſt a 
wonderful luſtreupon the Beholders. Upon either {1de of it were two walking 
Galleries, one above, which wascloſe; and another below, which was open, 
extending themſelves the length of the _— ; all the Roof and Vault 
being covered over with Gold andarrificial Work , the one being ſupported 
with Pillars of Marble, the other with Poſts of Wood plaited with Silycr. 
There were alſothree Gates towards the Eaſt, very fitly and fairly diſpoſed, 
by which the multitude that reſorted thicher go in and out: within theſe 
there ſtood am Arch, _— after a ſort, the Hemiſphere of the 
Heavens, extended to the top of the SanQtuary like a Circle, girded a- 
bout with twelve Pillars of equal bignels, repreſenting the twelve Apoſtles ; 
and upon the top of this Arch were placed Cups of Silver, beautifully burniſh- 
ed. All which the ſaid Emperour dedicated to God for a Monument. 
There were many other memorable thingsthat did belong to this Temple, 
which were admirable to look on, all which, as you came upthe high-ſtreet 
from the marketplace, were preſented to your view; a ſtately ſight, the like 


whereof thoſe parts did notafford. This Temple was built by the Emperour 


Conſtantine, Anno Dome. 333. Venerable Bede, who wasa Dr. of Divinity, and 
lived in England 799 years after Chriſt, deſcribed the holy Sepulchreafter 
this manner : This Sepulchre over head was ſomething round,and ſohigh, 


that a man could ſcarce touch it with his hand; ſtanding in that _ 
whic 


) 
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which extendeth it ſelf ro Mount Catvary into the Garden of Joſeph of 
Arimathea : repreſenting in form a little Chappel : the entrance thereinto 
was towards the Eaſt. And further he addeth, that they which went 
into this Vail, found on the right- hand roward the North, a ſtone 
Tomb which reſembled a Coffin, ſcituated in the payement, joyning to the 
Wall; which ſtone Coffin was of a mix'd colour, that is, white and red, 
being ſeven Foot long.,and three handfuls high. This deſcription Venera- 
ble Bede received from certain Monks,that went upon devotion to Feruſalen 
co viſit this Sepulchre :- bur ſince, it hath been divers timesdeſtroyed and 
polluted by the Turks and other Heathen People. From whence may be 
gathered,thatthe Sepulchre which is now ſtanding and ſhewed unto Pilgrims, 
is ſome device of the Monksto get Money of Strangers, and procurea kind of 
Deyotion 1n the hearts of Ignorant People; wherefore as the Angel ſaid, MarkiG. 
Ler us not {eek Chriſt any longer among the dead, or in the Grave, but in his 
holy Church, where the lively pourtraiture of his Divine Preſence is ſer forth 
unto us: that ſo. we may be made partakers with him hereafterin that place 
of eternal Glory. Concerning thereſidue of this deſcription you may {ce it 


before. 
Of Emmaus. | 
XV City or Caſtle of Emmaus, is diſtant from Jeruſalem almoſt eight 
miles towards the North-Weſt. Ir ſignifies the Mother of Fortitude; 

being derived of. Em, a Mother; and Vtz, which the Hebrews call Fortitude .. 
It ſtood where three ſeveral ways were, that ſo it might ſerve for a direftion 
to Paſſengers. From whence Me4artton (aith, that it was a notable rype of 
the Church, which is our true Mother, ſhewing us the way unto eternal Life.. 
And although it be bur little, and the number in it few, yer it is ſtrong. As 
the Caſtle, though it were {mall, yet it is almoſt invincible; and for thar 
cauſe called, The Mother of Scrength, as the Church is called, T he Mother 

of the Righteous, againſt which the Gates of Hell ſhall not be able to preyail. 
In thertime of Judas Macchabens (though it was then a ſmall City) it was 
numbred amonglt the greateſt Cirics of Jada, becauſe of the ſcituation and 
ſtrength of it. 'Tothis place our Saviour travelled from Feruſalem the ſame 
day that he aroſe from the Dead, Luke 24. 

n the time of the Romans Wars in F4dea, this City was wonderfully defa- 
ced and ruined by the Souldiers of Tzherins Maximus ( who was Chief Cap- 
tain In this Country, in the abſence of Titus Ve$ajian, ) bur yet not utterly 
aboliſhed ; forabouta hundred and fifty years after, He/ogabolus Emperour 
of Rome cauled it to be rebuilded, and called by the name of Nicopels, that 
is, The City of Vittory. Not far from Emmaus there was an Inn, or a place to, 
which Strangers might reſort, and there three ways met; two went of 
either fide the. Town, and one through it:. in this place the two Diſ- 


ciples conſtrained our blefled Sayiour to ſtay with them, becauſe it -_ 
the: 
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. then about Sun-ſet. Near unto this Inn, Nicephorus and Zozemenus fay 


( in rheir Eccleſiaſtical Hittory ) there was a Springor Wellof that admirable 


Verrtue, thar it either Man or Beaſt that was infirm or ſick did drink of the 


Warter thereof, they were immediately reſtored to their former Health. 
The reaſon that thele Authors have for it (becaule they are impertinent) I 
will omit. 

Butto return to the City of Emriaas, as it is now called Nzcofolis, being 
ſcituated cightmiles from Jeruſalem towards the North-Eaſt, in theway as 
you £0 thence to Joppa : the Countrey round about it being very tertile 
and pleaſant, by reaſon of the Rivers a nd Springs wherewith it is watered, as 
Pliny faith, /.5. c. 14. and much altered from that which ir was in cimes paſt. 
But becauſe you may read more of this City in P/ny, as it is at this day, and 
in Nicephorus and Eyſebius, Tleave to ſpeak turther of it.

Of Simon of Cyrene. 
TT. Simon, which carried the Croſs of our Saviour Chriſt, was born 


in Kir, a City in Africa, {cituated fixteen miles from Fernſalem 

cowards the Weſt, Mat. 27. Luk. 23. In which Cuy Tiglath Phulaſer, 

Emperour of the 4ſſyrians, planted many of the Inhabitants of 
Damaſcus ,atter he had conquered that City, 2 Reg. 16. This City and the 
Country round about it, by reaſon of theſe new Inhabitants, by little and 
little changed the name : and whereas in former times it was called Kir, in 
the time ol our Saviour it was commonly called Cyrene, and: this Man (of 
that Country) Simon of Cyrene. At this day it isa ſtrong and beautiful City 
ſcituated between Mareotides and Zengitania : at firſt built by Battus, whom 
Callimachus the Poet claimeth to be his Progenitor. This Battus was a 
mighty King in Africa, but was one that had a great impediment in his 
Speech,inſomuch that many think this word &a7Jagiteu, to have been origi- 
nally uſed by him,and by none other. Afterward (as is {aid_) Tig/ath Phulaſſer 


having obtained the Juriſdiction of this City, planted the People of Danaſers 


in it: and they obtaining ſome Power there, continued till a long time 
after Chriſt, and imbraced the Religion ofthe Jews, built up Synagogues, 
and diſperſed that Law in many parts of thoſe Quarters. There were ſome 
of this Country that oppoſed that holy Martyr Stephen, and were conſenting 
to his death. There were many learned men in it, as Eratofthenes the Mathe- 
matician, Callimacas the Poet ( both which were had in great eſtimation 
among the Agyrtians) Carneadesallothe Academian, Cronus Aptolonus,and 
Hege/ias the Philoſopher (of whom Cicero ſpeaketh in the fifth Book of his 
Tuſculans ) and Eratofthenes the Hiſtorian, who was Son of Agaclis. Saluſt 
faith, that this City in his time was ſo mighty thatit maintained War again it 
| | the 
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the Carthaginians for their Bounds and Limits of their Fields and -Grounds, 
a long time; and Jufin 4b. 39. that they maintained War againſt two 
Nations, the Pheres and the Fgyptians : in which Wars they gave Aprins, 
. the King of the Fgyptians, ſuch a mighty overthrow. that there were very 
tew of his Army that returned into his Country with him,as Horedot.affirm- 
eth, /b. 4. there were allo many Great Princes that ruled in this City - 
of which, becauſe you may read in diyers other Authors more at large, 1 
omit to ſpeak of them. 


Of Joſeph of Arimathea, who buried Chrif. 
"J-> Joſeph, which cauſed our Sayiour Chriſt to be buried in his Garden, 


was a rich man, upright and juſt in all his Actions, a Senator of 7e- 
-ruſalem, and one that expected the Kingdom of God ; born at Arimathea, 
a City of the Jews, Luc. 23. This City was ſometime called Ramathaim So- 
. phim, and ſomerime Ramah, becauſe it was ſituated in a high place, and 
in times paſt was a fair City ' ſtanding 16 miles from Feruſalem toward 
the North-weſt, the deſcription whereof you may read' before. At this day 
it is called Ramatea ; being _— ſo fair as it was, but like a Country 
Town, the Houſes _ carclefly diſperſed here and there, lying without 
Walls or Bulwarks to defend it; notwithſtanding,the ancient ruines of the 
former City is to be ſeen even at this day. There is alſo a great Inn or 
reſting place for Strangers, having within it many Rooms for the receipt of 
Paſſengers, and a Well of __ weet Water. This Houſe was firſt pur- 
chaſcd at the charge of Philip Puke of Burgundy, and by him committed to 
the protetion of the Monks of Mount Sion, by whom it is atthis day made 
an Hoſpital, wherein Pilgrims, Travellers, and Strangers,are entertained, 
and find much relief. In an inward Orchard belonging tothis Hoſpital, 
there is a fair plat of Ground that bringeth forth great abundance of Ates, 
of which there is often mention in the holy Scriptures,but more eſpecially in 
Pſalm 48. Thy Garments ſmell of Alves and Caſſia, when thou comeſt out of thy 
. Twory Palaces, where they have made thee glad. | 
Nicodemns, a Prince of the Jews, rogether with Joſeph of Arimathea,brought 
with them an hundred pound of 4/es mixed with Myrrh, to embalm the 
Body of our Saviour Chriſt, when they had begged it of Pilate; before they 
buried it, Joh. 19. Myrrh 1s a kind of Gum that iſſueth our of a Tree that 
grows in the Eaſt Countries, bur principally in Arabia. The Tree out of 
which it ifſuerth is commonly two Yards and a halt high, with ſome Pricks 
upon it, the Bark whereof being cur, there iflueth out of it drops like Tears, 
which congealeth into a Gum, and «s called Myrrh : The principal Vertue 
that-it =. is to keep the Bodies of the dead 1ncorruptible, fee PH. b. 12. 
ca. 15. & 16. In Arabia Felix there is{uch abundanceof ſweer Myrrh,Frank-. 
incenſe, and other odoriterous Gums, that ſuch as Sail in the red Sea may 
Cre calily

ealily ſmell the favour of them. There is alſo found in the Holy Land 
Myrrh and Aloes. Aloes is the juyce of a certain bitter Herb which by 
fome is called Everliving : it killerh we Worms,and preſeryeth from Purri- 
fafion; it 1s alſo good for the Fight. 4s to be gathered in India, Arabia, 
and the Holy Land, a certain Herh of an extraordinary ſweet{mell, with 
Leaves broad, fat and juycy,which being preſs'd yieldeth more Alves than 
Honey'; from whence this metaphorical Proverb is uſed, 2uod plus moleſtie 
quam voluptatis gignit, that is, more troubleſome than profitable. You may 
read alſo in Plautus.that the Life of Man taſteth more of Alocs than Honey ; 
and 7uvenal ſpeaking of an evil White, ſaith, ſhe hath more of Aloes than 
Honey. $o Euripides, Every ſweet hath his ſowre. $o alſo the Holy Croſs 
ſeemerh to have more of Aloes than Honey, notwithſtanding it preſeryeth 
us from eternal Corruption,and killeth the venemous Worms of Conſcience 

cleanſeth us from our Sins, and freeth us from the fear of the Devil and 
eternal Death, that ſo we might be recreated, and by the Faith of our Savi- 
our be raiſed up at the laſt day, and partake with him in his everlaſting 
Kingdom : according to that of Johannes Taulerus, Where the Croſs, there 
the Light ; where Temptation, there Prayer and Regeneration, 8c. 


The Travelsof Peter. 


N the thirty fifth year after the Nativity of Chriſt, about the Month 
of famary, and a little before the Converſion of the Apoſtle Panl; Peter 
and John were ſent from Jeruſalem to Samaria, being thirty two mules, 

' that the Samaritans might receive that admirable gift of the Holy 

Ghoſt, and there they diſputed with Simon Magus, Aﬀts 8. 

From Samaria they returned back again to Feruſalem, which was thirty 
two miles. In this Jonrney they wentto divers Towns of the Samaritans, 
reaching and preaching unto themthe Dodtrine of the Goſpel, 4#s 5. 

Inthe ſixth year after the Refurretion of Chriſt, Peter went to Liddz, 
which was diſtant from Jeru/alem twenty miles towards the North-Eaſt ; 
where he cured Xneas, who had lain ſick eight years of the Palfie upon his 


Bed, Atts. 9. : 
From thence he went to Joppa, which was three miles: here he raiſed 


Tabitha from Dearth, As g. | 
In the ſeventh year afterthe ReſurreCtion of Chriſt, Peter went from Joppa 
and came to Cſarea Strato,which was ſix and thirty miles: where he preach- 
ed the Goſpelto Correliusthe Centurion, and baptized him and his whole - 
Family, Aﬀ#s 10. Clemens Recogn. ib.g. | ; 
From Cefarea he returned to Jeruſalem, _ thirty two miles ; where 
being accuſed for going to the Gentiles, he excuſed himſelf, As 11. 


The Travels of Peter 

In the eleventh year after the Reſurreftion of Chriſt, he was caſt imo 
Priſon, and fer at liberty by an Angelof God, As 12. So hewent. ſecretly 
from Feruſalem ( as 1t was thought) into the Defart, or to ſome other un- 
known place : upon the ſecond day of Argyf in the ſame year, Herod 
Agrippa King of the Jews was ſtruck by an Angel of God at Czſarea, and he 
was deyoured of Worms, 4#s 12. Joſeph. Antiq. bb. 1g. cap. $ 

After ,Herod Agrippa being dead and buried, Peter returned to Feruſalen, 
where he was in Council with the reſt of the Apoſtles, about fixteen years 
after the Reſurrection of Chriſt, and fourteen after the-Converſion of Paul, 
Gal.2.Ats 15. See allo Bede upon the Atts of the Apoſtles. 

In the ſeventeenth year after the Reſurretion of Chriſt, Peter went from 
Feruſalem and came to Antiochia in Syria, which Journey was 289 miles : 
there Pay! reſiſted him, Gal. 2. 

From Antiochia he went to Babylon in Egypt, where he wrote his firſt 
Epiſtle : oy was 520 miles. So all his Travels which are menti- 
oned in the Scripture were 955 mules. 


Allegations of the Author to prove that Peter was never at Rome. 


| 5 bald that Peter was twenty five years ſeven Months and five days Biſhop 
and Chief Prieſt of Rome,cannot be proved by the teſtimony of the 
Scripture, andisurrerly repugnant to the ſupputation and rrueaccompt of the 
times. Firſt, Becaule it is manifeſt by that which hath been ſaid,thart he conti- 
nued at Jeruſalemand in Jadea during the time that Tiberius, Caligula, and 
Claudius wereEmperours of Rome. And ſhortly after the Martyrdom of Stephen, 
he and Johnwere ent into Samaria,that the Samaritans might allo receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghoſt, 4#s 8, Pau! allo in the third year after his 
Converſion, came to Jeruſalem, and there ſpoke with Peter, and remained 
with him fifteen days, A#s g. Gal. 1. Fourteen days after the Converſion of 
Paul, Peter was at the Apoſtolical Council held in - Feruſalem; and there, 
with James and John gave the right hand of Fellowſhip to Pau/and Barnabas 
- that they ſhould go and preach the Goſpel unto the Genti/es,and that he and 
the reſt would go to the. Jews and thoſe that were circumciſed,Gad. 2.1n the 
time of Claudius Ceſar, Peter was committed to Priſon by Herod Agritpa in 
Jeruſalem, and miraculouſly delivered by the ge of God, Atts 10. In 
the ninth year of C/audins Ceſar,Peter was at Antiochia in Syria, where Paul 
reſiſted him to his face, Gal. 2. All theſe things maniteſthy prove that the 
Apoſtle Peter was not at Rome at ſach time as any of theſethree, viz. Tiberius, 
Caligula,and Claudius were Emperours ; but either in Jeruſa/em, or elſe at 
Antiochia in Syria. 

Secondly, itmay exattly be made evident out of the holy Scriptures, that 
Peter was not at Rome in the time " Nero. For, in the ſecond year of —_ 

CC 2 | Pau 
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Paul wrote his' Epiſtle to the RomensApul ſent it from Corinth by the. hand 
of Phebe: in which Epiſtle, he ſaluted all his Friends which he had in that 
City, by name, as by the concluſion of the Epiſtle more plainly  appeareth.; 
bur there is no mention of the Apoſtle Peter, who (if atthat time Biſhop 
of that place) ſurely ſhould not have been omited. Allo, in the fifth year 
of Nero,Paul being thenin Priſon at Rome,wrote his Epiſtles rothe Galatians 
Epheſians, Philipjians, Coloſſians,and to Philemon ; and in the concluſion of 
theſe Epiſtles he expreſly nameth all his Friends that he had in Rome, 

et makes. no mention of Peter. And when he was the ſecond time in 

riſon under Nero, in the laſt year ofthe Reign of this Emperour, he wrote 
from Rome his, ſecond Epiſtle to Timothy, being a little betore his death :ac 
the end of who Epi he plainly ſhews, that he had no Companion there 
* but Luke, 2 Tim. 4- From whence it ismanifeſt, that Peter,during all the Pil- 
grimage and Lite of Paul, was neyer at Rome : how then can it poſſibly be, 
that Peter ſhould be Biſhap of Rome for the ſpace of almoſt twenty ſix y ears? 
Truly there are many learned men, and they alſo of great Judgment, 
which hold this Opinion falſe,and utterly repugnant to Holy Scripture,neither 
can beproved by any good Authors or Hiſtories. But if Peter were eyerat 
Rome, G came thither after the laſt Impriſonment of Paul, and a few 
ycars before his Martyrdom. Becauſe (as Onuphrins ſaith, in Comment. faſt. 
lb. 2.alfo Euſeb. bb. 2. cap.22. and Tertul. Cont. Marcion.) Peter and Paul 
in the thirty fifth year after the Reſurreftion of Chriſt, and upon the third 
day of the Calends of July (C. Fonteius Cafitonius and C. Julius Rufus being: 
then Couſuls of Rome ) were crowned with the Wreath of Martyrdom, an 
with their Blood ſealed the Truth of the Goſpel. But there are others of 
Opinion, that Perer-never came at Rome,but that he was. crucified at Jeruſa- 
&m by King Agrippa's Command ;-others fay at Babylon. But becauſe it isa 
thing doubtful, andnot greatly material, I leaye ittothe Readers conſidera-

Of Samaria. | 
T3 Ecauſe I have before briefly intreated of the Beginning and Foundation of 
chis City] ſhall not need here again to repear it. will now therefore ſhew 

the-end of it, which was principally cauſed by the obſtinancy of the Inhabi- 
zants :: who refuſing the ineand Prophecy of Elias and Elizews, imbra- 
ced and followed ſtrange Gods, and offered Incenſe unto Idols ; _— 
the wrath of God was kindled againſt them, inſomuch,that he left this 8 - 
ly City asa Prey to the Gentiles and Foreign Nations, that carried the People - 
* thereof into Captivity; where, fora longrime, they remained in great miſery. 


After 


.  Afeerthe firſt deſolation, becauſe the Country round about this City was: 
very fertile and pleaſant, abounding with Springs,Rivers, Vin ive 
Gardens, Mountains, fruitful Vallies, fair Cities, and ſtrong Caſtles and 
Towns. Herod Aſcalonites (that great King of the Fews, who pur to death 
the innocent Chuldren) re-edified it,ſer up many goodly buildings,beautified 
with Marble Pillars and _— Walks: Andallo in che circuit of the Kings 
Houſe,and underthe buildings of the Nobility in thecommon Market-place, 
the Houſes and Vaults were fupported with Marble Pillars, according tothe 
manner of the Jews. The Palace (called the Kings Ho ſe)ſtood in the midſt 
of the City, upon the top of the Mountain : and round about it there were _ 
divers other buildings ſet up, bur much lower, even about the deſcent of. 
the Mountain ; yer ſcituated, that the Inhabitants might ſee out of their 
Houſes the Country round about. Then cloſe to the Palace, in theupper- 

art ofthe City, he cauſed a Temple tobe built in honor of Augufus. Thus 
_ having finiſhed the inſide,he compals'd it about with a mighty Wall,. and 

upon that placed many Turrets : and then to flatter Augutas, called it by 
the name of Seba/ten, which among the Grecians ſignifies Auguſtum & ve- 
nerakile Principem: now although this City was very glorious and ſpacious. | 
in thoſe times ( for it was three miles about ) yet at this day it is utterly ru- 
ined and deſtroyed, inſomuch, that there is not a Houle ſanding, two: 
Churches only excepted,which were built in honour of St. Fohn Baptiſt : aud 
the chief of theſe, which was the Cathedral Church, the Saracens have con- 
verted to their uſe, {o that at this day Mahomet is worſhipped in it; In this 
ſtood the Sepulchre of St. 1ohn Baptiſt , cut out in Marble, like the Sepul- 
chre of Chriſt, where ( as Hierom laith ) he lieth buried between Eliſha and 
Obediah the Prophets. This Church ſtands upon the fide of the Mountain, 
in the deſcent. 

The Saracens do principally reverence St. John. Baptiſt next after Chriſt, 
and they affirm the Virgin Mary to.have conceived by.the holy Spirit, ana 
not by the Seed of Man : Thar St. John was the greateſt Prophet C except- 
Chriſt ) that ever was. They alſo believe Chriſt ro bethe Son of God, but 
not to be equal with God. Yer they prefer Mahomet before both, becauſe 
they hold hima Meſſenger ſent from God, not unto all Men, but only unto. 
the Saracens and Tarks,. and their Subjects. 

The other Church, .which ſtood in Samaria, was upon the top of the: 
Mountain which ſomtimes the Kings Palace ſtood. In this Church, in times. 
paſt,there dwelt certain Grecian Monks, which were Chriſtians, and en- 
tertained Chriſtian Pilgrims with great Humanity, and furniſhed them with 
many Nexeſlaries. | 

But the City of Samaria it ſelf hath been ſooften overthrown,and brought: 
to ſuch extream miſery, that almoſt all the Ground where ir ſtood is at- 
this rime conyerted into an Olive Garden. So that. as that wicked me 

| Ahbatx 
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Ahab warned the Vineyard of»Naboth,which flood cloſe by his Houſe, into 
an Olive Garden ; fo God iti his ſingular Juſtice hath turned the Palace of 
thatKing,and the whole City wherein he dwelt,which was the ſtrength of his 
Kingdom, into an Olive Garden. There are not ſo many ruins found 
through all the Land of Jadzz ( though there have been many worthy 
Citics deſtroyed ) as are in this place at this day. The ſcituation of this City 
was very beautital; for a man might have ſeen from it to the Sea of Tozpe 
and Antipatris,allo to Ceſarea Paleſtina,and thorough all the Mountain of 
Ephraim, to Kamatha Sophim, and {oro Mount Carmeland the City of Pto- 


mais. 
Of Lidda. 


HIS City was ſcituated not far from Toppa, upon the ſhore of the Med:- 
terranean Sea, 29 miles from Teruſalem North-w-itward. In this City 
Peter healed Aneas,whohad been ſick cight years ofthe Palfie. At this day 
there is nothing to be {een but the Church of St. George, who was beheaded 
by the Exmperour Dzoc/e/ian, for profeſling the Chriſtiac Faith. The Greci- 
ans call this Town Dioſpotis, i. An holv Town. And the Turks account 
St. George for a valiant Knight and holy Man. | 


Of Czſarea Strato. 


HIS City was ſcituated upon the ſhore of the Mediterranean Sea, ſome 32 
miles from __ North-ward : in ancient time it was called $traro, 
being firſt built by Strato King of Sidov. But time having decayed a great 
part of it, Herod Aſcalonita repaired ir, and made ita goodly thing, cal- 
ling it Caſarea, after the name of Auguius Ceſar. And that Ships might lie 
at Anchor there without danger, he cauſed to be built a fair Haven to op- 
poſe the violence of the Sea. This Haven was ſo wonderfully cortrived 
and ſet up atſuch a great charge, that' it was admirable to look upon ; for 
he laid the foundation of it twenty yards under Water, burying in the deep 
Stones of an cxtraordinary greatneſs,ſome fifty foot long, cight foot thick, 
and ten foot broad, and many of them more. The Hayen it ſelf was beauti- 
fied with fair Buildings and goodly Walls,fupported with Marble Pillars 
and mounted up aloft, ſo that you might ſee the Ships as they were upon 
the Sea, and made way to his Harbour. The entrance into it was upon the 
North : at the mouth thereof there ſtood three mighty Coloſſes upon Mar- 
ble Pillars. Healſo placed upon the Wall of the City towards the Haven 
mighty Towers, the chiefeſt and faireſt of which he dedicated to Druſus Au- 
giifus his Son in law, and called it by the Name of the Drufan Tower. The 
buildings thar joyned to this Haven were all of white poliſhed Marble, and 
the Streets of the City were direAly towards it. Alſo the Market-place where 


they 
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they bought and ſold was not far from ir. Upon a little Hill, cloſe by this 
Port, he cauſed a Church to be built in honour of Angus Ceſar. This 
Temple was a very magnificent and ſtately building, and in it he cauſed 
the Statue of Augu/tus ( curiouſly wrought and caſt juſt in the figure of Juri- 
ter, Oly:npins) to be ereed,and worſhippel ir as his, God. There are many other 
ſtately and Rm—_—_ buildings that wereſct up by thisKing. But amongſt 
the reſt, he beitowed great colt upon the Market-place, the Theatre and 
the Amphitheatre, which he wonderfully beaurified, and inſtituted certain 
Games to be there uſed once every fifth year in Honour of Augu#4s, as Joſeph 
de Bell. Iud. fi. 1. witneſleth. After the death ofthis King, Herod Agrippa was 
made King of the Jews. This Prince, ſome ten years atter the Reſurre&ion 
of Chriſt, cauſed James the Son of Zebedens, upon the 25 day of Jy to be put 
to death in Jeruſalem ; and when he perceived 1t was acceptable unto the 
Jews, in the following year, about the the Feaſt of the Paſſover he cauſed 
Peterto be caſt into Priſon; who by the Prayers of the Church was miracu- }. 
louſly delivered, as you may read A#s 12. Alittle after, that is, about the © _ 
month of Aug, this King was {truck by the Angel of the Lord, and.died * 
miſerably : for when he came to Cz/area Strato,he cauſed the publick Shews 
to be ſolemnly praftiſed, and in honour of C/audius Ceſar et forth very 
ſumptuous Interludes and Plays ; to which Feaſt and Shews all the Nobility 
and Gentry of that Country round about reſorted. W here the next day, 
very early in the Morning, having put on a rich and goodly Garment, made 
all of Cloath of Gold, he went into the Theatre ; andthere, according tohis 
uſual cuſtom. ſat in a princely Seat,and made an Oration to the Inhabitants of 
Tyre-Now when the Sun was up andſhone upon his Garments,the Rays ther2= 
of caſt ſuch a refleftion upon the beholders,that it dazled their Eyes,inſomuch 
that they could ſcarce ſec. Wherctore thoſe that were his Flatterers, hearing 
his gracious Speech,cried with a loud Voice, O Agrip/ a ! be propitious unto us; 
for although heretofore we feared thee 4s a Man, yet now we well perceive thou 
art of a more Noble and Divine Nature. But when the King ( raking delight in 
theſe ſpeeches ) would nor reſtrain the impious clamour of theſe flatterers, a 
little after he lifted up his head, and upon the top of a Pillar he ſaw an Owl 
ſitting-over him. Preſently he was troubled in his mind,and within a while 
after he was ſtruck with an extream pain in his Bowels,in{omuch, that with a 
loud Voice he cried untothis Friends,T, whom but now was called your God, ant 
but a Man; and him that you imagined to be immortal, muſt preſently die. Theſe 
Words being ended, they carried him ſick into his Palace, and it was given 
out that he was dead. Fa 

No fooner came this News to the Ears of the Vulgar, but they with their 
Wives and Children put on ſack-cloath, and felt upon the Ground with 
earneſt Supplications to God to be merciful unto him. But the King look- 
0g out of is Window, and ſeeing them he thus proſtrate upon the —_ 
| wail. 
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-wailing and wceping, he could notabſtain from Tears. Art length, after he 
had been cruelly tormented by the ſpace of four days, upon the fiſth died, 
beingthe ſecond of Augyf, the Worms having conlumed his Guts,and ear- 
en through his Body. Thus God grevioully puniſhed him, who had fo 
much afflicted the Members of the Church ot Chriſt : but towards cther 
Men, as well Strangers as Gentiles, he was mild and courteous. He reign- 
ed in the whole, almoſt ſeven years; tor he held the Terrarchy of Phi/p 
three years under Ca/igala, and other four years he held the whole Kingdom 
of the Fews. Hedied in the eleventh year after the ReſurreCtion, and 1n the 
third of Claudius Ceſar, being then about 54 years of age, Atts. 22. Foſeph. 
Antiq. hb. 19. 

Pliny faith, that this Town of Ceſarea Strato was ſometime called Afollo- 
nia, but after obtained the name of Czſarea Paleſftina. Saint Ferom ſaith, in 
his Epitaph upon PauZ, that in his time ( which was 499 years after Chriſt } . 
there was to be ſeen in this place the Houle of Cornelius the Centurian, whom 
Peter baptized, At. 15. (T his Cornelius is thought by ſome to have been of 
the Family of Lentuli in Rome, tor they were allo called Cornelii, as appear- 
ethin Saluf in the conſpiracy of Cataline: and it may be, that this Cornelius 
was that Lentilus which wrote to Tiberius Ceſar that excellent Epiſtle, con- 
cerning thefigure, proportion, and perſon of our Lord and Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt ) Alſo the Houſe of Philip the Deacon, and the Chambers of his 
four Daughters, who were Propheteſles. When Paul came unto this Town, 
Agabus the Prophet came unto him, who bound his Hands and Feet with 
the Girdle of Pauljlaying, The Man that oweth this Girdle ſhall be thus bound 
.by the Jews at Jeruſalem, and they ſhall deliver him into the Hands of the 
Gentiles. Here he made a notable Sermon before Fefus Agrippa, Junior, and 
his Siſter Bernice, At, 16. 

This Town flouriſhed for a long time after the Deſtrudtion of Feruſalem, 
and it was ſcituated in a fair and profitable pJace, fortified rowards the 
Weſt with the Mediterranean Sea, and towards the Eaſt it was compaſſed 
about witha Lake, in which were great abundance of Crocodiles, though 
the Water was very ſweet, and of a great depth. Many Godly and Reli- 

ious Men were here crowned with the Wreath of Martyrdom, for pro- 

king the Goſpel of Chriſt, as Ey/ebizs, Biſhop of this Town and of Pan- 

philius, well obſerveth in his Ecclef. Hif. But the Lord did fo ſharply revenge 

-the death of theſe men, that arthis day it is utterly deſtroyed, and there is 

nota houſe left, though in times paſt it had been a Biſhop's See. There was 
alſo another Town built by Philip the Tetrrarch, called Ceſarea Phitizpi, 

whercof you may read before. |

yr; 5m this Town Ihavealready ſhewed many things in the Travels 

of Jonas, but onutted ſome, ſpecified by pBrittenbach and Dr. Ran- 

; wolf, 
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wolfe, who have deſcribed-the holy Land as itwas in the yearof our Lord 
1575. which Authors affirm,that there is ſeen a gon Chain of Iron faſtened 
toacertain Rock,tothe which Ships that lay in tHat Harbour were ſometimes 
tied. Alſothe,Chain wherewith Andromda was faſt bound toa ſtone, when 
ſhe ſhould have been deyoured of the Sea Monſter. Alſothey fay thatthere 
is a Chappel at this day built up in the place where ſometime the houſe of 
Simon the Tanner ſtood, -who gave entertainment to Peter, ſtanding by a 
, Rock cloſe bythe Seaſide, and dedicated to St. Peter. But for the'reſt of 

the Town( although formerly it hath been a goodly Ciry ) ir isutterly de- 
ſtroyed, nothing ſtanding butapart of the Wall and two Caſtles upon the 
Haven to defend ſuch as come thither with Ships, from thelInjuries and 
Incurſions of the Pagans and Saracens. 


Of Babylon in Agypr. 


P42 ſignifiech Confuſton,as you may read before. There were two 
Cities of this name ; the one was in Cha/dza, and the other in Egypr. 
That in Chaldza was ſcituated upon the River Euphrates ; and this upon 
the River Ni/u, being 24 miles from Feruſalem toward the South-Welt, 
and called in the Arabian T ongue Alcair or Cair, whether you pleaſe, which 
alſo ſignificth Confuſion, Concetning both which Ciries you may read 
-more at large intheir former deſcription. From this Town it is credibly 
thonght (and not from that Town which ſtood in Chatdea ) Peter wrote his 
firſt Epiſtle,as the circumſtances of the Hiſtory do evidently declare : for 
that Babylon which ſtood in Cha/dea was in the time of Peter utterly de- 
ſtroyed; but then this Babylon was had in great eſtimation. About this time 
alſo Mark, who was the Diſciple of Peter, was the firſt Biſhop of Alexan- 
dria,as you may read in the end of this Epiſtle. Wherefore that Opinion 
which ſome would have to paſs for truth,that Peter wrote his firſt Epiſtle from - 
Rome, calling it allegorically Babylon, is utterly to be condemned, fince 
there is none who can certainly prove that conjectur c,neither is it grounded 
upon any firm foundation; for although Babylon in the Revelation ofS. John (be- 
cauſe it was a ſecret Prophecy) was allegorically uſed; yet in a plain and ma- 
nifeſted hiſtory ſuch kind of Allegories are not allowed. From whence may 
be concluded.thar S. Peter wrote his firſt Epiſtle from this Babylon, not from 
Rome. |

About the middle of the firſt year after our Saviour Chriſts Aſcenſion ( John 
being then 25 years old _) was {ent with Peter from the City of F eruſalem to 
Samaria, 32 miles. | | 
| From Samariq he wturned back again to Jeruſalem 32 miles ; and as he 
0 oma Goſpel of Chriſt in divers Towns of the Samaritans, 
As S. 

Mary the Mother of our Lord being now 59 years of age, died in the 
twelfth year after the Refurretion of Chriſt,and was buried by John the Evan- 
gcliſt in the Garden of Geth/emene, John being then J5. years ald. Four 
years after her death, he was preſent ar the ah, os Council in Jeruſalem. 
Now James, his Brother, who wascalled the Elder, was beheaded two years 
before ; for this Council was celebrated in the preſence of James, the young-- 
er, Peter, John, Paul and Barnabas, &c. about ſixteen years after the Re- 
furreftion of Chriſt,and fourteen after the Converſion of Paul, Gal. 2. 

Before the Deſtruction of Feruſa/em, which happened about the 61 year of 
kis age, and 38 after Chriſts Aſcenſion, John went from Jeruſalem, and came 
tO Epheſns, 544 miles, where.after the death of the Apoltle Paul,he governed 
the Churches of 4/ia minor. . 

In the 86 year of his age, being caſt into a Veſlel of boiling Oyl, and 
coming out unhurt 5Dy the command of Domitianthe Emperour he was ba- 
iſhed into the Ifle of Pathmos, diſtant from Epheſus 45 miles. There he 
_ his Reve/ation to the ſeven Churches in 4/2 minor; . whereof you may 
xcad ,Aoc-1. | 

BT Pathmos he returned to Feruſalem, which was forty miles, being 
then 88 years of age, and there he raiſed Druſana from Death to Lite. After 
this,he governed the Churches in 4/a four years, that is, from the Govern- 
ment of Nerothe Emperour, unto the fourth year of the Government of Tra- 
Jan-the Emperour, and called the young Man to repentance which was of the 
Society of Thieves : at length he died at Epheſus,when he was g1 years old, 
An. Dom. 109.as St. Ferom and Nicephoras 1.2. ca. J2.obſcrye.. Soall his Tra- 
yels were 688 miles. -

Fohn, are theſe : In Euſeb. i. J c. t. 18. 20.3. you may read the Hi- 
ſtory concerning the Converſion of the young Man from the company of 
Thieves. Irenaus witnefſeth the ſame, /. 2. ca. 23. In Irenzus alſo 
li. 3.c4. 23- you may read the Hiſtory of Cerinthws, and how that John lived 
ancil the time of Trajan the Emperour. Allo /. 3. ca. 11. he faith, 


 thatthe Goſpel of St. John was written becauſe of the Blaſphemy of Cerinths. 


The Deſcription of the Towns and places towhich John travelled. 


Of Epheſus. 


bs was the Metropolitan City of Honza, ſcituated in 4jia Minor, 544 
miles from Jeruſalem North-weſtward. It was built (faith Strabo ) by 
Androctus theSon of Codrus King of Athens,in the time of David King of 1ſraet; 
and becauſe of the beautiful ſciruarion and fefriliry of the Soil called Epheſus : 
in future Ages growing into ſuch credit and eſtimation, that ic was mightily 
increaſed and became one of the moſt famous Mart Towns in all A/a; bur it 
ſtood ſomewhat low, ſo that the Sea brake in upon it and drowned ir, and 
many of the Inhabitants periſhed. Nevertheleſs Lyimachns King of Thrace 
builr it up again in the ſame place where now it ſtands and called it Arjmoes, 
after his Wives name. Bur he being dead, ir was again called by theanti- 
ent name Epheſus. There were many worthy Men thar lived in it, as He- 
raclitus, Scotinus and Hermadoras, who, for his excellent underſtanding and 
ſingular honeſty,was baniſhed. Hipponachus allo the Poet, Perrhaſfius and Apel- 
tes the Painters, Alexander the Orator and Theodotio a Jew, who interpreted 
the Bible. Ir was in ancient times inhabired by the 4m4zo0ns, whoſe Queen 
kept her court there, and wonderfully increaſed and adorned it with fair and 
beautiful Buildings. Here alſo that notable Temple dedicated ro Diana, 
which as Strab. faith, 1. 14 Plin. 01.36. c. 14. was 220 years a building. Ic 
ſtood upon Moriſh Ground to avoid the danger of Eatth-quakes. There 
were in it 127 Pillars, ereCted by ſomany Kings; among which there were 
36that were curiouſly ficled, and artificially carved and ingrayen: It was 
425 foot long, and 120 broad. There were ſo many Gifts and Gratuiries 
ſent from all the Cities and Kings round abour, toward the building of this” 
Temple, that the Riches and Treaſure theteof was wonderful z infomuch 
that when it was finiſhed, it was accounted one of the ſtatclicſt Buildings the 
World conld afford, and numbered amongſt the Wonders of the World. 
This Temple thus built ar ſuch an extraordinary charge that it was almoſt 
unvaluable, was {et on fire by one Herofratasa wicked and perverſe Fellow, 
Cin the fame Olympiad and Day that Alexander the Great was born ) who 
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having nothing in himthat might make him famous in after-ages, burnt this. 
goodly Building, that ſo (though not for his good, but for his evil) he 
might get a name. Butche Fphehens were 1o incenſed becauſe of this 
Miſchict, that they procured Proclamation to be made through all the King- 
doms round about, that his name ſhould not be once mentioned : which 
perhaps for a time was obſerved, but in future ages they could not.prevert 
it, bur that he was both ſpoken of and written of. Notwithſtanding, afcer- 
ward the Inhabitants ofthis City became ſo exceeding wealthy, that they 
ſaon after rebuilt this Temple of Diana, and made it much fairer than. it was: 
before; all the Citizens contriburing with willing hands to the charge of the 
building: inſomuch that the Women brought all their Silver,Gold,and 
other pretious Ornaments,and communicated them towards this greatW ork. 
Alſo in after times thoſe fair Pillars before ſpoken of, were again ereCted ; 
towards the rebuilding whereof they received ſo many and wonderfu} 
Gifts, from all the neighbouring Kings, Cities, and Countries, that this 
Femple might (as it was thought) compare with all the World beſide for. 
Kiches and Treaſure. Ir was ſtanding in St. Pauls time, who came thither 
about twelve years after the Reſurre&ion of our Saviour, and continued 
therethree years; in which time he ſo faithfully, and diligently. preached 
the Goſpel, that he converted moſt of the Citizens from their © and- 
Worſhip of Diana, to the reverend Knowledge and Confeſſion of our bleſ- 
ſed Saviour. For which cauſe,Demetrius the Silver Smith (who made a great. 
gain by Idolatry) ſtirredup a great tumult; ſo that.the Gentiles running up. 
and down the City for two hours ſpace, cried out with a loud voice, Great: 
s Diana of the Epheſians, Aﬀs 19.” Here allo Pau! fought with Beaſts, 
x Cor. 15. And tothis City Pane. wrote his Epiſtle,. and ſent-it from Rome, 
996 miles. He made Timethy allo a Biſhop of this City, to whom he wrot. 
two Epiſtles; the firſt was ſent him from Laodicea to Phrygia,being 280 miles :. 
the ſecond from Rome, as I ſaid. By theſe Epiſtles Timothy was greatly 
comforted, and taughtthem tohis Dilciples and Auditors,that ſo they might: 
conſtantly continue and perſevere in the Chriſtian Faith and Religion to- 
the end. To conclude, Joo the Evangeliſt. came alſo- to. Epheſus, and 
wrote his. Goſpel againſt the Heretick Cerinthus, who denyed Chriſt to be- 
the true God; for which cauſe God grievoufly punifhed him, fo that he- 
died as. he was bathing himſelf in a Bath, Irene, lib. 5. ca. 3. Euſeb. 
2.3. c.22. - This was the firſt Church to which John wrote his Reyelation ; 
 andthere, when he returned out of Pathmos, he raiſed his Hoſt Druſana from 
death to life... So when he had governed the Churches in Aja thirty years, 
after the death of Pauthe died, when he was ninety one years old; and was 
honourably buried at Epheſus, not far from the Ciry. There wasalſo another- 
Fohnthat livd in Epheſas, to whom (as many think) the Epiltles- of John. 
the Evangeliſt were dedicated, as Jerom ſheweth. in his Condegne of: 
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Eccleſiaſtical Writers. 'The Sepulchreof this may is ſhewed, notfar from the 
Sepulchre of St. John the Evangeliſt, as Euſeb.witneſleth, 46.3. cap. 31.. Ar 


' this day this City is named Figh ho Epheſo. See Geſner. 


Of Pathmos. 


PHB is an Ile ofthe Agean Sea, ſcituated betwixt 44 minor and Grecia,, 

20980 miles from Jeruſalem North-Weſtward. P1z../. 4. c. 12. faith, 
that it wasthirty miles in compaſs. Into this Iſle the Evangdlilt was baniſh- 
ed by Domitian Nero, where he wrote his Revelation. It was one of the Cyclad 
Illands, which were fifty three in number that lay round about the Iſland 
Delus, as Stra. fi. 10. Geog. obſerves. It ſtood forty miles from Epheſus 
South-Weſtward, and as Petr. Apianus laith, was ſometimes called Pofidins, 
burt.now, Pamoſa. 


Of Smyrna: | 
THIS is the ſecond City to which John dedicated his Revelation. It was ſci- 
tuated in Toniain Afia minor, 549 miles from Jeruſalem North-Weſt- 
ward. This was a very fair City, beautified with many goodly buildings 
and of good account in Grecia. It was at firſt but a Colony, tranſplanted. 
from.another City in that Country; But Theſeus that great Prince being. 
then King thereof, that he might add ſome grace to that which he had 
begun, he called it after his Wives name Smyrna, lignitying Myrrh. Herodot.. 
faith that Homer wasborn here (bur not Blind ) and called by the name of 
Melifſgines: but after the Cumenians called him (of his Blindneſs) Homer.. 
$trab. li. 14.Geogr: ſaith, that the Inhabirants take. upon them .to ſhew his. 
Picture ſtanding there, and alſo a Temple built in his Honour: During his. 
Life he wasa man of ſmall or no Reputation, or rather contemned than- 
honoured. as Herod.{aith. But after his death, his Works beginning to grow. 
famous, the Citiesof Greece contended who ſhould Patronize him. The 
Colophonians claim a part in him, becauſe he was in thas Town, and there 
made ſome of his Odyſes. They.ot Chios ſay he belonged to them, becauſe. 
he lived there a long time, and taught School. But for ought that canbe. 
found by Authors, the Smyrnians have moſt intereſt in him. Nevertheleſs. 
I leave him to them that pleaſero Patronize him,fince it is-not certainly found: 
where he lived. He lived about goo years before Chriſt. . 

Euſebius ſaith, Hel. Eccl. lib. 4- cap, 14. that in after-times this City. grew. 
very famous, and was ſo much inlarged that it became a Biſhops See, where-- 
of Polycarjys. a very godly and Religious man, was Biſhop. He governed 
the Church in that: place at ſuch time as John the Evangeliſt wrote his Re- 


velation.and by him, _ is called the Angelof the Church of Smyrna. This: 
lly preached the Goſpel for the ſpace of "— 


man, after he had faith 
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by the Inhabitants thereof condemned to death forthe profeſſion of Chriſt, - 
amo 170. Butthe town of Smyrna, becaule of the unthanktulneſs and cruelry 
of the Inhabitants, was grievoully puniſhed ; for within ten years it was call 
down by an Earth-quake, {ince which time, it was hardly rebuilt again. The 


River Patto/us,which beginneth in Lydia,runneth by this Town of Smyrna. Burt 


the Inhabitants, becauſe of the golden Veins that are found therein, call it 
Cryforrhoas, Plin. Ib.5. cap. 29. A little after that, there was ſuch an excreme 
Plague happened in Rome, that they were conſtrained to carry out the dead 
Bodies in Carts. Thus God turneth the Air and the Earth co the contuſion 
of thoſe that perſecute his Church. 


Of Pergamus. 


T*HIS was another of the Towns whereto Fox wrote his Revelation. Ic 
was a famous City, and Metropolitan of Myja, {cituated in 4þa minor, 
228 miles from Jeru/a/em North-welſtward. It ſtood upon a high Rock clole 
by the River Caicaxs, from whence it was called Pergamas. For in ancient 
times all famous and notable places were called amonglt the Grecians Per: 
gama, as Suidas and Servius obſerve. Strabo 46.13. ſaith, that in the time of 
Eyfkmachus the Son of Agathocles (who was one of the Succeflours of 4lexander 
the Great ) it was bur a Caltle ; in which place, becauſe of the ſtrength of i 
he uſually kept all his Treaſure, and thole things thatwere of account, an 
committed the cuſtody of it unto one named Phileterns, an Eunuch of Tyanus. 
Burthis man being accuſed to Lyfracus, that he would have forced his W ife 
Arl(noes, for fear of ſome future puniſhment becauſe of that Offence, moved 
the Inhabitants of that Hold to Rebellion. Art the ſame time alſo there hap- 
pened many Commorions in 4fa,wherebyLy/machus was conſtrained to leave 
this, and make oppoſition againſt Se/eucus Nicanor, who had invaded his 
Dominions ; But in this War Lyſmachus was ſlain. AndPhileterns,having 
in his poſſeſſion great Riches, that he might enjoy what he had, was always 
obſervant to him that got the Viftory, by which means he kept himſelf and 
his Riches for the {pace of 20 years in that Caſtle ; and then died, and left 
all his Wealth to Exmenes, his brothers Son, who inlarged. his Government, 
and overcame Antiochns the Son of Selexcus. This Man, after he bad reigned 
years, died, and A4ttates his Son ſucceeded him in the Government : who 
ving conquered Ga/atia,made a league with the Romans, and by them. was 
firſt called by the name of a King. After him ſncceeded his Son Eumenes, 
the ſecond of that name, who aided the Romans againſt Antiochus magnus, 
King of Syria; for which ſervice the Romans gave him all the Dominions that 
Antiochus had on this fide the Alps. This man was the firſt that enlarged 
the Caſtle of Pergamns, and made it a goodly City, planting round abour 
it a thick Wood or Grove, and called it Nicephorus. And' after he had 
rcigned-49 years; he died, and left his Kingdom to his Son: Attalus, _ 
. : Philo- 
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Philometor. This Attalns , after he had done' many notable exploits, died 
without iſſue, when he had reigned five years,and left his Kingdom to the 
Romans, who turned it-into a Province. | | 

There lived in this Town many learned Men, as Ga/en the Phyſician, 
who was famous in the-time of Trajan the Emperour, and (asthe Fame went) 
lived 140 years. Ofthat Town alſo was-4polldorus the Rhetorician, who 
was School-Maſter to Angy#us Ceſar, of which man the Apollodorean Sect 
took Name, and Diony/ius Atticus his Scholar. Here Antip«s was crowned 
with the Wreath of Martyrdom. 

To the Biſhop of this Town John wrote his Revelation, and in the ſe- 
cond Chapter thereof ſharply reprehenderh him, becauſe he bore with the 
Set of the Nicholaitans; which,although it laſted nor long, yet it was-yery 
dangerous. Euſebius ſaith, That Nicholaw, one of the ſeven Deacons for 
the Poor at Antivchia, of whom you may read, 4. G. was the firſt Author 
of this Se: yet Clem. Alexand: clears him of it, _ that Offence rather 
on certain idle Perſons, that miſconſtruing his Words, being given over 
to vile Aﬀections, covered their Evilsunder his Name, calling themſelves 
Nicholaites, though indeed he had no hand in it,but lived and died honeſt- 


ly. ; 

The Opinion that this Set held (as Eu/eb. faith, /.3. ca.23. and renew, 
hb. 1. chap. 27.) was, That Women were to be common ; Thar it was law- 
ful ro cat Meat offered to Idols; That Fornication and Adultery was no Sin: 
beſide many other wicked and perverſe Opinions concerning the Deity, which 
would be too tedious to recite in this place. You may-read more of it in. 
Euſebius and Tertullian. 

I Of Thyatira- 


D be was the fourth Church to which 7ohn wrote his Revelation: it was 
ſciruated cloſe by the River Caicus, upon the Bordersof Myka and Ly- 
dia, 69) miles from Jeruſalem North-caftward. Ir was a very fair-City in 
Aſa minor, yet ſubjc& to the Lydians. In this Country Lidda was born, that 
dwelt at Philippa, and gave entertainment to Paul and Sy/ns, At. 16: Philtt- 
pa was diſtant from this Town 490 miles. It was at firſt called (according 
to the Teſtimony of Stephen) Peljea and Semiramis. But afrer, Seleucus 
Nicanor, King of Sia, ( making War npon Ly/imachns King of Thrace ) 
coming to this Town, had News that his Wiſe had bore him a Daughter 
in honour whereof he would needs havethe Town called Thugateira, which 
in Greek ſignifies a Daughter ; - but Thyatira, Divine Reverence. + 


Of Sardis. 

'O this Ci ry alſo St. John wrote his Revelation. Ic was a famous and Prince- 
ly Seat, fcituated in 4f5a not far fromthe Mountain Tmeias, where on | 
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' ſas King of the Lydians kept his Court, being 536 miles from Jeruſalem 'to- 


wards the North-weſt. Ir was fo called (without doubt) of Sardus thie Son © 


of Hercules, which maketh Sards in the plural number. Of this Town were 
thoſe-two -Diodories which were Orators. The Younger of them did write 
| Hiſtories and Pocms, and was one of Strabv's great Friends. Cloſe by this 
Town is found a precious Stone, which after the Towns Name is called Sar- 
dis: it is of a fleſhly Colour, and therefore is commonly called Carna/ia; 
- of which you may read more in Pliny, lib. J7.-Cap. 4. 


Of Philadelphia. 


Tr fohn alſo wrote his Revelation to this City. It was ſcitnated in - 


My/a; a Country in Afia Minor ; being 459 miles -from Jeruſalem to- 
wards the North-weſt. This City is ſo often troubled with Earth-quakes, 
thacth* Inbabitantsare many times conſtrained to* dwell in the open Ficlds. 
_ Uponthke Eaſt {idethereof lies a dry and barren Country,which ſeemeth to be 

burnt and fcorch'd with heat, being 60 miles long, and 48 miles broad ; 

Where there grows no Trees, but there are found great plenty of Grapes, which 
being preſt yeild very plealant Wine,- and may compare with the beſt of 
thoſe Parts. The Superticies of the Earth ſeemeth like Aſhes, mountainy, 
ſtony, and black : many conjeQuurethe cauſe thereof to be by reaſon of the 
great Thunders and Lightning that they have there; but there are ſome 
which give other reaſons for.ir. It was called Philadelphia of Atrolus Phile- 
delphius who firſt built it. 


Of Laodicea. 


THIS was the ſeventh and laft City that John dire&ed hisRevelation to. 
| It ſtood cloſe by the River Lycus in Caria,a Country in 4ja the les, five 
hundred and twenty miles from Jeruſalem towards the North-weſt ; and is 
likewiſe oftentimes troubled with Earthquakes, as Sardis, Magnefia,and Phi- 
Zadelphia are. The reaſon of theſe often Earthquakesis thought'to be, be- 
aſk there are Vaults and hallow Caves under the Earth, into which the 
Air (in the time of heat ) having free entrance, then cloſeth up again, fo 
that it can find no paſſage out; it ſtriveth with continual motion ro make 
way through the Earth, by which means the Earth trembleth and ſhaketh : 
and look how much the eeper theſe Vaults are underthe Earth, ſomuch 
the more violent are the Earth-quakes ; by which means, Cirties are often- 
times utterly overthrown and ruined, ſomerimes the Earth finketh,and Ponds 

and Rivers are ſwallowed up. = 
It was at firſt called Dioſpolis, that 1s, the City of Jupiter ; then Rhoas ; 
and laſtly,it obrained the name of Laodicea. And althoughat the beginn- 
ing it was but a ſmall Town, yet by reaſon of the terriliry of the Soile, and 
pleaſant ſcituation, it ofa ſudden becamea fair City, beaurified with many 
| fair 


fair and goodly Houſes, wherein there dwelt many wealthy Citizens, fo 
that for their Nobility and Worthinels it was accounted the moſt famous 
Town in all 45a. Here Hiero dwelt who divided his Inherirance among 
the Citizens, and oyer and above he gave them two thouſand Talents of 
Gold,. beſides many other Gifts and Gratuiries, to adorn and beautific the 

- After him there lived Zero the Orator, and Polemon his Son; who for 
his noble Adts was firſt by Antonio, and then by Augufus Ceſar, honoured 
with the Dignity ofa King, as Strabo witneſlcth, lib. 12. 

This Laodicea, Colſis, and Hierapolis, where the Apoſtle Philip was cru- 
cified, were ſunk by an Earth-quake, about the tenth year of Nero, and a 
little before the Martyrdom of Paul. T here were three Cities called after 
this Name; that is, this which ſtood in Caria (to which Pax/ neyer came; as 
appeareth in the ſecond Chapter to the Colfians;) a ſecond ſtood in Phri- 
gia, where Paul wrote his Epiſtle to Timothy; and a third in Syria, near to 

Antiochia, Seleucia, and Apamea. x 
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The Travels of Philip. 


HEN alittle after the Martyrdom of Stephen, which hapned inthe 

Month of Fanuary, thirty and five Years after the Nativity of 

Chriſt) Phz4p, which was one of the ſeven Deacons with Stephen, 

Af. 6. went from Jeruſalem to Samaria, which was thirty and two 

miles: and in many Cities of the Samaritans preached the Goſpel, and did 
many Miracles ; at which time he converted Simon Magus, Att. 

From Samaria he went ta Bethzur, which was ſcituated forty and four 
miles towards the South : here Philip baptiſed the Xthiopian who was Queen 
Candaces Eunuch. And ſuddenly he was taken out of ſight by the Spirit of - 
the Lord, and went to Azorus, which was 16 miles. 

From thence preaching in all the Cities as he went, he came to Caſarez 
Strato, which was 44 miles. So all his Travels were 136 miles. 

Concerning the Iowns and Places mentioned in his Travels, you may 
read of them 1n ſeyeral places mentioned before. |

The Travels of the Ethiopian which was Eunuch to Queen 
Candaces, who kept her Court in Saba. - 


R OM Saba or Meroe in Ethiopia, this Eunuch came to Jeruſalem, 
which was about 964 miles, 4#. 4 
From Jeruſalem he-came to the Town of Bethzur, which was 12

PA was born at Tarſus in Cicilia, about rhe tenth year of the Nativi- 
ty of our Saviour; and was near about the age of St. John the Evan- 
eliſt, as the circumſtances of Hiſtories do declare. Afﬀer he grew to ſome 
igneſs, he-was fert by his Parents from thence to Feruſalem, being 304 
miles; where he had not been long brought up with Gamatie? (which fig- 
nifies, The Recompence of God) A#. 22. but he became the Diſciple of 
Simon the Juſt, Luke 2. AF. 5. 

This Pal was of the Tribeof Benjamin, Phil.2. 2 Cor. 11. and being yet 
but a young Man, he was one of thoſe chat kept the Garments of the ho 
Martyr St. Stephen, who was ſtoned about the end of the four and thirtiet 
Year after the Nativity of Chrift, A#. 1. at which time alſo Sc. John the 
Evangeliſt was but four and twenty years of Age. If therefore you would 
obſerve the Age of the Apoſtle Pau! in this following diſcourſe of his Tra- 
ves, dedutt ten from the Years after the Nativity of our Saviour Chriſt, 
and the Remainder is his Age. Ar his Circumcifton he was called Saad, 
that is, 4 mortat Man: but when he was made the Apoſtle of the Gentiles,. he 
was called Panl; of which Name there was a noble Family in Fome, fo 
called becauſe of the lowneſs of their Stature, and ſmallneſs of their Body 
as Carolus Sigonins oblcrycth. |

In the*,,; Year after the Nativity. of Chriſt, Pax! was an Inquiſitor for- 
private Herefie, and a cruel Perſecuror of the Goſpel. The next Ytar he 
went from Jeruſalem to Damaſeus in Syria, which was 160 miles; in which 
Journey (abour the 25. day of Fanuary) he. was converted; and upon the 
28 day of January was baptiſed by Ananias.. So he ſtayed ſome few days in 
Damaſcus, and taughr the Goſpel of Chriſt, 4#. g. & 22. ; 

In the ſame Year that he. was converted, the Jews, and thoſe that were 
Enemies to the Goſpel, went about by deceit to take his Life; wherefore 
he went from Damaſcus to Arabia Petrea, which was 160 miles; here he 
continued teaching the war the ſpace of three Years, that is, fromthe 
beginning of the 35 tothe end ofcheZ7 year after the Nativity of Chriſt, 4#.9. 

In the 38 Year after the Nativity of Chriſt he rewrned from Arabia Pe- 
tre and came to Damaſens, which was 169 miles3-and there he diligently 
- taught the Goſpel of Chriſt. -

ſecretly to death; he was let down in a Basket over the Wall,_ and ſo went 
from Damaſcus to Feruſalem, which was 169 miles: and when he came 
thither, he brought Barnabas to the Apoſtles, and ſhewed them his Conver- 
ſion, and remained with Perer fifteen days preaching the Goſpel.

Of the Towns and Places to-which he travelled. 


Of Tarſus &r Tharſus 

Dh was the Metropolis of Cificia, ſciruated upon the River of Cydnas, . 

which beginning at Mount Tar, runs: thence through this Town 
into the Mediterranean Sea: It was firſt built by Perſeus King of the Per/ans 
(whom the Poets feign to be the Son of Fu and Danae) and called 
Tharſus, ofthe Hyacinth ſtone which as it ſeemeth, is found thereabous. Ir 
was diſtant from 'Feruſalem J54 miles towards the North ; - in ancient time 
a: goodly Ciry;; but through the Injury of the Time, and Invaſton of the 
Enemy, much impaired, -and lay almoſt ruined, till (as Strabo faith, &. 14.) 
it was repaired by Sardanapatr, that cffeminate King of the. Afrians; of: 


whom Tully remembreth this Epitaph, 46. 5, Tuſcula: : 


Hac habeo qutz 4di, queque exatura libido. 
Hauſit, at itla jacent multa & preclara relifta. 


What things I cat or ſpend in Sport and Play, 
Thoſe I enjoy ; -the reſt I caſt away: . 


From his time, until the Reign of Darias, the laſt Kingof the Per/ians, it 
continued in great Proſperity, and was become a marvellous ſtately City, . 
the Inhabitants thereof being grown very wealthy : bur then Alexander the 
Great making War upon thar Prince, amongſt others, brought his Army - 
againſt this City : -but- the: Citizens hearing of his notable Exploits, durſt 
not abide his coming : therefore they fired the City, leſt he ſhould make 
a Prey of their: Riches, and fled: which when Alexander perceived, he 
gave order to Parmenio, with all poſſible ſpecd to quench the-Fire, and fave 
the City. In the mean time the King (being preſsd with an extraordi- 
nary Thirſt, by reaſon of the extream Heat that was in that Country, 
the Duſt, and his long Journey) put off his royal Garments, and. caſt 
himſelf into the River Cydnus, which being a cold Water coming out of the 
North, ſtruck the heat preſently inward, and ſo benummed his Sinews, . 
that had it not been for the preſert help of his Souldiers, and the extraordinary 
diligence and care of Philip his Phyſician, he had died immediately; notwith- 


ftanding, by-the great Pxovidence of God, and the carcfulneſs of his Phyft- 
ciany . 
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cian; %erreehvered his dangerous Sickneſs beyond the expeRation of Man; 
and after ovcrcame Darius ay ſharp and cruel War, neat to a place called 
Iſa, as you may read before, Sce Plutarch in vita Alexand. and Quintus Cur- 
tius. From that time forward this City grew to be very famous, and daily 
encreaſedin Statelineſs and fair Buildings. And to ad; mote diguity to it, 
there famous Academy, in which were many learned and rare Philo- 
ſophers; inſomuch, that they of Thanſus exceeded 'the Philoſophers of 
Athens and Alexandria tor Learning and Knowledge, though indeed for 
number of Scholars and common Reſort they exceeded Tharſu. 

Saint Paulwas born and brought up in this Town, and here learned the 
Knowledge of the Tongues, Philoſophy, and other good Arts. He allo 

xuſe.i the Writings of 4ratw, Epimenides, Menander, and other learned 
Me, whole Sayings are here and there diſperſed through his Epiſtles. 
From thence he was ſent to Jeruſalem, where he lived and was brought up 
at the feet of Geamatiel, who was Provoſt of that Acaderay ; and after, was 
converted to be an Apoſtle of Chriſt Jeſus, asappeareth 4#s 22. This Town 
at this day is ſubj& to the Empire of the Turks, and called by the Name 
of Teraſſa; being neither ſo famous nor ſo tair a City, as in the time when 
the Koman Empire flouriſhed ; for then, becauſe of the extraordinary Vertue 
of the Citizens, tt was indowed with the Liberty and Freedom of 


Rome. 
Of Damaſcus. 


'T His was a metropolitan Town in Syria, diſtantfrom Ferufalem 160 miles 

towards the North-caſt; being an ancient and fair City, and, before 
ſuch rime as A4ntiochia was built, the head of all that Kingdom. Ir was ſci- 
tuated in a fair and fruitful place, cloſe by the Mountain Libanw, which 
bringeth forth Frankincenſe, Ceders, Cypreſs, and many odoriferous and 
{weet {melling Flowers. 'T here were many Kings that kept their Court 
in it, as Hadad, Benhadad the Firſt, Benhadad the Second, Haſfael, and 
others, who grievouſly oppoſed the Kin gs of Iſrael in many ſharp and cru- 
el Wars, as you may rcad before. The Land round about it aboundeth 
with white and red Roſes, Pomgranates, Almonds, Figs, and other {weet 
and pleaſant Fruits. In that place the Alablaſter ſtone is found, -very fair 
and clear. The Air, pleaſant and healthful. The River called Chryſorrus 
runneth cloſe by it, in which there is found golden Veins which yielded 
perſet Gold. T he Houſes withour are not very curiops, but within: all of 
polifþed Marble and Alablaſter, guile with reſplendent Gold fo artificially, 
that it dazicth the Beholders Eyes. - 

There wasa certain Florentine who revolted from the Chriſtian Faith, and 
obtained to be chief Governour of this Town; in which heereQed a ſtrong 
and beautiful Caſtle, which ſtood for the Defence,of ir. No man can wh 
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ently expreſs the Beauty and Glory of this City : there is great Traff 

and much reſorr of People to it, but eſpecially of Turks, Saracens a 
tacks, and other kinds of Pagan People, who are preferred before the Chri- 
ftrans in that Government : and although there are many Chriſtians in 


. that place, yet they are conſtrained to endure great Injury by thoſe Barha- 


rians, becauſe they are hated even untothe Death : and ifany ofthem chance 
co die,' they are buried in that place where Paul was converted. The Inba- 
bitants ſhew the place where St. Pau{was let down over the Wall in a Basket; 
alſo the Houſe of Ananias who curcd the Blindnels of Pan/, beſides many 
other things that are memorable in that City, of which you may read in Se- 
befran Munfter, Sebaftian Frankns, Plin. lib. 5. and many other Authors. 


| Of Arabia. 


MY things are already ſpoken concerning this Country, as the diyi- 
; ſion of theplace; one called Perrea, the other Deſerta, and the third 
Felix. Arabia Petrea is fo called from the metropolitan City thereof, call- 
ed Petra, which is {cituated forty miles from Jeruſalem towards the South, 
and bordereth upon Egypt and 1ndia. Ir isalſo called 4rabia Natathes, as you 
may read before.. Paran and Sr are a part of it, compatling towards 
the Eaſt the Land of Judzea, and fo extenderh ro Pamuſcus. This Conn- 
try is very full of Rocks and Stones, the chict City Petra being ſcituated 
upon a Rock, of which it taketh the Name. Here ſtanderh the Mountains 
Horeb and Sinai ; here the Children of 1ſrae/ travelled when they went owe 
of Egypt ; here is-the $ardonix Stone found ; and the People of this Coun- 
fry in times paft were great Prophets and Aftrologians ; here allo St. Paul 
taught the Goſpel a little after his Converſion, Gal. 1. at which time Are- 
ta; was King thereof, whoſe Siſter was married to Herd the Terrarch of Ga- 
lie and Petrea; bur he.caſt her off, and married Herodias his Brother Phi- 
ps Wife, upon which there began a bloody War between Aretus and He- 
rod, and a ſharp Battel was fought near. to Gamalz.a Ciry beyond *Fordan. 
And although the two Kings were not art this Battel, yer.by the I reaſon 
and Flight of the Sonldiers qut of Tracones, (who without all queſtion would: 
have revenged the Contempr done unto their Lord Phifp) rhe Arabiaz 
Army carried away a notable Viftory, as Joſephus witnefferh, 4b. antiq. 18- 
o4p. 4., Aretas fignifieth, An excellent Man ; which was a com- 
mon Name to the Kings of Arabia. It is to be thought, that Da- 
mafeus and all the Couptry round abqut was under the Juriſdiction 
of this King; and that be ordained a: Lieutenant or General in thoſe 


Parts, who would have taken Pax# and put him to death, As g.

North, 
it borders upon Meſopotamia; and towards the Weſt, upon Petrea. 

The third is called Arabia Felix, becauſe of the Fertility thereof; for 
they have there every year two Haryeſts, as they have in India, as Strabo 
Werverl.

XJ OU may read of this Town before. I is ſaid, that Lake the Evange- 

TL. liſt was born here. This Man was by Profeſſion a Phylician, Col. 4, 
and an inſeparable Companion to Paulin all his Travels: he was ofthe num- 
ber of the ſeventy Diſciples, as Epiphanius obſerveth. Tertullian faith in his 
fourth Book againſt-Marcior, that Luke received: _ fromthe mouth 
 of'Paul: he lived till he was 84 years old, and then died, and lies buried ac 
cm as St. Jerom (aith ; tor his Bones were removed out of Achaia 
thither.

—_— thence they went to Paphos, which is in:the ame Iſle where Sergins 
Paulus was conyerted, and Elyma the Magician, who profeſſing himſelf co 
be the Meſſis and Son of God, was ſtru with Blindnek, AZ. 13. This 
Journey was 199 miles. | 

"They looſing from Paphos, -went by Sea and Land (the ſame year) to Per- 
.gamusa Ciryof Pamphilia, ſcituated in Afa minor, which was 148 miles. 

In the.45 year after the Nativity of Chriſt, they went from Pergamus to 
_Antiochia 19 Pifidia, which was 132 miles. | 

From thence they went to Iconia, which was g6 miles; here they ſtay- 
cd ſome time and converted many, A#. 13. & 14. | 

In the 46 year after on tam 4 of Chriſt, there being a great Tumule 
raiſed in that Country, leſt the Inhabitants ſhould have ſtoned them, they 
fled thence.to Lyffra a City of Lycaonia, where Pay! healed the lame man, 
which was twenty eight miles. The Inhabitants ſeeing this Miracle, worſhip- 
-pedrhemfor Gods, and called Barnabas, Jupiter;and Panl, Mercurins ; _—

he wrought the Miracle. Burt not long after, certain Jews coming from 
Antiochia and Tconia, arrived in Lifra, by whoſe perſlwaſion the People ſto- 
ned Paul; and ({uppoſing him to be dead, carried him our of the Ciry : bur 
when his Diſciples came unto him, he roſe up and went into the Town, 
Aft. 14. 

The next day they went to Derbe, a City of Lyaconia, which was 48 
miles. 

From thence they returned back again to Ly#re in the ſame year ; which 
was28 miles. 

From Iconia they came to Atiochia in Pijidia, which was IG miles: In this 
Ciry they comforted the Diſciples,cxhortingthem that they ſhould perſeverc 
in their Faith, For through many Afﬀflittions we muſt enter into the King- 
dom of Heaven. They alſo eleted Elders in the Churches, ſo with Falt- 
ing and Prayers they commended themto the Lord in whom they believed. 

In the 47 year after Chriſt, they went from Artiochia thorough all Pi5dis 
and came to Pergamus a City in Pamphilie, which was 132 miles: herethey 
preached the Word of the Lord, Af. 14. 

From Pergamus,in the following year,they went down to the City of Atta- 
la, which was 26 miles. ; | 

In the 48 year after the Nativity of Chriſt, they looſed thence and went 
to Antiochia in Syria, which was 340 miles, herethey aſſembled the Church 
and ſhewed what wonderful things the Lord had wrought by them.,and how 
he had opened the door of Faith unto the Gentiles: In this place they ſtayed 
a great ſpace, Atts. 14. | 

In the year following akon from Antiochia to Jeruſalem (which was 
280 miles.) to the Apoſtolical, Council, which was celebrated in that Ci- 
ty, Anno Dom.

Of Cyprus. 
om you may tead of Seleucia before, I therefore willingly omir it, 
that I might ſpeak more fully of Cyprus. This is a fair and ſpacious Ile, 
ſcirated in the Mediterranean Sea in the Gulph of 1ſa, bordering 
upon Cificia and Syria, diſtant 160 miles from Jeruſalem towards 
' the North, as Strabo ſaith, 1b. 14. Ic is in compals 428 miles, very fertile, 
powerful and ſpacious for an Ifland. There inhabited in it intimes paſt nine 
Fit Kings, 
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K ings, and ( as Pliny faith, Hb. 5. cap. ZI. called Macaria, or one of the: 
happy Iflands; the Inhabirants were given much unto Luxury and Venery ;. 
from whence it happened,that Venxs was greatly honoured among ſt them. 
It is ſaid that there are many precious Stones found in it, beſides Cryſtal, Al- 
lam, and Cypreſs Wood, which abounds in that place, from which ir ſcem- 
cth the Idand was called Cyprus. There are allo found many Simples that 
are Phyſical, much Sack comes thence,and many other things neceſſary for 
the Life of Man. Here allo ſtanderh the Mountain Olympus, whoſe top 
leem:th to touch the Heavens, trom whence it taketh the name becaule 
there never lies any Clouds.upon it. Lucan. {ib 2.. There are four Moun- 
rains of this name; rhe one lieth between Macedon and Theſſaly; the other in 
Eypras, the third amongſt the My/ans, at the foot whereof Hanibal built Pru- 
fa; and the fourth in Mthioj ia, upon the Eaſt f1de of Heliopols . = 

Thereare many Cities in this Country, as Macaria, Cyprus or Gyrhea,after 
called Paphos, and now Bafa ( in which ? rw ſtandeth ſuch a famous Temple, 
that Venus of that is called Cyprie and Cytherea ) Nicofa, and Salamus now 
called Famagu#a. There bave been many and cruel ſharp Wars-betwcen the 
Penetians and Turks concerning this Country, bur at this day it is under the- 
Juriſdiftion of the Tyrks; from whence they fetch. great. abundance of Pitch 
and Rofin for their Ships and Cables. 


Of Salamais.. 


Alamais, Salamin, or Salamania,was one of the principal Cities-of Cyprus, 

- and was diſtant from Jeruſalem 196 miles towards the North ; built by 
Tucerthe Son of Telamox, and {cituated in the Eubean Sea juſt againſt Arhens. 
The occaſion why this Town was built, happened by reaton of a diſcontent 
that grew berwen Tucer and his Father Telamon: For Tucer returning from 
Troy (not having reyenged the death of his Mother Ajax ) ſo much incenſed 
his Farher,that he baniſhed him his Country; whereupon Texcer failed thence 
© Cyprus, where he built this City, and becauſe of the extraordinary af- 
tion thar he bore to the Country where he was born, called it by the- 
name of Salamena, or Salamais. Saint Jerom ſaith, that thereis a Riverof 
extractdinary hot Water that runheth through a great part of this Country ; 
and thatit was onceovercome by the Jews,and utterly ruined and deſtroyed ;: 
burafter re-peopled and called by the name of Conflantia.. This. Town at- 
thisday is called by the name of Famaguſta, and was taken ( with the 
whole Ifland of Cyprus ) by Mufapha, chict Captain to Selimms the fecond 
Emperour- ofthe Turks, Arn. Do. 1579. Sodom, that notable and famous 
Philoſopher was born in this Town.. And Pau/ and Barnabe failed out of 
Sriaand lived in this Town, AF. 3x. 


of | 
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Of Paphos. 


THI City is ſcituated upon the ſhore of Cyprus, 212 miles from Jern- 

ſalem towards the North, and ſeemeth to take the name from Paphos 
the Son of Pigma/ion the Artificer. In this Town there ſtood a notadle 
Temple; built by that Pigmalion in the honour of Venus; for that ( as it 
ſeemeth by the Poets ) he was much given to Women. Here Elimas that 
wicked Magician,who ( as ſome will have it ) called himſelf the Son of e- 
ſus ; as others, the Son of Jehovah, dwelt, whom the Lord by the Hand 
of Paul firuck with Blindnels. Here alſo Sergius Parn the Pro-Conſul was 
converted. 

It was in times paſt a goodly fair City, as the ruines thereof teſtifie to 
this day ; but now it is deſtroyed and almoſt deſolate. There (as it is for 
the moſt part through rhat Iſland ) the Air is impure and unwholſom, 
and the ruines of many goodly Churches and Buildings are to be ſeen; alſo 
the Walls of a ſtrong, and almoſt impregnable Tower.ſcituated upon a Hill 
in the middle of the City ; and as may be thought, was ſometime the ha- 
bitation of Sergius Paul/ys, T here is alſo ſhewn under a certain Church 
C which in ancient times belonged unto the Brothers of the Minores ) a 
certain Priſon divided into ſeven Rooms, where Paul and Barnabas were 
impriſoned for preaching the Golpe]. Here alſo under another Church 
is found a Spring of very whollome Water, which is a prefent remedy for 
the Ague and Fever. Here alſo is excellent Wine. * 


Of Perga. 


ERGA was a City of Pamphilia, from whence Diana is called Pergea, 
P becaule there was a notable I cmple in that Town which was dedica- 
red to her. Ir is ſcituated in Af the leſs, near to Cherattus, as Ptolonma 
faith, but as Strabo faith, cloſe by Cefiria a fair and goodly River 356 miles 
from Jeruſalem towards the North. The Country wherein this ſkandeth is 
full of Mountains, extending from the Mountain Taurus C which beginnerh 
in thisplace, abounding with Vines, Olives, and other Fruits  ) unto the 
Sea. There are many fair and fruitful Paſtures in it, and mary goodly 
and beautiful Cities ; as Aſpendins, Phaſe/is, and this Perga, belides manv 
others, needleſs ro be named. There wasuſfually cvcry year a great Fcaft 
kept here in honour of Diana; but Part anc Burnatas coming to this 
Town, converted moſt of the Inhabitants eo the i:rowledge of God and of 
his Son Chriſt Jeſus, A#s 13. 
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Of Antiochia in Pilidia. 


JH> was the chief City in Pifdia, ſciruated in Afa Minor, 469 miles 


from Jeruſalem towards the North. St. Paul conyerted a. great. mul- 
titude in this Town to the Faith of Chriſt. 


Of Iconium.. 

"Conium was one of the Metropolitan Cities of Lycaonia, as Pliny-laith, 
lib. 5. cap. 27: (cituated not far from. the bowing of Mount Taurus th 
Aſia the leſs, as Strabo ſaith, lib. 12. 420 miles.from Jeruſalem towards the 
North, In this City. Pau! and Barnabas continued a long time, and did 
many Miracles, by which means a great multitude of the Inhabicants 
were converted to: the Chriſtian Faith,. 4#. £3.14. Ir isto this day a fair 
City, and under the Government ofthe Turks , who won it frem the Prin- 
ces of Caramanian. About 499 years before, there was a grear Battel 
foughe clole by this Town, between the $4racens and the Army of-the 

Empcrour of. Conradus thethird, in which the Chrifians loſt the day.. 


Of Lyſtra:. 
HIS is a City in Lycaonia ſcituated in 4fathe leſs, 436 miles from Je- 
ruſalem towards the North. In this Town T; imothy was born, At. 16. 
27im. 3. In this City Paul healed the Cripple,and was ſtoned, A#.1 4. 2 Cor. LI. 


* Of Darbe.. 


"HIS alſo was a City in Lycaonia ſcituated in.4fia the Leſs, 388 miles 
from Jeruſalem towards the North, where Pauland Barnabas preached: 
the Goſpel, At. 14. 
Of Attalia. 


A Ttalia was a Haven Town of Pamphilia, built by Attalus Philadephus 

King of Pergamus, after whoſe name it was fo called; as Strato obſer- 
veth, lib. 14. being diſtant from Jeruſalem JJ2 miles rowards the North. 
—_ Barnabas ſailed: out of Syria into this Town. Ar:this-day it iscal- 
ed Catalia. 


The third Travels of Paul, in the company of Sylas: 


ls, and going through Syria and Cilicia, came to Darbe, which is 459 

- miles, and there eſtabliſhed the Churches, A#. 15. 16. 
From Darbe they went to Ly/tra, forty eightmiles, where Paylcircum- 
ciled Timothy, Aﬀ. 16. 


F: the fifth year after the Aſcenſion of Chriſt, Pau! took unto himS 'y- 
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Ih theone and fifticth year after Chriſt, they went from Ly/#ra, and fo 
travelled through Gal/atia, Phrygia, and being hindred by the Spirit that 
they. could not preach in Bythinia, they went thorough Myfa, and ſo came 
to Tross ; where,by a Viſion that Pau/ſaw in the night, he was admoniſh- 
ed to go into Macedomea, AF. 16. So this Journey between Lycia and Trow, 
was 43} miles. 
Looſing from Tro«:,they ſailed with a dire courſe to Samothracia 116 miles. 

From thence they ſailed to Neapols, ninety two miles. 

From thence they went to Philippes in Macedonia, twenty-four miles; 
AF. 16. here Lydda, the Seller of Purple was converted,and Panldiſpoſleſied 
ofa Devil: and then he and Stylus being ſcourged were caſt into Priſon; Paw! 
being then about forty one years ofage, AF. 16, 

From Philipposthey wentto Amphipols, about 36 miles, A#.17. 

From. thence they went: to:Apoltonta, forty four miles. 

From: Apollonia they went to Theſſalonica, where the Jews ſtirred up a 
Tumult : eighty miles. | 

Wherefore they went thence by night, and came to Berrhea ſixty miles: 
here alſo the ns ſtirred upa Tumulr, A#. 17. Theſe things happencd in 
the Summer. Seaſon, An. Dom. 5 1. 

From Berrhea Paul was brought: by the Brethren to the Sea, where entrin 
intoa Ship he went to Athens which was 294 miles ; where he conyert 
Dionyſus the Areopagite. From this Town he wrote both his Epiſtles to the 
Theſſalonians, as the Subſcription witneſleth,and ſentthem to Theſalonica. 
Theſe were the firſt Epiſtles that Pau/wrote.. ge 

Afterward he went from Athens and came to Corinthia,ſeventy four miles : 
he came thitherabout the beginning of Augu/?, An. Dom. 5. and continued 
there a whole Year and:{ix Months, preaching the Golpel, and making 
Tents with Aquila the Jew, who was of that Trade, A. 19. 

From Corinthia,about the Spring, An. Dom..53. he went to Cenchrea with' 
Aquila and ahi x9, 3204 miles. There,for Devotions ſake,he polled his Head. 

From Cenchrea, hetailed in.the company of Aquila and Priſcilla to Ephe- 
' ſas, about 394 miles Here he left them, A#. 18. 

From Epheſas he failed to Ceſarea Strato in Fudea, being 280 miles: 

From Czfarea he went to Fer uſaien', 32 miles, and* ſaluted the Church. . 

From the City of Jeruſalem Paul went to Antichia-in Syria 289 miles. 
Soall theſe Travels were 21 54.

diterr aneax Sea. Artthis day it is called Caramanta, and is diſtant from Fe- 
ruſalem 394 miles towards the North, in times paſt it was divided into two 
parts, that 4s, into Ci/icia the higher and the lower : Cilzcia the higher 
aboundeth. with Mountains, the lower tis a plain Champian Country: very 
tertile and pleaſant. The principal Cities thereof are Tarſus, where the 
Apoſtle Paud was born, and where the River Cydnus'runs through the mid(t 
of & ; 1ſus, where Alexander overcame Darius, laſt Emperour of the Per- 
fians; dnazarba, where Dioſcorides, that excellent Phyſician was born, who 
was of great eſtimation with Antonizs and Cleopatra. T here are ſix Books yer 
extant of his profitable and neceilary Labours in that Science. 

From hence may be gathercd, that the Scituarion is ſtrong and pleaſant ; 
in regard it is Grrided on cvery tide with Mountains, but principally with 
the Mountain Taurus ( famous for the fertility of ir, and the paſſage of 4/ex- 
ander with his Army,who at the time he conquered Darius,went - Sake the 
ſtreight paſſages thereof, being both dangerous and difficult) and watered 
with many Rivers that take their beginning from that Mountain, and fo

Of Galatia. 


(rm 15 ay or Gallo-Grecia,is a Country of 4/ia Minor, diſtant from Fe- - 


ruſalem 450 miles; having upon r1e Eaſt Cappadocie, upon the South 
Pamphilia, upon the Weſt Byzth:ma, and on the North the Euxine Sea. 
The Cities of this Country were ariciently $i70ps, where King Mzthridates 
kept his Court and Drogeres the Cynick- was born ; Amiſus, alſo Peſſmus, 
wherethe Mother of the Gods was had in great honour.,and was ferch'd thence 
by the Romans. This was a famous Mart Town as( Livy faith /i 29.) Laodicea, 
Tavius, and Ancyra,where there was held a notable Synod : and in this large 
and ſpacious Country alſo ſtood 4ntiochia Fifdia ; for the Galatians dwelt 
in all Paphlagonia, a part of Licgonia, Piidia and Tſauria ; in which Coun- 
tries the Apoſtle Paul taught the Goſpel of Chriſt. 

Theſe Inhabitants ( which in thoſe daies were called Galatians ) are 
ſaid tobea People of France,who joyning themſelves to the Cy - brians, Danes 
and Germans, 'under the conduct of Brennus their Captain, invaded 
Traly; in which Enterpriſe they were ſo fortunate that they conquered a great 
patt of it, wherein they planted Colonies : and becauſe of their ncarneſs to 
their own Conntry,in proceſs of time grew mighty ; andfrem that begin- 
ning, the Country where they inhabited was called Cice-a/pine-Galliaz ta- 
king that name partly of the Place, partly of the People. After, Brennus and 
his Army inaking 64 of their Fortunes, torraged all 7:aly and came to —_ 
which 
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which they won and fack'd, all but the Capitol, and that alſo was in grear 
danger, until ſuch time as Camillss (a valiant Roman Capin) taking ad- 
vantage of the Enemies Security (who now took 'more care hoy to ſatisfie 
their Covetoulneſs than to defend what they had got) of a ſudden ſer upon 
them ; by which unexpeRted Invaſion they were putto a marvellous ſtraight, 
and the Beſieged greatly incouraged ; fo that they allo ifluing out of the 
Capitol,made ſuch a Slaughter,that they forced Brennus and his Army to re- 
tire,and toreſtore all the Pillage that he had gor,and alſoforſake the Country. 
This Misfortune they bore patiently,conſidering their former Proſperity,and 
in hope of better Succeſs, failed rhence into Grecia : where, after they had 
attempted many noble Exploits, and failing in ſome, they determined a 
Voyage for Delphos, becauſe there was great ſtore of Treaſure, and the 
Inhabitants (asthey ſuppoſed) weak to oppoſe their Army. In this Expc- 
dition they uſed much Pillage and robbing upon the Seas ; and through 
many dangers came at length tothis Ifle, landed their Men, won the City, 
fired a great part of it, and put many of the Inhabitants to the Sword: with 
this Victory, moſt of his Army which were more Religious than the reſt, 
would have willingly left the Country ; but Brennus,who before-times. had 
been uſed to Sacriledge. and thoſe that were as coverous as himſelf, thought 
it Baſes through an Opinion of Holineſs to leave {o great a Booty behind 
them as was contained m the Temple of 4, ollo, (for that place of all the 
Temples of the World in thoſe times was notorious for Riches and Trea- 
ſure) themany and great Gratuities and Offerings ofmoſt Princes,which were 
both magnificent and rich, being hoarded up in the ſecret Caves of this 
Oracle) wherefore they attempred the Aſſaulr, but with bad Succeſs, for the 
Devil raiſed ſuch a Tempeſt, w'th Thundring, Lightning,and other ſRravge 
and uncouth: Accidents, that Brennys in this Diſtemperature of. 
the Air, was * flain, many of his Ships were ſer on fire, and * Some fay he 
the greateſt part of his Army loſt, being either ſpoiled with _—_— Rn 
Lightning, ſlain by the Inbabitants, or diſperſed with Fear :: pagger | 
ſuchEvent had this ſacrilegious Attempt. T hoſe that remain- | 
ed, after they had gathered themſelves into.a Body, went thence into A/iu 
the leſs., and planted themſelves in this Country ;. where the Inhabitants, 
in proceſs of time called them Gall>-Grecians, adding their original name 
to that of the Country wherein they lived : and after, for beauties lake, 
they were called Galatians, Sec Liv. Hb. 5. Diodorus Sicults, bb. 6. ſaith, 
That the Inhabitants of G2/atia were lo called of this People, in the time 
that Gideon judged Tfrael, and that Cyrus was Emperour of Peri 5both .may 
be true, conſidering the mutability and change of Stares.in thoſe times.-: - 
Some think they were firſt called Galztians by Attalus King of Pergamus, 
(who gavethem a great overthrow cloſe by the River Halym) becaule they 
originally were of Gallia, and continued ſometime in Gracia, and after came 


to 
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into 4/#z; ſo he joyning theſe two names into one,called them Gallo-Gracian 
or Gallatians. This Hiſtory is diverſly reported by divers Authors; buc 
all conclude that they reſted and inhabited in 4jia, where their Poſterity 
continued to this day. | | 

In rimes paſt.it was a very V/arlike and Generous Nation, and in their 
Expedition performed many noble Exploits, attaining -to Eminence only 
by their Sword ;.for which cauſe, many Princes near-them were bcholding 
unto them for their Aid : but withal,cruel and barbarous,inſomuch.as they 
oftentimes cat their Captives, or offered them to their Gods; and thus they 
continued for the ſpace of 399 years, till Pau! coming into that Country, 
preached the Goſpel amongſt them, and converted them from this Barba- 
riſm to the Chriſtian Faith : helent an Epiſtle to this People from Rome, 
being 1200 miles. They in thoſe times held all Paphlagonia, a part of 
Phrygia, Cappadocia, and of all: che neighbouring Countries theteaboutrs, 
which after their names was called Gallo-Grecia or Galatia : ſuch a mighty 
Nation was this grown in a ſhort time,.at firſt being a People ſhut our of 
their own Country for want of a place-to inhabit in, as you may read more 
at large in the fifth Book of Livie, whoſe Authority I haveprincippally fol- 
hs herein. | 

Of Phrygia. 

P77: is as much as to ſay, a dry and ſandy Country, ſcituated in 4a 

the leſs, between Ga/atia and Myjia, 690 miles from Feruſu/em North- 
weſtward. - It is divided intotwo parts, the greater and the leſs: in the 
greater Phrygia ſtood Smyrna ; in the leis Dardania, fo called of Dardanus 
who firſt built it: in which Town there reigned many wealthy and migh- 
ty Princes .as. Erifthoiny, Tros, of whom it was called Troy, 1/us of whom 
it was called 1/ior, Laomedon who was the Father of Priamus the laſt King 
thereof; for in his time it was deſtroyed by the Grecians. Of which Deſola- 
tion Iwill not ipeak becaule it is commonly known. 

Ir lay waſt fo lor:g (although it had been a fair and goodly City, the 
like not in the World) that the place where it ſtood was become like a 
plain Field, cnly here and there ſome heaps of old Ruines, to ſhew that 
there had been a City in thatplace. And asVirgilſaid, Jam ſeges ef ubi Troja 
fait, Corn now grows where Tro! ſtood. 

A long time after there werc a certain People that called themſetves 
Troj.ns, who rebuilt it, but not in the {ame place, andin it ere&ed a goodly 
Temple in honour ofthe Goddeſs Pala; rothe which Temple,Alexanderihe 
Great ( after he had conquered Durius King of Perfia cloſe by the River 
Granicus, which took beg 'nning in a Mountain: not far from Troy) went, 
- and with ſingular Gladne's and great Solemnity, offered many rich and 

oodly Preſents, enlarged the Town, ar-d greatly adorned. Burt after he 
Pad ended the Per/ian War, and: couqucred almoſt all the known —_— 
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he ſent very kind and loving Letters to'theſe new Trojaxs, promifing not 
only to inlarge the Town,and indow it with many Priviledges and Revenues 
buc alſo to build up a fair and ſumptuous Temple there, as Strabo lib. 15. 
faith : all which was done for the love he bore to Homers 1/1ads. 

Wherefore look what Alexander had miſed, Ly/imacus ( one of his 
chief Princes, and King of Thrace _) after his death performed ; for he re- 
rurned to Troy, enlarged the City, beautified it with goodly Buildings, ſet 
up a ſtately Tenple, and then compalſFd it about with ſtrong Walls. After 
this ſort it continued a long time, untill Fimbria a Queſtor of the Romans 
(when he had ſlain Vallerius Flaccus the Conſul, with whom he was 
ſent, againſt Mithridates King of Pontus ) beſieged it and within ten 
days ſpace won it ; making his Vaunts,that he conquered that Ciry inten 
days, which Agamemnon could ſcarce do in ten years; to which one of the 
Johabians of the City anſwered, that then Troy had a He#or, but now it had 
none. Bucfor this he cruelly waſted rhe City. This deſtruction happened 
in the 84 year before Chriſt : thus it lay deſolate till Auguftus Czſar's time, 
who cauſed it again to be re-edified and beautified with many fair and goodly 
Buildings, becauſe the Romans, and eſpecially thoſe noble Families of the 
Fulii and Ceſars do derive their Progeny from the Trojans : for which 
cauſe, Augyfus uſed ſuch diligence in the rebuilding of this Ciry, and be- 
ſtowed ſuch infinite coſt,thar he much exceeded Alexander, and made ir 
a fair and goodly City. At this day it is called 1/izm. But in the place of 
old Troy there is little to be ſeen, only a ſmall Town, as Strabo ſaith. Ir is 
diſtant from Jeruſalem 760 miles, North-weſtward. 

| Of Bythinia. 
Eb Country is oppoſite ro Conftantinople, ſciruated in Afa minor, 
diſtant from Jeruſalem North-weſtward, and ſo called of Bythinus the 


| Son of Fupiterand Thrax. It was ſometime called Pontus, Bebrycia, and 


Mygdonia, as Stephanus ſaich. In this Country the Apoſtle Pax! could not 
preach the Goſpel of Chriſt when he went into Macedonia and Gracia, be- 
cauſe he was hindreJd by the Spiric, 4#. 16. The principal Cities thereof 
were Calcidon, Heraclea, Nicea, Nicodemia, Apamea, Flaviopolis, Libiſſa 
(where Hannibal lieth buried ) and Pruſa, now called Bryſa, where in times 
paſt the Enperours of Turky kept their Courts, and were buried. The Mo- 
ther and Metropolis of all theſe Cities was Nicea, or rather Nicea, being 
diſtantfrom Jeruſalem 720 miles towards the North-weſt ; ar the firſt called 
Antigonia, of Antigonus the Son of Philip King of Afia, who built it after 
the death of Alexander the Great. But Lyſmacus called it Nicea, after his 
Wifes name, and at this day it is called Nzfa. The compaſs thereot is two 
miles, being four ſquare, ſcituated ( as Strabo ſaith,lib. 12. ) in a fair and 
pleaſant place, lying cloſe by the Pool of Aſcaria, and hath in itfour Gares 
ſtanding in a direct line ; all which Gates might eafily haye been ſeen 
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from a certain Stone which ſtood in the middle of the Market-place. - 

In this City the moſt Chriſtian Emperour Confantine the Great celebrated 

a Councel, Ammo Dom. 325. at which time there were preſent 320 Biſhops, 

who condemned the Arrian Hetefie, and inſtituted the Nicene Creed. But 


akerthat, viz. Anno Dom. J26. the Arrians cndeayouring to hold a ſecond = 


Councel in this City, to confirm their Opinions, and to ditlolye that which 

went before,the Lord hindred them with an Earth-quake, by which almoſt 

half the Ciry was thrown down. Not long after, chete happened another 

Earth-quake which uttefly deſtroyed it: Notwithſtanding it was rebuilt 

again, no in it a ſecond Councel held, wherein the Nicene Creed was con- 
emned. 

T here were many Citics ofthis name; thatbefore ſpoken of, another in 
Thrace, athird in France, not far from the River YVarss, a tourth( as Ste- 
phans ſaith ) is amongſt the Lorrenſes in Gracia, a fifth in 1/eria, a ſixth in 
India, a ſeventh in Corfica, and the eighth in Leuttrs of Boetia. 


Of Myjia. 


HIS is a Country of Aja the lefs,bordering upon Helleſpont and Troada'; 
being divided into two parts, that is, the greater and the leſs. That 

part that bordereth upon Troada,is diſtant from Jernſalem 809 miles North- 
weſtward : but that which is called Myia the lels,and bordering upon Lydia, 
is 1028 miles from Jeruſalem North-weſtward. In this Country ſtood Pergam, 
to which John wrote his Revelation'z Scepſs. where one Neleus kept the Books 


of Ariſtotle till ApoBonius time; alſo Antandrus, Adramitium, Tranoiapolis, and ' 


4, oonia, which ſtood cloſe by the River Thmdens. 

The Inbabirtants were Men of a baſe condition, and contemned of the 
World, inſomuch as they became a Proverb, as often as a Man would de- 
note a thing of noeſtimation, they would fay Uitimum eſſe myliorum, that is, 


It is worſe than the My{þars, as it appeareth in Cicero's oration for Flaccns 


Yet notwithſtanding, Paul and John the Evangeliſt preached the Dodrine 
and Light of the Golpel to this poor and deſpiſed People,ſo that the Myfians, 
which were a contemptable and abominable Nation before all the World, 
were not ſo before God, for they were converted ar the preaching of John 
and Pau! . From whence he ſaith, Not many Wiſe according to the fleſh, not 
many mighty,not many noble ; bat God hath choſen the fooliſh things of this World, 
that they might confut eand overthrow the Wiſe, &c. 1. Cor. 1. 

Intimes paſt they were a great People,though of {mall eſtimation, for they 
hadunder their juriſdition, Lydia, Caria, Pergartus, Thyatira, Sardis, Phi- 
Lidelphia,and Laodicea ; tomany of which John wrote his Revelation. Alſo 

' as Herodotus ſaith, lib. 7.) the Mybans and Teucrians, before the Trojan 
ar, paſt into Europe, and there won and held Thrucia, Macedonia, and 
allthe Land of the Adriatick Sca&c. |

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Of Troa. 


THIS City Fros, where Pau! raiſed Eutichys (which fignifies Happy or 
_ Fortunate) from death to lite, 4#.19. ſtood upon theSea of HeleFont in 
Afi the le(s,720 miles from Jeruſalem North-weftward. Antigonus King of 
Aja called it Troas, becauic ic was in the Country where Troy was. Bur 
aſter the death of Aiexander he called it after his own name Antigonia: and 
the better to honour it, kept his Court there. Bur Ly/machusKing of Thrace 
having got this City into his Jurildition, beſtowed great coſt upon it, and 
ſet up many fairand good[y Buildings, then called ir atter Alvecander's name 
Alexandria,and ſo it began to be called Alexandria Troa,Pliu. lib. 5. Strabs 
lib. 13. Jer. de {cis Hebraics: Now: it was called Alexandria Troas,to. put 
a difference berween ir and divers ether Cities of that name, for there was 
an Alexandria in #gypt, ancther in India, and many others elſewhere; bur 
only this in the Country where Troy ſtood. Ir was ſcituatedin a high and 
ſpacious Mountain, about a mile and a halt from the Shore of Propontus 
towardsthe Eaſt, between which and Troas is twenty eight miles. 

It isa thing worthy Obſervation,to conſider by what divers names the Sea 
thar lies between Exroje andA/ia the lels is called,for between Confqntinople and 
Calcidonia, cloſe by the Eaxine Sea it is called Thraſcins Boſphorus, in which 
place itis not above half a mile broad : here Xerxes,when he invaded Grecia 
builr up a Bridge for his Army to pals over. There 1salſoanother ſtreighr and 
narraw place in this Sea, which iscalled by the name of Cimmeriu Boſphorius 
Theſe two Boſphori are ſo called (as ſome Authors hold) becauſca Bull 
when he loweth may be heard from the one fide tothe other : bur Pliny 
ſeemerh to derive the name from Io, that fair Maid which Fapiter turned in- 
toa Cow, who ſwam over this Sea, and of her was called Boſphorus, lib..6. 
cap. I. It 1s allo called Prozontas, becaule it lieth juſt before the Exxine Sea; 
and Helleſpont from Helle the Daughter of Athamanti King of Thebes who 
was drowned therein ; then running thence it falleth into a. Gulph of the 
Mediterranean Ocean, and there it is called the Agean Sea, of Xgeus.King 
of Athens, who drowned himſelf therein for the ſuppoſed loſs of his Son The- 
ſeus. In this Sea were ſcituate the Ifles of Pathmos, Mytelene, Samotbrace, 
Chins, Lesbus,and many other Iſles, as you may read in the Travels of St. Pau!. 


Of Samothracia, or Samothrace. 


op ney is?an Ifle of the gear Sea, ſcituated between Troades and 
I Thracia, cight hundred and eighty miles from Feruſalem towards the 
North-weſt, cloſe to that part of Thracia where Hebrus falleth into the Sea ; 
ſometimes called Dardaniz of Dardanus King of Troy, who when he: had 


- Nain' his Brother Iacins, and taken from him the Palladiam, he came firſt 
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into Samothracia, and then into A/ia, where he firſt laid the Foundation 
of the City called Troy, and of that Kingdom. And although this Iſle at 
that time was called Dardania,yet becaule of the nearneſs thar it had to Thrace, 
and the altitude of the Rock whereon it ſtood, ir ſoon changed the name : 
and then eſpecially,when the People called Samos came thither to inhabir, 
who after their own name called ir Samothracia. It ſtood upon ſuch a lofty 
place, that from thence all the Countrics round about _— ealily be ſeen. 
Ar/inoe Queen of Thrace was. baniſhed by Ptolomens her Brother, into this 
Iland, who after put to death all her Children,and uſurp'd upon the King- 
dom. of Thrace: A cruel part in a. Brather. Virg. lib. Aneid. 3. makes 
mention of this Ifland, ſaying,

And $amian-Troy, which now adays.is Samothracia call'd. 


$trabo alſo writerh of it, li. 13. And in A#. 16. It is ſaid, St. Paul ſailed fron 
Troads to Samothracia,and {o-went thence into Thrasia and came to the 


City of Neapols. 
Of Neapolis. 


HIS Neapoli to which Paul went, was a City of Thrace not far from 
Macedonia, 880 mules from Feruſalem North-weſtward, called alſo of 
fome Caurus. There are many other Cities of this name ; one in Judea, 
where Sichem and Sichar ſtood ; another in Caria, athird in Africa, a fourth 
ia Pannonia; but aboveall,that which ſtands in Campania is moſt remarkable, 
teingthe chief City of the Neapolitan Kingdom, | 


| Of Philippa. 

F'HIS City in times paſt was called Crenides, becauſe of the Veins of Gold 
that were found cloſe by it. Bur after, Philip King of Macedon, Father 

of Alexander the Great, cauſed it in the year before Chriſt 354, to be re-ede- 
fied and inlarged,and then after his own name called it Philippos. It was 
ſcituated in Grecia cloſe by the River Stridon, 926 miles from Jeruſalem k0- 
ward the North-weſt, and indowed with many Priviledges. In thoſe times 
the Gold was ſo much increaſed in this place, that the Revenue thereof was. 
worth to this King more thag a thouſand Talents, which at 4500 1. the 
Falent,amounteth to forty five millions of pounds yearly.By the which means 
King Philip grew.ſo rich, that he cauſed his Gold to be coined, andcalled 
itafter his own name, Philippian Gold. To this place Paul came, and did 
many Miracles, taught the Golpe), and conyerted many. From hence he 
Wrote 
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wrote his ſecond Epiſtle to the Corinthians, and ſent it to Corinth ; even 292 
miles.He alſo wrote an Epiſtle from Rome to the Chriftians of this Town, and 
ſent it them by the hand of Epufhroditxs, eyen 628 miles, It was afterward 
a-Colony of the Romans. 

Of Amphipolis. 


"PT HIS wasa City of Macedonia, compaſſed about with the River Strymon, 
from whence it took the name ; and was diſtant from Jeruſalem g60 


* miles towards the North-weſt. Here alſo the Apoſtle Paul was, AF. 17. 


| Of Appollonia. 
HIS was a City of Mygdonia, ſcituated not far from Theſſalonica towards 
the Welt, cloſe by the River Echedorus, 948 miles from. Zeruſalem to- 
wards the North-weſt : being ſo called from Appoliines, which ſignifies, the 
Sun : It ſtood twenty miles trom Theſalonica. There are many other Ct- 
tics of this name; one ſcituate inGrecia, cloſe by the Agriatick Sea ; another 
among [Iſlands of Thrace ; a third in Cree, on this ſide the River Ifer; a 
fourth in Syria ; anda fifth in Africa amongſt the Cyrenes. 


Of Theflalonia or Theflalonica. 


'J HIS was a City of Macedon, in ancient times called Hala, becauſe 
it ſtood upon the Sea ; after called Therma, of the hot Baths that were 
in it; and laſtly, Theſatmica, of Philip the Son of Amintas King of the Mace- 
donians, who gave it that name citherof the great Victory that he had againſt. 
the Theſanans, or clic after the name of his Daughter called Theſalnica 
who wasthe Mother of Caſſandrus. It ſtood cloſe by the T hermaickGulph, 
not far from the Mouth of the River Echedoras 932 miles from Je- 
ruſalem towards the North-weſt.. The Apoſtle Pau/ taught publickly 
inthis City, and there converted a great multitude of People, 4#. 17. He al- 
ſo wrote two Epiſtlesto the Inhabitants thereof, and ſent them from Athens, 
being 232 miles diſtant. | 
In the time of Theodojius,the firſt Emperour of Rome, there hapened, by 
reaſon of ſome Diſcontent, a grievous Sedition amongſt the Theſſalonians ; 
in which ſtir,ſome of his C2ptains and Governours were ſlain. Wherefore the 
Emperour ( baving intelligenceof what had hapened ) ſentan Army againſt 
the Ciry, with Authority to put to death. a certain number of thoſe who had 
rebelled : whence it happened tharthe City was filPd with many unjuſt flaugh- 
ters; for the Souldiers reſpeting more their private profit than the equity ofthe 
cauſe, ſpared neither Innocent nor Nocent, Young nor Old ; ſo that as well 
the, Inhabitantsas Strangers that reſorted thicher did partake of this Miſery, 
and ſuffered like puniſhment as did they which were the firſt Authors of 
this Rebellion. : But 
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Bur becauſe the Emperour was conſenting unto theſe evils, Ambroſe Bi. 
hop of Mil/zin would not {uffer him without pyblick repentance to come to 
the Sacrament ofthe Lords Supper : wherefore in a publick Aſſembly he ac- 
knowledged his offence with great Contrition, Theodor. H. 5. ca. 17. & Sox. 
di. 7.ca. 14. | | 
This Town was afterward purchaſed by the Venetians, of 4rdronicus Pa- 
Leologus Son of Emanuel Emperour of Conffantinople ; who held it a long time, 
until Amurath Emperour of the Turks won it from them, and exerciſed grie- 
vous cruelty upon the Inhabitants. Ar this day it is afairand goodly City, 
wherein is to be ſeen 23 Churches, and is inhabited both by Chriſtians, 
Jews, and Turks, as Sebaftian Munſter ſaith : but the greateſt number is Jews, 
who are partly Merchants, partly ef other Trades; their number in this place 
( as it is faid by ſome of their own Nation ) is 14000, and they have 80 Sy- 
nagogues ; butthey are conſtrained to wear yellow wreaths about their hegds, 
the Chriſtians blew, and the Turks white. There are many Jews alfo in 
Conſtantinople and Adrianofe ; but in no place more than in this Town, which 


15 now called Salonica. 
_ Of Berra. 


HIS is a City of Macedon, ſcituated upon the Riyer of Halakmor, g60 
miles from Jeruſalem North-weſtward. In this City the Fews ſtirred 

up a great tumulr and {edition againſt the Apoſtle Paul, A. 17. Arthis day 
it is called Voria. 
| Of Athens. 


HIS was the moſt famous City of all Grecia, the Mother of Arts, and a 
bountiful nouriſher of large and mighty Colonies, in that part of 
Achaia called Afe or Attica. It was ſcituated upon the ſhore of the Medi- 
terranean Sea, 720 miles from Jeruſalem Weſtward. Ir took name from a 
Divine knowledg ; for the word is derived of bs5 and ves 1. the mind of God. 
Ir was firſt buile by Cecrops, five years before Moſes fled out of Egypt into the 
Land of the Midianites, and of him-called Cecropia. This Cecrops was the 
firſt King thereof, and there ſucceeded him at leaſt 40, both famous and wor- 
thy Princes. Burt after it was called Mopſonia, of Mopſus King of Theſſayy : 
and after 1o7ia, which name it held fora while: and laſtly 4thers, dedicated 
to Palls ( which goddeſsthe Grecians ſay was born of the brain of Jupiter) 
which name it held a long time after. There lived in this City Soon, Sa- 
crates Plato, Ariftotle, Demoſthenes, and many other excellent Philoſophers. 
It was ſcituated upon a fair and ſtrong Rock, beautified with many goodly 
Temples and Buildings ; but principally that of Minerva wasmoſt ſumptuous 
in which there hung a great number of Lamps, which gave a continual 


Light. Theze was alſo the Monaſtery of the holy Virgins, and the Image 
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hools, Colledges, and pleaſant Gardens in which Philoſophers uſed to 
walk, and it abounded with ſweet and deletable Muſick, and with great 
reſort of Merchants and Scholars. To conclude, in thoſe times it wasthe 
moſt nocable City in the World. SS 6 

Moreover, there were many profitable Havens for the receit of Ships, but 
that which was called Piraum exceeded, being capable to receive F 
+ forty Ships ; beautified with many goodly buildings, in com- F pos, 
paſs two miles, fortified with ſeven Walls, and joyning to the | 
City ( whereof Terence writeth, Emmnch. At. 3. Scen. 4.) At this day it is 
called Porto Lini, fortified with two walls four miles in length, extending to 
the Hill Mmnichya, the ſirname of Diana ( being compaſled in the figure of 
a Cherſoneſs, and fo _ to the City of Athens. In which diſtance 
there are two other Havens befides that of Piraum. In this Jupiter 
had a magnificent Temple, and in it were found many artificial Tables, Pi- 
Etures, and graven Images, all which are at thisday deſtroyed and carried 
away. | 

I hath been three times deſtroyed ; firſt by Xerxes and Mardonius, which 
happened in the year before Chriſt 479- Then bv Lyſander, who brake 
down a hundred pacesof the Wall, andalmoſt utterly deſtroyed their Shipe, 
and broke down the Haven of Perea. It was allo fore oppretſed by the Ro- 
mans, as they allo brake down their Haven and burnt their Ships, bur ſpa- 
red the Town, and held it in great eſtimation. Bur was the third time 
overthrown and utterly deſtroyed by the Tarks, who both changed the place 
and namie of the City, after it had flouriſhed 3113 years. Ar thisday it is 
divided into three parts, and calked by the name of Sethina, becauſe of the 
yariety ofthe Inhabirancs that live in it, being very well peopled, and a fair 
and ſpatious City, but much altered from thar it was in times paſt. For al- 
though before it was the very Mother of Eloquence, and glory of A:tica 
yet at this day it is fo much akered, that their Language 15. bafe, and 
their Glory is eclipſed: The nppermoſt part of the City, where former- 
ly the Temple ſtood,dedicated to the enknown God, is now wholly and 
abſolutely in the hands of the 7urks, in which they have built a ſtrong and 
almoſt invincible Caſtle, which hath the command ofthe reſt of the Town. 
The ſecond and middle part of-the Fown is all inhabited by Chriſtians. 
In the third there ſtanderh a fair and _ Palace, ſupported with 
Marble Pillars, and adorned with goodly Works. Tn this part of the 
City there inhabiteth People of divers Sets and Conditions. And 
here alſo is the Seat of a Metropolitan, who hath nnder him many 
Biſkops. So thar God doth ſupport and maimain his Church even 
amongſt the Enemies thereof ; for there are four Patriarchs in Turky to 
which all the other Chriſtian Metropolicans and Biſhops ate ſubjeR z vis. 


the 
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the Patriarch of Alexandria, Conſtantinople, Antiochia, and PYeruſa- 
lem. 
Paul was the firſt man that preached the Goſpel of Chriſt in this City, 
and converted many Citizens, bur eſpecially Diony/ius the Areopagite, who 
dwelt upon a Promontory without the City, and as it ſeems,was one of 
theprincipal Judges and Goyernours of- the Town) for after he had taught 
publickly in the Town,and had diſputed againſt the Jews and Philoſophers 
- concerning Chriſt, they ſuppoſing him ta be a buſic Fellow, and one worthy 
of death, as aDilturber of the common Peace, brought him before this 
Dionyſus, that ſo by his Judgment he might receive condign puniſhment 
for his Offence. Bur St. Pau! ſo well behaved himſelf, and preached with 
ſuch admirable Eloquence and Learning, thathe not only confuted his Ene- 


mies, but among others converted this Dionyſus Areopagitus, who was after- _ 


wards the firſt Biſhop of Athens ( as Euſeb. faith, lib. 4. cap. 13. )and went 
captive with Pau/ to Rome and from thence to Pars in France, where he (uf- 


fered Martyrdom under Dionyfius the Emperour. 


Of Corinthia. 


pm ws, a famous City in Grecia is {cituated in Peloporneſus a pleaſant 
Country of Achaia, joyning to the Continent of Grecia like an Iſthmus 
or Peninſula, diſtant from Feruſalem 760 miles towards the Weſt, com- 
monly called Corantha, built ( as Eu/ebins ſaith, by Sifphus Son of #olus at 
ſuch rime as Joſhuah governed Iſrael; who was a mighty Pirate. Ar firſt ic 
was but a Caſtle, and called after his name, Sifphyus: bur aſter, becauſe of 
the ſtrength of the place, and pleaſant ſcituarion, it became a fair Town 
and called by the name of Corcyra,as Strabo faith ; then Ephym, of Ephyra, 
who was a fair and goodly Nymph, and Quecn of that place. Now al- 
though even in thoſe times it was held in great eſtimation, yet it became 
much waſted and decayed through the continuance of time, until it was 
repaired by King Corinthus, who as ſome think was the Son of Marathon; Sui- 
das ſaith, the Son of Pelops ; others would have him the Son of 
m_ - and after his name was called Corinth, that is, the Flower of 
ides. 

It was a fair and goodly City, very commodiouſly built, for it ſtood 
between the two Seasof Toninm and Fgeum,lo that there reſorted thither great 
multitude of Merchants from all places. Cloſe by the City there ſtood 
a ſteep Mountain, which was as it were a Bulwark for the defence there- 
of, being 560 Feet high, and called Acrocorinthys, that is, The Glory and 
Strength of the Corinthians. It was alſo compaſſed about with ſtrong Walls, 
and beautified with many goodly Buildings and Temples, - but above the 
reſt, the Temple of Venus was had in great reputation, which ( as 
Strabo ſaith ) ſtood upon the top of the Mountain Acrocorinthus, —_ 

there 
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there were aboveathouſand Maids proſtituted every year. This Temple 
was had in ſuch great honour, and was ſo gloriouſly built, that above all 
the places of the World there was reſort unto it. Cloſe by it ſtood the an- 
cient Caſtle called Syſyphius, built all of white Marble ; and a licle below 
that, the Fountain of Pyrene, dedicated to the Muſes. 

There were many mighty Princes that ruled in this City, as Alethes, who 
was King thereof at ſuch time as Samuel judged Tfrael, which was 110J * 
years before Chriſt ; he beſtowed great coſt-upon it, ſer up many fair and 
good'y Buildings, and ruled over it thirty and five years, as Exſebius ſaith. 
After him there ſucceeded many Kings, by whoſe Worthineſs and Prowels 
it was ſo much enlarged, and made fo famous, that it was little inferiour to 
the City of Rome: for, at ſuch time as Ambaſſadours were ſent thence 
to intreat of ſome Buſineſs concerning the State, the Corinthians did 
not let to give them many reproachful Terms, as Strabo faith, lib. 8. 
becauſe of which Inſolency, the Roxrans (ent Lucivus Munmu the Conlul into 
Grecia, who beſieged Corinth, and within a ſhort time took it, and burn'd 
it down to the Ground, in the year before Chriſt, 145. of which you may 
read more in Flora, and in the ſecond Decad of Livy. It was a marvel- 
lous rich Town, and abounded with Gold, Silver, and coſtly Braſs, alſo 
with Plate, and curious Pictures: ſo that although Mumns conquered 
Corinth, yet Corinth conquered Rome; for the Citizens thereof were ſo be- 
witched with the Riches and Glory of this Town, that they forgot their an- 
cient Severity, and with violence followed their Vices, as Saluf faith, lib. 1. 
So that as before Corinth abounded with Luxury and divers other abomi- 
nable Evils, as Whordom, Adultery, Fornication, Covetouinels, Idola- 
try, Rapine, and Murther: ſo Rome in future Ages became as bad or 
worſe than it. 

Thus it continued waſte from that time till Julius Ceſar was Emperour of 
Rome; who having travelled into thoſe parts of the World, and ſeen the 
Ruines of this City, and the profitable Scituation for Traffick, cauſed it to 
be re-builded: after which time, it began togrow great and ſpacious, little 
Inferiour to the former in glory, and no leſs corrupted with Vices, having 
forgot the former miſery which it ſuſtained by the hands of the Romans; 
= ſo continued from the year before Chriſt 44, until the year after Chriſt 

1, at which time Paul came thither and preached the Goſpel, by whoſe 
ivine Dodtrine, and godly Life and Converſation, they were converted 
from their evil Courſes, and lived more holily and honeſtly, as appearcth 
by the two Epiſtles of St. Paxl, wrote from Phi/ippos tothe Inhabitants of this 
own. 

Burt after, they falling from their Faith, and forfaking their ancient 
Integrity, the Lord puniſhed them with a ſecond Deſolation; for, at ſuch 
time as Amurath, > ans-ceon of the mm grew to Eminencyv, and had 

con- 
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Conquered Theſſalonica, Beotia, and Attica, he came into this Ithmus, and 
made all Pelpponneſus tributary to him. Then after hina Mahomet the Second 
(although the Inbabitants of Corinth had fortified their Ciry,with three Walls, 
and made it {o ſtrong, that it was thought to be almoſt invincible) beſic- 
ged it and won it, 47. Dom. 1458. about ſix years after Conflantinople was 
conquered by the Turks. Bur now it is in the command of the Venetians, 
and that, and all the Country is called by the name of Morea, as it appear- 
eth in the Turk/h Hiſtory, lib. 19.

The fourth Peregrination of the Apofile Paul. 


N the Year after the Nativity of Chriſt, 53. Paul went from Arntiochia 

in Syria, and came to Galatia and Laodicea in Phrygia, and thence 

wrote his Epiſtle to Timothy, as it appeareth by the Subſcription of that 
Epiſtle; which was 380-miles. 

From Laodices he went to Epheſus, which was 285 miles;, and there ap- 
pointed Timothy to be a Biſhop, and daily dilputed in the School of a cer- 
tain Tyrant, and did many miracles, as it appeareth, A#s 1g. 

From Epheſus he came to Troada, which was 209 miles, where, when he 
could not find Titus, he was troubled in Spirit, 2 Cor. 2. | 

From Troada he {ailed op Matos, and came to Philzppos, which was: 
232 miles: from hence he wrote his Epiſtles to: the Corinth!ans, and ſent 
them to Corinth, which was 292 miles. | 

In the ſame year alſo, Pu! paſſing through Grecia, (in every place where 
he came, preaching and viſiting the Churches, 4#. 19.) at length came to- 
Corinthus, which was 489 miles. 

In the fifty ſeventh year after the Nativity of Chriſt, when Paul had: 
_ wintered among the Corinthians; in the Spring (that he nightayoid the de- 

ceits of the Fews, who-went about to take away his Life ) he went thence 
and returned to Philippos, which was 292  & where he celebrated the 
Feaſt of Pentecoft, Aﬀts 2. 

From thence he ſailed to Troada, which was 232 miles, where he raiſed: 
Eatichus from Death to Life, Aﬀs 20. 

From Troada he went to Aſa, which was thirty ſix miles, As 20. 

Frome Aſa he ſailed ro Milzten, which was 760 miles, Aﬀs 20. 

From Mileten he went to Chis, which was 64 miles, AF. 20. 

From Chias he failed to Sams, which was 69 miles, and continued in 
the Ifle of Trogylius, which was cloſe by Sams, as Ptin. ſaith, lib. 5.. cap- 3; 
and $trabo, cap. 3. 

From Trogylius he ſailed by Ephefus, and came to Miletws, which was 160 
miles. From thence he {cnt Meſſengers to the Miniſters-of Epheſus, _ 

mand- 
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manding them'to have a ſpecial care to the Flock of Chriſt, which he had 
purchaſed with his precious Blood ; and added,that he was ſo much the more 
importunate in that behalt becauſe they ſhould never ſee him again : where- 
fore they embraced Paul with great Lamentations and Sorrow, At. 5. : 

From Myletus he and his Companions went with a direct courſe to the 
Iſland of Cous, which was 290 miles, 4# 21. 5: # 

From thence the next day they went to Rhodes, which was 84 miles. 

From Rhodes they went to Patara, which was 199 miles. 

From Patare they failed ro Tyrus, leaving Cyprus upon the lefr hand ; 
which was 360 miles, where he found certain tciples, and remained there 
{even days, A. 21. | 

_=_ Tyrus, Paul and his Companions failed to Ptolomats, which was 24 
miles. 

From thence they came to Ceſarez Strato, who was 44 miles ; there 


they remained in the houſe of Philip the Evangeliſt, who was one of the. 


ſeven Deacons with Stephen, 4t. 21. 

From thence Paul went to nn, which was '32 miles, and there, 
abour the Feaſt of Pentecoft, he was taken by the Jews, impriſoned and 
ſcourged, 4#. 21. At this time Pax! was about forty ſeven years of Age. So 
all theſe Trayels were 3396 miles.

In this City C&- 
antes the Stoick was born, as Chry/ippus ſaith. | 


Of Mitylene, 


TP Iſle and Town of Mitylene 1s ſcituated in the Aigean Seca, 624 milcs 
| from Jeruſalem toward the North-weſt. In times paſt called Lesbus, 
which obtained the gene? grams res and Government of Troada. Ir is 
in compa!s 7s miles, and containeth in length, from the North to thc 
South, 56 miles. In it is found much matter for the makings and calking of

Haven of Antiſa, and Mithymna. Of Lesbos in times paſt this. whole Ile 
was called Le:bus, until the City of Mit;/ene grew famous; bein 
{o called of Miry/zne the Daughter of Macharus, as Diodorus ſaith, lib. 4. an 
' afterthat Cities. name called Mity/erne. There were many other goodly Ci- 
ries which ſtood in this I{le, but they were either conſumed. by Earth- 
quakes or drowned by the Seca. The Land thereof was . very pleaſant and 
fruirtul, bringing forth grapes, whereof there was a very excellent and clear 
Wine made, which they of Conftantinople principally liked : there is allo 
found great ſtore of Cypreſs, Pines, and. plenty of Figs come thence. Their 
Horſes are very ſtrong, but of a low Stature : it is very mountainy, and 
peſtred with wild Beaſts. | | 

There were many famous men that lived and were born in this Country ; 
as Pittachus one of the ſeven. Wie Men of Greece, A4lizus the Poet, and 
Alcimenides his Brother, Diothanes the Orator, and Theophanes who wrote 
the Ads of Pompey the Great, (as it appeareth in Tallies Oration for Archis) 
Theophraſtus alſo that notable Philoſopher, (who at firſt was called Tyrta- 
manus, then Enphraſtus, that is, a good Orator }. and laſtly, Theophraſtus, 
that is, a divine Orator ; this man was an excellent Peripaterick, and Scho- 
lar to Arifote, whom he ſucceeded in his School, and had 2009 Scholars. 

Vitruvins the Architect maketh mention of Mztylen in his firſt Book, fay- 
Ing, that it wasa very magnificent City, and rarely builded, but very bad- 

ly (cituated ; for when the South Wind did blow, the Inhabirants grew 
fick; when the Weſt, they coughed, and when the North Wind did blow 
they were made well. Notwithſtanding, the Apoſtle Pau! and his Com- 
panions. came to this City, as it appeareth, A#. 20. At this day it is. under 
the Juriſdiction of. the Turks, and 1s called by the Name of Midilly.. 


Of Chius. 


F HIS is an Ifle ſeituatcd in the Agear Sea, diſtant from Fernſalem- 609 

miles towards the North-weſt, being 112 miles in Compaſs ; the prin- 
cipal City thereof is called Chios, taking the Name, as fome ſay, from the 
Maſtick Tree, which ſweateth out a certain Gum, of- the Syrians called 
Chian, and by us Maſtick: this Maſtick is the beſt in thoſe parts of the 
World. Ephorus calleth it by the ancient Name Eta; but Cleobulys, 
Chia; either becauſe of the Nymph called Chion, orelſe becauſe of the white- 
neſs. of the Soil: there are others that call ir Patyu/ia; and there are ſome 
who derive the name of Chins from rhe Temple of 4-ollo that ſtanderh in 
it, called Chion. There ſtands in it a fair and goodly [Mountain called 
Felleneum, from whence the Inhabitants dig very excellent marble. Alſo in 
times paſt the beſt Mamſey came thence, but in theſe days it is brought from

Of Samus. 


T*HIS is an Ifle and City fciruated in the Zgean Sea, upon a high or lofty 


piece of Ground,fo that from thence the Inhabitants may ſee into all the 
\Countrics nearadjoyning,lying upon the Coaſt of Epheſus and Tonia,560 miles 
from Jeruſalem toward the North-weſt ; it was in cornpals eighty eight 
—_ very fertile and pleaſant, much exceeding Chim, although ic broughr 
orth no 


Flowers,of which there were great plenty in this Ifle; thgPoets feign that Juns 
was both born and brought up in it; and YVarro {aith, /T hat there was a fair 
and ſtately Temple dedicated unto her, where ſolemn Service and the Rites 
of Marriage were yearly celebrated. Pythagoras the Philoſopher was born here; 
andone of the Sybels ( which prophecied of the comming of Chriſt )lived 
_ St. Paul allo came into this Iſle, and conyerted many, as appeareth 

tf. 20. 

There is another Iſle called Samus, {cituated upon the..Coaſt of Epirus, 
not far from the Gulph of Ambracins, called alſo Cephalenia, not far from 
the Promontory of Aﬀium, where Augutus overcame Antonius in Honour 
of which Victory he built up a City and called ir Nicapolis, Ec..

HIS'isa Promontory and Town not farfrom Epheſus, (cituated in A/a- 
minor, at the foot ofthe Mountain Mycates, four miles and ſomewhat

469 miles toward the North-Weſt. There are which fay, that St. Paul 
ſtayed at a certain Iſle joyning' cloſe to this Promontory, called after that 
by the name of Trogy!lium, See Strabo, lib.

| Of Myletus. 
HIS was a famous City, ſcituated upon the Borders of Ionia and Ceſaria, 
cloſeby the Shore of the #gean Seca, 194 miles from Feruſalem towards 
the North-weſt. The Poets feign, that Mi/etus, who! was the firſt builder of 
this City, was the Son of Apollo, and called ir after his own name Mi/etus : but 
Strabo,lib 12. thinketh that it was rather builtbySarpedon the Son of Jupiter, 
and Brother to Radamanthus and Minos,and by him was called Myletus, from 
another City of the ſame name, which ſtood in Crete. The Wool that 
cometh from this Town is wonderful ſofr, and ſingular good for many 
purpoſes ; bur it was principally ufed ro make Cloath of, which they died 
into an excellent Purple and tranſported into many places. T here were 
a great many famous men that cither lived or were born m this 
Town ; as Thales Mileſus, one of the ſeven Wile-Mcen of _

Vine. In times paſt it was called Artemiſa, Parthenea, and Ste— 
phane; taking thole names from a Crown or: Wreath of ſweet ſmelling /

Anaximander, who:was his Scholar, Anaximenes and Hecateus the Hiſto- 
' rian; alſo Eſchenes the Orator, (not he that contended: with Demofhenes, 
who taking too much Liberty againſt Pompey was baniſhed) Timothens the 
Muſlician, and Pittacus the Philslopher, beſides many others. 

But of all tliefe, Thales Milejius was held in greateſt Eſtimation, becauſe 
he was thought to be the firſt that taught natural Philoſophy and the Ma- 
themaricks amongſt the Grecrans. He was the firſt alſo that foretold of che 
Ecliple of the Sun, about ſuch time as che Battel was fought between Cyaxa- 
res Father of Afyages King ofthe Medes, and Hallyattes Father of Crizſus, 
King of the Lidzans, which was about the 44 Olympiad. There came untrs 
him a certain Man, who asked him what was the hardeſt thing in the World; 
he anſwered, Seipſum noſce, To krrow himſelf. Another came to him, and 
ask'd him, how he might dotolive juſtly ; he anſwered, Si:que in als rejre- 
hendimus, ipſe non fartamus, That we do not thoſe things which we reprehend 


in others. He died about the 58 Olympiad. Melerns at this day is called Me- 


laſa. 
Of Cons. 
HIS is one of the Cyclad Ifjands, lying in the Zgean Sea, bordering 
upon Cara ; being fo called from the Vaults and Caves that are in it, 
and diſtant from _— 524 miles. Ir hath a City called after the ſame 
Name, whercin there was a ſtately Temple built in honour of Jo; and 
another ſtanding in-the Suburbs thereof, dedicated tro Aſculatins : this was 
a very ſumptuous Temple, and made yery rich, becauſe of the many Pre- 
ſents and Gifts thatwere ſent and dedicated to ir. When the Romans had 
obtained the Command of this Iſle, Otavins, the Father of Auguſtus Ceſar, 
took out of this Temple a naked Venas, which was a goodly cok and 
carried it with him to Rome in honour of his Progenitors, who derivedtheir 
Progeny from her. | | 
It is in compaſs 56 miles, being fo pleaſantly ſcituated that it was a Sea- 
Mark to Mariners, very fruitful, and bringing forth abundance of Wine 
and Silk, by reaſon of a certain Fiſh that is tound there, from which they 
got great Plenty. See Phn. lib. 11. cap. 22. 
here were many that lived only by weaving of Silk ; and above the reſt 
_—_— one Pamphila the Daughter of Plates, that was moſt excellent in. 
that Arr. | 
There were many famous men that were.cither born or lived in that Coun- 
try, as Hippocrates that excellent Phyſician, Apeltes that notable Painter, Si- 
mw the Phyſician, Philetas the Poet and Orator, Nicza the Prince and Ty- 
rant of Coys, Arifton the Peripatetick, and Theomne/tus that notable Politici- 
an. At this day this Ifle is within the Turkih Empire, and by them called 
Stacu; alſo the principal City thereot 1s called by the ſame Name, and 
wholly inhabited by the Tarks, two Towns only being 1nhabired by the Gre- 
* Clans: 


£zans: but thereare many thar dwell in tron Caſtles compaſled with round 
and ſtately Towers. This Country is very fertile, abounding with Cartel, 
and the Mountains thereof are lictle inferiour to thoſe of Crete. | 


Of Rhodes. 


HE Ciry and Ifle of Rhodes (which is ſo called from the ſweet Smell or 
Roſes) is (cituated in the Mediterranean Sea, a little from A/a the lels, 
upon the South ; being diſtant from Feruſalem 140 miles toward the North- 
welt, as Strabo (aith, 1b. 14. Ir is in compaſs -112-miles. It was ar firſt called 
Ophy, then Statifia, and after Telchin, ofthe Inhabirants thereof, who were 
called Tekhines, a People which, as ſome lay, were Witches; others ſay 
curious Arrtificers, and were the firſt that found out the making of Braſs and 
Iron. Ar laſt it took the name of Rhodes from the principal City that ſtood 
init; for there were three Cities in ir, viz. Lyndus, Camirm, and Talyſſus. In. 
Lyndus, Cleobulus, one of the ſeven Wiſe-men of Greece, and Chares that 
famous Statuary, who made the Coloflus which ſtood in this Kle, were born. 
Lilyſus, of a Role that was found in it, was called Rhodes, being (cituated 
upon an exceeding high Promontory, lying tuward the Eaſt part of that 
This exceeded the other rwo CitiesS both for Ports, Ways, Walls, 
and other Ornaments, and the Inhabitants were governed with ſuch ex- 
cellent Laws, and fo Silful in Navigation, that it might compare with the 
ſtrongeſt Ciry of the World, and for a long time had the Command ofthe 
Scaroundabour,and utterly abolifhed all Piratesand Robvers ftromchole parts. 
Diodvrus Sicul. bb. 6. faith, that it was called Rhodes of Rhodia, a fair and 
beautiful Maid, who was dearly beloved of Apollo, and therefore this Iifland 
was dedicated to the Sun; for as Solinus ſaith, Though the Heavens be ne- 
yer (o cloudy yet the Sun ſhineth in Rhodes. Pindarus the Poer, (becauſe 
of the fertility of the Soil, and the exceeding Opulency of the Inhabitants } 
faith, that it rained Gold in that Country. In former times it flouriſhed 
with Learning and good Arts, inlomuch that the Romans for the moſt part 
fent their Children to be brought up at Rhodes. Fhis Ie is very fruxful, 
and bringeth forth many things neceſſary for the maintenance of Life ; but 
above all, a certain Red Wine which the Romans did greatly delight in, 
and valued at a high Price. In this City lived that notable Painter called 
Protogines, whiclf Apelles conquered in that Science, as Plinyaith, li. Z5.ca.40: 
' Demetrius, King of 44a, crefted a notable Coloſſus or Statue of the Sun int 
this Iſle, which that notable Carver Chares made, being outwardly all of pure 
Braſs, but within nothing but Stones; it was ſeyenty Cubits high, and fo 
artificially made, that it was accounted for one of the Wonders of the 


World. Afterward it was carried into Egypt by the Egyptians, who won'the - A 


Town.. This Ifle is tamoustothis day : in times paſt ir was accounted. one ©

miles, A#. 27. 

From thence Paul ſailed cloſe by Cyprus, becauſe the Wind was contra- 
ry, and came to the Sea over againſt Ci/icza, (which was very troubleſom) 
and ſo paſiing by Pamphilia they came to Myra, which was 489 miles. 

Loofingftrom Myra they ſailed to Gnidam, which was 248 miles, A#. 27. 
From Gnidum they failed towards the South, and came to Crete, and fo 
paſſed by the Towns of Salmo, Laſea, and Aſus, and ſo came to Phanicis, 
which was 180 miles. 

From Phenicia they came to the Iſland of Claudia, which was 108 mules. 

From the Iſland of Claudia they came to Melite, which now is called 
Malta; in which place they ſuffered Shipwrack, and Pan! ſhook off the Vi- 
per off his hand into the Fire, and did many other Miracles, which was

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From Malta they failed in a Ship of Alexandria, to Siracuſus in Sicilia. 
being 1809 miles: Paw! arthis time was fifty years: of Age,A#. 28. s 

From Kiracuſa they failed to Regium, being 52 miles. 

From thence they went to Pateo/a, being 164 miles. 

From Puteol2 they went to Apiforum, being 12 miles : there certain 
Chriſtians of Rome came to mect them, above twenty . two miles, and re- 
ceived Pau! with great Friendſhip. ; 

From Apiforum they led him to Tribaterg, being ſix miles, here he met 
more Chriſtians. | 

From Tribatera he went to Rome, being ſixteen miles, where he remained 
rwo years Priſoner, and there wrote his Epiſtles to the Galathians, Epheſians, 
Philippians, Coloſſians,Philemon, and the Hebrews: fo all theſe Travels were 
2300miles. 

And in the whole, from his firſt beginning, untill his being Priſoner in 
Rome, were 190279 miles. 

Bur being delivered out of Priſon, the laſt ren years of his age he did 
not only preach the Goſpel in 4/a and Creta, where he appointed his Di(- 
ciple Timothy to be a Biſhop, and in Macedonia, ( where being in Neapolis 
he wrote an Epiſtle to Titus, and ſent it to him above Joo miles to the 
INand of Creta.) but allo preach'd the Goſpel, and ſpread the Word of God 
abroad in the Country of Spain, Rom. 15. whichis diſtant from Jeruſalem 
2800 miles : and being the ſecond time impriſoned in Rome, he wrote his ſe- 
cond Epiſtle to Timothy, and ſent it above 996 miles to Epheſus: not long 
after, he was beheaded in Rome, inthe place called Via Oftenj..

"EY Town of Antipatris is diſtant from Jeruſalem twelve miles towards

'T HIS iis a Gnlph of the Sea lying upon the fliore of Africa, in'which the 

Watcr:is both troubleſome and the ſhore dangerous, becauſe of quick: 
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Sands; andin this there aretwo places moſt remarkable, called by the name 
of Syrtis, from drawing and attrafting Ships unto them, by which they were 
greatly endangered : the one was called the greater, and the other the leſs ; 
the greater lay 1009 miles from Jeruſalem towards the Weſt, bur the other 
lay under the Ifle of MyZete towards the South, being diſtant from Feruſalem

Of Mylete. | 

HIS Ifland was fo called from the great abundance of Honey that was 
found in it ; bur at this day it is called Maca, icituated in the Mediterra- 
nean Sea, 1340 miles from Jeruſalem towards the Weſt. Iris very pleaſant 
and fruitful, bringing forth great plenty of Wheat, Rye, Flax, Cumin, 
Cotton, Figs, Wine, Roſes, Violets, Time, Lavender, and many other 
{lweet and delighttul Herbs, from whence Bees did gather great plenty of 
Honey. The Sun is very hot in this Iſland, inſomuch, that by the extreme 
teryor thereof, the Inhabitams loſe their natural complexion and look of 
. a tawny colour. In Summer Evenings there falleth great plenty of dews, 
whereby the Earth is refreſhed and the Herbs increaſed. There is neither 
Snow or Froſt ſeen in it; for the Northern Winds (which with us are the 
Authors of Cold and Froſts _ with them procure: Rain, which greatly re- 
treſheth and increaſeth theFruitsof the Earth ; ſo that the Paſtures and Me- 
dows become very pleaſant and full of Graſs: and although ir be but 28 
miles long, and 60 miles about, notwithſtanding ir is very populous ; for in 
the eight Pariſhes that ſtand in this Ifle, there 1s numbred above twenty 
thouſand Men. The Inhabitants are very honeſt, religious,and godly ; 
and the Women fair, chaſt, and modeſt, for they neyer come abroad 
but with their faces covered. The Children that are born in this Country 
fear not any Snakes ; neither are hurt by anv thing that 1s venomous, in- 
fomuch that they will take Scorpions and eat then without danger, although 
in all other parts of the World thoſe kind of creatures are moſt pernicious. In 
this Ile alſo therearebred a kind of Dogs that are but ſmall, yet very-white 
and ſhagged, and ſo loving , that the Inhabitants of all the neighbouring 

Countries wiltbuy them, though they be at dear rates. 

The chief Ciry thereof ( called Mata ) is fo ſtrongly fortified both kt y 
Art and Nature, that it is almoſt impoſſible to be conquered, unleſs it be 
either by Treaſon or Famine. The Town or Caſtle whereot is fortified with 
the Knights of Sc. John's Order, who have mightily expreſſed their Valour 
and Reſolution in defending this Town from the Turks. About a mile from 
this, the ruines of a goodly fair City are to be ſeen. And upon the Eaſt 
Promontory, a little from che City of Ma/ta, there yet remain the decays 


Cwhich are worthy.” to look upon ) of a goodly Temple, dedicated ro = 
| | : 
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It ſeemeth by what remaineth, that this Church hath been a fair and goodly 
thing in times palt. | 

There is allo here and there in the Earth found certain braſs Monies, ha- 
ving upon the one {ide a ſupericription wricten in Greek Letters, and upon 
the other the Image of in. There ſtood upon the South fide of Mata 
a Temple dedicated to Hercules, the ruines of which are yet extant; and 
in it are found Mountains worthy of admiration. Art ſuch time as the Cap- ' 
tain of Maſſaniſa King of the Numidians had conquered this Wfland, amongſt 
other pretious things that he found in theſe Temples, he took thence a 
great deal of goodly Ivory : but thart religious King did faithfully reſtore 
all thoſe things back again, and dedicated them to the ſeveral Temples. 
Thus we may perceive, that the Inhabitants of this Iſland of Ma/tz were 
wholly given to IdoJatry and Superſtition, untill ſuch time as Paul, by the 
Inconltancy and Vehemency of the Wind,was drivenupon it, and converted 
them from that perverſe and prophane, Worſhip to the Chriſtian Religion, 
at \uch time as he ſuffered: Shipwrack,and wintered amongſt them, 4#s 27. 
The Inhabitants ſhew upon the North parr of this Ifle, the place where 
the Ship was caſt away wherein the Apoſtle Paul was ; in which place they 
have built up a Chappel, and dedicated it to Saint Pau/. They ſhew allo 
a Cave, in which they ay he lived ; and they verily. believed that he cx- 
pelled all Venome and Poyſon out of that Ifland at {uch time as he was 
there. 
It was firſt ſubje& unto the Africans, as may appear by certain Mar- \ 
ble Pillars which are here and there found, in which there are ingraven cer- 
tain Characters of the Carthaginians, not much unlike to Hebrew. Letters. 
And although the Inhabitants are Chriſtians, yet their Speech is much 
like the S$aracens,- which differeth little or nothing from the antient 
Punick. At ſuch time as Dido built Carthage ( which. is thoughtto be 850 
years before Chritt ) Battus was King of this Ifle, and held a. Contederacy 
with Dido: for when Hyar bas King ofthe Gelatians made War upon Dido, 
becauſe he could not obtain her in Matrimony. ſhe received Aid from 
this Battus ; and when for the love of Area ſhe had killed her (elf, Hyarbas, 
having conquered Carthage, baniſhed her Siſter Ame, who was entertained 
by this Battus. Burt Hyarba taking that unkindly, made War upon B.t- 
tus, and conquered the Ifland of Mita: ſo it continued in the Juriſdi- 
ion of the Carthaginians a long time after,until the Carthaginians were con- 
quered by the Romans; andthen one Titas Sempronim ( about ſuch timeas Han- 
1ibal brought his Army before Trebia ) won 1t 217 years bcfore Chriſt. 
And aftcr it continued under the Juriſdiction of the Romans 130 years,and 
then it was conquered by the $:zracens ; but they held itnot long, for Roger 
Norman King of Sicilzz got itout of their Power, 4:0 Dom. 1999. And 
fo it continued in the hands of the Sicili.ms will 4rnino Dom. 1529. And 
"<0 
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then Gfartes the fifth being Emperour,gave it rothe Knights ob Sint Fol £ 
upon condition that they ſhould oppole the Turks Gallics, arid dete That n 
patr of Chriſtendom? $6 the Knights 'of St. Fohn,together with *theirGo-, * 
vernouryfailed ro Mata, nd fo fortified it that it is impoſlidle to be*taken; _ 
unlels by Famin or'Treaſon. There were many famous Biſhops thattived - 
in this placczand very devout Chriſtians. In the time ofthe Emperour'Theo= 
djius there-was a Councel held, at which were preſent 249 Biſhops. Arthis 
day this Biſhoprick is ſubje& ro the Archbiſhop of Pdfermo; and thethicf 
Goycrnmentot the Ifle is in the power ofthe Knights of Se. John.” * * 


| Of Syracuſa. 

'T HIS was a City of the Ifle of Sicilia, built by one Archia of Corinth, 

.** ſtanding clole by the Sea Shore on the North fide of the Ifle, 2756 miles 
from Ferx/a/em towards the Weſt. It wasa fair and goodly City, in antient 
time called'Terrapots, becailſe it was divided into three parts : one of which 
parts ſtood in the Ile of Ortygia ſeparated from the Continent with a little 
{treight Sca,and with that famous Fountain Arthuja. The other part was 
called Acradine,and the third Tycha; to which in after-times there was built 
up a fourth, and called by the name of Neapolis. All this City was compal- 
ſed in with three Walls, ſo ſtrong and ſo admirably torrified both by Nature 
and Arr, that it oppoſed the-Carthaginians in equal War. +It was called;.. 
Syracuſa, from :drawing or ſucking; and in proceſs of time obtained the * 
whole Juriſdiction a Daperrcene of that Iſle ; which was ſo well peopled 
in the time of .Dzony/us the Tyrant, that he was able to make and maintain 
an Army of one hundred thouſand Foot and twelve thouſand-Horlſe:.Fhere' 
were two Havens it that part which was called Ortygia, ſo marvetleuflytor- 
tified with ſuch htige Rocks and other Munition,that they were wondertul to 
lookupon. There i1fo ſtood a Caſtle or Tower called by the name of Mercia, 
which was ſo ſtrong,” that when all the reſt of the Town was conquered, . 
yet that maintaingFYar for a long time. In this Hold the Kings'and Lys + 
rants of this Country;:uſually ' kept their Treaſures, and other things "that 
were material” There were many worthy and famous Princes ruled in it, 
but above themi'all po the elder excceded the reſt ; who when he 
ſaw what abundance'of Velttls of Gold and Silver Dionyſus the younger 
had heaped together. cridd out and ſaid, In te Regins ——= non eſt, qui ex 
tanta poculorum vi amicum nemimem concitiaſfti : That is, Verily, the mind of 
a King isnot in thee, that out'of ſo' many , Cups couldeſt not procure one 
Friend : For after hewas bantfhicd, and'conſtrained to keep a-School. Both 
theſe Dionyans were learned Men! annd great: Philoſophers. -Tt *is rhought © 
that this INand was ſometime part of Tr#/7;and-joyning to theField Gf Bru- _ _ 
tins; but in time, through the violente pfjche:Sea,ſeparate jrom the'Gonti- : /* 

. nent: 'From whence it was called Sicilitz, ardiafſo*Trinacry; becauſeathere 
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ybens, and another called Pelorus, which lay diſtant near about two miles 
from 1taly. In times paſt it was under the command of the Romans,but now 
the Spaniards hayechiet Government of it. There are many things remain- 
ivg to this day worthy obſervation, but chiefly theMountain Ztra,which 
ſill caſteth out Fire and Smoak, &c. 


Of Rhegium. 

7 wasa Town of Italy, belonging to the Family of the Brutians; at 

firſt built by the Calcidonians and Meſenians, upon the utmoſt bounds 
of Ttaly toward the Sicilian Sea, being diſtant from that.Ifle ſixty. Furlongs, 
and called by the name of Rheginm, as ſome think, from Rampo,.to- break z 
for that near abont the place-where. that Town ſtood, the Sea being:y 
Tempeſtuous, broke the Ile of Siciza fromthe Continent. Others;thin 
1t was called Rhegium, becaule it was 10: ſtrong and beautiful a City thar 
it might well have been the Seat of a>Prince: : Cloſe by this City, 1n the 
Sicilian Sea, there ſtands a-Rock ſomewhat above the: Water, repreſenting 
in Figure the Proportion of a Man, and round about it are to te {een other 
little Rocks like barking Dogs. In this place the Water is fo extream vi- 
olent, and runes with fo ſtrong a current, that it is very dangerousfor Ma- 
riners ( eſpecially. ſuch as are ignorant) to fail that way. Wherefore 
the Poets madethis verſe, to Gntlea man that ſtood in a Dangerous and 
Doubtful eſtate, 

Decidit in Scyllam cupiens vitare Charibdin. 


Secking to ſhun Charibdis curled Waves, 
He thruſts himfelt into ſtern Scy//a's Jaws: A 


But that Mariners might avoid theſe dangerous places, upon the North angte 
of Sicitia,in the. Promontory of Petorus, thereis creed a lofry Tower, ftand- 
ing a5 aiSea-mark, .that ſo they by that diretion might eſcape thefe- dan- 
zerous.places. Not far from $Sci/ari is to be ſeen another Town, of that 

ack called ScyHacus, but of the Inhabitants it is commonly called Seyg/ins,

HIS Ciry:is in Campania, a Country of Ttaly not far from Naphs, {citu- 

ated on the Sea Shore 13S1 miles from Jeryſalem Weſtward : taking 


that name from Fountains or Wells of hot Water, being built by the Sa/z- 
| mianss,, 


| givere three Mountains ſtanding upon three Promontoriesin three-leveral 
_ eplaces of ir, giving the- proportion of a Triangle ; for there was ar-Ariple 
toward the South called Pa#inys, another toward the South-weſt called®* Li- 
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mians, as Euſebius ſaith, about ſuch rime as the Targquins were baniſhed Rome, 
597 yearsbetore the Nativity of Chriſt. Jr was antiently called Dicearchia, 
becauſe of their ſingular Juſtice and Noble Government. But when the 
Romans,made War upon Hannibal, they fortified this Town to withſtand 
his Forces, and then called it Puteo/i, which name it retained a long time 
after. At this day it is called Puzzo/:. 

Ar this City the Apoſtle Pau/ and his Companions arrived,when they ſailed 
into Rope, Att. 27. Between Puteo/i and Baia there lieth the Lake of Lu- 
crinus,into which, by the command of 4»gu/tas Ceſar, a Dolphin was thrown. 
Now there wasa young Youth called Simon, the Son of a poor man dwel- 
ling in Baza, who uſually played among other Youths upon the Banks of 
this Lake: and {ceing the Dolphin (ir being a ſtrange Fiſh in thoſe parts, 
and very amiable to look upon_) did take great delight in it, and oft times 
fed it with Bread and otherthings as he could get: inſomuch.,as the Dolphin 
when it heard the Boy's Voice upon the Bank of the River, would reſort 
to him,and receive at his hand his accuſtomed Food. Thus it continued fo, 
that the Dolphin. would ſuffer the Boy to handle him, take him by the 
Gills, play with him, yea, and ſometimes to get upon his Back, then ſwim 
with him a great way into the Lake, and bring him back again, and ſuf- 
ter him to go ſafe upon the ſhore. After this manner he continued for many 
Years together, and in the end the Youth died. Yet the Dolphin refort- 
cd tohisuſual place, expefting his accuſtomed Food from the hands of this 
Boy; bur miſſing him, he left the ſhore, languiſh'd away,and died. Con- 
cerning the nature of this Fiſh you may read more at Jarge in Pliny, lib. g.

Of Coloſla. 


HIS City is ſcituated in Phrygia, a Country in 4/64 minor, neat the Rivers 
of Lycus and Meander, 520 miles from feruſalem North-weſtward, not 
far from Laodicea ; fo called from the mighty Statues and Coloflo's that 
were ſer upin it. Theſe Cities, Co/oſſa, Laodicea, and Hierapolis ( where the 
Apoſtle Philip wes putto death in thetenth. year of Nero) a little before 
PauPs Martyrdom,were ſunk by an Earthquake, which without doubt was 
a great judgment of God upon them, becaule they refuſed the Grace and 
Comfortof the Dotrine of the Goſpel offered unto them by the Apoſtles. 
The Epiſtle of Pau},dedicated tothe Colofſians,wasſent by the hana of Oneſymus 
from Rome unto theſe Towns, being 1080 miles. For although the Rhodians 
were called Coloſſians becauſe of that famous Coloflus that ſtood there ; yer 
this City wherein Archippus and Philemon dwelt (to whom Pau{diretted 
that Epiſtle, ſtood in Phrygia ,a Country in 4fþa minor, and not in Rhodes. 


Of 
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Of Nicopolis. 


N Tcopolis is a City of Macedonia, ſcituated cloſe by the River Neſs, not 
far from Philipp upon the Borders of Thrace,q20 miles from Jeruſa- 
em North-weſtward. From hence the Apoſtle Pau/ wrote his Epiltle to 
Titus, and ſent it to Crete, 600 miles. There are many other Cities of this 
Name; one ſtanding in Epyre, built by Augafus ; another between Cilicia 
and Syria, built by Alexander, in glory of his Victory againſt Darius; a 
fourth in Bythinia; a fifth in the Holy Land, formerly called Emmaxs. 


Of Rome. 


XY Ciry, if we rightly conſider the derivation of the Name in Hebrew, 
was not built without the ſingular Providence of God ; being derived 
of Rom,-i. He hath exalted or made high. Bur the Grecians derive. it from 
.Romen, i. Strength and Power. Now although the Providence of God cx- 
tendeth to eycry Cteature, nay, to the very hairs of a Man's Head, yer 
where he determines to expres his ſingular Power, there he worketh beyond 
the expeRation of man. And who knows not that the beginning of this 
City was mean, raiſed from a-confuſed Company, deſtitute both ot Civil- 
ty, Community, and Laws; yet hath it been, and for the molt par is, the 
= of the World, and the great Commander of the Princes of the 
arth. 


It was ſo called at firſt by Romugu (as Livy, lib. 1. faith ) who firſt built ir, 
ſeven hundred fifty and one years before the Nativity of Chriſt; being {ci- 
tuated upon ſeyen Hills, that is, Capito/inus, Aventinus, Palatinus, Celins, 
Exquilinus, Viminals, and Owirinals. But after, when the Ciry was com- 

alled about with Walls, the Hill Ianiculas was incloſed within it. The 

allies that lay between theſe Hills were ſo raiſed up with Arches, Vaults, 
and artificial Mounts, that in proceſs of time they became leyel with the 
cop of ſome of thoſe Hills. It wasbeaurified with fairand ſumpruousBuild- 
ings ; ſo that as it was the head of the:World for Command and Power, 
in like manner it exceeded all the reſt'of the World for:Glory and Riches, 
but principally for ſtately Buildings. There were many goodly Temples, 
dedicated to Fupiter, Apollo, AX fculapins, Hercules, Diana, Juno, Minerva, 
Lucia, Concordia, Fides, Pietas, Pax, Vittoria, Ths, belides many other de- 
dicated to other Gods. But above all, that was the moſt ſumptuous thar 
was called Pantheon Deorum; at this day called the' Church of 4hallows. 

Moreover, here was to be {cen the Princely Edifices of Kings, Emperouss, 
Conſuls, Senators, Patricians, and ' ocgher Romans, who were mighty in 
Wealth and Subſtance, - built all-of- poliſhed Marble, beaatified: with Gold 
and Silyer; befide Palaces, 'Bulwarks, Theatres, triamphant Arches, Sta- 
rues, and {uch like; all which were —_— and greatly adorned the City. 
" ut 
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Bur above all theſe, the Houſe of Nero was moſt worthy of Obſervation, 
which to ſee to, was, built all of burniſh'd Gold very curiouſly. wrought. 
Here alſo ſtood the Monuments of the two Ceſars, Julius and Auguftus ; ak 
* ſo their Statues, the one made of pure Braſs, the other of whice Mardle. 
Beſjdes, there were many fruitful Orchards, Water Courles, and wholſome 
Baths, brought thicther by Antonius, Nero, Dioclefian, and Conftantine the 
Great. | | | 
” Allo the Emperour Conflantine erefted many goodly Churches for the 
uſe of the Chriſtians, and endowed them with great means; and amongſt 
the reſt, that which was dedicated to St. John of Latteran, a fair and good- 
iy Church, and for Riches and curious Workmanſhip might compare with 
the ſtatelieſt Temples that ever had been in the World, moſt of the Orna- 
ments and Images being made of Gold and Silyer: he allo erefted the Va- 
tican, which was dedicated to St. Peter; and another holy Houſe dedicated 
ro St. Paul; in either of which he placed their ſeveral Sepulchres and. Mo- 
numents, beſtowing extraordinary Coſt to beautifie them. So many were 
the Gifts and Gratuities of this Emperour, that they can ſcarce be numbred ; 
ſo that although the Emperour Trajan,. and Boniface the Fourth, Pope of 
Rome, beſtowed great Coſt ro beaurifie and adorn the City, yer were they 
nothing eomparable ro that which this Emperour did. Theſe. things then 
being preſented to your yiew, you might lt lay, That Rome in her Pro- 
ſperity and Eminency was the Glory of the World ; but as all Eſtates are 
fickle and uncertain, ſtill ſubje& to Variety and Change, fo was this : firſt 
. envied of the World, becaule of the extream oppreſſion of her Governours; 
and after made deſolate by Violence and Force, all her former Glory being 
eclipſed, and the greateſt part of theſe goodly Buildings laid level with the 
Ground. Thus have I ſhewed you what Rome was when it was in her 
Proſperity; it reſteth now to ſhew what Rome is. 

Rome at this day difereth as much from the ancient Rome as the Sub- 
ſtance from the Shadow. For, although the Pope hath beautified and 
adorned the Weſt part of it with many fair and goodly Buildings, and cal- 
led it by the name of new Rome ; .yet it is nothing comparable to the an- 
cient City, as it was when Auguſtzs and Conſtantine the Great were Empe- 
tours thereof, neither doth ir ſtand in the ancient place; for the firſt City 
ſtood upon the Eaſt fide of Tyber, this upon the Weſt. - The chief part of 
the' other ſtood upon the Mountains Capitolinus and' Palatinus , upon 
which were the ſtately Buildings of Senators,. Kings, and Emperours, ; i 
now they lye defolate and waſte. The Capitol alſo, and the Temple of 
. Fupiter Feretrius ( goodly Buildings) beaten to the Ground; only ſome 
Ruines, to ſhew that ſuch things there hath been. And what now reſteth, 
that are worthy note, are in the Command and Power of the Pope; which 
2K not many : the moſt that can; be-named, are the Vatican, the T_—_ 
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of S. Angelo, the Pope's Palace, his Banquerting-houſe, and the Gardens and 
Walks about it; which are ſo well ſcituated, that they are a grace to 


Rome, the reſt are but ordinary and'common Buildings. Thus may you 


much Labour itatraineth, then it commonly declinerh, ſeldom continueth; 
for who knowsnot with what labour, what perils by Sea, what dangersby 
Land, through how many Forein Wars and Domeſtick Seditions Rowe 
was raiſed to her greatneſs? And how ſuddenly wasall this loſt > What the 
Vertue and Wiſdom of grave and reſolute Conſuls, Captains an Com- 
manders had with u_ hazard heaped up, thruſting their Capitol and 
other Treaſuries full with the Triumphant Spoyls of Forein Nations, was 
left to be conſumed either by Seditious Souldiers or prodigal Emperours, 


ſee that or isnothing inthis World bur hath a period, to which, if with 


and the State left as a Prey to thoſe that were mighrieſt : ſo that they were 
accounted moſt honourable, that with moſt Injury could get to themſelves - 


either Countenance to over[way Authority, or Opulency to purchaſe Emi- 
nency 3 inſomuch that there hath been no aCtion o evil, 'nor any atrenfc 
ſo pernicious in former times, but may be match'd'in the declining of the 
Roman State : Where more Murthers> where more Corryption ? where 
more Oppreſlion than is mentioned in Hiſtories to be praftiſed amongſt 
the Romans 2 the Lives of Men, the ſtate of Provinces, and the Crowns of 
Kings ſold for Money, but now her time is finiſhed, and her Ruins are lefr 
for ſucceeding Ages to admire; that ſo in beholding they might learn toknow 
the difference between Virtue and Vice ; and from thence conclude, that 
there is nothing permanent ; and that thoſe things wherein men moſt glory 
do oftentimes Toe decay. For if this City which commanded the Na- 
tions and Princes of the Earth ( whoſe Colonies, Armies, Legions, Confede- 
racies, and Treafures were ſo Mighty, and extended fo far, that there was 
almoſt no Countrey unconquered, or Nation that did not fear to heat the 
Inhabitants thereof named) ismade deſolate and laid level with the Ground: 
what then may be ſaid of petty Cities, Towns, Lordſhips, Manors and Hou- 
ſes; ſhall not they likewiſe be ſubje& to the like Calamities, and waſted 
and deſtroyed through the continuance of time 2 Verily yea. Wherefore let 
not the King glory in his Power, nor the ſtrong man in hu. Strength, nor the Rich 
man in hu Riches : but let him that glorieth glory in the Lord. 
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
